ORDINANCE  NO.  2074. 


AN  ORDINANCE  MAKING  AND  PROVIDING  RULES  AND  ORDER 

OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OP'  THE  CITY  OF 

ASTORIA. 

The  City  ot  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  i.  That  the  following  rules  and  order  of 
business  for  the  government  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  are  hereby  established,  and  shall  govern  all 
meetings  and  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council. 

Rule  1.  The  Mayor  or  President  of  the  Common 
Council  (or  in  case  of  their  absence)  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  shall  call  the  members  to  order  at  the  hour  designa¬ 
ted  for  the  meetings.  Should  there  not  be  a  quorum  pres¬ 
ent,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  immediately 
inform  the  absent  members,  [except  those  known  to  be  una¬ 
voidably  detained]  that  their  presence  is  required  to  enable 
the  council  to  proceed  to  business.  Should  they  fail  to 
appear  on  such  notice,  the  members  present  shall  adjourn  to 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  or  to  some  time 
certain. 

Rule  2.  A  Quorum  being  present,  the  first  business  in 
order,  after  the  roll  call,  shall  be  the  reading  of  the  mijrutes 
and  record  of  the  previous  meeting  by  the  Auditor,  which, 
if  not  objected  to,  shall  be  considered  approved. 

Rule  3.  The  Mayor,  or  President  of  the  Council,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  shall  announce  at  each  meeting 
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the  business  in  order  agreeable  to  the  rules,  and  no  business 
shall  be  taken  up  or  considered  until  the  class  to  which  it 
belongs  shall  be  in  order,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  21, 
Provided,  that  communications  from  the  Mayor,  may  be 
read  at  any  time. 

Rule  4.  The  business  of  the  Common  Council  shall 
be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Petitions,  Memorials,  Remonstrances  and  Commu¬ 
nications. 

2.  Report  from  Standing  Committees  in  the  following 
order. 

I.  Ways  and  Means. 

II.  Health  and  Police. 

III.  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

IV.  Fire  and  Water. 

V.  Public  Property. 

VI.  Wharves  and  Water  Frontage. 

3.  Reports  from  Selector  Special  Committees. 

4.  Reports  of  Officers. 

5.  Reports  and  Business  on  the  Table. 

6.  Reading  of  Ordinances  first  and  second  times. 

7.  Engrossed  Ordinances  to  be  read  the  third  time. 

8.  Resolutions. 

9.  Claims  and  Requisitions. 

10.  Propositions  and  Miscellaneous  Matters. 

11.  Adjournment. 

REFERENCE  OF  BUSINESS. 

Rule  5.  Business  presented  to  the  Common  Council 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  as  follows: 

1.  To  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Business  relating  to  the  annual  estimate  and  levy  of 
taxes,  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  and  Police 
■Judge,  Bonds  for  Streeet  improvements,  printing,  advertis¬ 
ing  and  stationery  for  city  offices,  business  relating  to  elec¬ 
tions,  litigations,  relief  from  taxes  and  assessments,  damage 
claims  and  other  disputed  claims  against  the  city,  and  other 
business  relating  to  the  general  finances  of  the  city. 
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2.  To  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways: 

Business  relating  to  the  opening,  improvement,  repair, 
grades  ot  streets  and  bridges,  granting  of  franchises  for  the 
use  of  the  streets  of  whatever  kind,  and  the  vacation  of 
streets  and  alleys. 

3-  To  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water: 

Business  relating  to  the  fire  department,  fire  alarm  sys¬ 
tem,  and  reports  of  Chief  Engineer  and  repair  of  fire  appar¬ 
atus. 

4.  To  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police: 

Business  relating  to  the  public  health,  reports  of  the 
board  of  public  health  and  health  officer,  police  commission¬ 
ers,  pound  department  and  working  of  City  prisoners.. 

5.  To  the  Committee  on  Public  Property: 

Business  relating  to  the  care  of  public  parks,  cemeteries, 
city  hall  and  jail  and  other  public  property. 

6.  To  the  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Water 
Frontage: 

Businesss  relating  to  the  management  and  construction 
of  wharves  and  landings. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Council  by  any 
two  members,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  7.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this 
form,  to-wit:  “As  many  as  are  of  the  opinion  (as  the  case 
may  be)  say,  “aye,”  contrary  opinion,  “no.”  “If  the 
presiding  officer  doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  tlie  ayes 
and  noes  shall  be  taken. 

PRIORITY  OF  BUSINESS. 

Rule  8.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  busi¬ 
ness  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  9.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise 
at  once,  the  presiding  officer  shall  name  who  is  to  speak 

first. 
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PRIVILEGE  OF  MEMBERS. 

Rule  10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  subject  or  question  without  leave  of  the  Council, 
nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak 
shall  have  spoken. 

MOTIONS. 

Rule  1 1 .  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the 
previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  refer,  or 
to  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 
Roberts  Manuel  shall  be  considered  authority  in  deciding 
any  question  arising  on  points  of  order  not  embraced  in 
these  rules. 

ADJOURNMENTS. 

Rule  12.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  when  once  put  and 
voted  do  ■  n,  shall  not  again  be  in  order  until  some  other 
business  shall  have  been  taken  up  and  shall  always  be  de¬ 
cided  without  debate. 

Rule  13.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  de¬ 
bate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise 
from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  presiding  officer 
and  shall-confine  himself  to  the  question  in  debate  and 

avoid  personalities. 

MEMBERS  MUST  VOTE. 

Rule  14.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  vote  for  or  against  the  same,  unless 
excused  by  the  Council,  but  no  member  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote  on  a  question  when  the  ayes  and  nayes  are  called 
for,  unless  present  when  his  name  is  called  in  its  regular 
order. 

Rule  15.  A  member  of  the  Council  acting  as  presi¬ 
dent  pro-tem  may  vote  on  all  questions  in  all  cases  in  which 
he  might  vote  if  not  so  acting. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

Rule  16.  Whenever  it  shall  be  decided  that  the  Coun¬ 
cil  go  into  the  committee  of  the  whole,  the  presiding  officer 
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shall  leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  the 
committee. 

MOTIONS  nUST  BE  SECONDED. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  the 
same  be  seconded.  When  a  motion  is  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  by  the  presiding  officer  before  debate,  but  the  mover 
may  withdraw  it  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amend¬ 
ment  is  made  to  it. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

Rule  18.  When  a  question  has  been  once  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majoiity 
to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  but  no  motion 
tor  reconsideration  of  a  vote  shall  be  made  or  considered  after 
the  ordinance,  resolution  or  act  shall  have  gone  out  of 
the  possession  of  the  Council,  and  no  motion  for  a 
reconsideration  shall  be  made  more  than  once,  and 
provided,  the  motion  to  reconsider  is  made  at  the  same 
day  of  the  passage  of  the  matter  in  question. 

AYES  AND  NAYES. 

Rule  19.  Upon  division  of  the  Council,  the  names  of 
those  who  voted  for  and  those  who  voted  against  a  question 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  when  any  two  members 
require  it;  and  in  such  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names 
of  the  members  so  calling  for  a  division,  and  in  all  author¬ 
izations  to  expend  appropriations  of  public  money,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  by  the  Auditor  and  recorded,  and 
no  authorization  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  carried  un¬ 
less  five  members  of  the  Council  shall  have  voted  on  the 
proposition,  except  in  the  case  of  the  passage  of  an  ordi¬ 
nance  when  a  majority  of  the  whole  Council  shall  be  re¬ 
quired,  provided,  that  no  ordinance  appropriating  money, 
shall  be  passed  at  the  same  meeting  night  in  which  it  was 
introduced. 

REPORTS  OF  COnniTTEES. 

Rule  20.  All  committees  shall  report  the  facts  in 
writing  in  relation  to  the  matter  or  subject  referred,  with 
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their  opinion  thereon,  and  no  report  shall  be  received  as 
the  report  of  a  committee  except  the  same  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  committee. 

SUSPENSION  OF  RULES. 

Rule  21.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Council 
shall  be  rescinded  or  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  every 
member  present;  nor  shall  the  order  of  business  established 
by  the  rules  of  the  council  be  postponed  or  changed,  except 
by  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present,  and  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  any  proposition  to  suspend  a 
rule. 

PASSAGE  OF  ORDINANCE. 

Rule  22.  Every  ordinance  shall  receive  three  read¬ 
ings  previous  to  its  being  passed,  but  shall  not  be  read  more 
than  twice  at  any  one  meeting,  except  by  unanimous  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Council,  providing  that  no  ordinance  appropria¬ 
ting  money  shall  be  read  the  third  time  or  passed  at  the 
meeting  at  which  it  was  introduced. 

Rule  23.  Upon  the  final  passage  of  an  ordinance,  the 
question  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  nayes. 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

Rule  24.  The  previous  question,  until  it  is  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  debate  on  the  main 
question,  and  shall  be  putin  the  following  form;  “Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put.  ’  ’ 

CALLED  TO  ORDER. 

Rule  25.  A  member  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  council  if 
appealed  to  shall  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate. 
If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer 
shall  be  submitted  to. 

Sec.  2.  All  rules  of  order  of  business  in  conflict  here¬ 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ACT 


TO  INCORPORATE  THE 

City  of  Astoria,  in  Clatsop  County,  State  of 
Oregon,  and  to  Repeal  an  Act  Entitled 
“An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,”  Ap¬ 
proved  October  2oth,  1876. 


Be  if  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Oregon: 


CHAPTER  1. 

OF  THE  BOUNDARIES  AND  INCORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY. 

Section  i.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  bounded  as  follows: 
Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  left  bank  of  the  John  Day  river 
in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  at  a  point  where  the  south 
boundary  line  of  section  24,  of  Township  No.  8,  north  of 
range  No  9,  west,  in  Clatsop  County,  State  of  Oregon,  if 
extended  due  east  would  intersect  said  left  bank  of  said 
John  Day  river,  and  thence  due  west  to  the  southeast  corner 
of  said  section  24,  and  thence  west  along  the  south  bounda¬ 
ry  lines  of  sections  numbered  24,  23,  22  and  21  of  said 
Township,  to  the  middle  channel  of  Youngs  river,  thence 
down  said  channel  to  its  intersection  with  the  south  channel 
of  the  Columbia  River,  and  thence  up  said  south  channel  to 
a  point  due  north  of  the  mouth  of  the  said  John  Day  river, 
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thence  southerly  to  the  left  bank  of  said  John  Day  river,  at 
the  mouth  of  said  river,  and  thence  up  said  John  Day  river 
along  said  left  bank  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Astoria  Constituted  a  Municipal  Corporation.  Its  General 
Powers. 

Sec.  2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Astoria  are  here¬ 
by  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  “Municipal  Corporation” 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  “City  of  Astoria,”  and  by 
such  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  Justice,  and  in  all 
actions,  suits  or  proceedings  whatever,  may  purchase  hold 
and  receive  property  both  real  and  personal  within  the  city, 
for  public  buildings,  public  works,  city  improvements, 
and  property  sold  for  street  improvement  purposes,  may 
lease  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same,  for  the  benefit  of  the  city, 
may  purchase  hold  and  receive  property  both  real  and  per¬ 
sonal,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city,  to  be  used  for  parks,  for 
burial  purposes,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a 
hospital  for  the  reception  of  persons  affected  with  contagious 
disease,  for  work  houses  and  for  houses  of  correction;  also 
for  the  erection  of  water  works  to  supply  the  city  with  wa¬ 
ter,  and  may  control,  lease,  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  city.  All  property  both  real  and  personal 
belonging  to  and  vested  in  the  present  City  of  Astoria,  shall, 
on  the  passage  of  this  Act,  become  the  property  of,  and  be 
vested  in  the  City  of  Astoria  as  created  by  this  Act.  And 
they  may  control,  lease  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the 
benefit  of  the  city-  And  they  shall  have  a  common  seal, 
and  may  alter  and  break  the  same,  or  make  a  new  one,  at 
pleasure. 

CHAPTER  II. 

OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  CITY. 

Power  Vested  in  flayor  and  Common  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the 
Municipal  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  this  Act,  is 
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vested  in  a  Mayor  and  Common  Council  and  their  successors 
in  office  to  be  exercised  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Wards  and  Boundaries. 

*Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  municipal  representation, 
the  “City  of  Astoria’’  is  hereby  divided  into  two  wards 
designated  and  bounded  as  follows:  Ward  No.  1  shall 
embrace  all  that  portion  of  said  City  of  Astoria  lying  west 
of  Olney  street  in  said  city,  as  laid  out  and  recorded  by  John 
McClure  and  extended  by  Cyrus  Olney.  Ward  No.  2  shall 
embrace  all  that  portion  of  said  city  of  x\storia  lying  east  of 
said  line,  and  the  Common  Council,  by  ordinance,  may  create 
additional  wards,  or  change  the  boundary  of  these  herein 
established  and  when  it  creates  an  additional  ward  or  wards, 
may  appoint  three  Councilmen  from  each  to  hold  until  the 
next  election. 

Each  Ward  Entitled  to  Three  Councilmen. 

Sec.  5.  Each  ward  herein  established,  and  any  addi¬ 
tional  ward  that  may  hereafter  be  established  is  entitled  to 
elect  three  members  of  the  Common  Council. 

Term  of  Office  of  Councilmen. 

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  Common  Council  shall 
be  elected  for  three  years,  and  shall  hold  their  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

The  Mayor — Term  of  Office. 

Sec.  7.  The  Mayor  shall  be  elected  for  two  years,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified. 

Officers  to  be  Elected.  * 

SEC.  8.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  city  of  Astoria,  the  following  named  officers,  to- wit: 
A  treasurer,  auditor  and  policejudge,  attorney,  superintend¬ 
ent  of  streets,  harbor  master  and  surveyor,  who  shall  be 
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the  officers  of  this  municipal  corporation  and  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified,  subject  to  removal  by  the  Common  Council 
by  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  ^majority  of 
the  members  thereof,  for  malfeasance,  inattention,  or 
incompetency,  or  for  being  interested  in  contracts  as  herein¬ 
after  prohibited. 

Eligibility  of  Office. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  is  eligible  to  any  office  in  the 
Municipal  Corporation,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
appointment,  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  an  elector 
according  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  who  has  not  resided 
in  the  City  of  Astoria  for  the  six  months  next  preceding 
snch  election  or  appointment. 

Councilman  Must  be  a  Tax=Payer. 

SEC.  10.  In  addition  to  the  qualifications  inscribed  in 
section  9,  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  councilman  a  person 
must  be  a  resident  of  the  ward  from  which  he  is  elected, 
and  a  bona  fide  tax  payer  in  the  city  of  Astoria  who  has 
paid  his  taxes  for  the  previous  year. 

CHAPTER  III. 

OF  ELECTIONS. 

General  Election — When  Held. 

SEC.  ii.  There  shall  be  a  general  election  in  the  City 
of  Astoria  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  annually. 

Sec.  12.  All  officers  required  to  be  elected  by  this 
Act,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  or 
ward,  as  ths  case  may  be,  at  the  general  election  next 
preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  then  incumbent 
of  the  office.  Provided,  that  the  present  officers  of  the 
city  of  Astoria  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration 
ot  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected,  the  same  as  if 
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elected  or  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 

Act. 

Voting  Places — Judges  and  Clerks  of  Election. 

Sec.  13.  The  Common  Council  shall  designate  one  or 
more  places  in  each  ward  for  holding  the  elections  therein, 
and  appoint  three  judges  and  two  clerks  of  election  for 
polling  place. 

Ten  Days  Notice  to  be  Given  of  Election. 

Sec.  14.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  under  direction 
of  the  Common  Council,  shall  give  ten  days  notice  by 
publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of 
Astoria,  of  each  general  election,  the  officers  to  be  elected 
thereat,  and  the  place  designated  in  each  ward  for  holding 
the  election  therein,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks  appointed 
to  conduct  the  same. 

Qualification  of  Voters. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  is  qualified  to  vote  at  any  election 
under  this  Act,  who  is  not  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  an 
elector  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  and 
who  has  not  resided  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  for  the  three 
months  next  preceding  such  election,  and  in  the  ward  in 
which  he  offers  to  vote  for  the  ten  days  next  preceding  such 
election . 

Officers — By  Whom  Elected. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  Mayor,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  Attorney,  Superintendent  ’of  Streets,  Harbor  Mas¬ 
ter  and  Surveyor,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  City,  and  the  Councilmen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
ward  from  which  they  are  elected. 

Time  of  Opening  and  Closing  Polls. 

Sec.  17.  All  elections  shall  commence  at  nine  o’clock 
A.  M.,  and  continue  until  six  o’clock  P.  M.  of  the  same 
day,  without  closing  the  polls.  If  any  Judge  of  election 
fails  to  attend  and  serve  at  the  proper  time;  the  voters  of  the 
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ward  then  present,  may  elect  another  in  his  place,  and  if 
any  clerk  of  election  fails  to  attend  and  serve  at  the  proper 
time,  the  Judges  of  election  may  elect  another  in  his  place. 

Qualifications  of  Judges  and  Clerks. 

Sec.  i 8.  Judges  and  Clerks  of  election  must  possess 
the  qualifications  of  voters  in  the  ward  where  the}'  act  as 
such,  but  a  mistake  or  error  in  this  respect,  or  failure  to 
give  the  required  notice  required  by  Section  14,  shall  not 
invalidate  any  election  otherwise  legal. 

Canvass  of  Returns — How  flade. 

Sec.  19.  On  or  before  the  second  day  after  election, 
the  returns  thereof,  from  each  ward,  must  be  filed  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  on  the  fourth  day  after 
election,  or  sooner  if  the  returns  from  all  the  wards  are  in, 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  call  to  his  assistance, 
the  County  Clerk  of  the  County  of  Clatsop,  and  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  resident  in  Astoria,  and  they  three  shall  canvass 
the  returns  of  the  election. 

Written  Statement  of  Canvass  of  Votes. 

Sec.  20.  A  written  statement  of  the  canvass  shall  be 
made  and  signed  by  the  canvassers,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  within  the 
time  appointed  to  complete  the  canvass.  Such  writing  must 
contain  a  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  the  votes  given 
at  such  election,  the  number  given  for  any  person  for  any 
office  and  the  names  of  the  persons  elected,  and  to  what 
office. 

Auditor  to  Issue  Certificates  of  Election. 

Sec.  21.  Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the 
canvass,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  make  and  sign 
a  certificate  of  election  for  each  person  declared  thereby  to  be 
elected,  and  deliver  the  same  to  him  on  demand. 

Common  Council  Judge  of  Election  of  Members. 

Sec.  22.  A  certificate  of  election  is  primary  evidence 
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of  the  facts  therein  stated,  but  the  Common  Council  is  the 

final  judge  of  the  qualifications  and  election  of  its  members, 

and  in  case  of  a  contest  between  two  persons  claiming  to  be 
elected  thereto,  must  determine  the  same. 

Contested  Election  for  Mayor. 

Sec.  23.  A  contested  election  for  Mayor  must  be 
determined  according  to  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Oregon  reg¬ 
ulating  proceedings  in  contested  elections  in  the  case  of 
county  officers. 

Terms  of  Office. 

Sec.  24.  The  term  of  office  of  every  person  elected 
to  office  under  this  Act  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  after  his  election,  and  terminate  when  his  succes¬ 
sor  is  elected  and  qualified  and  by  such  time  such  person 
must  qualify  therefor  by  taking  and  filing  the  oath  of  office, 
or  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined,  and  the  office 
considered  vacant. 

Oath  of  Office. 

Sec.  25.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this 
Act,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  must 
make  and  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  an  oath  of 
office  to  the  following  effect  viz: 

“I,  A.  B.  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
State,  and  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  faithfully 

perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of - 

during  my  continuance  in  office.  So  help  me  God.”  If 
the  person  affirms,  instead  of  the  last  clause  there  must  be 
added:  ‘‘And  this  I  promise  under  the  pains  and  penalty  of 
perjury.” 

Laws  of  State  to  Regulate  Elections  in  Astoria. 

Sec.  26.  All  laws  of  this  state  regulating  and  govern¬ 
ing  general  elections,  and  proceedings  and  matters  incident 
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thereto,  shall  apply  to  and  govern  elections  under  this  Act, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

OF  VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE. 

Vacancies  in  Qffice— When. 

Sec.  27.  An  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant  upon  the 
death  or  resignation  of  the  incumbent.  The  office  of 
Treasurer  or  Assessor  shall  be  deemed  vacant  whenever  the 
incumbent  thereof  shall  be  absent  from  the  City  for  the 
period  of  thirty  days  without  permission  duly  obtained  from 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  The  office  of  Council¬ 
man  shall  be  deemed  vacant  whenever  any  incumbent 
thereof  shall  cease  to  be  a  resident  of  the  ward  which  he  rep¬ 
resents,  or  shall  fail  to  attend  three  successive  regular 
meetings  of  the  Council,  unless  absent  on  leave  of  the 
Council,  first  obtained.  But  a  change  of  the  boundaries  of 
any  ward  shall  not  be  deemed  to  change  the  residence  of  any 
Councilman,  so  as  to  create  or  cause  a  vacancy  in  such 
office. 

Vacancy  in  Office  Filled  by  Appointment. 

Sec.  28.  A  vacancy  in  any  office  caused  by  a  failure 
ot  a  person  elected  to  qualify  therefor  as  prescribed  in  section 
24,  or  made  by  or  consequent  upon  the  judgment  of  any 
court,  or  in  any  of  the  cases  specified  in  section  27,  must 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  a  majority  of  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Common  Council  to  continue  in  office  until 
the  next  general  election  and  if  the  term  of  such  office 
does  not  then  expire,  the  remainder  thereof  shall  be 
filled  by  the  election  of  such  officer  for  such  unexpired 
term. 

Officer  Appointed  Must  Qualify  in  Five  Days. 

Sec.  29.  Any  officer  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy, 
must  within  five  days  from  the  date  of  such  appointment, 
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qualify  therefor,  as  in  the  case  of  an  officer  elected,  or  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  and  the  office  considered 
vacant. 


CHAPTER.  V. 

OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  AND  POWERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

rieetings  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  30.  The  Council  must  provide  for  the  time  and 
place  of  its  regular  meetings,  at  any  of  which  it  may 
adjourn  to  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting,  or  to  some 
specified  time  prior  thereto,  and  it  may  be  convened  by 
the  Mayor  at  any  time  upon  not  less  than  one  days  notice 
to  each  member  of  the  Council  at  that  time  present  in  the 
City. 

A  flajority  to  Constitute  a  Quorum. 

Sec.  31.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  less 
number  may  meet  and  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Council  May  Adopt  Rules. 

Sec.  32.  The  Council  may  adopt  rules  for  the 
government  of  its  members  and  its  proceedings,  and  on 
the  call  of  any  two  of  its  members;  must  cause  the  yeas 
and  nays  to  be  taken  and  entered  in  its  journal,  upon  any 
question  before  it;  but  upon  a  question  to  adjourn,  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  not  be  taken  unless  upon  the  call  of 
four  members.  Its  deliberations  and  proceedings  must  be 
public. 

Council  May  Punish  Hembers. 

Sec.  33.  The  Council  may  punish  any  member  for 
disorderly  and  improper  conduct  at  any  meeting,  or  for 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  attend  any  regular  meeting  with¬ 
out  sufficient  excuse  therefor,  and  may  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  expel  a  member. 
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Mayor  Ex=Officio  President  of  Council. 

Sec.  34.  The  Mayor  is  ex-offieio  president  of  the 
Council,  and  presides  over  its  deliberations  when  in  session. 
He  is  not  entitled  to  vote  but  has  authority  to  preserve 
order,  enforce  the  rules  of  the  Council  and  determine  the 
order  of  business  subject  to  such  rules  and  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Council.  If  the  Mayor  should  be  absent  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Council,  the  President  of  the  Council  shall 
act  during  the  meeting  or  until  the  Mayor  attends  and 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Mayor.  The  President 
of  the  Council  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council  in  January  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  and  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Mayor, 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Mayor,  approve  and  sign 
all  ordinances,  warrants,  bonds,  contracts  or  other  papers 
requiring  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  He  shall  hold  his 
office  for  one  j^ear  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified. 

Regular  fleeting  on  First  Monday  in  January. 

Sec.  35.  On  the  first  Monday  of  January,  next 
following  any  general  election,  there  must  be  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  is  appointed  by 
this  Act  and  no  notice  therefor  or  call  therefor  is 
necessary. 

What  Constitutes  a  flajority  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  36.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the 
Council  as  then  provided  by  law,  is  a  majority  of  the 
Council  or  the  members  thereof  within  the  meaning  of  this 
Act,  Provided,  in  case  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  exist  in 
such  Council,  a  majority  of  the  remaining  members  shall  be 
a  sufficient  majority  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies.  A 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  a  quorum  is  a  sufficient  majori¬ 
ty  to  determine  any  question  or  matter,  other  than  the  final 
passage  of  an  ordinance,  and  the  appointment  or  removal  of 
an  officer. 
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Sec.  37.  The  style  of  every  ordinance  shall  be.  “The 
City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows:’’ 

Power  and  Authority  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  38.  The  Council  has  power  and  authority  within 
the  City  of  Astoria: 

To  Assess,  Levy  and  Collect  Taxes. 

1.  To  assess,  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  general 
municipal  purposes,  not  exceeding  one  per  centum  upon  all 
the  property  both  real  and  personal  within  the  city 
limits,  which  is  taxable  by  law  for  state  and  county  pur¬ 
poses. 

To  Levy  a  Special  Tax. 

2.  To  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  of  not  exceeding  one 
per  centum  upon  all  the  property  assessed  by  authority  ot 
the  first  subdivision  of  this  section  for  any  specific  object 
within  the  authority  of  the  Municipal  corporation,  inclu¬ 
ding  the  payment  of  any  existing  debt  or  for  Municipal  im¬ 
provements,  but  the  ordinance  providing  therefor  must 
specify  the  object  therefor  and  the  amount  thereof. 

To  License  Auctioneers  and  all  Business. 

3.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  auctioneers,  hotel 
runners,  taverns,  boarding  houses,  hawkers  peddlers,  pawn¬ 
brokers.  solicitors,  book  agents,  real  estate  and  insurance 
agents,  brokers,  barbers,  bakeries,  dealers  in  general  mer¬ 
chandise,  clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  groceries,  dry  goods, 
meat  markets,  hardware,  tinware,  crockery,  glassware,  mil¬ 
linery,  dealers  in  cigars  and  tobacco,  fruit  and  confectionery, 
lawyers,  doctors,  furniture,  dentists,  book  and  stationery 
stores,  commission  merchants,  tailoring  establishments, 
jewelry  stores  and  all  offensive  trades,  and  occupations  and 
to  define  what  shall  constitute  the  same. 

To  License  Hacks,  Wagons  and  Drays. 

4.  To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacks,  cabs,  hackneys 
carriages,  wagons,  carts,  drays  or  other  vehicles  used  for 
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the  transportation  of  passengers  or  any  article  of  trade,  earth, 
ballast,  or  building  material  and  other  substances,  and  to  fix 
the  rates  thereof,  whether  the  same  be  used  for  hire  or  not. 

To  License  and  Restrain  Bar  Rooms. 

5.  To  license,  tax,  regulate  and  restrain  bar-rooms  and 
drinking  shops,  gaming  and  gambling  houses  and  places 
where  liquors  are  sold.  Provided,  that  the  city  of  Astoria 
shall  in  no  instance  issue  a  license  for  the  sale  of  spirituous 
or  malt  liquors  for  a  less  sum  than  that  provided  by  the  state 
laws  for  districts  outside  of  incorporated  towns  and  cities. 

License  Wharfingers,  Theatres  and  Exhibitions. 

6.  To  license  and  tax  wharfingers,  to  license  tax  and 
regulate  junk  dealers  and  dealers  in  second  hand  merchan¬ 
dise,  to  license  tax  and  regulate  theatres  and  other  exhibi¬ 
tions,  merry  go  rounds,  shows,  public  amusements,  steam 
boat  runners,  billiard  tables  or  other  tables  where  balls  and 
cues  are  used,  shooting  galleries,  and  bowling  alleys,  and  to 
suppress  bawdy  houses,  gaming  and  gambling  houses,  places 
kept  for  opium  smoking  or  smoking  opium,  and  to  punish 
inmates  of  bawdy  houses,  houses  of  ill  fame  and  to  define 
what  shall  constitute  the  same,  and  to  punish  keepers  of 
places  kept  for  smoking  opium  and  opium  smokers. 

Prevent  Introduction  of  Contagious  Diseases. 

7.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  diseases  in  the  City,  to  remove  persons  afflicted 
with  such  diseases  therefrom  to  suitable  hospitals  provided 
by  the  City  for  that  purpose,  to  secure  the  protection  of  per¬ 
sons  and  property  therein,  and  to  provide  for  the  health  and 
cleanliness,  ornament  peace  and  good  order  of  the  City. 
Prevent  and  Punish  Trespass. 

8.  To  prevent  and  punish  trespass  upon  real  or  perso¬ 
nal  property. 

Provide  City  with  Water  and  Construct  Water  Works. 

9.  To  provide  the  City  with  good  and  wholesome 
water,  and  for  the  erection  and  construction  of  such  water 
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works  and  reservoirs  within  or  without  the  limits  of  the 
City,  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  therefor,  and  to 
grant  to  any  private  person  or  corporation,  a  franchise  for 
the  erection  or  construction  of  Water  Works  within  the  lim¬ 
its  of  the  city,  and  all  rights  and  appurtenances  thereto,  in¬ 
cluding  the  power  to  use  the  streets  and  public  highways 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipes,  etc.  Such  franchises  shall 
be  used  and  exercised  under  such  rules  and  regulations  and 
restrictions  as  the  Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

Provide  for  Lighting  the  Streets  and  Granting  Franchises. 

10.  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets,  and  furnishing 
the  City  with  gas,  electric  light,  or  other  lights,  and  for  the 
erection  and  construction  of  such  works  as  may  be  necessary 
or  convienent  therefor,  and  to  grant  to  an}-  person  or  corpo¬ 
ration  a  franchise  or  permission  for  the  erection  and  con¬ 
struction  of  gas  works  and  electric  light  works  within  the 
limits  of  the  City,  with  all  the  rights  and  appurtenances 
thereto,  including  the  power  of  using  the  streets  and  public 
ways,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  pipes,  constructing- 
wires  and  poles,  etc.  Such  franchise  shall  be  used  and  exer¬ 
cised  under  such  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the 
Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Punishment  of  Vagrants. 

11.  To  provide  for  the  restraint,  support,  punishment 
and  employment  of  vagrants  and  paupers,  and  to  declare  by 
ordinance  what  shall  constitute  a  vagrant. 

Prevent  and  Remove  Nuisances. 

12.  To  prevent  and  to  remove  nuisances  and  to  declare 
by  general  rules  what  shall  constitute  the  same,  and  to  make 
the  expense  of  abating  a  nuisance,  a  lien  upon  the  property 
where  such  nuisance  exists;  to  fill  up  or  drain  any  lot  or 
blocks  where  stagnant  water  stands,  and  to  make  the  cost 
thereof,,  a  lien  upon  the  property,  but  in  such  case  the  same 
must  be  reported  to  the  Council,  and  the  necessity  thereof 
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declared  by  ordinance  and  thereupon  the  work  must  be  let 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  the  cost  thereof  to  be 
collected  in  like  manner,  as  street  improvements. 

Prohibit  Erection  of  Buildings  in  Fire  Limits. 

13.  To  prohibit  the  erection  or  repair  of  wooden  build¬ 
ings  within  the  fire  limits,  and  to  restrict  and  limit  the 
height  of  all  buildings,  to  provide  for  and  determine  the 
number  and  sizes  of  entrance  and  exit  from  all  public  halls, 
churches  and  all  other  buildings  used  for  public  gatherings 
and  the  mode  of  hanging  doors  thereat. 

Prevention  and  Extinguishment  of  Fires. 

14.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires,  and  for  the  preservation  of  property  endangered 
thereby,  and  for  the  appointment  of  officers  required  for  such 
purpose. 

To  Fix  Compensation  of  Chief  of  Police 

15.  To  regulate  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  and  Policeman,  the  keeper  of  the  city  prison  and 
house  of  correction. 

Provide  for  Removal  of  Obstructions  of  Streets. 

16.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  removal  of  all 
obstructions  from  the  streets,  cross  and  sidewalks,  for  the 
cleaning  and  repairing  the  same,  and  to  pass  necessary  ordi¬ 
nances  making  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-division  a  misdemeanor  and  to  provide  for  the  pun¬ 
ishment  of  the  same. 

Obstructions  in  Columbia  River. 

17.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  removal  of  ob¬ 
structions  in  the  Columbia  river  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
and  prevent,  restrain  and  punish  the  throwing  of  ballast, 
saw  dust,  ashes  or  other  materials  therein. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Harbor  Master. 

18.  To  define  and  regulate  the  powers  and  duties  of 
Harbor  Master,  and  to  empower  him  to  collect  harbor  dues 
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from  all  vessels  and  steam  boats  or  other  water  craft,  arriving 
or  departing  from  the  City,  and  to  provide  for  the  punish¬ 
ment  of  all  persons  refusing  to  pay  the  same. 

Regulate  Building  of  Wharves. 

19.  To  regulate  the  building  of  wharves  along  the 
river  front  and  driving  of  piles  in  the  Columbia  river  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  and  to  establish  a  wharf  line  beyond 
which  wharves  shall  not  be  built. 

Establishment  of  Harket  Houses. 

20.  To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  market  houses 
and  places,  and  to  regulate  the  location  and  management  of 
market  houses  and  slaughter  houses. 

Erection  of  City  Hall  anu  Jail. 

21.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  City  Hall,  jail 
house  of  correction  and  work  house  and  the  government  and 
management  of  the  same. 

Regulate  Storage  of  Gun  Powder  and  Carbonate  Haterial. 

22.  To  regulate  the  storage  and  sale  of  gunpowder, 
dynamite,  nitro  glycerine,  oil  or  combustible  material  and 
to  prevent  by  all  possible  means  danger  or  risk  of  injury  or 
damage  thereby  by  fire  from  carelessness,  negligence  or 
otherwise.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  tar,  pitch,  rosin, 
lacquer,  and  the  use  of  candles,  lamps  and  other  lights  in 
stores,  shops,  stables  and  other  places,  to  supress  remove  and 
secure  any  fire  place,  stove  chimney,  oven  or  boiier,  or  other 
apparatus  which  may  be  dangerous  in  causing  fire. 

To  Prevent  and  Punish  Intoxication,  Fighting  or  Indecent  Prac= 
tice. 

23.  To  prevent,  restrain  and  punish  intoxication, 
fighting  and  quarreling,  or  any  riot,  noise  or  disturbance,  or 
disorderly  assemblage,  or  any  unlawful  or  indecent  practice 
in  any  street,  home,  or  place  in  the  City. 
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Prohibit  Carrying  Concealed  Weapons. 

24.  To  prohibit  the  carrying  of  deadly  weapons  in  a 

» 

concealed  manner,  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  there¬ 
of,  and  to  regulate,  prohibit  and  punish  the  using  of  guns, 
pistols,  fire  arms,  fire  crackers,  bombs  and  detonating  works 
of  all  descriptions. 

To  Disperse  Riot. 

25.  To  prevent,  restrain,  punish  and  disperse  any  riot 
or  riotous  assemblage,  or  person  taking  part  therein. 

To  Regulate  and  License  Wash  Mouses. 

26.  To  control,  regulate  and  license,  wash  houses  and 
public  laundries,  and  to  provide  for  their  exclusion  from  the 
City  limits  or  any  part  thereof. 

Prevent  Animals  from  Running  at  Large. 

27.  To  prevent  any  and  all  domestic  animals  from 
running  at  large  within  the  City  limits  or  any  portion 
thereof. 

Prohibit  Cripples  and  Deformed  People  on  Streets. 

28.  To  prohibit  and  punish  all  cripples  or  deformed 
persons  who  shall  beg  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  or  solicit 
alms,  from  any  person,  or  from  exhibiting  any  cripple  or 
deformed  person  upon  the  public  streets. 

Privies  and  Cess  Pools  Must  be  Connected  with  Sewer. 

29.  To  compel  all  persons  erecting  or  maintaining 
primes  or  cess  pools  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any  street 
in  which  a  sewer  has  or  may  be  constructed,  to  connect  with 
the  same,  Provided  that  where  blocks  are  more  than  six 
hundred  feet  in  width,  this  authority  shall  extend  to  the 
center  of  the  block. 

To  Regulate  Compensation  of  City  Offiers. 

30.  To  establish  and  regulate  the  fees  and  compensa¬ 
tion  of  all  officers  of  the  City,  except  when  otherwise  pro- 
vided. 
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Provide  for  Punishment  of  Violating  City  Ordinances. 

31.  To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  a  violation  of 
any  ordinance  of  the  City,  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  one  hundred  days  in  the 
City  jail,  or  both,  by  forfeiture  or  penalty,  not  exceediug 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  for  working  any  prisoner  or 
prisoners  on  the  street  or  public  works,  and  to  attach  to  them 
ball  and  chain,  or  such  other  attachments  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  their  sate  keeping  during  the  term  thereof. 

Collecting  and  Disbursing  Money. 

32.  To  provide  for  the  collecting  and  disbursing  of  all 
money  to  which  the  City  is,  or  may  become  entitled,  or 
which  may  be  assessed,  levied  or  authorized  to  be  collected 
for  City  purposes  within  said  City. 

To  Borrow  Money. 

33.  To  boiTow  money  on  the  faith  of  the  City,  or  loan 
the  credit  thereof,  or  both  for  purely  Municipal  purposes. 

To  Appropriate  Money — Requisition  Necessary  Before  Purchas= 
ing  Supplies. 

34.  To  appropriate  money  to  pay  the  debts,  liabilities 
and  expenditures  of  the  City,  or  any  part  or  item  thereof, 
from  any  fund  applicable  thereto,  Provided,  that  no  bills 
shall  be  contracted  by  any  person  or  officer  of  the  City, 
without  first  sending  to  the  Common  Council  a  written 
requisition  thereof  stating  the  items  needed  with  the  cost 
thereof,  and  if  the  Council  deem  the  supplies  necessary,  they 
shall  authorize  the  proper  Committee  to  purchase  the  same: 
Provided,  that  in  case  of  an  emergency  the  Committee  on 
fire  and  water,  and  streets  and  public  ways,  may  incur  in¬ 
debtedness  not  to  exceed  $ 100.00 . 

Survey  of  Blocks  and  Streets. 

35.  To  provide  for  a  survey  of  the  blocks  and  streets 
of  the  City,  and  for  marking  and  establishing  the  boundary 
lines  of  such  blocks  and  streets. 
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Regulate  Wharves. 

36.  To  lay  out  and  construct  streets  above  and  below 
ordinary  low  water  mark  in  the  Columbia  river,  and  to 
authorize  the  building  and  construction  of,  and  regulating 
wharves  and  landings  at  the  foot  of  streets  terminating  at 
the  water  front. 

May  Fix  Rates  for  Wharfage. 

37.  To  erect  repair  and  regulate  public  wharves  and 
docks,  and  to  fix  the  rates  of  wharfage  and  dockage  thereof, 
and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  same. 

Power  to  Grant  Franchises. 

38.  To  grant  franchises  to  any  person  or  corporation, 
to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
telegraph,  electric  light,  telephone  and  other  poles  or  wires 
used  within  the  City,  upon  and  over  the  streets,  alleys, 
public  parks  and  public  grounds  of  the  City,  and  in,  over 
and  upon  any  lands  owned  by  the  City  or  under  its  control 
whether  they  be  within  the  limits  of  the  City  or  without. 

To  Purchase  Real  Estate  Sold  for  Taxes  or  Improvements. 

39.  To  purchase,  take  and  hold  real  estate  when  sold 
for  taxes,  or  for  any  improvement  ordered  by  the  Common 
Council,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same. 

Punish  for  Assault  and  Battery. 

40.  To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  assault,  or  assault 
and  battery  when  committed  within  the  City  limits. 

Locate  and  Construct  Ditches,  Drains  and  Sewers.; 

41.  To  locate  and  construct  any  ditch,  canal  or  pipe 
for  the  conduct  of  water,  and  any  drain,  sewer  or  culvert  it 
may  deem  necessary  or  convenient,  and  for  such  purpose  it 
shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  land  between  the  ter¬ 
minal  of  such  ditch,  canal,  pipe,  drain,  sewer  or  culvert  for 
the  purpose  of  examining,  locating  and  surveying  the  line  of 
such  ditch,  canal  pipe,  drain,  sewer  or  culvert,  doing  no  un¬ 
necessary  damage  thereby,  and  to  appropriate  so  much  of 
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said  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the 
same  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in  Chapter  7,  Miscella¬ 
neous  Laws  of  Oregon,  for  the  appropriation  of  lands  or 
right  of  way  by  corporations  named  therein,  and  to  appro¬ 
priate  and  divert  from  its  natural  course  or  channel  for  the 
purpose  of  draining  or  flushing  any  sewer,  drain  or  culvert, 
any  spring  or  stream  of  water. 

To  Appropriate  floney  for  Public  Library. 

42.  To  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  a  public 
library  in  said  City,  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Council  may 
deem  proper,  not  exceeding  $75.00  in  any  one  month,  and 
to  exercise  such  power  and  authority  as  may  be  given  to  the 
Common  Council  by  this  Act. 

To  Establish  a  Paid  Fire  Department. 

43.  To  make  regulations  for  the  prevention  of 
accidents  by  fire,  to  organize,  establish  and  maintain  a  fire 
department  either  paid  or  volunteer,  to  appoint  three 
competent  persons  as  fire  commissioners,  and  to  make  and 
ordain  rules  for  the  government  of  the  fire  department,  to 
provide  engines  and  other  apparatus  for  the  department. 

To  Purchase  and  Condemn  Lands  for  City  Purposes. 

44.  To  purchase  or  condemn,  and  enter  upon  and 
take  lands  within  or  without  the  City  limits  for  public 
squares,  streets,  parks,  commons,  cemeteries,  hospital 
grounds,  work  houses  or  houses  of  correction,  or  any  other 
proper  or  legitimate  Municipal  purpose,  and  to  enclose  the 
same,  improve  and  ornament  and  erect  suitable  buildings 
thereon.  The  City  shall  have  entire  control  of  all  such 
buildings,  and  all  lands  purchased  or  condemned  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Section,  and  all  streets,  highways  squares 
and  other  public  grounds  within  the  limits  established  or 
appropriated  to  public  use  by  authority  of  law,  or  which 
have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  dedicated  to  public  use,  by 
any  person  or  persons,  and  has  power,  in  case  such  lands 
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are  deemed  insufficient  or  unsuitable  for  the  purposes 
intended  to  dispose  of,  and  convey  the  same,  and  convey¬ 
ances  of  such  property,  executed  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  ordinance,  shall  vest  in  the  purchaser,  all  the 
right  title  and  interest  of  the  City  therein. 

Regulating  and  Naming  Streets. 

45.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  naming  of  all  the 
streets  of  the  City,  and  changing  the  present  names,  and 
to  provide  for  the  numbering  of  houses,  stores  and  other 
buildings  in  the  City  limits. 

Regulate  Building  of  Awnings. 

46.  To  regulate  and  prohibit  the  building  of  awnings, 
signs,  sign  posts,  and  to  regulate  aud  prohibit  the  exhibi¬ 
tion  and  hanging  of  banners  and  placards  in  or  across  the 
streets  of  the  City. 

Regulating  Franchises — Not  to  Exceed  30  Years — Regulating 
Fares. 

47.  To  authorize  and  prohibit  the  locating  and  con¬ 
structing  of  any  road  or  street  railroad  in  any  street,  alley 
or  public  place  of  the  City,  to  provide  for  the  alteration, 
change  of  grade,  or  removal  thereof;  to  regulate  the  moving 
and  operation  of  trains,  cars,  or  locomotives  within  the 
corporate  limits,  and  to  fix  the  rate  of  fares, 
and  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  any  such  railroad  or  street  railroad  shall 
be  located  or  constructed;  Provided,  that  no  franchise 
shall  be  granted  to  any  street  railway  company,  or  other 
railway  company,  except  the  same  contain  a  provision  that 
such  company  or  corporation  shall  improve  the  streets  over 
which  said  railway  lays  or  has  laid  its  track  or  tracks, 
between  the  two  outer  rails  of  such  track  or  tracks,  and  for 
one  foot  each  side  of  said  outer  rails,  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  their  own  expense  as  the  streets  shall  be  improved 
by  the  City;  and  Provided,  further,  that  no  franchise  shall 
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be  granted  to  any  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation, 
unless  the  same  contain  a  provision  providing  for  a  reve¬ 
nue  to  the  City  from  the  person,  company  or  corporation 
holding  such  franchise.  No  such  franchise  shall  be  grant¬ 
ed  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  years. 

Purchasing  and  Acquiring  Water  Works. 

48.  To  provide  for  erecting,  purchasing,  appropria¬ 
ting  or  otherwise  acquiring  water  works;  gas  works  or  elect- 
trie  light  plant-',  within  or  without  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City,  to  supply  said  City  and  its  inhabitants  with  water 
and  light  or  to  authorize  the  construction  of  the  same  by 
others. 

To  Establish  Fire  Limits. 

49.  To  establish  fire  limits  within  certain  defined 
limits  of  the  City. 

To  Regulate  Parades. 

50.  To  regulate  all  parades  and  processions,  and  to 
determine  what  parades  or  processions  upon  the  streets 
shall  be  unlawful,  to  declare  the  same  a  misdemeanor,  and 
to  provide  for  the  punishment  thereof 

License  and  Restrain  Dogs. 

51.  To  license,  tax,  regulate  and  restrain  the  keeping 
of  dogs  within  the  City  limits,  and  to  authorize  the  dis- 
straining,  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same,  for  the  penalty 
incurred  and  costs  of  proceedings,  or  to  authorize  their  des¬ 
truction. 

Provide  Cemeteries. 

52.  To  provide  cemeteries  and  to  regulate  the  burial 
of  the  dead,  and  shall  have  power  to  establish  cemeteries 
or  burial  grounds  within  or  without  the  City  limits,  and 
have  authority  and  jurisdiction  over  the  same,  necessary  to 
the  safety,  preservation,  regulation  and  ornament  of  the 
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Regulate  Width  of  Tires  and  Weight  of  Loads. 

53.  To  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  roads  and  high¬ 
ways,  and  public  places  for  foot  passengers,  animals  and 
vehicles.  To  protect  the  public  from  injury  from  runaways, 
by  punishing  persons  who  negligently  leave  horses  and 
carriages  in  the  streets  without  secure  fastenings.  To  pre¬ 
scribe  the  width  of  tires  of  all  trucks,  drays,  carts  and 
other  vehicles,  and  the  weight  to  be  carried  thereon,  for 
the  preservation  of  streets,  roadways  and  highways. 

Grant  Permission  for  Building  Purposes. 

54.  To  regulate  the  use  of  streets  and  sidewalks  and 
prevent  the  extension  of  buildings  and  hou->e  fronts  within 
the  street  line;  but  they  shall  have  no  power  to  authorize 
the  placing  or  continuing  of  any  encroachment  or  obstruc¬ 
tion  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk,  except  for  the  temporary 
use  or  occupation  thereof  during  the  erection  or  repair  of  a 
building  upon  the  adjacent  property,  or  the  display  of 
goods  by  the  occupants  of  the  adjoining  buildings. 

Laying  of  Gas  and  Water  Mains,  Sewers,  Etc. 

55.  To  regulate  the  opening  of  street  surfaces,  the 
laying  of  gas  and  water  mains,  the  building  and  repairing 
of  sewers,  and  the  erection  of  gas  and  other  lights. 

Regulation  of  Streets— Prohibiting  Persons  from  Roaming  the 
Streets  at  Unreasonable  Hours. 

56.  To  regulate  and  prevent  public  cries  and  adver¬ 
tising,  noises,  steam  whistles,  the  ringing  of  bells  in  the 
streets;  to  control  and  limit  traffic  on  the  streets,  avenues 
and  public  places;  to  regulate  and  prohibit  the  use  of  streets 
and  sidewalks  for  the  use  of  signs,  sign  posts,  awnings, 
awning  posts,  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  light  posts, 
and  other  purposes,  other  than  travel  and  traffic;  to  estab¬ 
lish  from  time  to  time  such  Police  stations  as  may  be  nec¬ 
essary  ;  to  provide  for  the  sprinkling  of  streets  and  cleaning 
of  the  same,  and  to  punish  those  who  refuse  so  to  do,  and 
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to  prohibit  persons  from  roaming  the  streets  at  unreason¬ 
able  hours. 

Prevent  Erection  of  Unsafe  Buildings. 

57.  To  prevent  the  erection  of  buildings  within  the  City 
limits,  which  shall  be  dangerous  to  passersby,  or  to  adja¬ 
cent  property,  and  in  case  any  building  on  any  public  street 
shall  become  dangerous  to  passersby,  the  Council  shall 
have  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or  made  safe 
at  the  expense  of  the  property,  and  shall  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  street  improvements. 

License,  Tax  and  Regulate  Trades  and  Employments. 

58.  To  license  and  regulate  all  such  callings,  trades 
and  employments,  not  herein  specially  provided  for,  as  the 
public  good  may  require  to  be  licensed  and  regulated,  and 
as  are  now  prohibited  by  law. 

No  Law  to  be  Passed  Conflicting  with  State  Laws. 

Sec  39.  The  power  and  authority  given  by  the  Council 
by  Section  38,  can  only  be  exercised  or  enforced  by  ordi¬ 
nance,  unless  otherwise  provided;  and  a  majority  of  the 
Council  may  pass  any  ordinance  or  make  any  by-law  not 
repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state, 
necessary  or  convenient  for  carrying  such  power  and 
authority,  or  any  part  thereof,  into  effect,  and  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  City, 
and  the  health  of  its  inhabitants. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

THE  MAYOR,  HIS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Sec.  40.  The  Mayor  is  the  executive  ot  the  munici¬ 
pal  corporation  and  as  such  must  exercise  a  careful  super¬ 
vision  over  its  general  affairs  and  subordinate  officers,  and 
see  that  the  laws  relating  to  the  City,  and  the  ordinances 
and  regulations  of  the  Council  are  enforced.  It  is  his  duty 
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annually,  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  appointed 
by  this  Act,  to  communicate  by  message  to  the  Council  a 
general  statement  of  the  condition  of  affairs  of  the  munici¬ 
pal  corporation  and  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  such  meas¬ 
ures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  and  to  make 
such  special  communication  to  the  Council  from  time  to 
time  as  he  may  think  proper  and  useful. 

Mayor  to  Approve  all  Official  Undertakings. 

41.  The  Mayor  shall  take  and  approve  all 
official  undertakings  which  the  ordinances  of  the  City  may 
require  any  officer  to  give  as  a  security  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duty,  or  any  undertaking  which  may  be 
required  of  any  contractor,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  contract,  and  when  he  approves  such  undertaking,  he 
must  immediately  file  the  same  with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge. 

Other  Duties  to  be  Performed. 

42.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  and  exercise 
such  other  authority  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  this  Act, 
any  City  ordinance  or  any  law  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  state. 

No  Ordinance  to  go  Into  Effect  Unless  Signed  by  the  Mayor. 

43.  No  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council 
shall  go  into  force  or  be  of  any  effect  until  approved  by  the 
mayor,  except  as  provided  in  Sections  44,  45,  and  46, 
Provided,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor  from  the  City, 
the  president  of  the  Council  shall  have  the  right  and  power 
to  take  and  approve  such  ordinances  as  may  be  passed 
during  such  absence. 

Enrolled  Copy  of  Ordinance  to  be  Presented  to  Mayor. 

44.  Upon  the  passage  of  any  ordinance,  the  en¬ 
rolled  copy  thereof  attested  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  and  if  the  Mayor  approve  the  same,  he  shall 
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write  upon  it  “approved,”  with  the  date  thereof,  and  sign 
it  with  his  name  of  office,  and  thereupon,  unless  otherwise 
provided  therein,  such  ordinance  shall  become  law,  and  be 
of  force  and  effect. 

May  Return  Ordinance  Without  Approval  in  10  Days. 

45.  If  the  Mayor  does  not  approve  an  ordinance  so 
submitted,  he  must  within  ten  days  from  the  receipt  thereof, 
return  the  same  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  with  his 
reasons  for  not  approving  it,  and  if  the  Mayor  do  not  so  re¬ 
turn  it,  such  ordinance  shall  become  law,  as  if  he  had  ap¬ 
proved  it. 

Two=Thirds  Vote  of  Council  Necessary  to  Pass  Ordinances  Over 
Mayor’s  Veto. 

46.  Upon  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  after  the 
return  of  an  ordinance  from  the  Mayor,  not  approved,  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the 
Council,  with  the  message  of  the  Mayor  which  must  be 
read,  and  such  ordinance  shall  then  be  put  upon  its  pas¬ 
sage  again,  and  then  if  two  thirds  of  all  members  constitut¬ 
ing  the  Council,  as  then  provided  by  la  v,  vote  in  the  affirm¬ 
ative,  it  shall  become  a  law  without  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  not  otherwise. 

President  of  Council  to  Act  in  Absence  of  Mayor. 

"  47.  During  any  absence  of  the  Mayor  from  the  City, 
or  if  he  be  unwell,  or  from  any  reason  be  unable  to  attend, 
the  President  of  the  Council  shall  be  the  acting  Mayor,  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  such  office,  during  such  absence, 
or  disability,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

OF  THE  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS  OF  THE 

CORPORATION 

Treasurer — Powers  and  Duties. 

SEC.  48.  The  Treasurer  is  receiver  of  taxes  and  must 

receive  and  keep  all  moneys  that  shall  come  to  the  City, 
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by  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  pay  out  the  same  upon  a 
warrant  from  the  Council,  attested  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge. 

Must  Keep  An  Account  with  Funds. 

49.  The  Treasurer  must  keep  an  account  with  the 
general  fund,  and  a  separate  account  with  each  special  fund 
that  may  be  raised  for  any  specific  object,  and  when  a  war¬ 
rant  is  drawn  on  any  particular  fund,  it  can  only  be  paid 
out  of  such  fund  and  in  the  order  of  its  presentation  for 
payment. 

Must  Make  Quarterly  Report. 

50.  The  Treasurer  must  make  a  report  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  quarters  ending  the  last  day  of 
March,  June,  September  and  December,  and  file  the  same 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  within  five  days  from 
expiration  of  such  quarters,  respectively,  which  report 
must  be  published  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

The  Assessor. 

*51.  The  assessor  must  annually  make  a  correct 
Repealed  1893  list  of  all  the  property  subject  to  taxation  by  the  City  of 
Astoria,  with  the  valuation  thereof,  and  certify  and  return 
the  same  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge;  provided,  that 
no  deduction  for  indebtedness  shall  be  allowed  in  any 
assessment  made  for  Municipal  purposes. 

52.  Any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by  such 
assessment,  either  in  the  valuation  or  listing  of  the  proper- 
Repeaied  1893  ty,  may  apply  in  writing,  to  the  council  to  have  such 
assessment  revised,  and  if  the  Council  deem  the  same 
erroneous,  they  must  correct  it.  The  party  applying  for 

*Sections  51,  52  and  53  were  repealed  by  an  act  of  the 
legislature  of  1893,  session  laws,  page  1x8,  and  provides  that 
all  city  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff. 
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such  correction  may  be  examined  as  a  witness  in  relation 
to  the  matter,  if  he  desire  it,  or  the  Council  require  it. 

53.  The  assessment  of  property  must  be  made  in  the 
manner  prescribe!  by  law  for  assessing  property  for  state  Repealed  1893 
and  county  purposes,  but  the  form  of  assessment  roll  and 

the  rule  for  ascertaining  the  ownership  of  property,  and 
in  whose  name  it  may  be  assessed,  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance,  and  the  time  of  making  such  assessment,  and 
the  return  thereof,  and  of  applying  to  the  Council  for  a 
revision  thereof,  must  be  prescribed  by  ordinance;  Provi¬ 
ded,  that  in  the  event  of  the  Council  prescribing  a  time 
for  applying  for  a  revision  thereof,  no  applications 
or  objections  shall  be  considered  unless  filed 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  .Judge,  on  or  before  such 
prescribed  date;  provided  further,  that  no  deduction  for 
indebtedness  shall  in  any  event  be  allowed  in  an  assess¬ 
ment  made  for  Municipal  purposes. 

Superintendent  of  Streets— Duties  of. 

54.  The  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be 
defined  by  ordinance,  and  he  shall  perform  such  duties  as 

v 

may  be  at  any  time  required  of  him  by  ordinance,  and  as 
are  required  of  him  in  this  Act. 

City  Attorney — Duties  of. 

55.  The  City  Attorney  must  attend  to  all  actions, 
suits  or  proceedings,  in  which  the  City  is  legally  interest¬ 
ed,  shall  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  charged 
with  a  violation  of  a  City  ordinance,  and  give  his  advice 
and  opinion  in  writing,  concerning  any  manner  in  which 
the  Council  is  interested,  when  required  by  the  Mayor  or 
Council,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  ordinance. 

Legal  Adviser  of  Water  Commission. 

The  City  Attorney  shall  also  be  the  legal  advisor  and 
attorney  of  the  Water  Commission,  but  for  all  such  servi- 
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ces  the  said  Commission  shall  pay  such  reasonable  compen¬ 
sation  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Auditor  and  Police  Judge— Duties  of. 

56.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  the  accounting 
and  clerical  officer  of  the  city,  and  Judge  of  the  Police 
court,  and  clerk  of  the  Council.  He  shall  exercise  and 
perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Police  Judge  of 
the  City  of  Astoria.  And  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
must  also  annually  make^.  correct  list  of  all  the  properties 
subject  to  taxation  by  the  City  of  Astoria,  with  the  valua¬ 
tion  thereof,  and  certify  and  file  the  same  in  his  office; 
Provided,  further,  that  the  Council  may  by  ordinance, 
authorize  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  copy  county 
assessment  roll  of  Clatsop  county,  so  far  as  applicable  to 
the  City;  and  provided  further,  that  no  deduction  for 
indebtedness  shall  be  allowed  in  any  assessment  made  for 
municipal  purposes  within  the  City. 

Demands  and  Accounts  to  be  Audited. 

57.  All  demands  and  accounts  against  the  City, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  with 
the  necessary  evidence  in  support  thereof,  and  he  shall 
audit  the  same  and  report  them  to  the  Council,  with  all 
convenient  speed  together  with  any  suggestion  or  explana¬ 
tion  which  he  may  deem  proper  and  pertinent;  Provided, 
that  no  demands  or  accounts,  or  either  of  them,  of  fees  for 
extra  services  performed  by  any  officers  under  this  Act, 
shall  be  presented  to,  or  audited  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge;  all  such  demands  shall  be  the  subject  of  petition  to 
the  Council,  who  shall  allow  only  for  such  extra  services  as 
may  have  been  indispensably  necessary,  and  for  which  no 
salary  is  allowed  by  law.  All  such  petitions  shall  lie 
over  from  the  meeting  at  which  they  are  presented,  until 
the  next  regular  meeting. 
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Payment  of  Claims  by  Council. 

58.  When  a  demand  or  account  has  been  presented 
to  the  Council  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  they 
must  examine  the  same,  and  if  they  deem  it  correct,  they 
may  by  vote  direct  whether  the  same  shall  be  paid,  or  any 
part  thereof,  as  they  may  deem  it  just  and  legal. 

Warrants  Must  be  Drawn  on  Funds  Appropriated  Therefor. 

59.  When  the  Council  orders  any  demand  or  account 
to  be  paid,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  draw  a 
warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  ordered  paid, 
which  warrant  must  be  drawn  on  the  special  fund  appro¬ 
priated  therefor,  and  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  be 
attested  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

May  Appoint  Deputies. 

60.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge’s  name  or  office 
whether  acting  as  Auditor,  Police  Judge  or  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  is  “Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of 
Astoria.’’  It  is  his  duty  under  direction  of  the  Council, 
to  keep  a  fair  and  correct  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
to  file  and  keep  all  papers  and  books  connected  with  the 
business  of  the  Council,  he  may  have  a  deputy,  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  him  in  writing,  and  to  continue  during  his 
pleasure  Such  deputy  shall  have  the  power  to  perform 
any  act  or  duty  required  of  his  principal,  and  his  principal 
is  responsible  for  his  acts  and  conduct. 

To  Issue  Licenses. 

61.  He  must  issue  all  licenses  authorized  by  City 
ordinances,  upon  delivery  to  him  of  the  receipt  of  the 
Treasurer  or  other  officer  authorized  to  collect  for  licenses, 
for  the  amount  of  money  required  for  such  license. 

Must  Keep  Proper  Books  of  Account. 

62.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  keep  proper 
books  of  account  showing  therein  all  sums  appropriated, 
the  date  thereof,  and  out  of  what  fund,  the  date  and 
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amount  of  all  warrants  drawn  thereon,  and  to  whom  pay¬ 
able,  and  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  ordinance,  or  proper  or  necessary  to  a  correct 
understanding  of  the  City  finances. 

Books  and  Papers  are  City  Property. 

63.  The  official  books  and  papers  of  all  the  officers 
mentioned  in  this  chapter,  are  City  property,  and  must  be 
kept  as  such,  by  such  officers  during  their  continuance  in 
office,  and  then  delivered  to  their  successors.

Judicial  Officer  of  City. 

64.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  the  Judicial 
officer  of  the  City,  and  shall  hold  a  court  therein,  at  such 
place  as  the  Council  shall  provide,  which  shall  be  known 
as  the  Police  Court. 

When  Office  Deemed  Vacant. 

65.  The  office  of  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be 
deemed  vacant  whenever  he  shall  be  absent  from  the  City 
for  a  period  of  more  than  ten  days  without  the  consent  of 
the  Mayor  first  had  and  obtained,  except  in  case  of  Jsickness. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  the  May¬ 
or  may  preside  over  the  Police  Court  fin  all  manners  relat¬ 
ing  to  a  violation  of  any  City  ordinance 

Jurisdiction  of. 

66.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  has  jurisdiction 
and  authority  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  both  Civil  and 
Criminal  matters,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  juris¬ 
diction,  and  be  subject  to  all  general  laws  of  the  State  of 
Oregon,  prescribing  the  duties  and  rights  of  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  and  mode  of  performing  them,  and  shall  receive 
the  same  compensation  and  in  like  manner  as  other  Jus¬ 
tices  of  the  Peace,  as  provided  for  in  the  general  laws  of  the 
State  of  Oregon  regulating  the  ccmpensatii  n  of  Justices  of 
the  Peace. 
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Jury  Trials  in  Police  Court. 

67.  All  civil  and  criminal  proceedings  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  or  in  the  Police  Court,  including 
all  proceedings  for  the  violation  of  any  City  ordinance,  are 
governed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  appli¬ 
cable  to  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  justice  courts,  in  like 
or  similar  cases,  but  in  a  proceeding  for  a  violation  of  the 
City  ordinance  the  trial  shall  be  without  a  jury  unless  the 
defendant  on  demanding  a  Jury,  shall  pay  into  the  court  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  expense  of  such  jury;  Provided, 
that  any  party  to  a  proceeding  in  the  police  court  may  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  the 
County  of  Clatsop,  from  a  final  judgment  rendered  against 
him  therein  for  a  violation  of  a  city  ordinance  at  any  time 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  the  same  is  entered,  upon 
his  giving  an  undertaking  in  not  less  double  the  amount 
of  said  judgment  imposed  thereby,  and  in  no  case  less  than 
$100,  conditional  that  he  will  pay  to  the  City  of  Astoria, 
any  fine  and  all  costs  and  disbursements,  assessed  against 
him  on  the  appeal,  or  in  case  said  judgment  be  that  the 
party  appealing  be  imprisoned,  that  he  will  render  himself 
in  execution  thereof,  and  pay  all  costs  and  disbursements 
adjudged  against  him  on  said  appeal. 

Monthly  Statement  of  Business. 

68.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  make  out 
and  report  to  the  Council  a  monthly  statement  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  transacted  before  him,  while  acting  as  Police  Judge, 
and  the  amount  of  money  received  and  collected  on  account 
thereof. 

To  Receive  No  Fees. 

69.  The  Council  shall  by  ordinance  regulate  the 
manner  of  compensating  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  for 
his  services,  except  as  provided  for  in  Section  65.  Provi¬ 
ded,  that  in  the  event  of  the  Common  Council  providing  a 
salary  for  such  officer,  costs,  fees  and  expenses  taxed 
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against  or  received  from  any  defendant  in  a  proceeding  be¬ 
fore  the  Police  Judge  for  the  violation  of  a  City  ordinance, 
shall,  when  received  or  collected,  be  paid  by  said  Judge  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  give  him  duplicate  receipts 
therefor,  one  of  which  receipts  shall  be  filed  with  the  Audi¬ 
tor,  and  provided  further,  that  no  fees,  expense,  or  dis¬ 
bursements  whatever  on  account  of  such  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  or  any  police  officer  on  account  of  any  services  per¬ 
formed  by  either  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  taxed  or  collect¬ 
ed  in  any  proceeding  before  such  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
for  a  violation  of  the  law  of  the  state  under  any  circum¬ 
stances 

Fines  to  be  Paid  to  City  Treasurer. 

70.  All  fines  imposed  by  said  Judge,  and  penalties 
recovered  by  him,  for  a  violation  of  a  City  Ordinance,  shall, 
when  received  or  collected,  be  paid  by  said  Judge  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  who  shall  give  duplicate  receipts  therefor. 
All  fines  and  penalties  for  a  violation  of  the  State  law  shall 
be  disposed  of  by  said  Judge,  as  provided  by  the  general 
laws  of  the  state. 

Actions  and  Proceedings  to  be  in  Effect,  When. 

71.  All  actions  and  proceedings  pending  in  the  police 
court  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  on  the  taking  effect  of  this 
Act,  shall  thereafter  be  proceeded  in,  in  criminal  matters  or 
cases,  according  to  the  provision  of  this  Act.  In  all  ac¬ 
tions  and  proceedings  in  civil  matters,  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  acting  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  pending 
on  the  taking  effeci  of  this  Act  shall  thereafter  be  contin¬ 
ued  and  tried  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

Authorized  to  Administer  Oaths. 

72.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  authorized  to 
administer  any  oath  authorized  to,  or  required  to  be  taken 
by  any  law  of  this  State  or  City  ordinance. 
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Harbor  Master  and  Surveyor— Duties  of. 

73-  The  duties  of  Harbor  Master,  and  Surveyor  shall 
be  provided  by  ordinance,  and  other  duties  not  inconsistent 
with  this  Act,  may  be  required  of  any  officer  mentioned  in 
this  Chapter,  by  ordinance. 

Books  and  Papers  When  May  be  Inspected. 

74-  The  official  books  and  papers  of  any  officer  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  Chapter,  may  be  inspected  at  any  time  by  a 
committee  of  the  Council,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  that 
purpose. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

OF  streets,  their  grade  and  improvement. 

Douncil  Shall  Have  Power  and  Authority  to  Grade  and  Improve 

Streets — Fee  of  Foot  of  Streets. 

75-  The  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
grade,  pave,  plank,  gravel,  curb,  and  otherwise  improve  and 
repair  the  highways,  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys  of 
the  city,  and  for  that  purpose,  and  for  defraying  the  expense 
thereof,  may  divide  the  city  into  street  districts.  The  term 
“Paving”  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  construction  of 
crosswalks,  gutters  and  curbing.  The  power  and  authority 
to  improve  a  street  includes  the  power  and  authority  to 
improve  the  sidewalks  and  pavements,  and  to  determine  and 
provide  for  everything  convenient  and  necessary  concern¬ 
ing  such  improvements.  The  fee  of  all  streets 
now  within  the  city,  recorded  between  low  and  high  water 
mark  of  the  Columbia  River,  is  granted  to  the  city,  and  all 
streets  within  the  city  limits,  and  at  right  angles  to  the 
Columbia  River  are  extended  to  the  ship’s  channel  for  the 
use  of  the  public,  and  the  fee  of  the  same  is  hereby  vested 
in  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  all  streets  now  constructed  below 
ordinary  high  tide,  and  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  vest  in 
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the  City  in  fee,  and  shall  forever  remain  open  as  thorough¬ 
fares  for  the  use  of  the  public.  No  part  of  the  expenses  of 
improving  any  street,  lane  or  alley  by  grading,  paving  or 
planking,  graveling  or  otherwise  or  repairing  the  same, 
except  the  crossings,  and  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  paid  from  the  general  street  fund,  but  the  whole  of 
the  expenses  of  such  improvements,  except  the  street  cross¬ 
ings,  shall  be  defrayed  by  special  assessments  upon  lots, 
lands  and  premises,  inclusive  of  water  frontage  out  to  the 
harbor  line,  included  in  a  special  assessment  district  to  be 
constituted  of  the  lands  fronting  upon  the  part  of  the  street 
or  alley  so  improved,  or  proposed  so  to  be,  and  ot  such  other 
lands  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  may  be  benefitted  by 
the  improvement,  except  that  repairs  can  be  made,  as  here- 
nafter  provided  in  section  79,  "and  except  also  that  whenev¬ 
er  any  of  the  owners  of  the  land  assessed  for  such  improve¬ 
ment,  shall  ask  for  the  privilege  of  paying  his  assessment  in 
installments,  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  Council  shall 
have  authority  to  pay  out  of  the  general  fund  for  such  im¬ 
provement  a  sum  of  money  equivalent  to  the  amount  left 
owing  to  the  City,  through  an  acceptance  of  the  provision 
for  such  payment  in  installments,  and  the  Council  shall 
have  the  power  and  authority  to  issue  and  sell  from  time  to 
time,  bonds  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  for  the  purpose  of  meet¬ 
ing  such  expenses,  all  bonds,  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  which 
are  applied  in  meeting  of  such  expenses,  shall  not  be  taken 
into  computation  in  ascertaining  the  amount  of  the  indebt¬ 
edness  of  the  city  mentioned  in  section  152  of  Chapter  XII  of 
the  charter  of  said  city.  When  expenses  for  any  improve¬ 
ment  or  repairs  shall  be  assessed  in  a  special  assessment  dis¬ 
trict,  and  there  shall  be  lands  belonging  to  the  city  or  used 
for  public  buildings  or  public  grounds,  and  exempt  by  law 
from  such  assessment,  fronting  upon  such  improvement  or 
within  said  district,  such  part  of  the  expenses  of  such 
improvement  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  or  Board  of 
Assessors  making  a  special  assessment  would  be  justly 
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apportionable  to  such  public  grounds,  buildings,  and  city 
property,  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  street  fund. 

Council  has  Control  of  Sidewalks — Authority  to  Compel  Owner 
to  Keep  in  Repair. 

76.  The  City  Council  shall  have  control  of  all  side¬ 
walks  in  the  public  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city,  and  may 
prescribe  the  grade  thereof.  They  shall  have  the  power  to 
construct  and  maintain  sidewalks  and  crosswalks  in  the 
public  streets  and  alleys  and  charge  the  expense  thereof  up¬ 
on  the  lots  and  premises  adjacent  to  and  abutting  upon  such 
lots  and  premises,  and  to  keep  them  in  repair  at  all  times, 
and  so  construct  and  lay  the  same  upon  such  lines  and 
grades,  and  of  such  width,  materials  and  manner  of  con- 
struction,  and  within  such  time  as  the  Council  shall  by 
ordinance  or  resolution  prescribe.  The  Council  shall  also 
have  the  power  to  cause  and  require  the  owners  and  occu¬ 
pants  of  any  lot  or  premises,  to  remove  all  earth,  snow  and 
ice,  from  the  sidewalks  in  front  of,  or  adjacent  to  such  lots 
and  premises,  and  to  keep  the  same  free  from  obstructions, 
encroachments,  encumbrances,  filth,  and  other  nuisances. 
If  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot  or  premises  shall  fail 
to  construct  or  maintain  any  particular  sidewalk  as  mention¬ 
ed  and  prescribed  above,  or  shall  fail  to  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  or  to  remove  the  earth,  snow,  ice  and  filth  therefiom, 
or  to  remove  and  to  keep  the  same  free  from  obstructions, 
encroachments,  incumbrances  or  other  nuisances,  or  shall 
fail  to  perform  any  other  duty,  as  required  by  the  Council 
in  respect  to  such  sidewalks,  within  such  time  and  such 
manner  as  the  Council  shall  require,  the  Council  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  done,  and  such  sidewalk  to  be  constructed 
or  repaired  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupants  and 
the  amount  of  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  Council  thereby, 
together  with  a  sum  equivalent  to  25  per  cent,  ot  such 
expenses  as  a  penalty  for  the  delinquency  of  the  property 
owner,  shall  be  charged  against  and  become  a  lien  upon  the 
abutting  property,  which  shall  be  equalized  and  collected 
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in  the  manner  provided  in  section  79  for  the  equalization 
and  collection  of  amounts  due  for  certain  street  repairs. 

Special  Assessments  for  Street  Work — Board  of  Assessors. 

77.  When  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  cost  and 
expenses  of  any  street  local  or  public  improvement  may  be 
defrayed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  special  assessment  upon 
lands  abutting  upon,  and  adjacent  to,  or  otherwise  benefitted 
by  the  improvement;  such  assessment  may  be  made,  as  in 
this  chapter  provided.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Assessors, 
consisting  of  the  City  Surveyor  and  two  other  members, 
who  shall  be  freeholders  and  electors  in  the  city,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Council.  Special  assessments  authorized 
by  this  Act,  shall  be  made  by  such  Board.  If  a  member  of 
the  Board  shall  be  interested  in  any  special  assessment 
directed  by  the  Council,  they  shall  appoint  some  other  per¬ 
son  to  act  in  his  stead  in  making  the  assessment,  who  for 
the  purpose  of  that  assessment,  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board. 

Street  Improvements — Notice  of— Special  Assessment  Districts 
Remonstrance  Against. 

2.  When  the  Council  shall  determine  to  make  any 
public  improvement  or  repairs,  and  defray  the  cost  and 
expenses  thereof  by  spec  al  assessment,  they  shall  so  declare 
by  resolution  or  ordinance,  stating  in  general  terms  the  im¬ 
provement,  and  shall  designate  the  district  of  lands  and 
premises  which  in  their  judgment  shall  be  benefitted  there¬ 
by,  and  upon  which  special  assessment  shall  be  levied.  It 
shall  be  sufficient  to  state  in  general  terms,  in  such  resolu¬ 
tion  or  ordinance,  in  describing  the  proposed  improvement 
or  repair,  whether  the  street  or  other  highway  is  to  be 
improved  or  repaired  by  grading  and  planking  or  piling,  or 
under-pinning  and  planking,  or  in  any  other  generally  des¬ 
ignated  manner,  and  the  width  of  the  improvement,  but  no 
more  particular  statement  of  such  improvement  shall  be 
therein  required.  By  such  resolution  or  ordinance  the 
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Council  shall  also  direct  notice  of  their  intention  to  make 
such  improvement  or  repair,  to  be  given  by  publication  in 
a  daily  newspaper  published  in  said  City.  Said  notice  shall 
contain  a  statement  of  the  improvement  to  be  made  in  sucli 
general  terms  as  can  be  used  in  such  resolution  or  ordinance, 
and  a  statement  of  the  district  to  be  assessed  for  such 
improvement  or  repair,  and  such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  said  newspaper  for  at  least  eight  days.  If  a  remonstrance 
against  such  improvement  or  repair,  signed  by  the  residents 
of  the  city  owning  more  than  half  of  the  property  in  the 
district  in  which  the  special  assessment  is  to  be  levied,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  by  the  time  ot 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  following  the  final 
publication  of  such  notice,  no  such  improvement  or  work 
shall  be  ordered,  except  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  council. 

Estimates  of  Expense  to  be  Made — Specifications  to  be  Filed 
with  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

3.  Before  ordering  any  public  improvement  or  repairs, 
any  part  of  the  expenses  of  which  is  to  be  defrayed  by 
such  district  assessment,  the  Council  shall  also  by  resolution 
or  ordinance  cause  estimates  of  the  expense  thereof,  and 
specifications  for  the  proposed  work  to  be  made  and  de¬ 
posited  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  At  any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  said  time  in  which  a  remonstrance 
can  be  filed,  and  within  ninety  days  thereof,  and  also  after 
such  estimates  and  specifications  are  deposited,  the  Council 
may  by  ordinance  order  the  improvement  or  repair  made, 
and  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  making  the  same. 

Assessments  by  Board  of  Assessors — How  Made. 

78.  When  any  special  assessment  is  to  be  made  pro¬ 
rata,  upon  the  lots  and  premises  in  any  special  district, 
according  to  the  benefits,  the  Council  shall  by  resolution  or 
by  ordinance,  either  at  the  time  of  ordering  the  improve¬ 
ment  or  repair,  or  before  or  after  said  time,  direct  the  same 
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to  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  shall  state  therein 
the  amount  to  be  assessed,  and  describe  or  designate  the  lots 
and  premises  or  locality  constituting  the  district  to  be  as¬ 
sessed. 

Board  of  Assssors  to  Make  Out  Assessment  Roll. 

2.  Upon  receiving  such  order  or  directions,  the  Board 
of  Assessors  shall  make  out  the  assessment  roll,  ordering 
and  describing  therein  all  the  lots,  premises  and  parcels  of 
land  to  be  assessed,  and  the  valuation  thereof  with  the 
name  of  the  parties,  if  known,  and  shall  levy  thereon  and 
against  such  persons  the  amount  to  be  assessed,  in  the 
manner  directed  by  the  Council  and  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  applicable  to  the  assessment.  They  shall  assess  upon 
each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  such  relative  portion  of  the  whole 
sum  to  be  levied  as  shall  be  proportionate  to  the  estimated 
benefit  resulting  to  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  from  the 
improvement,  and  when  such  assessment  is  completed  they 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Council. 

Cost  Not  to  Exceed  50  per  Cent  of  Assessed  Valuation. 

3.  The  cost  and  expenses  of  any  improvement  which 
may  be  defrayed  by  special  assessment,  shall  include  the 
cost  of  survey,  plans,  assesments  and  cost  of  construction. 
In  no  case  shall  the  whole  amount  levied  by  special  assess¬ 
ment  upon  any  lot  or  premises  for  any  one  improvement 
exceed  50  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  each  lot  or  land,  as  val¬ 
ued  and  assessed  for  municipal  taxation  in  the  last  preceed- 
iug  tax  roll;  any  cost  exceeding  that  per  cent,  which  would 
otherwise  be  chargable  on  such  lot  or  premises,  shall  be  paid 
from  the  general  funds  of  the  city. 

Repair  of  Street — Not  to  Exceed  $25. 

79.  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Council  or  its 
Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  it  is  necessary-  or 
advisable  to  repair  a  street  in  front  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of 
land,  and  the  cost  of  the  repair  will  not  exceed  $25.00,  or  a 
sum  so  proportionate  to  $25.00  as  fifty  feet  of  frontage  is  to 
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the  entire  frontage  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  the 
street  if  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  have  more  or  less  than  fifty 
feet  of  frontage  on  the  street  to  be  improved,  the  repair 
may  also  be  made  as  follows: 

Owners  to  Make  Repairs  When  Ordered. 

2.  If  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  be  a 
resident  of  the  City,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  may 
serve  upon  him  personally  a  notice  in  writing,  stating  the 
repair  to  be  made,  and  requiring  him  to  make  the  same 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  time  such  service  of  notice 
is  made.  If  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  be  not  a 
resident  of  the  City,  or  be  absent  therefrom,  such  a  notice, 
requiring  the  improvement  to  be  made  within  seventy-two 
hours  may  be  served  upon  him  by  posting  the  same  upon 
the  lot  or  parcel  of  land.  If  the  repair  be  not  then  made 
within  the  time  specified  in  such  notice,  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  may  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  thereafter 
cause  the  same  to  be  made,  and  the  cost  of  the  repair  to¬ 
gether  with  a  further  sum  equivalent  to  25  per  cent,  of  the 
cost  of  the  repair  as  a  penalty  for  the  delinquency  of  the 
property  owner,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  from  the  time  the  repair  is  so  made;  Provided,  that 
within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the 
repair,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  an  itemized  statement  showing 
the  cost  of  the  repair,  the  amount  due  for  the  same  inclusive 
of  the  penalty,  and  that  service  of  such  notice  was  made  as 
herein  provided. 

Lien  Docket— How  Kept— What  to  Contain— Warrant  for  Sale 
of  Property. 

3.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  keep  a  lien 
docket  in  which  the  amounts  of  such  liens,  as  returned  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be  entered  by  him,  and 
such  docket  shall  also  contain  a  column  or  space  in  which 
shall  be  entered  the  amounts  of  such  liens,  after  the  same 
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are  equalized  or  corrected,  as  well  as  descriptions  of  the 
property  on  which  the  liens  may  exist,  the  names  of  the 
owners  thereof  and  the  dates  of  the  completion  of  the  work, 
and  the  dates  upon  which  the  statements  are  filed.  At  any 
time  after  the  amounts  of  any  liens  as  returned  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets  have  been  entered  in  such  lien  docket, 
the  Council  may  by  resolution  cause  notice  to  be  published 
for  at  least  ten  days  in  some  newspaper  of  the  City  of  its  in¬ 
tention  to  examine  and  correct,  or  confirm  or  equalize  the 
charges  entered  in  such  lien  docket  as  returned  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Streets  at  a  designated  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Council,  and  that  any  objections  to  the  same  can 
be  made  and  will  be  considered  at  such  meeting.  Such  lien 
charges  shall  be  examined,  equalized,  corrected  or  confirmed 
at  such  meeting  by  the  Council,  and  at  said  time  or  at  any 
time  thereafter  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct  the 
amount  as  equalized,  corrected,  or  confirmed  to  be  enter¬ 
ed  into  the  appropriate  column  of  space  therefor.  At  any¬ 
time  thereafter  a  warrant  for  the  sale  of  the  property  can  be 
issued  as  in  the  case  of  any  other  assessment. 

Notice  of  Filing  of  Assessment  Roll— How  Made. 

80.  When  any-  special  assessment  shall  be  reported 
by-  the  board  of  assessors  to  the  Council,  as  in  this  Chapter 
directed,  the- same  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  and  numbered;  before  adopting  the  assess¬ 
ment  the  Council  shall  cause  notice  to  be  published  for  at 
least  ten  days,  in  some  newspaper  of  the  City,  of  the  filing 
of  the  same,  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  appoint¬ 
ing  a  time  when  a  committee  of  the  Council  appointed  by  it, 
for  that  purpose,  and  the  board  of  assessors  will  meet  to  re¬ 
view  the  assessment.  This  committee  and  the  board  of 
assessors  shall  sit  as  a  board  of  equalization  and  shall  have 
power  to  raise,  or  lower  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  assess¬ 
ment;  Provided,  that  in  case  any  assessment  is  raised,  the 
parties  affected  thereby  shall  be  notified  in  writing  three 
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days  before  such  change  shall  be  made.  Any  person  object¬ 
ing  to  the  assessment  must  file  his  objections  thereto  in 
writing,  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

Board  of  Equalization  to  Report  to  Councii. 

2.  The  said  committee  and  board  of  assessors  shall  re¬ 
port  the  result  to  the  Council,  who  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  review  and  correct  the  action  of  the  said  board 
of  equalization  and  confirm  the  same  as  corrected,  or  they 
may  reier  the  same  back  to  the  board  of  assessors  for  revis¬ 
ion,  or  annul  it,  and  direct  a  new  assessment,  in  which  case 
the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  respect  to  the  pre¬ 
vious  assessment. 

Confirmation  of  Assessment. 

3.  When  a  special  assessment  shall  be  confirmed,  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  endorse  a  certificate  thereof 
upon  the  roll,  showing  the  date  of  confirmation. 

Assessment  Constitutes  a  Lien  Upon  Property. 

4.  When  any  special  assessment  shall  be  confirmed  by 
the  Council  it  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  All  special  as¬ 
sessments  from  the  date  of  confirmation  therefor,  constitute  a 
lien  upon  the  respective  lots,  or  parcels  of  land  assessed,  and 
shall  also  be  a  charge  against  the  person  to  whom  assessed, 
until  paid.  Upon  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  enter  a 
statement  thereof  in  the  docket  of  City  liens  as  provided  in 
the  next  section. 

Docket  of  City  Liens — What  to  Contain. 

81.  The  docket  of  City  liens  is  a  book  in  which  must 
be  entered  in  persuance  of  section  80,  the  following  matters 
in  relation  to  assessments  for  the  improvement  of  streets. 

1st.  The  name  of  the  owner  thereof,  or  that  the  owner 
is  unknown. 
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2nd.  The  number  or  letter  of  the  lot  assessed,  and  the 
number  of  the  letter  of  the  block,  and  the  town  or  addition  in 
which  it  is  situated;  or  if  a  track  of  land,  a  description  of  the 
tract  of  land. 

3rd.  The  sum  assessed  upon  such  lot  or  tract  of  land, 
and  the  date  of  the  entry. 

4th.  The  time  and  manner  in  which  the  assessment  is 
to  be  paid. 

Improvements  May  be  Paid  in  Installments. 

'82.  Whenever  the  assessment  against  a  lot  25x100  feet, 
or  an  equivalent  quantity  of  land,  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of 
$20.00  or  more,  the  Council  shall  order  that  the  assessment 
for  such  improvement  shall  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments; 
one  to  be  paid  at  the  time  for  the  payment  of  the  special  as¬ 
sessment,  and  one  to  be  paid  ever}-  year  thereafter  at  such 
time  as  the  Council  shall  order,  together  with  the  interest  on 
the  portion  still  remaining  unpaid  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent, 
per  annum  until  the  whole  amount  is  paid;  Provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  all  persons  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  provision 
shall  on  or  before  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  file 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  -J  udge  his  written  application 
that  he  be  allowed  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  improvements  in 
instalments,  and  in  such  written  application  shall  also  state 
that  he  does  thereby  waive  all  and  any  irregularities  in  such 
proceedings  to  improve  such  street  and  giving  therein  also 
a  description  of  his  property  affected  thereby,  by  lots  blocks 
or  other  convenient  description  and  thereafter  and  thereupon 
such  property  owner  and  such  property  thereby  affected  shall 
pay  the  cost  of  such  imrovement  in  instalments  as  above 
provided.  Provided,  further,  however,  that  such  property 
owner  and  such  property  shall  have  the  privilege  at  any 
time  of  paying  the  whole  of  such  assessment,  and  all  interest 
accrued,  and  thereupon  have  such  property  released  from  the 
lien  of  said  assessment.  Provided,  further,  that  whenev-

er  the  assessment  of  any  one  person  or  persons,  owning 
property  jointly,  company  or  corporation  for  such  street 
improvements  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $ 200.00  then  such 
person  or  persons,  company  or  corporation  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  this  section  as  to  payments  in  instalments  upon 
like  terms. 

Assessments  due  upon  Confirmation — Power  of  Council. 

All  special  assessments,  except  such  installments  thereof 
as  the  Council  shall  make  payable  at  a  future  time,  as  provided 
herein  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  confirmation,  or  at 
such  time  thereafter  as  the  Council  may  prescribe.  If  any 
special  assessment  shall  be  divided  into  installments  a 
special  assessment  roll  shall  be  made  for  each  installment  as 
the  same  shall  become  due,  with  the  accrued  interest  upon 
all  unpaid  installments,  included  and  assessed  therein. 
Such  special  roll  may  be  made  and  confirmed  without  notice 
to  the  person  assessed.  In  case  any  installment  of  an 
assessment  against  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  shall  not  be 
paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  the  same  becomes  due, 
the  Council  shall  have  the  privilege  of  declaring  by  resolution 
that  all  the  remaining  unpaid  installments  which  stand 
against  the  same  property,  shall  at  once  become  due  and 
payable,  and  when  so  declared,  all  such  installments  may 
be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
case  of  the  first  installment  then  overdue. 

Council  may  Make  Additional  Assessments. 

S3.  Should  any  lot  or  land  be  divided  after  a  special 
assessment  thereon  has  been  confirmed  and  divided  into 
installments,  and  before  the  collection  of  all  the  installments, 
the  Council  may  require  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  appor¬ 
tion  the  uncollected  amounts  upon  the  several  lots  and  parts 
of  land  so  divided.  .The  report  of  such  apportionment 
when  confirmed  shall  be  conclusive  upon  all  the  pai  ties  and 
all  the  assessments  thereafter  made  upon  such  lot  or  land 
shall  be  according  to  such  division.  Should  any  special 
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assessment  prove  insufficient  to  pay  for  the  improvement  of 
work  for  which  it  was  levied,  and  all  the  expenses  incident 
thereto,  the  Council  may,  within  the  limitations  prescribed, 
for  such  assessments  make  an  additional  pro  rata  assessment 
to  supply  the  deficiency,  and  in  case  a  larger  amount  shall 
have  been  collected  than  was  necessary,  the  excess  shall  be 
refunded  ratably  to  those  b)'  whom  it  was  paid. 

Irregularity  in  Assessments — How  Corrected. 

2.  Whenever  any  special  assessment  shall,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council,  be  invalid,  by  reason  of  any  irregu¬ 
larity  or  informality  in  the  proceedings,  or  if  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  adjudge  such  assessment  to  be 
illegal,  or  the  Council  shall  have  failed  to  assess  the  cost  of 
any  street  improvements  upon  the  land,  properly  chargeable 
therewith,  the  Council  shall,  whether  the  improvement  has 
been  made  or  not,  or  whether  any  part  of  the  assessment 
has  been  paid  or  not,  have  power  to  cause  a  new  assessment 
to  be  made  for  the  same  purpose,  for  which  the  former 
assessment  was  made.  All  the  proceedings  on  such  reassess¬ 
ments,  and  for  the  collection  thereof,  shall  be  conducted  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  original  assessment, 
and  whenever  any  sum  or  any  part  thereof  levied  upon  any 
premises  in  the  assessment  so  set  aside,  has  been  paid  and 
not  refunded,  the  payment  so  made  shall  be  applied  upon 
the  reassessment  on  such  premises,  and  the  reassessment 
shall  to  that  extent  be  satisfied. 

No  Judgment  Shall  Impair  Lien  for  Assessments. 

3.  No  judgment,  or  decree  nor  any  act  of  the  Council 
vacating  a  special  assessment  shall  destroy  or  impair  the 
lien  of  the  City  upon  the  premises  assessed  for  such  amount 
of  the  assessment  as  may  be  equitably  charged  against  the 
same,  or  as  by  a  regular  assessment  made  of  proceeding, 
might  have  been  lawfully  assessed  thereon;  Provided,  that 
this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  to  apply  to  any 
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proceeding  had  or  done  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
Act. 

Assessments  a  Lien  from  Date  of  Entry  in  Docket  of  City  Liens. 

84.  The  Docket  of  City  Liens  is  a  public  writing, 
and  the  original  or  certified  copies  of  any  matter  authorized 
to  be  entered  therein,  are  entitled  to  the  force  and  effect 
thereof,  and  from  the  date  of  the  entry  therein,  of  an 
assessment  upon  a  lot  or  part  thereof,  the  sum  so  entered 
is  to  be  deemed  a  tax  levied,  and  a  lien  thereon,  which  lien 
shall  have  priority  over  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances 
thereon  whatsoever. 

Ownership  of  Lots — How  Ascertained. 

85.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  who  is  the  owner 
of  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  assessed  for  the  improvement  of  a 
street,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  take  the  certificate 
of  the  County  Recorder  for  the  County  of  Clatsop,  stating 
who  is  the  owner  thereof,  at  the  date  of  the  ordinance 
making  the  assessment,  as  may  appear  from  the  record  oi 
deeds  for  said  County,  which  certificate  such  County  Rec¬ 
order  is  authorized  and  required  to  give  when  demanded  to 
give  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

Honey  For  Assessment — When  Collected — Notice  of. 

86.  A  sum  of  money  assessed  for  the  improvement  of 
a  street  can  not  be  collected,  until,  by  order  of  the  Council, 
ten  days  notice  thereof,  is  given  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper,  published  in  the 
City  of  Astoria;  such  notice  must  substantially  contain  the 
matters  required  to  be  entered  in  the  Docket  of  City  Liens 
concerning  such  assessment. 

Council  May  Order  Warrant  for  Collection  of  Assessments. 

87.  If  within  five  days  from  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
days,  as  required  by  Section  86,  the  sum  assessed  upon  any 
lot,  or  part  thereof,  is  not  wholly  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer 
and  a  duplicate  receipt  filed  wfith  the  Auditor  and  Police 
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Judge,  the  Council  may  thereafter  order  a  warrant  issued  for 
the  collection  of  the  same,  to  be  issued  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  directed  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  other  person 
authorized  to  collect  deliquent  taxes  due  the  City. 

Warrant  for  Collection— To  whom  Issued— What  to  Contain. 

88.  Such  warrant  must  require  the  person  to  whom  it 
is  directed  to  forthwith  levy  upon  the  lot  or  portion  of  lot 
upon  which  the  assessment  is  unpaid,  and  sell  the  same  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  to  return  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  warrant  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  with  his  doings  endorsed  thereon,  together 
with  the  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  tor  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  as  paid  to  him. 

■ 

Such  Warrant  to  Have  Force  and  Effect  of  Execution. 

89.  Such  warrant  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  an 
execution  against  real  property,  and  shall  be  executed  in 
like  manner,  except  as  in  this  chapter  otherwise  provided. 
At  every  sale  of  real  estate  under  any  such  warrant  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  assessments  as  provided  in  this  chap¬ 
ter,  or  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  as  provided  in 
Chapter  X,  of  this  Act,  the  Chief  of  Police  or  some  other 
officer  duly  authorized  by  the  Common  Council,  shall  bid  for 
and  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for  such  tract,  lot  or 
parcel  of  laud  offered,  the  amount  of  the  assessment  against 
the  same,  or  the  tax  for  which  it  is  offered;  including  the 
amount  of  any  costs  and  charges  accrued,  and  if  no  greater 
sum  be  bid,  such  tract,  lot  or  parcel  of  land  shall  be  struck 
off  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  shall  be  held  by  it  and  be 
subject  to  redemption  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  sold 
to  a  private  person. 

Deed  to  Property  Sold— When  May  be  Redeemed. 

90.  The  person  executing  such  warrant  shall  imme¬ 
diately  make  a  deed  for  the  property  sold  thereon,  to  the 
purchaser,  stating  therein  that  the  same  is  made  subject  to 
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redemption,  as  provided  in  this  Chapter.  Within  three 
years  from  the  date  of  such  sale,  the  owner  or  his  successor 
in  interest,  or  any  person  having  a  lien  by  judgment,  decree 
or  mortgage  on  the  property,  or  any  part  thereof  separately 
sold,  may  redeem  the  same  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
provided  in  the  next  Section. 

Redemption — How  Made. 

91.  Redemption  is  made  by  the  payment  of  the  pur¬ 
chase  money,  and  twenty- five  per  cent,  additional,  together 
with  interest  on  the  purchase  money  from  the  date  of  sale 
to  the  time  of  payment,  at  legal  rate,  and  the  amount  of  any 
tax  which  the  purchaser  may  have  paid  upon  the  property. 

Effect  of  Redemption. 

92.  A  redemption  discharges  the  property  from  the 
effects  of  the  sale  for  the  assessment.  If  made  by  the  owner 
or  his  successor  in  interest,  the  estate  in  the  propertj?  is 
thereby  restored  to  the  owner,  or  his  successor  in  interest,  as 
the  case  may  be,  but  if  made  by  a  lien  creditor,  the  amount 
paid  for  redemption  thereafter  to  be  deemed  a  part  of  his 
judgment,  decree  or  mortgage,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall 
bear  like  interest,  and  may  be  enforced  and  collected  as  a 
part  thereof. 

Who  Can  Enforce  Conveyance — how  Hade. 

93.  Whenever  a  purchaser,  or  those  claiming  under 
him  refuse  to  convey  to  a  person  entitled  to  redeem,  such 
person  may  enforce  a  conveyance  therefor  by  a  suit  in  equi¬ 
ty,  as  for  a  specific  contract  to  convey  real  property;  and 
such  suit  may  be  maintained  against  absent  persons  and 
parties,  without  proof  or  tender  of  money  and  offer  to  redeem 
if  the  plaintiff  bring  such  money  into  court  and  offer  then  to 
redeem. 

Council  Has  Authority  to  Establish  Grades. 

94.  The  Council  shall  have  authority  to  determine  and 
establish  the  grades  of  all  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public 
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grounds  within  the  City,  and  to  require  improvements  and 
buildings  adjacent  to  or  abutting  upon  such  streets,  alleys, 
or  grounds  to  be  made  and  constructed  in  conformity  with 
such  grade,  and  the  Council  may  change  or  alter  the  grade 
of  any  street,  alley,  or  public  ground,  or  any  part  thereof 
whenever  in  their  opinion  the  public  conveinence  will  be 
promoted  thereby.  Whenever  a  grade  shall  be  established 
or  altered  a  record  and  diagram  thereof  shall  be  made  in  the 
book  of  street  records  in  the  office  of  City  Surveyor.  Pro¬ 
vided,  that  in  case  of  a  street  or  portion  thereof,  which  has 
has  been  fu  1 1 3^  improved  as  required  by  ordinance,  no 
grade  shall  be  changed  on  such  improved  street  or  portion 
thereof,  except  on  the  written  petition  of  the  owners  of  at  least 
three-fourths  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  said  street,  or 
that  part  thereof  upon  which  said  change  of  grade  is 
proposed  to  be  made. 

Damage  Resulting  From  Grade. 

2.  If  any  damage  shall  result  to  any  owner  by  any 
change  of  the  established  grade  of  any  street,  alley,  side¬ 
walk,  *  harf  or  landing,  the  Council  may,  in  their  discre¬ 
tion  levy  and  collect  the  amount  thereof  by  special  assess¬ 
ment  upon  the  lots  benefitted  thereby,  and  therewith  pay 
the  same;  but  the  City  shall  incur  no  liability  by  reason 
of  anything  in  this  section  contained. 

len  Days  Notice  of  Establishment  of  Grade — Remonstrance 
Against. 

3.  Before  the  grade  of  any  street,  avenue  or  alley 
shall  be  established  or  altered,  ten  days  notice  thereof 
must  be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  City  of  Astoria,  such  notice  must  be  given  by  the  Aud¬ 
itor  and  Police  Judge  by  the  order  of  the  Common  Council, 
and  must  specify  with  convenient  certainty  the  street, 
avenue  or  alley,  or  part  thereof  of  which  the  grade  is 
proposed  to  be  established  or  altered.  Within  ten  days 
from  the  final  publication  of  such  notice,  the  owners  of 
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three-fourths  of  the  property  adjacent  to  such  street,  ave¬ 
nue  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  may 
make  and  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  a  written 
remonstrance  against  the  proposed  grade  or  alteration  and 
thereupon  the  same  shall  not  further  be  proceeded  in  or 
made.  If  no  such  remonstrance  be  made  and  filed,  the 
Council  at  its  earliest  convenience  thereafter,  and  within 
six  months  from  the  final  publication  of  such  notice  may 
by  ordinance  establish  the  proposed  grade. 

Intersections  of  Streets  Improved  by  City. 

95.  The  intersection  of  all  streets  shall  be  improved  at 
the  expense  of  the  City. 

Sale  of  Property — What  it  Conveys. 

96.  A  sale  of  real  property  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter,  conveys  to  the  purchaser,  subject  to  redemp¬ 
tion.  as  herein  provided  all  the  estate  or  interest  therein  of 
the  owner,  whether  known  or  unknown,  together  with  all 
the  rights  and  appurtenance i  thereunto  belonging. 

Hortgagee  flay  Pay  Lien  for  Improvement. 

97.  When  an  assessment  on  any  lot  or  part  thereof 
becomes  delinquent,  any  person  having  a  lien  thereon  by 
judgment,  decree  or  mortgage,  may,  at  any  time  before  the 
sale  of  such  lot  or  part  thereof,  pay  the  same,  and  each 
payment  discharges  the  property  from  the  effects  of  the 
assessment,  and  the  amount  of  such  delinquent  assessment 
and  all  accruing  costs  and  charges,  if  any,  when  so  paid, 
is  thereafter  to  be  deemed  a  part  of  such  lien  creditor’s 
judgment  decree  or  mortgage,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
shall  bear  like  interest,  and  may  be  enforced  and  collected 
as  a  part  thereof. 

Tims  and  flanner  of  Improving  Streets — Advertise  for  Bids. 

98.  The  Council  must  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
time  and  manner  of  doing  the  work  of  any  proposed 
improvement,  subject  only  to  the  following  restrictions, 
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viz:  After  proper  notice,  the  work  must  be  let  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  for  either  the  whole  work  neces¬ 
sary  to  complete  the  proposed  improvement,  or  such  subdi¬ 
vision  thereof  as  will  not  materially  conflict  with  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  remaining  portion;  but  no  bid  or  a  fractional 
part  of  any  class  of  work  chargeable  to  any  block  fronting 
on  a  street  to  be  improved  shall  be  received.  And  a  bid  by 
the  owner  or  owners  ot  two-thirds  of  the  property  fronting 
on  a  street  proposed  to  be  improved  must  be  accepted. 
Provided,  the  same  is  as  low  as  any  other  bid,  and  the 
work  can  be  so  subdivided  without  injury  to  the  owners  of 
adjacent  property.  The  Council  may  provide  for  the 
rejection  of  any  or  all  bids,  when  deemed  unreasonable, 
and  that  the  bid  of  any  person  who  before  bid  or  contract¬ 
ed  for  such  work,  and  been  delinquent  thereon,  shall  not 
be  received.  The  Council  may  provide  for  taking  security 
by  bond,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  contract  let 
under  its  authority,  and  the  provisions  thereof  may  be 
enforced  by  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  City.

Homes  Collected  for  Improvement  to  be  Kept  in  Separate  Funds. 

101.  All  money  paid  or  collected  upon  assessments 
for  the  improvement  of  streets,  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate 
fund,  and  in  no  wise  used  for  any  other  purpose  whatever, 
all  money  so  assessed,  including  a  deficit,  from  the  time  of 
being  entered  in  the  Docket  of  City  Liens,  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  legal  rate  until  paid  or  collected. 

102.  Repealed  March  5th,  1893. 

Council  has  Power  to  Construct  Drains  and  Sewers— May  Con¬ 
demn  Property. 

103.  The  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
locate,  establish,  lay  down,  and  construct  and  maintain  all 
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such  sewers  and  drains  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  neces¬ 
sary,  either  for  general  sewerage  or  drainage  purposes,  or 
to  prevent  land  from  sliding,  and  to  that  end  may  by  ordi¬ 
nance  or  resolution  establish  sewer  or  drainage  districts,  to 
be  composed  of  such  lands  as  in  their  judgment  may  be 
benefitted  thereby,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  all 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  sewer  or  drains  by  assess¬ 
ment  upon  the  property  in  such  districts  in  proportion  to 
the  benefits  received,  substantially  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  charter  for  the  establishment  of  street  improvement 
districts,  and  the  assessment  of  the  costs  of  such  improve¬ 
ment  upon  the  property  benefitted  thereby.  And  the 
Council  shall  not  only  have  power  and  authority  to  estab¬ 
lish  such  sewers  and  drains  in  the  streets  of  the  City,  but 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  when  they  deem  it 
necessary,  to  establish  and  lay  down  such  sewers  and 
drains  through  lots  and  blocks,  or  other  private  property 
in  the  city,  and  to  that  end  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  condemn  and  appropriate  so  much  of  such 
private  property  or  an  easement  or  right  of  wa3r  over  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  laying  and  maintaining  such  sewer 
or  drain,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and 
substantially  in  the  manner  now  provided  in  this  Charter 
for  the  condemnation  of  land  for  general  street  purposes; 
Provided,  that  all  costs  of  such  condemnation  and  appro¬ 
priation  shall  be  considered  part  of  the  cost  of  such  sewer 
or  drain,  and  shall  be  included  in  the  assessment  made  on  the 
property  benefitted  by  such  sewer  or  drain. 

Cost  of  Establishing  Grade — How  Paid. 

104.  The  cost  of  establishing  or  altering  the  grade  of 
an}"  street,  or  part  thereof,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  City.  The  term  ' Ueneral  Fund,”  as  used  in 
this  Chapter,  includes  any  fund  raised  by  special  tax  for 
the  purpose  in  connecting  with  which  such  term  is  used. 
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Surplus  for  Land  Sold  for  Improvements. 

105.  Whenever  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  sold  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Chapter,  shall  bring  more  than  the  asses- 
ment  thereon,  with  interest  and  costs,  and  charges  of  collect¬ 
ion,  the  surplus  must  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  per¬ 
son  executing  the  warrant  must  take  a  separate  receipt  for 
such  surplus,  and  that  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
on  the  return  of  the  warrant.  At  any  time  thereafter  the 
owner  or  his  legal  representative,  is  entitled  to  a  warrant  on 
the  Treasurer  for  such  surplus;  Provided,  whenever  any 
lot,  or  part  thereof,  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter, 
shall  bring  less  than  the  assessment  thereon,  the  Common 
Council  shall  supply  the  deficiency  out  of  the  General  Fund, 
if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  such  improvemept  is  neces¬ 
sary. 

Deed  to  Purchaser — What  to  Contain. 

106.  The  deed  to  the  purchaser  must  express  the  true 
consideration  therefor,  which  is  the  amount  paid  by  the  pur¬ 
chaser,  and  the  return  of  the  person  executing  the  warrant, 
must  specify  the  amount  for  which  each  lot,  or  portion  there¬ 
of,  sold,  and  the  name  of  the  purchaser. 

Lot  Sold  for  Second  Assessment — Who  are  the  Owners. 

107.  Whenever  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  is  sold  for  a 
delinquent  assessment  for  a  street  improvement,  and  after¬ 
wards  resold  for  a  deficit  in  such  assessment,  as  in  this  Act 
provided,  to  any  other  person  than  the  purchaser  at  the  first 
sale  or  his  successor  in  interest,  such  purchaser  or  successor, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  redemption  from  the  purchaser  at 
such  sale,  is  to  be  deemed  the  owner  within  the  meaning  of 
this  Act. 

Council  may  Authorize  Owner  to  Cut  or  Fill  Any  Street  After 
Grade  is  Established. 

108.  Whenever  the  grade  ol  any  street  has  been  estab¬ 
lished,  the  Common  Council  may  authorize  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  property  thereon,  to  cut  down  or  fill  up  such 
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street  in  front  of  such  property,  according  to  such  grade,  at 
the  expense  and  cost  of  such  owner. 

Cannot  be  Given  After  Assessment  for  Improvement. 

109.  The  authority  mentioned  in  the  last  Section,  can¬ 
not  be  given  after  an  assessment  has  been  made  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  a  street  in  front  of  such  property,  and  in  giving 
such  authority  the  Council  may  impose  such  terms  and  qon- 
ditions  thereon,  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  deposit  of 
excavations  upon  any  part  of  such  street  as  may  be  required 
to  be  filled  up. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

OF  THE  OPENING,  LAYING  OUT,  AND  WIDENING  STREETS 

AND  ALLEYS. 

Council  Has  Authority  to  Open  and  Establish  Streets. 

no.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  has 
power  and  authority  within  the  City,  whenever  it  deems  it 
expedient,  to  open  lay  out,  establish,  widen,  straighten, 
close,  vacate  and  extend  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  to  appro¬ 
priate  private  property  tor  that  purpose.  Provided,  that 
no  street  or  a  part  thereof  shall  be  vacated  or  abolished 
against  the  objections  of  the  owner  of  the  property  abutting 
upon  said  street  or  part  of  street;  without  due  compensation 
being  made  to  him  for  any  damage  occasioned  to  his  property 
thereby.  Such  compensation  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  in 
the  manner  provided  for  assessments  and  payments,  as  in 
case  of  street  improvements,  and  the  amount  of  damage  may¬ 
be  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  damages  are  determin¬ 
ed  in  the  case  of  laying  out  of  streets. 

Laying  Out  of  Streets— How  Made. 

111.  Whenever  the  Council  shall  deem  it  expedient 
to  lay  out  and  establish  or  widen  a  street  or  alley,  it  shall 
direct  the  City  Surveyor  to  survey  such  street  or  alley,  or 
such  widened  street  or  alley,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to 
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mark  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  to  make  his  report  con¬ 
taining  a  plat  of  the  survey  of  such  street  or  alley,  and  a  full 
and  perfect  discription  of  such  street  or  alley,  and  the  bounda¬ 
ries  thereof  and  of  tiie  portion  of  each  lot  or  part  to  be  appropri¬ 
ated  for  such  street  or  alley,  to  the  Council,  which  report  when 
so  made,  if  satisfactory  to  the  Council,  shall  be  adopted  by 
an  ordinance  embodying  such  report.  The  City  Surveyor 
shall  make  such  survey,  and  report  within  twenty  days  from 
the  time  the  same  is  ordered,  unless  the  Council  grant  fur¬ 
ther  time. 

Council  Shall  Appoint  Viewers. 

1 12.  Thereafter,  and  within  thirty  days  of  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  such  report,  the  Council  shall  appoint  three  disin¬ 
terested  freeholders  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  no  kin  to  any 
owner  or  person  interested  in  any  property  to  be  appropri¬ 
ated,  possessing  the  qualifications  of  jurors  of  the  circuit 
court  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  Clatsop  County,  to  view 
such  street  and  make  an  assessment  of  the  damages  and 
benefits  as  provided  in  the  next  following  section  of  this 
Act,  and  shall  assign  a  day  and  place  for  them  to  meet,  and 
shall  cause  ten  days  notice  to  be  given  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  for  the 
appointment  of  such  viewers,  wuth  their  names  and  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  them  to  meet,  and  specifving 
with  convenient  certainty;  the  boundaries  and  terminus  of 
the  proposed  street  or  alley  to  be  laid  out,  established  or 
widened  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  boundaries  and  des¬ 
cription  of  the  private  property  to  be  apportioned  for  such 
purpose. 

Auditor  Shall  Notify  Viewers  of  their  Appointment. 

1 1 5-  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  immediately 
and  at  least  five  days  before  the  time  assigned  for  such 
meeting,  cause  such  viewers  to  be  notified  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  of  the  time  and  place  for  such  meeting,  and  such 
viewers  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  designated,  and 
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take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned 
them,  and  shall  then  or  on  any  other  day  to  which  they 
may  adjourn,  not  exceeding  one  week,  proceed  to  view 
the  proposed  street  or  alley,  and  to  assess  and  determine 
how  much  less  valuable  if  any,  any  lands,  tenements,  hered¬ 
itaments,  or  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  through,  or 
over  which,  or  any  part  of  which,  such  street  or  alley  is  to 
be  laid  out,  established  or  widened,  will  be  rendered  by 
the  laying  out,  establishing  or  widening  of  such  street  or 
alley ;  and  if  several  parties  have  different  estates  or  inter¬ 
ests  in  any  lot  or  parts  thereof,  or  any  improvements  there¬ 
of  the  damages  of  which  each  of  said  persons  will  respect¬ 
ively  sustain,  according  to  the  rules  of  law  in  suits  of  par¬ 
tition,  and  shall  also  make  a  just  and  equitable  estimate 
and  assessment  of  the  value  of  the  benefits  and  advantages 
of  such  street  or  alley,  so  as  to  be  laid  out,  established  or 
widened,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  respective  owners,  les¬ 
sees,  or  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  and  premises,  any  part  of  which  is  required 
for  the  opening,  laying  out  or  widening  of  such  street  or 
alley,  in  excess  of  the  damages  which  any  such  owner,  les¬ 
see  or  any  other  person  interested  will  sustain  by  reason  of 
the  opening,  laying  out,  establishing  or  widening  of  such 
street  or  alley,  and  of  the  value  of  the  benefits,  and  advan¬ 
tages  of  such  street  or  alley,  to  the  respective  owners,  les¬ 
sees,  or  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  and  premises,  not  required  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  out,  o*pening,  establishing  and  widening  any  such 
street  or  alley,  but  fronting  on,  or  to  front  thereon,  or  be¬ 
ing  at,  and  within  half  the  distance,  of  the  next  street  or 
alley  thereto,  and  also  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the 
boundary  of  the  street  or  alley,  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  es¬ 
tablished  or  widened,  on  each  side  thereof,  and  which  the 
said  viewers  shall  deem  to  be  benefitted  by  such  street  or 
alley,  in  respect  to  the  respective  estate  and  interest  of  such 
owners,  lesses  and  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands. 
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tenements,  hereditaments,  and  premises,  and  shall  report 
such  assessment  to  the  next  session  of  the  Council. 

Assessment  of  Benefits  and  Damages. 

The  respective  sums  so  assessed  by  said  viewers  upon 
the  owners,  lessees  or  other  persons  interested  in  the  lands, 
hereditaments  or  premises,  deemed  by  '.he  said  viewers  to 
be  benefitted  by  the  laying  out,  opening,  establishing,  or 
widening  of  any  such  street  or  alley,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  a  lien  or  charge  upon  the  estate  and 
interest  of  the  respective  owners,  lessees  and  o.her  persons 
interested  in  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and 
premises  for,  and  on  accjunt  of  which,  the  said  respective 
sums  shall  be  assessed  by  viewers  upen  the  said  respective 
owners,  lessees,  or  other  persons  interested  therein,  and 
shall  be  entered  in  the  Docket  of  die  City  Liens,  in  like 
manner,  as  an  assessment  for  street  improvement  in  said 
City  of  Astoria;  and  the  said  owners,  lessees  and  other  per¬ 
sons  interested  as  aforesaid,  shall,  moreover,  be  respectiv¬ 
ely  and  severably  liable  to  pay  such  assessment,  and  in 
case  no  appeal  is  taken  as  to  any  such  assessment  benefits, 
the  said  assessment  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  within  ten  days  from  the  expiration  of 
the  time  limited  for  appeal,  or  the  same  shall  be  deemed  a 
delinquent,  and  thereupon,  whenever  the  Council  so  or¬ 
der,  shall  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  provided  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes  by  the  Act  incorporating  the 
City  of  Astoria  All  moneys  arising  from  such  assessment 
of  benefits  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  applicable 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  damages  assessed  to  the  owners 
and  other  persons  interested  in  property  taken  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  laying  out,  opening,  establishing  or  widening  the 
street  or  alley  in  which  such  benefits  are  assessed.  The 
liability  to  pay  a  tax,  except  the  benefits  provided  in  this 
Act,  to  satisfy  any  such  assessment  of  damages,  shall  not 
disqualify  any  person  from  serving  as  such  viewer. 
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Council  May  Set  Aside  View  and  Order  a  New  One. 

114.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  Council  that  the  dama¬ 
ges  assessed  are  unreasonable  or  that  the  benefits  assessed 
are  insufficient  in  any  respect,  the  Council  may  set  aside 
such  view,  and  order  another  view  under  the  same  regula¬ 
tions  as  provided  in  case  of  the  first  view. 

Compensation  of  Viewers. 

The  viewers  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  their 
services  the  same  fees  as  referees  in  Courts  of  Record,  to  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Assessment  of  Benefits  and  Damages. 

1 15.  If  no  further  view  be  ordered,  the  Council  shall, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  time  hereinafter  limited  for  appeal, 
if  no  appeal  shall  be  taken,  and  immediately  alter  judgment 
is  rendered,  if  an  appeal  is  taken,  make  an  appropriation  for 
damages  an i  costs,  as  the  case  may  be,  assessed  by  such 
viewers  or  by  the  jury  on  appeal  against  the  City,  and 
shall  order  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  payable 
out  of  a  fund  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  for  the 
amount  of  damages  and  costs  assessed  to  the  owner  or  own¬ 
ers,  or  o.her  persons  interested,  in  each  lot  or  part  thereof, 
or  of  the  improvements  thereon,  in  favor  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  other  persons  in  interest,  and  as  soon  thereafter 
as  the  full  amount  of  such  appropriation  shall  be  in 
the  City  Treasury  subject  to  such  warrants,  and  the 
amounts  respectively  assessed  shall  be  tendered  to  the  par¬ 
ties  entitled  to  the  same,  such  property  shall  be  deemed 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  such  street  or  alley,  and 
not  otherwise;  Provided,  that  no  process  of  any  Court 
shall  issue  to  compel  any  appropriation  of  damages  on  the 
issuing  of  warrants  for  the  same. 

Appeal  May  be  Taken  from  Report  of  Viewers. 

1 16.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or  part  thereof^ 
sought  to  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  or  of  the  improve¬ 
ments  thereon,  or  any  person  having  an  interest  therein,  or 
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any  person  against  whom  an  assessment  of  benefits  has 
been  made,  may  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Cour.  of  the  State  of 
Oregon  for  Clatsop  County  from  such  report  and  assessment 
of  damages  and  benefits.  Any  number  of  persons  may  join 
in  such  appeal,  and  the  only  question  to  be  determined  by 
such  appeal,  shall  be  the  question  of  damages  and  benefits. 

Appeal— How  Taken. 

1 17.  An  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  serving  a  notice  of 
appeal  upon  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and 
City  Attorney,  and  filing  an  undertaking  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  the  same  manner,  as  bail  up¬ 
on  arrest  in  a  civil  action,  conditioned  that  the  appellant 
will  pay  all  costs  and  disbursments  that  may  be  awarded 
against  them  on  appeal,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  together  with  proof  of  service  of  such  notice,  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of  Ore¬ 
gon  for  Clatsop  County,  within  twenty  days  from  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  report  of  the  viewers  of  the  Council. 

Appeals — How  Heard  and  Determined. 

1 18.  Such  appeal  shall  be  deemed  and  be  heard  and 
determined,  and  the  judgment  thereon  enforced  so  far  as 
practicable,  in  the  same  manner  as  an  action  at  law.  The 
jury  shall  view  the  proposed  street  or  alley,  the  property 
to  be  appropriated,  and  the  property  against  which  bene¬ 
fits  are  assessed,  and  proof  of  damages  and  benefits  may  be 
introduced  by  the  City  and  the  Appellants,  the  City  shall 
be  considered  the  plaintiff. 

Jury  Shall  Assess  Benefits  and  Damages. 

1 19.  The  jury  shall  assess  and  determine  by  their 
verdict  how  much  less  valuable,  if  any,  each  lot  or  part 
thereof,  with  the  improvements,  may  be  rendered  by  the 
opening,  laying  out,  establishing  or  widening  such  street 
or  alley,  and  in  case  of  persons  having  different  estates  and 
seperate  interests,  in  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  or  of  the  im- 
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provement  thereon,  shall  apportion  the  same  between  them, 
and  shall  also  assess  and  determine  the  value  of  the  benefits 
and  advantages,  if  any,  of  such  street  or  alley  so  to  be  open¬ 
ed,  laid  out,  established  or  widened,  as  the  ease  may  be,  to 
the  respective  owners,  lessees  and  other  persons  interested 
in  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises,  any 
part  of  which  is  required  for  tFe  opening,  laying  out,  estab¬ 
lishing  or  widening  of  such  street  or  alley,  in  excess  of  the 
damages  which  the  owner,  lessee  or  other  person  will  sus¬ 
tain  by  the  opening,  laying  out,  establishing  or  widening  of 
any  such  street  or  alley,  and  assess  and  determine  the  value 
of  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  such  street  or  alley  to  the  re¬ 
spective  owners,  lessees,  or  other  persons  interested 
in  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  premises 
not  required  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  opening, 
establishing  or  widening  any  such  street  or  alley,  but 
fronting  on,  or  to  front  thereon,  or  being  at  or  within  half 
the  distance  of  the  next  street  or  alley  thereto,  and  also  with¬ 
in  one  hundred  feet  of  the  boundary  of  the  street  or  alley  to 
be  laid  out,  opened,  established  or  widened  on  each  side 
thereof,  and  which  the  jury  shall  be  deemed  to  be  benefitted 
by  such  street  or  alley  in  respect  to  the  respective  estates 
and  interests  of  said  owners,  lessees  and  other  persons  re¬ 
spectively,  so  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita¬ 
ments  and  premises;  but  the  issues,  testimony  and  verdict 
upon  such  appeal,  shall  be  confined  to  the  parties  appealing, 
and  the  jury  shall  not  re-assess  any  damages  or  benefits  un¬ 
appealed  from. 

Verdict  of  Jury— Conclusiveness  of. 

The  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
determination  of  the  matter  of  such  assessment.  On  an  ap¬ 
peal  from  the  report  and  assessment  of  damages  and  benefits, 
the  fact  that  one  called  as  a  juror  is  a  taxpayer  within  the 
City  of  Astoria  shall  not  disqualify  him  from  sitting  as  such 


juror. 
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Costs  of  When  Appellant  Fails  to  Receive  a  Greater  Sum  Than 
Allowed  by  the  Viewers. 

120.  If  the  appellant,  or  any  of  them,  fail  to  recover 
greater  damages,  or  receive  a  more  favorable  assessment  of 
benefits  as  the  case  may  be,  than  were  assessed  by  the  view¬ 
ers,  judgement  shall  be  rendered  against  them  and  their 
sureties  on  the  appeal  bond  for  their  proportion  of  costs  of 
such  appeal  to  be  paid  pro  rata,  according  to  the  amount  of 
damages  and  benefits  assessed,  and  in  all  cases  against  the 
appellant  appealing  for  an  assessment  of  benefits  for  the 
amount  of  benefits  assessed  by  the  jury  against  them  and 
against  the  City  for  the  damages  assessed  to  the  owner  or 
other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  heredita¬ 
ments  and  premises,  and  for  the  costs  of  such  appeal,  that 
are  not  adjudged  against  the  appellant. 

Costs  on  Appeal — How  Taxed. 

1 2 1 .  The  same  costs  and  fees  shall  be  taxed  and  paid 
upon  such  appeal  as  are  allowed  in  other  actions. 

Power  and  Authority  of  Common  Council. 

122.  The  powrer  and  authority  granted  to  the  Council 
by  this  chapter,  is  granted  to  the  municipal  corporation  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  to  be  exercised  according  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  the  Act  creating  such  Corporation,  unless  otherwise 
specially  provided  therein;  the  power  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  survey  of  any  street  or  alley,  or  to  appropriate  money  as 
herein  granted,  must  be  exercised  by  ordinance,  and  not 
otherwise. 


CHAPTER  X. 

OF  THE  COLLECTION  OF  DELINQUENT  TAXES. 

Assessment  for  Improvements  to  Bear  Interest. 

SEC.  123.  All  general  or  special  taxes  levied  as  pro¬ 
vided  and  authorized  in  Section  38,  and  all  assessments  for 
the  opening,  extension  or  improvement  of  streets  or  alleys, 
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or  for  laying  sewers,  or  drains,  and  every  part  thereof,  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  legal  rate,  from  the  time  it  is  due  and 
payable,  until  paid  or  collected. 

124.  The  Council  must  provide  by  ordinance,  within  Repealed.  1893 
what  time  all  taxes,  levied  as  provided  and  authorized  in 

Section  38,  may  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  all  taxes  not 
paid  to  the  Treasurer,  within  such  time  are  thereafter  delin¬ 
quent  taxes,  and  must  be  collected  as  such. 

125.  Within  five  days  from  the  expiration  of  the 

time  limited  for  paying  taxes  to  the  Treasurer,  the  Treasur-  Repealed,  1893. 
er  must  return  the  tax  roll  to  the  Council,  distinguishing 
thereon  the  taxes  paid  and  those  unpaid. 

126.  The  Council  must  thereafter  order  the  Auditor

and  Police  Judge  to  deliver  the  tax  roll  to  the  Chief  of 
Police,  and  issue  and  annex  thereto  a  warrant  directed  to 
the  Chief  of  Police,  commanding  him  to  proceed  and  to 
forthwith  to  collect  the  delinquent  taxes  upon  such  roll,  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  return  the  warrant,  with  his  doings  endorsed 
thereon,  and  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  all  moneys 
collected  thereby,  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge. 

127.  Such  warrant  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  such 
delinquent  taxes,  shall  be  deemed  an  execution  against  ,  ,

property,  and  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  thereof,  against 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  against  whom  such  taxes 
are  levied  or  charged  on  the  tax  roll,  and  shall  be  executed 
and  returned  in  like  manner,  except  as  in  this  Chapter 
otherwise  provided. 

128.  It  no  personal  property  be  found  whereon  to 
lew  the  warrant,  or  if  that  levied  upon  be  insufficient  to

satisfy  the  same,  it  must  be  levied  upon  any  real  property  ot 
the  person,  firm  or  corporation  against  whom  the  tax  is 
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levied  or  charged,  or  sufficient  thereof  to  satisfy  such  war¬ 
rant,  including  interest,  fees  of  officers,  and  all  expenses  of 
sale  and  executing  the  warrant. 

129.  In  case  of  delinquent  tax  levied  upon  real  proper - 
Repeaied,  1893.  ty  jn  the  name  of  an  unknown  owner,  the  warrant  shall  be 

executed  by  levying  upon  each  lot,  or  part  thereof,  of  such 
property,  tor  the  tax  levied  thereon,  and  selling  it  separate¬ 
ly. 

130.  All  taxes  heretofore  levied  by  the  Municipal 
Repealed  1893  Corporation  of  Astoria,  and  remaining  unpaid  or  delinquent, 

may,  by  order  of  the  Common  Council,  be  collected  from  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  whether  known  or  unknown, 
against  whom  the  same  was  charged  or  levied,  by  warrant 
in  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  provided  in  this  Chapter, 
for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes. 

13 1.  When  real  property  is  sold  for  delinquent  taxes, 
the  person  executing  the  warrant  must  immediately  make  a

that  the  same  is  made  subject  to  redemption,  as  provided  by 
law,  and  such  sale  shall  have  the  effect  prescribed  in  Section 
96. 

Redemption  of  Property  Sold  for  Improvements. 

132.  Real  property  sold  for  delinquent  taxes,  as 
provided  in  this  Chapter,  may  be  redeemed  by  the  owner  or 
his  successor  in  interest,  or  any  person  having  a  lien  by 
judgment,  decree  or  mortgage,  on  such  property,  or  any 
part  thereof,  separately  sold  within  three  years  from  the 
date  of  the  deed  therefor,  and  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  and  with  the  effect  provided  in  Chapter  VIII 
of  this  Act,  in  the  case  of  sales  of  real  property,  for  delin¬ 
quent  street  assessments,  for  the  improvement  of  streets,  and 
such  delinquent  tax  may  be  paid  by  such  lien  creditor  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  like  effect  of  a  delinquent  assessment 
as  provided  in  Section  97. 
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133.  Whenever  any  property  real  or  personal,  sold  for 
delinquent  taxes,  shall  bring  more  than  the  amount  of  such 
taxes,  with  interest  and  costs  and  charges  of  collection,  the 
surplus  must  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  person 
executing  the  warrant,  must  take  a  separate  receipt  for  such 
surplus,  and  file  the  same  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
on  the  return  of  the  warrant.  At  any  time  thereafter,  the 
owner  of  the  propert  y  sold,  or  his  legal  representative,  is 
entitled  to  a  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  such 
surplus. 

134.  Section  106  shall  apply  to  the  sale  of  real 
property  sold  for  delinquent  taxes,  the  true  consideration 
thereof,  shall  in  like  manner,  be  expressed  in  the  bill  of  sale 
therefor,  and  the  return  of  the  person  executing  the 
warrant,  must  specify  such  consideration  and  the  name  of 
the  purchaser. 

135.  The  Council  may  provide  by  ordinance,  within 
what  time  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  delinquent 
taxes  must  be  returned,  and  may  order  alias  warrants  to 
issue  from  time  to  time,  for  the  collection  of  any  such  taxes 
not  made  on  a  previous  warrant.  All  costs  and  charges 
for  collecting  delinquent  taxes,  must  be  made  on  the  war¬ 
rant  and  collected  as  a  part  of  the  tax.  The  Council  may 
prescribe  by  ordinance,  the  fees  and  compensation  for 
collecting  delinquent  taxes,  but  the  same  shall,  in  no  case, 
be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury. 

136.  All  property  subject  to  levy  upon  execution,  is 
subject  to  levy  upon  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  delin¬ 
quent  taxes,  and  also  all  property  subject  to  taxation,  as 
provided  in  Section  38,  whether  the  same  be  exempt  from 
execution  or  not. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

OF  THE  POLICE  FORCE. 

Three  Police  Commissioners. 

Sec.  137.  The  Police  force  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  be  appointed  and  organized  by  three  Police  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  who  shall  exercise  the  powers1 
duties  and  authority  hereinafter  enumerated. 

Qualifications  for  Commissioners— Vacancy  How  Filled. 

The  Police  Commissioners  shall  be  residents,  voters  and 
tax  payers  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  all  vacancies  occurring 
in  the  board,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  made  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  Common  Council.  The  Commissioners  shall  take  the 
oath  of  office  required  of  other  City  officers,  and  shall  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  after  their  election.  The  board  of  Police  Commission¬ 
ers  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  at  such  time  as  they  shall 
agree  upon  by  vote,  at  a  room  to  be  provided  by  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council,  and  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  President,  who 
shall  hold  such  position  for  two  years,  and  until  his  success¬ 
or  is  elected  and  qualified.  Special  meetings  of  the  board 
may  be  called  by  the  President  by  giving  notice  to  the  other 
members  of  the  time  and  object  thereof.  The  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  shall  act  as  Clerk  of  said  board  and  shall  certi¬ 
fy  to  the  Common  Council  the  names  of  all  persons  appoint¬ 
ed  to  office  by  said  board.  The  Board  of  Police  Commission¬ 
ers  has  power,  and  it  is  their  duty,  within  said  City  to  organ¬ 
ize,  govern  and  conduct  a  Police  Force  within  the  City  of 
Astoria,  and  to  that  end  may: 

Appoint  a  Chief  of  Police,  Captain  and  Policemen. 

1st.  Appoint  a  Chief  of  Police,  one  or  more  Captains 
of  Police  and  a  suitable  number  of  regular  Policemen. 
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May  Remove  or  Suspend  Officers. 

2nd.  Remove  or  suspend  any  member  of  the  Police 
Force,  including  the  Chief  and  Captains,  for  any  cause 
which  they  may  deem  sufficient,  to  be  stated  in  the  order  of 
removal  or  suspension. 

May  Make  Rules  for  Government  of  Police  Force. 

3rd.  Make  all  necessary  or  convienent  rules  or  regula¬ 
tions  for  the  organization  and  conduct  of  said  Police  Force; 
tor  the  care  and  management  of  the  City  Prison,  for  receiv¬ 
ing  and  hearing  complaints  against  any  member  of  said  force 
for  the  removal  or  suspension  of  any  member  of  said  force, 
and  for  the  forfeiture  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  wages 
that  ma)r  be  due  any  member  of  said  force  on  account  of 
misconduct  or  negligence  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties; 
and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent 
with  the  City  Charter,  for  the  management,  control  and  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  Police  Force. 

Term  of  Office  of  Police  Commissioner. 

138.  The  term  of  office  of  a  Police  Commissioner  shall 
be  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

139.  J-  Q-  A.  Bowlby,  Frank  L,.  Parker,  and  D.  H. 
Welch  are  hereby  appointed  Police  Commissioners,  and 
they  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
1892,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
At  the  election  to  be  held  for  the  election  of  City  officers  in 
December,  1891,  three  Police  Commissioners  shall  be  elected 
by  the  voters  of  the  City,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  four 
years,  and  one  for  six  years,  and  one  shall  be  elected  for 
every  two  years  thereafter 

140.  The  Commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  immediately  upon  filing 
their  oath  of  office. 
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Chief  of  Police — Duties  of — Shall  File  Bond. 

141.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  a  peace  officer,  and  must 
execute  all  process  issued  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
or  directed  to  him  by  any  Magistrate  of  this  State.  He  may 
make  arrests  for  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  commission  of  a 
crime  within  the  limits  of  the  City,  with  or  without  a  war¬ 
rant,  as  a  peace  officer  may  do  under  the  laws  of  the  State. 
He  must  exercise  a  vigilant  control  over  the  peace  and  quiet 
of  the  City.  He  is  keeper  of  the  City  prison  or  house  of  Cor¬ 
rection,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners.  He  must  collect  all  delinquent  taxes  and 
assessments,  when  required  by  warrant,  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer  monthly.  He  must  attend  regularly  upon  the 
sittings  of  the  Police  Court,  and  the  meetings  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Police  Commissioners.  He  shall  have 
control  of  Captains  of  Police  and  Policemen,  when  they  are 
on  duty,  and  shall  see  that  the  City  ordinances,  and  the 
rules,  orders  and  regulations  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners  are  observed  and  enforced. 
He  may  suspend  any  Captain  of  Police  or  Policeman,  when 
they  are  on  duty  until  the  case  shall  be  inquired  into,  and 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners.  Before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  file  a  bond  in 
such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  and  Common 
Council  may  require,  and  subscribe  and  take  an  oath  that  he 
will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  Chief  of  Police  and  Tax 
Collector  during  his  continuance  in  office,  and  will  account 
for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  by 
virtue  of  his  office. 

Shall  Collect  Same  Fees  as  Provided  by  Law. 

142.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  receive  and  collect  the 
same  fees  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  assessments  as  are 
allowed  by  law,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance,  which 
fees  he  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer,  taking  duplicate 
receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge.  The  fee  earned,  received  and  collect- 
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ed  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  any  member  of  the  Police  force 
in  the  Police  Court,  in  proceedings  for  a  violation  of  a  City 
ordinance,  or  a  crime  against  a  state  law,  shall  be  disposed 
of  in  a  similar  manner. 

Captains  and  Policemen — Powers  and  Duties  of. 

143.  The  Captains  of  Police  and  Policemen  shall 
possess  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  Chief  of  Police 
in  making  arrests  and  serving  process;  they  must  exercise 
a  vigilant  control  over  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  City. 

Every  Policeman,  shall  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  his 
duty  for  which  he  was  appointed. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS. 

City  Not  Bound  by  any  Contract  Unless  Authorized. 

Sec.  144.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  not  bound  by  any 
contract  or  in  any  way  liable,  thereon,  unless  the  same  is 
authorized  by  City  ordinance;  and  made  in  writing,  and  by 
order  of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  or  some  other  person  duly  authorized,  on  behalf  of 
the  City.  But  an  ordinance  may  authorize  any  officer  or 
agent  of  the  City,  naming  him,  to  bind  the  City,  without  a 
contract  in  writing,  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Road  Taxes— How  Collected. 

145.  All  road  taxes  collected  on  property  and  polls  pecMed  uncon- 
within  .the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  be  turned  over  Judg^McBride 
to  the  City  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  collected  for caser 
it,  and  shall  be  expended  exclusively  upon  roads,  highways, 
and  street  crossings  within  said  City. 

No  Money  Drawn  From  Treasurer  Except  When  Appropriated. 

146.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury, 
but  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose,  made 
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by  ordinance,  and  an  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  of 
money  must  not  contain  a  provision  upon  any  other  subject, 
and  if  it  does,  such  ordinance  as  to  such  provision  shall  be 
void,  and  not  otherwise. 

Additional  Wards— Entitled  to  3  Councilmen. 

147.  When  an  additional  ward  is  created  by  the 
Council,  the  three  Councilmen  from  each  ward,  shall,  at 
the  first  election  therefor,  be  elected  for  the  terms  of  one,  two 
and  three  years,  respectively,  and  the  voting  and  returns 
thereof  shall  take  place,  and  be  made  accordingly. 

First  Election  Under  This  Act. 

148.  The  first  election  under  this  Act  shall  be  had  on 
the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  1891. 

Council  not  Liable  for  Damages  Resulting  From  Defective 
Streets. 

149.  A  member  of  the  Council  for  words  uttered  in 
debate  therein  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 
Neither  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any  other  member  of  the 
Council  thereof  shall  in  any  manner  be  held  liable  for  any 
damage  resulting  from  a  defective  condition  of  any  street, 
alley,  or  highway  thereof.  And  the  Mayor  and  each 
member  of  the  Common  Council  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  from  which  shall  be  deducted, 
however,  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  each  time  that  the  Mayor  or  such  member  of  the 
Council  may  be  absent  from  a  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council. 

All  Ordinances  in  Force  at  Time  of  This  Act  to  Continue.' 

150.  The  present  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  and  all  officers  of  said  City  shall  continue  in  office 
during  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected,  as  if  elected  or 
appointed  under  this  Act,  and  all  ordinances  of  the  City 
now  in  force  shall  continue  in  force,  until  repealed  by  the 
Council. 
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Fiscal  Year  Commences  on  January  ist. 

1 51.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  com¬ 
mence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  end  on  the  last  day 
of  December  of  each  year,  and  during  any  such  year  the 
rates  of  general  and  special  taxes  levied  must  not  exceed 
in  the  aggregate,  two  per  centum. 

Indebtedness  of  City  not  to  Exceed  $200,000. 

152.  The  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall 
never  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  any  debt  or  liability  incurred  in 
violation  of  this  section,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  provided, 
whether  by  borrowing  money,  loaning  the  credit  of  the 
city  or  otherwise,  is  null  and  void,  and  of  no  effect. 

All  Actions  of  Council  Presumed  to  be  Legal. 

153.  In  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding,  in  any 
Court  concerning  any  assessment  of  property  or  levy  of 
taxes,  authorized  by  this  Act,  or  the  collection  of  such 
tax,  or  proceeding  consequent  thereon  such  assessment, 
levy,  consequent  proceeding  and  all  proceedings  connected 
therewith,  shall  be  presumed  to  be  regular  and  duly  done 
or  taken,  until  the  contrary  is  shown;  and  when  any 
proceeding,  matter  or  thing  is  by  this  Act  committed  or 
left  to  the  discretion  or  judgment  of  the  Council,  such 
discretion  or  judgment  when  exercised  or  declared,  is  finai, 
and  cannot  be  reversed  or  called  in  question  elsewhere. 

Deed  for  Sale  of  Property — What  to  Contain. 

154.  In  making  a  deed  for  real  property  sold  for 
delinquent  taxes,  or  a  delinquent  assessment  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  a  street,  it  is  not  necessary  to  recite  or  set  forth  the 
proceedings  prior  to  the  sale,  but  it  is  sufficient  if  it  sub¬ 
stantially  appear  from  such  deed  that  the  property  was  sold 
by  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  the 
date  thereof,  for  a  delinquent  assessment  or  tax,  and  the 
amount  thereof,  together  with  the  date  of  sale,  and  the 
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amount  bid  thereat  by  the  purchaser.  No  suit  or  legal 
proceeding  shall  be  instituted  to  set  aside  such  a  deed  or  to 
have  the  same  declared  void  without  first  tendering  to  the 
purchaser  of  the  property  at  the  tax  or  assessment  sale,  or 
his  assigns,  whether  the  purchaser  be  the  City  or  otherwise, 
the  amount  bid  at  such  sale  for  the  property  with  legal 
interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  such  sale,  and  all  taxes  and 
assessments  paid  by  such  purchaser  on  account  of  such 
property.  The  style  of  a  warrant,  for  the  collection  of  delin¬ 
quent  assessment  or  taxes,  shall  be,  “In  the  name  of  the  City 
of  Astoria. 

155.  The  Mayor  and  Councilmen  are  not  entitled  to, 
Repealed,  mi;..  and  must  not  receive  any  salary  or  compensation  for  their 

official  sendees. 

Real  Property  When  Sold  Must  be  for  U.  S.  Gold  Coin. 

156.  Real  property  when  sold  for,  or  to  satisfy  delin¬ 
quent  assessment  or  tax.  must  be  sold  for  United  States  gold 
or  silver  coin,  and  not  otherwise;  and  any  one  applying  or 
seeking  to  redeem  property  so  sold  as  in  this  Act  provided, 
must  pay  or  offer  to  pay  the  sum  necessary  therefor,  in  such 
coin,  and  not  otherwise. 

Property  Shall  be  Assessed  at  Cash  Value. 

157.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  subject  to 
taxation  for  Municipal  purposes,  shall  be  assessed  at  the 
actual  cash  value  thereof,  and  real  property  not  laid  off  into 
lots  at  the  time  of  making  any’  assessment  shall  be 
assessed  at  its  actual  cash  value  per  acre,  or  fraction 
thereof. 

All  City  Ordinances  at  Time  of  Passage  of  this  Act  to  be  in  Force. 

158.  All  City  ordinances  heretofore  passed  bj'  the 
Municipal  authorities  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  force  when 
this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  be  and  remain  m  full  force  after 
this  Act  takes  effect,  and  thereafter  until  repealed  by  the 
Council;  all  rights  vested  or  liabilities  incurred  under  the 
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Act  of  incorporation  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any  City 
ordinance  when  this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  not  thereby  be 
lost,  impaired  or  discharged. 

Council  to  Codify  Charter  and  Ordinances. 

159.  The  Council,  as  soon  as  practicable,  after  this 
Act  takes  effect,  must  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  codifying 
and  publishing  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  ot  all  ordinances 
or  parts  thereof,  then  in  force,  and  for  the  publishing  in  like 
form  annually  thereafter,  the  City  ordinances  for  the  current 
year. 

Repealing  Clause. 

160.  The  Act  entitled  ‘‘An  Act  to  incorporate  the 
City  of  Astoria,  in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon.”  approved 
October  20th,  1876,  and  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  amenda¬ 
tory  thereto,  are  hereby  repealed. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

WATER  COMMISSION. 

City  has  Authority  to  Establish  Water  Works. 

Sec.  i  61.  The  City  of  Astoria,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  “The  City,”  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  or 
purchase,  keep,  conduct  and  maintain  water  works  therein, 
of  a  character  and  capacity  sufficient  to  furnish  the  Cit\  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  with  an  abundance  of  good,  pure  and 
wholesome  water  for  all  uses  and  purposes  necessary  for  the 
convenience  and  well  being  of  the  same,  and  also  one  or  more 
electric  light  plants  to  be  operated  by  water  or  other  pow¬ 
er,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  City  and  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  thereof,  with  an  abundance  of  electric  lights  for  all  us¬ 
es  whatever,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
supply  the  City  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  electric 
lights;  and  to  that  end  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
and  own  and  possess  such  real  and  personal  property,  within 
*  and  without  the  limits  of  the  City,  as  in  the  judgment  of 
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the  persons  herein  authorized  to  construct,  purchase,  conduct, 
and  maintain  the  same,  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  con- 
vienent  and  for  such  purpose  may  also  issue  bonds  running 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty 
years,  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  limit,  restrict,  or  cut  off  any  power  or  authority  hereto¬ 
fore  given  the  Council  of  said  City,  and  the  rates  for  all 
water  or  light  furnished  the  City,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  be  such  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
by  the  said  Council  and  the  hereinafter  mentioned  Commis¬ 
sion. 

May  Institute  Action  to  Condemn  Right  of  Way. 

In  case  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  shall  at  any 
time  desire  to  acquire  for  any  purpose  herein  mentioned 
any  real  or  personal  property  or  franchise  or  any  right  of 
way  upon  or  over  any  laud  or  lands  without  or  within  the 
limits  of  the  City,  or  to  acquire  the  right  to  construct  and 
maintain  any  reservoir,  ditch,  acqueduct,  flume,  water 
pipes  or  water  pipe  ;,line  over,  across  or  upon  any  such 
land  or  lands,  or  shall  desire  to  acquire  any  property,  real 
or  personal,  water,  water  course,  or  water  and  riparian 
rights  within  or  without  said  City,  and  the  Water  Com¬ 
mission  through  its  Chairman  and  Secretary,  shall  certify 
to  such  Common  Council  that  it  has  been  unable  to  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  as  to  the  amount  to  be 
paid  for  the  appropriation  thereof,  the  said  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  shall  by  ordinance  direct  an  action  to  be  instituted  in 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County,  to  condemn  and  ap¬ 
propriate  to  the  use  of  such  City  such  property,  franchise, 
right-of  way,  water,  water  course,  water  and  riparian  rights, 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  any 
such  action  to  submit  any  question  to  a  vote  of  the  tax¬ 
payers,  inhabitants  or  voters  of  the  City.*  Such  action 
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shall  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the  manner  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  provid¬ 
ing  and  regulating  the  mode  of  proceeding  to  appropriate 
land  by  private  corporations 

Water  Commission  — Names  of. 

162.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  City  by 
section  16 1  hereof,  to  construct  or  purchase  water  works, 
and  electric  light  plants  and  issue  and  dispose  of  bonds 
therefor,  shall  be  exercised  as  hereinafter  provided  by  the 
following  named  substantial  taxpayers  and  bonafida  resi¬ 
dents  thereof  namely:  J.  Q.  A.  Bowlby,  H.  G.  VanDusen, 
F.  A.  Fisher,  S.  Elmore,  W.  W.  Parker,  W  E.  Dement, 
and  Charles  S.  Wright,  who  shall  be  styled  collectively 
“The  Water  Commission,”  and  are  hereinafter  mentioned 
and  referred  to  as  the  Commission. 

Such  Commissioners  Must  Qualify. 

163.  Within  ninety  days  from  the  time  this  Act  goes 
into  effect  the  seven  persons  named  in  section  162  hereof, 
shall  meet  at  some  convienent  place  in  the  City  on  the 
written  call  of  three  or  more  of  their  number,  published  in 
a  daily  paper  of  the  City  for  not  less  than  three  days  before 
the  time  named  therein  for  said  meeting  and  organize  by 
the  election  of  a  presiding  officer  from  their  number,  who 
shall  be  styled  “The  Chairman  of  the  Commission”  and 
also  a  Clerk  who  shall  be  styled  “The  Clerk  of  the  Com- 
misson.” 

Vacancy  in  Commission — How  Filled. 

164.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  that  body  by 
death  or  resignation,  removal  from  the  City,  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  Council  as  provided  in  section  162  of 
the  Charter  of  said  City,  said  person  to  be  in  all  respects 
qualified,  as  in  this  chapter  provided;  and  four  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  organ¬ 
ization,  as  well  as  the  transaction  of  all  other  business. 
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Chairman  of  Commission. 

165  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall,  if  pres¬ 
ent,  preside  at  all  the  meetings  thereof,  and  in  case  of  his 
absence,  the  Commission  may  appoint  from  their  number, 
a  Chairman  for  the  time  being. 

Chairman  to  Execute  Contracts. 

166.  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall  execute 
all  written  contracts  on  behalf  thereof,  and  sign  all  orders 
for  the  payment  of  orders  authorized  thereby. 

Clerk  of  Commission. 

167.  The  Clerk  of  the  Commission  is  its  clerical 
officer,  and  he  shall  make  and  keep  a  fair  minute  of  its  acts 
and  doings,  countersign  all  orders  authorized  by  it,  and 
signed  by  the  Chairman,  for  the  payment  of  money,  and 
witness  all  written  contracts  signed  by  the  Chairman  on  its 
behalf,  keep  its  accounts  and  have  the  custody  of  its  books 
and  papers. 

Commission  Shall  Elect  Treasurer. 

168.  The  Water  Commission  shall  elect  a  Treasurer 
who  shall  be  custodian  of  all  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
bonds,  and  all  moneys  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  or  any  of  the  officers  of  said  Commission.  He  shall 
give  bonds  in  such  sum  as  the  Commission  shall  decide 
upon.  And  shall  pay  out  the  same  on  the  order  of  the 
Chairman  countersigned  by  the  Clerk. 

Duties  of  Chairman. 

169.  The  Chairman  and  Clerk  aforesaid  shall  also  do 
and  perform  all  such  other  acts  and  duties  as  may  be  re¬ 
quired  of  them  or  either  of  them  by  the  Commission  or  this 
Act,  and  they  and  each  of  them  shall  hold  their  offices  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Commission  and  the  Clerk  and  City 
Treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Commis¬ 
sion  may  lrom  time  to  time  direct  or  prescribe. 
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Commission  may  Employ  and  Discharge  Employees. 

170.  The  Commission  may  also  from  time  to  time  em¬ 
ploy  and  discharge  such  other  agents,  workmen,  laborers 
and  servants,  at  such  compensation  or  wages,  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  and  convienent  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  purpose  of  this  Act. 

Commission  Shall  Meet  Once  aHonth. 

1 7 1 .  The  Commission  shall  meet  in  the  City  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  hour 
and  place  as  it  may  direct;  and  at  such  other  times  as  it  may 
provide,  and  all  meetings  of  said  Commission  shall  be  public. 

Hay  Issue  Bonds  for  $500,000. 

172.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  Act  into  effect, 
the  Commission  is  authorized  to  issue  and  dispose  of  the 
bonds  of  the  City  of  the  denomination  of  from  $100.00  to 
$1,000,  as  the  purchaser  may  desire,  with  interest  coupons 
attached  thereto,  the  par  value  of  which  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  $500,000,  signed  by  its  Chairman  and  counter¬ 
signed  by  its  Clerk;  wherein  the  City  shall  be  held  and  con¬ 
sidered  in  substance  and  effect  to  undertake  and  promise  in 
consideration  of  the  premises  to  pay  to  the  bearer  of  each 
of  the  said  bonds  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  years  for 
which  the  same  are  issued  which  must  be  not  less  than 
twenty,  nor  more  than  fifty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  the 
sum  named  therein,  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  to¬ 
gether  with  interest  thereon,  in  like  coin,  at  the  rate  of  not 
to  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly 
as  provided  in  said  coupons. 

Power  and  Authority  of  Commission. 

173.  The  Commissioner  a  majority  thereof  has  power 

and  authority. 

Employ  or  Discharge  Workmen. 

1.  To  employ,  hire,  and  discharge  from  time  to  time  all 
such  agents,  workmen,  laborers,  and  servants,  as  it  may 
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deem  necessary  or  convenient  in  the  conduct  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  said  water  works,  and  said  electric  light  plants. 

Make  Rules  and  Regulations. 

2.  To  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
conduct  and  management  of  the  same  by  the  City  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof. 

Hay  Establish  Water  Rates. 

3.  To  establish  rates  for  the  use  and  consumption  of 
water  or  light  by  the  City  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
including  the  people  living  along  the  line  or  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  works  without  the  City,  except  that  such  rates  for  the 
City  shall  be  established  only  by  the  mutual  agreement  and 
consent  of  the  Council. 

To  Provide  for  Payment  of  Water  Rates — May  Shut  off  Water. 

4.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  water  and  light 
rates  monthly  in  advance  or  otherwise,  and  to  shut  off  the 
water  or  light  from  any  house,  tenement,  or  place  for  which 
the  water  or  light  rates  is  not  duly  paid,  or  when  any  rule  or 
regulation  is  disregarded  or  disobeyed. 

Shall  Make  Written  Statement  of  Probable  Expense  for  Year  on 
First  Day  of  January. 

174.  The  Commission  shall  annually,  before  the  first 
day  of  January  make  a  written  statement  of  the  probable 
expense  of  maintaining  and  conducting  the  water  works  and 
electric  light  plant  in  case  any  exists,  during  the  ensuing 
year,  and  also  the  cost  of  any  contemplated  alteration,  im¬ 
provement  or  extension  thereof,  and  thereupon  ascertain  and 
prescribe  as  nearly  as  it  conveniently  can,  a  water  and  light 
rate  for  such  year  as  will  ensure  sufficient  income  for  the 
sale  of  water  and  light  to  pay  such  expenses  and  t_osts,  to¬ 
gether  with  one  year’s  interest  on  the  bonds  aforesaid,  then 
issued  and  outstanding. 

flust  Create  Sinking  Fund. 

175.  After  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  sale  of 
bonds  hereunder,  by  the  Commission,  a  sum  equal  to  one  per- 
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centum  on  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  aforesaid,  then  issued 
and  outstanding,  may  be  annually  estimated  for  in  fixing 
the  water  rate  and  light  rate  in  addition  to  the  expenses, 
cost,  and  interest  aforesaid,  and  collected  as  a  part  hereof, 
which  sum,  when  so  collected,  shall  be  kept  and  invested 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commission  as  a  sinking  fund  for 
he  payment  of  and  redemption  of  such  bonds. 

Hust  Make  Quarterly  Statement. 

176.  The  Commission  shall  cause  a  quarterly  state¬ 
ment  in  detail  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  to  be  made 
and  signed  by  its  Chairman  and  Clerk,  and  filed  with  the 
City  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  who  shall  preserve  the  same 
among  the  files  of  his  office,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
published  in  at  least  one  daily  paper  of  the  City,  and  the 
Commission  shall  cause  to  be  so  made,  filed  and  published; 
as  a  part  of  its  last  quarterly  report  in  each  year,  an  inven¬ 
tory  or  statement  of  the  property,  implements  and  material 
in  its  possession  or  control  pertaining  to  the  water  works 
and  electric  light  plants,  together  with  the  condition  and 
approximate  value  thereof. 

Members  of  Commission  Must  be  Tax  Payers. 

177.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  tax  payer, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  so  as  to  be  eligible  to  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  the  Commission  under  this  Act,  unless 
he  has  paid  to  the  City,  within  a  year  before  his  selection 
or  appointment  to  such  position,  a  tax  of  not  less  than 
$25.00,  and  whenever  any  member  of  said  Commission  shall 
fail  to  pay  such  tax  to  the  City  for  one  year,  he  shall  cease 
to  be  a  member  thereof,  and  his  place  therein  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  vacant  and  may  be  filled  accordingly.

ORDINANCE  NO.  1341. 


AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  OFFENSES  AND  DISOR¬ 
DERLY  CONDUCT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Profane  and  Abusive  Language. 

Section  -i.  That  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  any  violent,  riotous,  or  disorderly  conduct,  or 
who  shall  use  any  profane,  abusive  or  obscene  language  in 
any  street,  house  or  place  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  where¬ 
by  the  peace  or  quiet  of  the  city  is  or  may  be  disturbed,  or 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  an  indecent  or  immoral  act  or 
practice  in  said  City,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the 
Police  Court,  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
exceeding  100  days,  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Assault  and  Battery. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  any  assault,  or  assault  and  battery,  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  Police  Court  shall  be 
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fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty-fix  e 
days. 

Disturbing  Peace  by  Fighting. 

SEC.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  disturb 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  fighting, 
quarrelling  or  being  engaged  in  any  riotous  assemblage, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  Police  court  be  fined 
not  to  exceed  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Resisting  Police  Officer 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  resist 
any  peace  officer,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  assist  any  peace 
officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  who  shall,  by  any 
means  whatsoever,  aid  or  assist  any  person  in  his  custody, 
upon  a  charge  of  a  violation  of  a  City  ordinance,  in  his 
endeavor  to  escape  from  custody,  whether  such  escape  is 
effected  or  not,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Drunk,  Yelling,  Whooping,— Disturbing  the  Peace. 

SEC.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  found 
drunk  in  any  public  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  or  who  shall  disturb  the  peace  and 
quiet  of  any  of  its  inhabitants,  by  yelling,  whooping  or 
singing  in  a  rude  or  boisterous  manner,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the 
Police  Court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to 
exceed  100  days. 

Throwing  Rubbish  on  Streets. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  throw  or 
deposit  in  any  street,  sidewalk  or  footpath  in  the  City  of 
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Astoria,  any  broken  glass,  bottles,  crockery,  nails  or  other 
substances  whatever,  or  deposit  or  throw  any  paper  in  the 
streets  of  the  City,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemean¬ 
or,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $30000  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Driving  Faster  than  Six  Miles  an  Hour. 

Sec.  7.  No  pefson  or  person  shall  ride  or  drive  any 
horse  or  horses  mule  or  mules,  or  beast  of  burden,  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  at  a  greater 
speed  than  six  miles  per  hour,  and  over  the  piled  or  bent 
work  roadways,  the  speed  shall  not  exceed  four  miles  per 
hour.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemean¬ 
or,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
days. 

Drays  and  Trucks — Weight  not  to  Exceed  2  and  One  Half  Tons. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  or  persons  shall  drive  or  use  any 
truck,  dray',  cart  or  other  vehicle  without  having  attached 
to  the  body  thereof,  a  suitable  chain  or  brake  for  locking  the 
wheels  thereof,  and  no  person  shall  load  upon  any  dray, 
truck,  cart  wagon  or  other  vehicle  under  his  or  her  control, 
a  greater  load  than  two  and  one  half  tons  at  any  one  time, 
for  transportation  through  the  streets  of  the  City.  Any 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  the  Police  court  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  City 
jail  not  to  exceed  fifty  days. 

Cruelty  to  Animals. 

SEC.  9.  Any  person  who  shall  cruelly  beat,  torture, 
misuse,  deprive  of  lood  or  otherwise  treat  any  animal  with 
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cruelty  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Curfew  Ordinance— Minors  not  Allowed  on  Streets  After  Certain 
Hours. 

SEC.  10.  No  minor  shall  be  permitted  to  go  abroad  or 
wander  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place  in  the  City 
of  Astoria,  after  the  hour  of  eight  o’clock  p.  M.,  during  the 
months  of  November,  December,  January,  February,  March 
and  April,  and  after  the  hour  ot  nine  o’clock  p.  m.,  during 
the  months  of  May,  June,  July  August,  September  and 
October  of  each  year,  unless  accompanied  by  the  parents  or 
guardian  of  such  minor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  to  tap  the  fire  bell  in  No.  2’ s  engine  house  three 
taps,  and  the  engineer  of  Columbia  Engine  Co.  No.  3,  to 
tap  the  fire  bell  on  said  engine  house,  and  the  janitor  of  the 
Upper  Astoria  school  to  tap  the  bell  on  said  school  house 
three  times  at  the  hours  mentioned,  after  which  any  minor 
found  upon  the  street  or  in  any  public  place,  except  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  liable  to  arrest,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  of  each  police 
officer  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforc¬ 
ed.  No  minor,  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  visit  or  be 
in  any  variety  theatre,  dance  hall  or  saloon.  Any  minor 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $2  nor  more  than  $25  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail,  not  to  exceed  12  days. 

Roaming  Streets  After  12  o’clock  Midnight. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  found 
roaming  the  streets  of  the  City  at  night,  after  the  hour  of 
twelve  o’clock,  without  having  any  lawful  business  upon 
the  streets  at  the  time,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
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misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
Police  Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days,  or  both  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Exhibiting  Crippled  or  Deformed  Persons. 

Sec.  12.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  exhibitor 
cause  to  be  exhibited  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public 
place  within  the  City,  any  crippled,  maimed  or  deformed 
person,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days. 

Begging  on  Streets. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  crippled,  maimed  or  deformed  person 
shall  beg  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place,  they  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Carrying  Baskets  Suspended  on  Poles. 

Sec.  14.  If  ail)-  person  or  persons  shall  carry  any 
basket  or  baskets,  bucket  or  buckets,  bag  or  bags  or  any 
other  thing  suspended  or  attached  to  poles,  across  or  upon 
the  shoulders,  or  shall  carry  any  rubbish,  garbage,  swill  or 
filth,  so  as  to  be  offensive  to  pedestrians  upon  any  sidewalk, 
they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100 
days.

Transfering  Garbage  or  Swill  on  Streets. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  person  shall  remove,  transfer  through 
or  over  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  any  swill, 
or  garbage,  except  in  a  tightly  covered  box  or  apparatus, 
or  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent  the  contents  thereof, 
from  being  deposited  in  the  public  street,  or  from  being 
exposed  in  the  open  air  during  such  process  of  transporta¬ 
tion,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Cutting  or  Splitting  Wood  on  Sidewalk. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  cut,  saw  or 
split  any  wood  upon  the  sidewalk  of  any  improved  street 
within  the  City,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the 
Police  Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine,  of  not  less  than 
$2.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City

jail  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  days. 

Posting  Bills  on  Sidewalk,  Post  or  Building. 

Sec  .17.  If  an}'  person  shall  post,  stick,  stamp, 
paint  or  otherwise  affix  or  cause  to  be  done  by  another, 
any  notice,  placard,  bill  poster  or  advertisement,  to  or  up¬ 
on  any  sidewalk,  curb  or  curbstone,  lamp  post,  hydrant, 
shade  tree  or  tree,  or  upon  any  gate,  gate  post,  awning  or 
awning  post,  horse  post,  telegraph,  telephone  or  electric 
light  post,  or  upon  any  building,  wall,  or  part  thereof, 
without  first  obtaining  permission  from  the  owner,  agent  or 
occupant  of  such  premises  or  property,  or  who  shall  in 
in  any  manner  deface  any  building,  fence  or  property,  of 
another,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 
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Cutting  Wood  on  Sunday. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  cut,  saw,  split  carry  or  pile 
any  wood  or  fuel  on  the  streets  of  the  City  on  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday  or  the  Lord’s  day. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  days. 

Soliciting  Persons  to  Enter  houses  of  111  Fame. 

Sec.  19.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  solicit  any 
person  to  visit  or  enter  a  house  of  ill  fame,  or  bawdy  house, 
or  any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose,  of  lewdness,  or 
prostitution,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  inprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days. 

Falsely  Assuming  to  be  a  Police  Officer. 

Sec.  20.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  falsely  as¬ 
sume  to  be  a  Chief  of  Police,  Captain  of  Police,  Policeman 
or  other  officer  of  the  City,  and  shall  take  upon  himself  to 
act  as  such,  or  who  shall  wear  the  adopted  uniform  of  the 
Police  Force,  unless  he  is  a  duly  elected  or  appointed  offi¬ 
cer,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con¬ 
viction  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Discharging  Firearms  Within  City  Limits. 

Sec.  21.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  fire  off  or 
discharge  any  ordnance,  gun,  pistol,  rifle  or  other  fire-arm, 
within  the  City  Limits  of  Astoria,  or  any  fire-works  or  fire¬ 
crackers  of  any  kind  or  description,  in  that  portion  of  the 
City  west  of  Salmon  street,  north  of  Wall  street  or  Court 
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street  and  east  of  Madison  street,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
Police  Cour:,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail,  not  to  exceed  100  days:  Provided,  that  the 
Mayor  may  premit,  upon  National  Holidays,  and  other 
days  of  public  celebration,  the  same. 

Breach  of  Peace  in  Bar  Rooms. 

Sec.  22.  Any  keeper  of  a  bar  room  or  drinking  shop 
who  shall  permit  any  breach  of  the  peace  or  disturbance  of 
public  decorum  or  order,  or  noity  or  disorderly  conduct  on 
the  premises,  when  it  is  in  his  or  her  power  to  prevent  it,

his  or  her  control,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$30000,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  daj  s. 

Employing  Women  in  Bar  Rooms. 

Sec.  '23.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  bar-room  or  drink¬ 
ing  shop  w’ho  shall  permit  or  employ  any  woman  to  act  as 
waitress,  or  bar-lender,  or  sing,  or  dance,  or  to  serve  in  any 
other  capacity  in  such  bar  room  or  drinking  shop,  or  who 
shall  pe.mit  any  theatrical  or  minstrel  show,  exhibition  or 
concert  to  take  place  in  such  bar-room  or  drinking  shop, 
shall  be  deemed  guity  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Smoking  Opium. 

Sec.  24.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  smoke 
opium  in  any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  smo- 
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king  opium,  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  found  in 
any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  smoking  opium, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  convic¬ 
tion  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300,00,  or  be  imprison¬ 
ed  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days.  In  all  prosecu¬ 
tions  for  a  violation  of  this  Section,  common  reputation  of 
the  house  or  place,  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  support 
of  the  complaint. 

Smoking  Opium. 

Sec.  25.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  smoke 
opium  in  any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  smo¬ 
king  opium,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 
Any  room,  hall  or  apartment  in  any  building  in  which 
such  opium  is  allowed  to  be  smoked  in  by  others,  by  the 
owner  or  occupant  thereof,  or  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  building  in  which  such  room  is  situated,  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  an  opium  joint  within  the  meaning  of  this  Section. 

Bathing  in  Columbia  River. 

Sec.  26.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  the  waters  of  the 
Columbia  river  within  the  limits  of  the  City  between  the 
hours  of  six  o’clock  A.  M.  and  eight  o’clock  P.  M.,  without 
wearing  a  suitable  bathing  suit  which  shall  cover  the  body 
from  the  waist  to  die  knees.  Any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  Section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police 
Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor 
more  than  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
to  exceed  fifty  days. 

Standing  on  Streets — Ordered  to  1  love  on. 

Sec.  27.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  stand  in 
or  upon  the  street  or  sidewalk  within  the  City  limits,  after 
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being  notified  to  move  on  by  any  Police  Officer,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of,  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  days. 

Bean  Shooters. 

Sec.  28.  If  any  person  or  person  shall  use  or  cause 
to  be  used,  any  bean  shooter,  air  gun  or  other  contrivance 
or  invention,  used  in  shooting  or  throwing  beans,  stones, 
pebbles,  shot  or  other  substance  or  thing,  in  or  upon  any 
street,  park,  lane  or  other  public  place  in  the  City,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Obstructing  Sidewalk  With  Merchandise. 

Sec.  29.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  obstruct 
any  sidewalk  of  the  City  with  goods,  merchandise  or  other 
substance,  either  as  a  display  of  goods,  or  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  after  being  notified  to  remove  said  goods  or  mer¬ 
chandise  or  other  substance  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  Sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Streets,  and  shall  allow  said  goods,  wares, 
merchandise  or  other  substances  to  remain  on  said  side¬ 
walk  for  a  longer  period  than  two  hours,  after  being  so 
notified,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Imprisonment  for  Violation  of  Ordinance. 

Sec.  30.  In  all  cases  of  conviction  for  any  of  the 
offenses  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  the  Court  shall 
adjudge  the  offender  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  prosecution,  and 
shall,  in  default  of  payment  of  fine  and  costs,  commit  the 
offender  to  the  City  jail  for  a  term  of  imprisonment  not  ex- 
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ceeding  ioo  days,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  term  of  impris¬ 
onment.  in  the  City  jail  in  lieu  of  a  fine  shall  not  be  fixed, 
the  offender  shall  be  imprisoned  in  default  of  payment  of 
fine,  one  day  for  each  two  dollars  of  such  fine. 

Sec.  31.  That  ordinance  No  991,  entitled  “Concern¬ 
ing  offenses  and  disorderly  conduct”  approved  August  10th 
1887,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

about  houses  of  ill  fame  or  ill  repute,  or  who  shall  lodge  in 
or  about  such  houses,  shall  be  deemed  vagrants  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punish- 
rd  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than 
three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  days. 

Sec.  2.  That  Ordinance  No.  987,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  defining  vagrancy  and  providing  for  the  punishment 
thereof,’’  approved  August  1st,  1887,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

Punishment  for  Keeping  Bawdy  Houses. 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  to  open,  set  up  or  keep,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  any  bawdy  house,  or  any 
person  who  shall  open,  set  up  or  keep  or  shall  knowingly 
assist  or  aid  in  setting  up  or  keeping  any  bawdy  house,  or 
who  shall  be  found  in  ant-  such  house,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $20  00  nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  jail  not  le.-:s  than  ten  nor  more  than  100  days,  or 
both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Common  Fame,  Competent  Evidence. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  prosecution  under  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  common  fame  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  support 
of  the  coaiplaint,  and  every  house  or  place  used  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  prostitution,  fornication  or  lewdness,  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  to  be  a  bawdy  house  within  the  meaning 
of  this  ordinance,  and  any  person  residing  in  any  such  house 
or  place  with  a  knowledge  of  its  character,  shall  be  conclu¬ 
sively  presumed  in  any  prosecution  against  such  person  or 
persdns  for  setting  up  or  keeping  such  house,  to  keep  the 
same. 

Sec.  3.  That  Ordinance  No.  72.  entitled  “An  ordinance 
to  suppress  bawdy  houses, ’  ’  approved  May  23,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed.

and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00,  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding

AND  GAMBLING  HOUSES,  AND  ALL  PLACES 
WHERE  ANY  GAME  WHERE  CHANCE  PREDOMI¬ 
NATES,  IN  PLAYING  FOR  ANYTHING  OF  VALUE, 
AND  TO  PUNISH  ANY  PERSON  WHO  ENGAGES  IN 
ANY  SUCH  GAME,  OR  KEEPS  OR  FREQUENTS 
ANY  SUCH  HOUSE  OR  PLACE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Setting  Up  and  Keeping  Gambling  Games. 

Section  i.  No  person  or  persons,  shall  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  open,  set  up  or  keep, 
either  as  owner,  proprietor,  keeper,  manager,  employee, 
with  or  without  hire,  lessee,  or  otherwise,  any  gaming  or 
gambling  house,  or  any  house  or  place  where  any  banking 
or  any  other  game  is  played  with  cards,  dice,  eheen,  buttons 
or  any  other  device,  for  anything  of  value,  whether  the 
same  be  played  for  money,  checks  or  credits,  or  any  other 
representative  of  value. 

Being  in  House  Where  Gaming  is  Carried  On. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  in  any  house, 
room  or  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  engage  in,  or  play  in  or  at,  or  bet  at,  or  upon  any 
game  played  with  cards,  dice,  cheen,  buttons  or  any  other 
device,  for  anything  of  value,  whether  the  same  be  played 
for  money,  checks,  credits,  or  other  representative  of  value. 

Frequenting  Gambling  Houses. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  frequent,  or  go  into,  or 
visit  any  gaming  or  gambling  house,  or  place  mentioned  in 
Section  i  of  this  ordinance. 
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Setting  up  Gambling  Games  as  Owner  or  Proprietor. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  set  up,  or  keep,  either 
as  owner,  proprietor,  keeper,  manager,  employee,  with  or 
without  hire,  lessee  or  otherwise,  any  kind  of  gambling 
table,  or  gambling  device  adapted,  devised  and  designated 
for  the  purpose  of  playing  any  game  of  chance,  for  money 
or  property,  or  induce,  or  entice,  or  permit  any  person  or 
persons  to  bet  or  play  at,  or  upon  any  such  gambling  table  or 
gambling  device,  or  upon  any  game  played  a  ,  or  by  means 
of  such  table,  or  gambling  device,  or  on  the  side  of  or 
against  the  keeper  thereof. 

Prohibiting  Playing  at  Gambling  Games. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  open,  set  up,  or  keep,  any  house, 
shop  or  place  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  gambling,  or 
permit  or  suffer  any  person  or  persons  in  ail}’  house,  shop, 
or  place,  under  his  control  or  care,  to  play  at  any  game  for 
anything  of  value,  whether  the  same  be  played  for  money, 
■checks,  credits  or  other  representative  of  value. 

Enticing  Persons  to  Enter  Gambling  Houses. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  invite,  entice  or  per¬ 
suade,  any  person  or  persons,  to  frequent,  go  into  or  visit 
any  gaming  or  gambling  house,  mentioned  in  this  ordinance 
or  to  engage  in,  or  play  at  or  in,  or  bet  at  or  upon,  any 
banking  or  any  other  game  played  with  cards,  dice,  eheen, 
buttons,  or  any  other  device,  for  anything  of  value,  whether 
the  same  be  played  for  money,  checks,  credits,  or  any  other 
representative  of  value,  or  to  engage  in,  play  at  or  in,  or  bet 
at  or  upon,  any  of  the  games  or  gambling  devices  mentioned 
in  this  ordinance  for  anything  of  value. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinances. 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
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Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $25.00  and  no  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  in 
default  of  the  payment  of  such  fine,  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  more  than  ninety  day§,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

Duty  of  Chief  of  Police. 

Sec  8.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  all  Policemen  in  the  employ  of  the  City,  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  strictly  enforced.

Section  i.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
shall  be  permitted  to  go  abroad  upon,  or  wander  about  the 
streets,  alleys,  parks  or  other  public  grounds  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  after  the  hour  of  nine  o’clock  P.  M.  from  the  first 
day  of  May,  to  the  ist  day  of  November,  and  after  the  hour 
of  eight  o’clock  P.  M.,  from  the  31st  day  of  October  to  the 
ist  day  of  May,  unless  such  minor  shall  be  accompanied  by 
his  or  her  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  having  control  of 
such  minor;  any  minor  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  twenty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  ten  days. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced. 

Sec.  3.  That  Section  16  of  Ordinance  No.  991,  entitled 
“An  ordinance  concerning  offense  and  disorderly  conduct,” 
approved  August  10th,  1887,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re¬ 
pealed.

ORDINANCE  NO.  1020. 

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF 
STREETS  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PUNISH¬ 
MENT  THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  togeth¬ 
er  or  near  each  other  in  any  street  or  upon  any  sidewalk  in 
the  City,  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  there¬ 
in  for  vehicles  or  passengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  all  Police  Officers  to  order  any  persons 
offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  Section  to  move  on, 
and  if  the  persons  so  ordered  or  requested  do  not  forthwith 
obey,  they  shall  each  upon  conviction  thereof  in  Police  Court 
be  fined  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PRE\  EN  PION 

AND  REMOVAL  OP'  NUISANCES  AND  TO  PUNISH 

THOSE  WHO  ALLOW  OR  MAINTAIN  THEM. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Animals  not  to  be  Butchered  in  the  City  Limits. 

Section  i.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  kill  or 
slaughter  within  the  City  limits,  any  animal  or  animals,  the 
flesh  of  which  is  intended  to  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale;  and 
no  person  shall  keep  in  any  yard,  pen,  corral  or  enclosure, 
within  the  City  limits,  any  beeves,  sheep,  swine  or  other  ani¬ 
mals,  for  sale  or  to  be  slaughtered,  for  a  longer  period  than 
three  days. 

Prohibiting  Throwing  Putrid  fleat  in  Streets. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  cast  or  keep  in  or 
adjoining  any  street,  lane,  alley,  square  or  public  place,  pub¬ 
lic  wend,  or  in  any  yard,  lot,  block  or  premises  within  the 
City  limits,  or  in  the  Columbia  river  between  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  City,  and  the  western  boundary  thereof  any 
putrid,  unsound  unwholesome  or  refuse  meat,  or  flesh  of  any 
animal  or  fish,  wThether  salted  or  otherwise,  or  any  hides,  or 
skins  of  any  kind,  or  the  wdiole  or  part  of  any  dead  animal 
or  fish,  or  any  unsound,  putrid  or  umvholesome  substance,  or 
the  offal,  garbage  or  offensive  part  of  any  animal  or  fish. 

Stagnant  and  Impure  Water. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  or  persons  shall  permit  or  suffer  to 
accumulate,  in  or  upon  any  yard,  lot,  place  or  premises,  or 
upon  any  street  or  sidewalk  adjacent  to,  or  abutting  upon 
any  lot,  block,  place  or  premises,  owmed  or  occupied  by  him 
or  them,  or  for  which  he  or  they  may  be  agent  or  agents, 
within  the  City  limits,  any  stagnant  or  impure  water,  refuse 
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vegetables,  decayed  or  decaying  substances,  garbage  or  filth 
of  any  kind,  nor  suffer  such  yard,  lot,  place  or  premises  to  be 
or  remain  in  such  condition  to  cause  or  create  a  noisome  or 
offensive  smell  or  atmosphere,  or  thereby  to  be,  become  or 
create  or  eaus£  a  public  nuisance;  Provided,  That  no  per¬ 
son  shall  be  prosecuted  for  a  violation  of  this  section,  unless 
such  violation  shall  continue  for  twenty-four  hours  after  he 
or  they  have  received  the  notice  provided  in  section  eight  of 
this  ordinance. 

/ 

Animals  to  be  Kept  in  Enclosures. 

Sec.  4.  Any  swine,  sheep,  goats,  geese  or  ducks,  kept 
within  the  City,  shall  be  kept  in  proper  enclosures,  and  such 
enclosures  shall  be  kept  properly  cleaned  and  free  from 
stench;  and  whenever  such  pen  or  inclosure  shall  become  a 
nuisance,  the  Chief  of  Police,  shall  abate  and  remove  the 
same,  at  the  cost  of  the  owner,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  before 
the  Police  Court  in  case  of  refpsal  of  such  owner  to  pay  the 
same. 

Condition  of  Privies. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  who  is  the  owner  or  occupant  or 
agent  f  r  any  house,  store,  building  or  premises,  in  the  Citv 
of  Astoria,  to  which  a  privy  belongs,  or  appertains,  shall  use 
or  keep  the  same  in  such  condition  as  to  cause  a  noisome  or 
offensive  smell  so  as  to  become  a  nuisance. 

Construction  of  Privies. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  or  use  any  privy  or 
cess  pool  under  the  sidewalk  in  front  of,  or  adjoining  any 
property  owned  or  occupied  by  them  or  him,  and  every  day 
which  such  person  or  persons  shall  use  or  permit  to  be  used, 
such  privy  or  cesspool,  after  receiving  the  notice  provided  in 
section  eight  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  a  new  and 
separate  offense. 
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When  Awnings  are  Dangerous— Power  to  Remove. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
on  Fire  and  Water,  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  (or  a  majority 
of  them  )  any  building  or  awning  within  the  City  limits 
shall  become  so  much  injured  by  fire,  decay  or  on  account 
of  defective  material  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  or 
from  an}'  other  cause,  as  to  be  dangerous  to  surrounding 
property,  or  in  danger  of  falling  down,  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  a  nuisance  and  shall  be  by  them  so  declared,  and 
they  shall  forthwith  file  such  declaration  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  who  shall  forthwith  furnish 
to  the  Chief  of  Police  a  certified  copy  of  such  declaration, 
to  be  served  by  him  upon  the  owner  of  such  property,  or  in 
case  of  his  absence  from  the  City  upon  his  agent.  And  any 
owner  of  such  building,  or  in  the  case  ot  the  absence  of 
such  owner  from  the  City,  his  authorized  agent,  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  or  repair  such  building  or  awning 
for  three  days  after  being  ordered  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  fined  in 
a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  days;  and 
each  day  that  such  building  or  awning  shall  so  stand, 
after  such  conviction,  shall  be  deemed  a  new  and  separate 
offense. 

Existance  of  Nuisance — Duty  of  Chief  of  Police. 

Sec.  8  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  in¬ 
formed  of  the  existance  of  any  nuisance,  prohibited  by  sec¬ 
tions  two,  three  and  five  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  immedi¬ 
ately  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an  examination  of  the 
yard,  lot,  place  or  premises,  on  which  it  is  charged  that 
such  nuisance  is  suffered  or  permitted,  and  if  a  nuisance  is 
found  to  exist  thereon,  or  to  exist  in  or  upon  any  street, 
gutter  or  sidewalk  adjacent  to,  or  abutting  upon  said  yard, 
lot,  place  or  premises,  he  shall  forthwith  give,  or  cause  to 
be  given,  to  either  owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  such  yard, 
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lot,  place  or  premises,  or  to  all  of  them,  a  notice  to  remove 
or  abate  such  nuisance;  and  if  such  nuisance  shall  not  be 
removed  or  abated  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  no¬ 
tice,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  cause  the  owner  or  occupant 
of,  or  agent  of  such  property  to  be  arrested  in  the  Pol  ce 
Court,  and  if  he  or  they  shall  be  convicted,  the  Chief  of 
Police  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  and  shall  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  remove  any  obstructions  that 
it  may  be  necessary  to  remove  in  order  to  reach  and  re¬ 
move  or  abate  such  nuisance.  The  expense  of  the  removal 
of  any  nuisance  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  in  the  first  instance,  but  the  same  shall  be  taxed  as 
part  of  the  costs  in  such  case,  and  be  recovered  by  the  City 
from  the  owner,  agent  or  occupant  notified  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

Penalty  for  Violating  this  Ordinance. 

SEC.  9  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  they  shall  be  dee.r.ed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
Police  Court  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  less 
than  five  days  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  and  in  all  cases 
of  conviction  the  costs  of  the  case  together  with  the  cost  of 
removing  or  abating  the  nui  ance,  shall  be  taxed  against 
the  defendant. 

Sec.  10.  That  ordinance  No.  454,  entitled  “To  provide 
for  the  prevention  and  removal  of  nuisances,”  approved 
March  15,  1882,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  891. 


AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  PRESERVATION  OF  HEALTH 
AND  PREVENTION  OF  DISEASE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Cubic  Air — No.  of  Feet. 

Section  i,  That  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  disease 
and  preserving  health,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  use  any  tenement  house,  or  other  building  used 
as  a  sleeping  apartment  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  which 
contains  less  than  five  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air 
or  space  for  each  and  every  person  lodging  in  such  house  or 
apartment. 

Sleeping  in  Room  or  House  Less  than  550  Cubic  Feet. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sleep  or  lodge  in 
any  house,  room  or  apartment  containing  less  than  five 
hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  space  in  the  clear,  for 
each  and  every  person  occupying  said  room. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinances. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  violating  sections  one  or  two  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  of 
not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days. 

Duty  of  Chief  of  Police. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
members  of  the  Police  to  make  examination  of  premises, 
where  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  persons  are  living  in 
overcrowded  houses  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  upon 
examination  if  persons  are  found  violating  this  ordinance,  to 
arrest  any  person  violating  the  same,  and  take  the  person  or 
persons  before  the  Police  Judge  for  trial. 

Approved  March  24,  1886. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  451. 


TO  PREVENT  THE  DESTRUCTION  OF  CERTAIN  PROP¬ 
ERTY  AND  TO  PREVENT  THE  FASTENING  OF 
BOATS,  RAFTS,  OR  OTHER  PROPERTY  TO  THE 
ROADWAYS  WITHIN  THE  CORPORATE  LIMITS- 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Prohibiting  Cutting  or  Destroying  Property  Found  on  Shore  of 
Columbia  River. 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  cut,  burn  or  in  any  manner  destroy  or  appro¬ 
priate  to  their  own  use,  any  property  found  upon  the  shore 
or  bank  of  the  Columbia  River,  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  in  the  County  of  Clatsop  and  State 
Oregon,  being  the  property  or  belongings  of  another,  with¬ 
out  first  giving  three  days  notice  by  publication  in  a  dail\ 
newspaper  published  in  the  said  City  of  Astoria. 

Fastening  Boats  to  Roadway. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  fasten  any  boat,  raft  or  other  property  to  any  pile 
brace  or  other  portion  or  part  of  any  street  roadway  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  to  moor  or 
place  and  leave  any  such  boat  or  raft  or  other  property ,  in  a 
place  where  the  same  will  come  in  contact  with  any  such 
roadway  or  to  unload  or  deposit  on  any  such  roadway  any 
goods,  merchandise  or  material. 

Punishment  for  Violating  Ordinances. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  convicted 
of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,. 
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upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars. 

SEC.  4.  Ordinance  numbered  1 12  and  all  other  ordi¬ 
nances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordi¬ 
nance  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  433. 

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  ANIMALS  AFFECTED 
WITH  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  FROM  BEING  AT 
LARGE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  i  .  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner 
or  owners  of,  or  person  or  persons  exercising  ownership  or 
control  over  any  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  dog  or 
other  animal  affected  with  the  glanders,  or  the  disease  com¬ 
monly  called  the  epizootic,  or  with  any  other  contagious  or 
infectious  disease,  to  be  at  large  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  any  person  or  persons  being  the 
owner  or  owners  of,  or  who  exercises  ownership  or  control 
over  any  such  animal  or  animals  affected  with  any  such 
disease,  and  who  permits  such  animal  or  animals  to  be  at 
large,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  City,  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge  of  said  City,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  not 
less  than  twenty  dollars  for  the  second  offense,  and  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense,  and  in  every 
case  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  said  City,  until  the 
fine  and  the  cost  of  the  action  are  paid;  not  to  exceed  twen¬ 
ty  days.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
approval  by  the  Mayor  of  this  City. 


Approved  October  13,  1881. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  204. 


RELATING  TO  OBSTRUCTION  OF  STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Buildings  Projecting  Into  Streets. 

Section  i.  No  portion  of  any  building  or  buildings 
hereafter  to  be  erected,  altered  or  repaired,  shall  be  allowed 
to  project  over  or  into  any  street  or  sidewalk;  Provided, 
That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  bases  or  antes  or 
columns  projecting,  not  to  exceed  six  inches  or  to  cornices 
or  projection  placed  at  least  ten  feet  above  the  top  of  the 
sidewalk . 

Height  of  Awnings. 

Sec.  2.  Awnings,  when  desired,  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  feet  above  the  top  of  the  sidewalk,  and  so  as  to  admit  of 
free  passage  from  the  sidewalk  into  the  roadway;  and  all 
awnings  hereafter  erected,  built  or  repaired,  shall  be  made 
self  supporting.  No  awning,  shade  or  balcony  shall  extend 
beyond  the  line  of  the  curb,  or  edge  of  the  sidewalk. 

Signs  and  Advertisements  in  Front  of  Building. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  owning  or  occupying  any  building 
or  premises  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  or  maintain  or 
suffer  upon  the  street  or  sidewalk  in  front  of  such  building 
or  premises,’ any  sign  or  advertisement,  or  place  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  upon  the  sidewalk  by  way  of  show, 
advertisement  or  otherwise,  except  the  same  be  placed  at  a 
height  of  not  less  than  nine  feet,  clear  of  said  sidewalks,  or 
suspend  or  cause  to  be  suspended,  maintain  or  suffer  over 
the  street  beyond  the  line  of  the  curb  in  front  of  said  build¬ 
ing  or  premises;  any  sign,  advertisement  or  flag,  except 
upon  holidays,  election  days  and  days  of  public  parade  or 
display. 
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Obstruction  Cross  Walk  or  Street. 

Sec.  4.  No  persoij  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  on 
any  crosswalk,  sidewalk  or  street,  any  article  or  thing  what¬ 
soever,  which  shall  obstruct  such  street  or  sidewalk  for  a 
longer  period  than  four  hours,  except  as  provided  in  section 
3  of  this  ordinance;  Provided,  that  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  merchandise  while  in  the  actual  course  of  receipt 
or  delivery ;  and  further  Provided,  That  wood  for  fuel 
may  be  allowed  to  be  piled  and  remain  in  the  street  in  such 
manner  as  to  cause  the  least  obstruction  to  public  travel,  not 
to  exceed  forty-eight  hours  for  each  cord  thereof,  and  not  to 
exceed  ten  days  in  the  aggregate,  without  a  permit  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  approved  by  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  which  said  permit  shall  specify 
the  length  of  time.  This  section  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
affect  the  deposit  of  building  material  under  .a  permit,  as 
provided  by  Ordinance  No.  177,  entitled  an  ordinance 
relating  to  the  use  of  streets  for  building  purposes  and  the 
removal  of  buildings. 

Throwing  Rubbish  Upon  Streets. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  throw  into,  or  deposit  upon 
any  public  street,  highway  or  grounds,  or  upon  any  pri¬ 
vate  premises  or  anywhere,  except  as  in  such  places  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  any  glass, 
metal,  broken  ware,  dirt,  rubbish,  garbage  or  filth,  and  110 
person  shall  carry  upon  any  sidewalk  exposed  so  as  to  be 
offensive  to  pedestrians,  any  rubbage,  garbage  or  filth. 

Riding  or  Driving  on  Streets. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  upon  any  side¬ 
walk  any  horse,  horses  or  vehicle  or  vehicles,  and  no  person 
having  the  charge  or  control  of  any  beast  or  burden,  shall 
intentionally  cause  or  permit  the  same  to  stand  upon  any 
street  crossing  or  so  near  thereto  as  to  obstruct  the  same. 

Must  Erect  Barricades. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  owning  or  having  control  of  any 
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premises  fronting  on  a  public  street  and  below  the  grade 
thereof,  shall  within  five  days  after  -notice  from  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets  requiring  him  so  to  do,  at  his  own  ex¬ 
pense,  erect  a  suitable  barricade  up  the  inner  line  of  the 
fiidewalk  in  front  of  such  premises. 

Barrier  to  be  Erected  Around  Dangerous  Property. 

SEC.  8.  Any  person  by  whom,  or  under  whose  im¬ 
mediate  direction,  or  by  whose  immediate  authority  as  prin¬ 
cipal  or  as  contractor,  or  employee  any  portion  of  a  public 
street  may  be  made  dangerous  shall  erect,  and  so  long  as 
the  danger  may  continue,  maintain  around  the  portion  of 
the  street  or  highway,  so  made  dangerous,  a  good  and  suf¬ 
ficient  barrier. 

Punishment  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

SEC.  9.  .  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con¬ 
viction  before  the  Police  Judge,  the  offender  or  offenders 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
le-is  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

SEC.  10.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  68. 


TO  REGULATE  THE  ANCHORING  AND  FASTENING  OF 
BOATS  AND  OTHER  FLOATS  IN  THE  HARBOR  OF 
ASTORIA. 

1  he  People  of  the  Town  of  Astoria  do  ordain  as 
Follows: 

Section  i.  That  the  anchoring  or  fastening  by  any 
person,  of  any  boat  or  other  float  in  the  Columbia  River 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  Astoria,  so  as  to  unnecessari¬ 
ly,  obstruct  the  ship  channel,  or  roadstead  or  way  to  any 
wharf  or  other  landing  place  is  hereby  forbidden. 

Duty  of  Harbor  Master. 

SEC.  2.  That  the  Harbor  Master  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  notify,  verbally,  or  otherwise,  any  person  or 
persons  violating  Sec.  i  of  this  ordinance,  to  remove  said 
boats  or  other  floats;  and  any  person  or  persons  having  so 
offended,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  remove  such  boats 
or  floats  immediately  after  notified  by  the  Harbor  Master, 
shall  be  Fined  in  a  sum  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense,  and  accruing  costs. 

Approved  May  6,  1872. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  1014. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  SECURE  THE  PROTECTION  OF 
PROPERTY  AND  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CLEANLINESS 
AND  ORNAMENT  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Destruction  of  Caterpillars. 

Sec.  r.  The  owners  and  occupants  of  all  occupied 
premises  are  hereby  required  whenever  necessary 
to  clean  out  by  burning,  trimming,  or  otherwise,  the  cater¬ 
pillars  from  all  trees  upon  the  premises  owned,  occupied,  or 
for  which  they  are  agents  within  the  City  limits. 

Penalty  for  not  Destroying  Caterpillars. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  permit  caterpillars  to 
remain  in  or  upon  any  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him, 
or  any  owner  or  agent  of  any  unoccupied  premises  who 
shall  permit  caterpillars  to  remain  upon  such  premises,  after 
written  notice  from  the  Chief  of  Police,  shall,  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or  ten  days  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail. 

Thistles,  Destruction  of — Duty  of  Chief  of  Police. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
insert  or  cause  to  be  inserted  in  the  official  paper  of  the  City, 
a  notice  requiring  all  thistles  within  the  limits  of  the  City  to 
be  cut  down,  dug  upYir  destroyed.  Every  owner  or  occu¬ 
pant  of  all  occupied  premises,  and  every  owner  or  agent  of 
all  unoccupied  premises  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City,  who  shall  permit  or  allow  any  thistles  to  blossom  or 
grow  upon  such  premises,  or  in  front  of,  or  abutting  upon 
the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  them,  or  for  which  they 
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are  agents,  after  the  publication  of  the  notice  herein  men¬ 
tioned,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Police  Court,  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  ten  days. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  strictly  enforced.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  751. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANNER  OF  TAK¬ 
ING  CASH  DEPOSITS  FOR  THE  RELEASE  OF 
PRISONERS  AND  THE  FORFEITURE  OF  THE 
SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Bail— By  Whom  Ordered. 

Section  i  .  That  at  any  time  before  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  trial,  in  the  Police  Court,  of  persons  arrested  for 
the  violation  of  a  City  ordinance,  the  Police  Judge  must 
make  an  order,  signed  with  his  name  of  office,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  defendant  from  custody,  upon  the  defend¬ 
ant  depositing  with  the  Chief  ot  Police  the  sum  of  money 
named  by  said  Judge. 

Order  for  Discharge  of  Prisoners. 

Sec.  2.  The  order  for  the  discharge  of  the  defendant 
shall  be  to  the  following  effect: 

‘  ‘To  the  Chief  of  Police  or  any  Captain  of  Police  or 
Policeman  of  the  City  of  Astoria:  A.  B.  who  is  detained 
by  you  to  answer  [state  charge]  having  made  a  deposit  of 

- Dollars  to  answer  the  same,  you  are  commanded 

-forthwith  to  discharge  him  from  your  custody.” 

Surplus  of  Deposit  to  be  Refunded. 

Sec.  3.  When  money  has  been  so  deposited,  if  it 
remain  on  deposit  at  the  time  of  a  judgment  for  the  payment 
of  money,  the  Chief  of  Police,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Court,  shall  apply  the  money  in  satisfaction  thereof,  and 
after  satisfying  the  same,  must  refund  the  surplus,  if  any  to 
the  defendant. 
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Forfeit  of  Bail. 

Sec.  4.  If,  without  sufficient  excuse,  the  defendant 
neglect  or  fail  to  appear  for  arraignment,  or  for  trial  or 
judgment,  or  upon  any  other  occasion  when  his  presence  in 
Court  may  be  lawfully  required,  or  to  surrender  himself  in 
execution  of  the  judgment,  the  Court  must  direct  the  fact  to 
be  entered  in  its  journal;  and  the  deposit  is  thereupon  for¬ 
feited. 

Hay  be  Arrested  and  Commited. 

Sec.  5.  When  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  the  defend¬ 
ant  to  appear  at  the  time  set  for  trial,  he  has  incurred  a 
forfeiture  of  his  deposit,  as  provided  in  Sec.  4,  the  Police 
Judge  may,  by  an  order  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the 
Police  Court,  direct  his  arrest  and  commitment  to  custody, 
and  his  detention  until  legally  discharged. 

Sec.  6.  The  order  of  recommitment  of  the  defendant 
must  recite  generally  the  facts  upon  which  it  is  founded. 

Police  Judge  to  Keep  Docket  of  Cases. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Judge  to 
keep  a  suitable  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of 
persons  making  application  to  be  discharged,  the  amount  ol 
deposit  required,  and  the  date  thereof,  said  book  to  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  committee  on  Health  and  Police. 

Duty  of  Chief  of  Police  in  Admitting  to  Bail. 

SEC.  8.  Neither  the  Chief  of  Police  or  any  Captain  of 
Police,  or  any  Policeman,  shall  admit  any  prisoner  to  bail  or 
take  a  deposit  in  lieu  thereof,  except  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  997. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  WORKING  OF 
CITY  PRISONERS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Prisoners  to  be  Worked  Upon  Streets. 

Section  i.  That  hereinafter  all  City  prisoners,  dur¬ 
ing  the  term  of  their  imprisonment  or  commitment,  shall 
be  liable  to  work  upon  the  public  squares,  lots,  blocks,  en¬ 
gine  houses,  streets,  cisterns,  sewers  and  other  property  of 
the  City  or  property  of  which  the  City  has  direct  charge  or 
control,  and  in  cleaning  all  crossings  of  streets  in  the  City, 
when  so  required  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Prisoners  to  be  Turned  over  to  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  apply  to  the  Chief  of  Police  at  his  office  at  or  be¬ 
fore  the  hour  of  7  o’clock  A.  M.,  and  at  or  before  the  hour 
of  one  o’clock  P.  M.,  of  each  day  of  the  week,  Sundays  ex¬ 
cepted,  for  the  City  prisoners  to  work  on  the  public  streets 
and  property  of  said  City,  and  if  there  are  any  person  or 
persons  confined  in  such  jail  under  sentence  for  violation  of 
a  City  Ordinance,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  deliver  such 
person  or  persons  into  the  custody  of  such  Superintendent 
of  Streets,  and  if  necessary  shall  furnish  a  guard  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  escape  of  such  prisoners. 

May  Shackle  Prisoners, 

Sec.  3.  The  City  prisoners  must  labor  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
and  if  necessary  they  may  be  shackled. 
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Persons  Refusing  to  Work. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  labor  more 
than  ten  hours  in  one  day.  If  any  prisoner  shall  refuse  to 
labor  when  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streeets, 
they,  for  every  such  refusal,  shall  be  closely  confined  in  the 
City  jail  with  no  food  except  bread,  and  no  drink  except 
water,  for  a  period  of  twenty -four  hours,  or  may  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  go  upon  the  streets  with  a  ball  and  chain  attached  to 
their  leg. 

Superintendent  of  Streets  to  File  Statement  of  Work. 

Sec.  5.  On  or  before  the  second  day  of  each  month, 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  file  with  4he  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  a  statement  containing  the  names  of 
prisoners  who  shall  have  performed  work  during  the  prece¬ 
ding  month,  together  with  the  number  of  days  of  work  per¬ 
formed  by  each  prisoner,  the  kind  of  work  performed,  and 
the  aggregate  days  work  performed  by  prisoners  under  his 
direction  during  said  preceeding  month. 

Superi  ntendent  of  Streets  to  Employ  Prisoners. 

SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  at  all  times  to  employ  City  prisoners,  at  any  point 
or  at  any  work,  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee 
or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  ways. 

Female  Prisoners  not  to  Perform  Work  on  the  Streets, 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  n  Abe  construed  to  re¬ 
quire  any  female  to  perform  labor,  nor  to  require  an\  pris¬ 
oner  to  labor  on  Sunday.  The  term  "prisoner  or  City 
prisoners”  as  used  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  to 
include  all  persons  who  have  been  or  may  be  hereafter  sen¬ 
tenced  to  imprisonment  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  or  committed  to  prison  for  the  non  pay¬ 
ment  of  any  fine  imposed  for  the  violation  of  such  ordinance 
and  not  otherwise. 
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Sec.  8.  That  ordinance  No  161,  entitled  “To  provide 
for  the  working  of  City  prisoners,”  approved  April  4th., 
1877,  Ordinance  No.  418,  entitled  “To  provide  for  working 
City  prisoners,”  approved  July  20,  1881,  and  all  ordinan¬ 
ces  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1956. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  AND  PUNISH  TRESPASS 

UPON  REAL  OR  PERSONAL  PROPERTY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Scction  1.  That  if  any  person  within  the.  incorporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  wilfully  and  with  force 
and  violence  enter  upon  the  improved  lands  of  another  afte  r 
having  been  forbidden  by  the  owner  or  party  in  possession 
of  said  lands  not  to  do  so,  or  shall  interfere  with  the  person¬ 
al  property, of  another  with  force  and  violence  and  against 
the  will  of  the  owner,  or  who  shall  enter  upon  the  premises 
of  another  in  the  night  time  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  the  premises,  in  or  about  the  premises,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  trespass  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  said  City,  shall  be  fined  in 
a  sum  of  not  less  than  $5.oonor  more  than  $50.00,  or 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than  two  days  or 
more  than  twenty  five  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  USE  OE  BICYCLES 
IN  PUBLIC  STREETS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 


The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  ride  a 
bicycle  down  any  grade  or  slope  in  a  street  or  public  high¬ 
way  in  the  City  of  Astoria  without  keeping  his  feet  upon 
the  pedals  thereof  or  to  ride  a  bicycle  upon  a  sidewalk  in 
said  street  or  highway  in  said  City;  and  any  person  viola¬ 
ting  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  Five  Dollars  nor  more  than  Thirty 
Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  for  not  less 
than  Two  nor  more  than  Fifteen  days  for  each  offense.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1195. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  IMPOSE  AND  REGULATE  THE 

MANNER  OF  ISSUING  AND  COLLECTING  LICEN¬ 
SES  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  no  person,  firm,  company  or  corpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  engaged  in,  prosecute  or  carry  on  any  trade, 
business  or  profession  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described, 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  until,  he,  she  or 
they  shall  have  firs  obtained  a  license  therefor  in  the  man¬ 
ner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  every  person,  firm,  company  or  corpora¬ 
tion  required  by  this  ordinance  to  obtain  a  license  to  en¬ 
gage  in  any  trade,  business  or  profession  for  which  a  li¬ 
cense  is  required  by  this  ordinance,  shall  pay  to  the  City  of 
Astoria  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  such  sums  as 
are  herein  provided. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  collect  all  licenses,  requir¬ 
ed,  to  lie  taken  out  of  this  ordinance,  and  he  shall  give  his 
receipt  for  all  money  paid  to  him  for  such  licenses,  on  re¬ 
ceipts  furnished  him  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  as 
herein  provided.  The  person  to  whom  such  receipt  is  gi\ en 
shall  present  the  same  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
who  shall  issue  the  license  for  which  such  receipts  calls  for, 
in  the  manner  herein  provided.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall, 
immediately  after  receiving  any  money  tor  licenses,  deposit 
the  same  with  the  City  Treasurer  taking  a  duplicate  receipt 
therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  and  the  other  to  be  retained  by  him. 
The  Auditor  and  Police  .Judge  shall  furnish  the  Chiel  of

Police  with  receipt  books,  the  receipts  of  which  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively  with  a  corresponding  number  on 
the  stubs,  and  each  book  shall  be  charged  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  when  delivered  to  him,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  as  herein  provided.  When  all  receipts  are  used,  the 
Chief  of  Police  shall  return  the  stubs  to  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  and  shall  be  credited  with  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  every  receipt  issued  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  every  license  thereon  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  to  be  taken  out  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
contained  and  set  forth,  the  purpose,  trade,  business  or  pro¬ 
fession  for  which  such  license  L  granted,  and  the  name  and 
place  of  abode  of  the  one  taking  out  the  same;  if  by  a  ped¬ 
dler,  whether  authorized  to  travel  on  foot  or  with  one  or 
more  animals,  the  time  for  which  such  license  is  to  run,  and 
the  date  or  time  of  granting  such  license.  Every  person 
exercising  or  carrying  on  any  trade,  business  or  profession, 
or  doing  any  act  of  which  a  license  is  required,  shall,  on 
demand  of  any  City  officer,  produce  such  license,  and  un¬ 
less  he  or  they  shall  do  so,  he,  she  or  they  may  be  taken 
and  deemed  to  have  no  license.  And  in  case  any  peddler 
shall  refuse  to  produce  his  or  her  license  when  demanded 
by  any  officer,  said  officer  may  seize  the  animal,  wagon  or 
contents,  or  pack,  or  bundle,  or  basket  of  any  person  refus¬ 
ing,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  license  is  produced.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  officer  to  arrest  any  person 
■or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  forthwith  take  such 
person  or  persons  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to 
be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case  more  than  one  pursuit,  employ¬ 
ment,  or  occupation  hereinafter  described,  shall  be  pursued 
or  carried  on  in  the  same  place,  by  the  same  person,  at  the 
same  time,  license  must  be  taken  out  for  each,  according  to 
the  rate  severally  prescribed.

Sec.  6.  All  licenses  issued  under  the  provisison  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  be  known  as  Annual,  Semi-Annual, 
Quarterly,  Weekly  and  Daily.  Annual  licenses  shall  expire 
on  the  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year.  Semi-annual 
licenses  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  and  the  31st  day 
of  December  of  each  year.  Quarterly  licenses  shall  expire  on 
the  31st  day  of  March,  30th  day  of  June,  30th  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  and  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year  No  license  shall 
be  issued  for  a  less  period  than  the  full  Annual,  Semi-An¬ 
nual,  Quarterly  or  Weekly  term  and  no  deduction  shall  be 
made  for  a  part  of  a  term.  All  licenses  shall  be  dated  from 
the  first  of  the  month  in  which  the  liability  therefor  accrued. 
Daily  licenses  may  be  issued  at  any  time. 

Sec.  7.  No  license  granted  or  issued  under  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  in  any  manner 
assignable  or  transferable,  or  authorize  any  person  other 
than  is  therein  mentioned  or  named,  to  do  business,  or 
authorize  any  business  to  be  done,  other  than  is  therein 
mentioned  to  be  done  or  transacted,  or  the  business  therein 
mentioned  to  be  done  or  named  to  be  done  or  transacted  at 
any  other  place  than  is  therein  mentioned  or  named. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  having  a  license  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  exhibit  the  same  at  all 
times  while  in  force,  in  some  conspicuous  part  of  his  or  her 
place  of  business,  and  shall  produce  the  same  when  apply¬ 
ing  for  a  renewal  thereof,  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Chief 
of  Police,  or  Auditor  or  Police  Judge. 

Sec.  9.  Auctioneers  shall  pay  an  annual  license  of 
Two  Hundred  Dollars.  Every  person  shall  be  deemed  an 
Auctioneer  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  who  shall 
engage  in  offering  property  for  sale  at  public  outcry.  l'he 
provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  apply,  howexer,  to  an) 
Sheriff,  Chief  of  Police,  Administrator,  Executor  or  other 
Officer  or  person  making  sales  under  judgment,  decree  or 
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order  of  Court,  or  under  any  Warrant  to  enforce  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  taxes  or  an  assesement,  or  to  execute  or  complete 
any  judicial  or  legal  process. 

Sec.  io.  Hawkers  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  ten 
dollars,  or  a  weekly  license  of  forty  dollars.  Any  one  who 
offers  for  sale,  goods  wares  or  merchandise  by  outcry  on  the 
streets,  or  who  shall  conduct  business  from  a  stand  or 
wagon,  or  advertise  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  by  outcry 
on  streets, shall  be  deemed  a  hawker  under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  ii.  Peddlers  shall  be  rated  and  classified  as 
follows:  When  traveling  with  more  than  two  horses  the 
first  class.  When  traveling  with  two  horses  the  second 
class,  when  traveling  with  one  animal  the  third  class,  and 
when  traveling  on  foot  the  fourth  class.  Peddlers  of  the 
first  class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license  of  fifty  dollars.  Peddlers 
of  the  second  class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license  of  forty  dollars. 
Peddlers  of  the  third  class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license  of 
twenty-five  dollars.  Peddlers  of  the  fourth  class  shall  pay  a 
weekly  license  of  ten  dollars.  Any  person  except  persons 
peddling  newspapers,  bibles,  or  other  religious  tracts,  and 
iarmers  peddling  the  product  of  their  own  farms,  gardens 
or  ranches,  who  offer  for  sale  at  wholesale  or  retail,  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  other  commodities  as  they 
travel  from  place  to  place  or  from  house  to  house  in  the  City 
of  Astoria,  shall  be  deemed  a  peddler  under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  12.  Book  agents  or  solicitors  shall  pay  a  weekly 
license  of  five  dollars.  All  persons  who  solicit  orders  for 
books,  albums,  maps,  pictures  or  other  goods  to  be  delivered 
and  collected  for  on  delivery,  shall  be  deemed  a  book  agent 
or  solicitor  under  this  ordinance. 

Theatres  First  and  Second  Class. 

Sec.  13.  Theaters  for  the  purpose  of  licensing  the 
same  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes.  Those  in  connect- 
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ion  with  which  malt  or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold,  or 
which  are  conducted  in  any  building  in  which  such  liquors 
are  sold,  shall  be  deemed  theatres  of  the  second  class.  All 
others  shall  be  deemed  theatres  of  the  first  class,  and  every 
entertainment  consisting  in  whole  or  in  part  ot  dramatic  or 
operatic  representations,  plays  or  performances,  concerts, 
readings,  lectures  or  other  amusements,  (except  balls)  shall 
be  deemed  a  theatre  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance. 
Provided,  that  no  license  shall  be  required  of  any  enter¬ 
tainment,  exhibition  or  show  gotten  up  wholly  or  in  part 
by  the  inhabitants  of  this  City,  when  the  proceeds  arising 
from  such  entertainment,  exhibition- or  show,  are  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  for  the  benefit  of  any  religious,  charitable  or  other 
public  object  or  purpose  connected  with  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria. 

Rates  of  License. 

Theaters  of  the  first  class  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of 

$5.00  or  a  weekly  license  of  $ . .  or  a  quarterly 

license  of  $25.00.  Those  of  the  second  class  shall  pay  a 
daily  license  of  $5.00  or  a  quarterly  license  of  $40.00,  or  an 
annual  license  of  $130.00. 

Circus  Shall  pay  $75-00  License. 

Sec.  14.  The  keepers  and  proprietors  of  every  circus 
shall  pay  seventy-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  exhibition 
or  performance.  Every  building,  tent  or  space  or  area, 
where  feats  of  horsemanship  or  acrobatic  sports  are  exhibit¬ 
ed,  or  menageries,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  circus  under  this 
ordinance.  Provided,  tha  no  license  shall  be  issued  to 
any  circus  or  menagerie  within  the  City  limits  on  the  first 
day'  of  the  week,  or  Sunday,  nor  after  120  clock,  midnight, 
of  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

Jugglers  to  pay  $5. 

Sec.  15.  Jugglers  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  five 
dollars.  Every  person  who  shail  perform  by  slight  of 
hand,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  juggler  under  this  ordinance. 
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Fortune  Tellers  and  Astrologers. 

Sec.  16.  Fortune  Tellers  and  Astrologers  shall  pay  a 
daily  license  of  five  dollars,  or  a  weekly  license  of  twenty 
dollars.  Every  person  who  by  advertisement,  sign  or 
notices  of  any  kind,  claims  to  follow  or  does  follow  the  oc¬ 
cupation  of  Fortune  Teller  or  Astrologer,  shall  be  deemed 
a  Fortune  Teller  or  Astrologer  under  this  ordinance. 

Lung  Testers. 

Sec.  17.  Every  person  operating  or  conducting  any 
lung  tester  or  lift  tester,  or  other  machine  or  instrument, 
in  the  streets  for  pay,  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  five 
dollars. 

Pawnbrokers. 

Sec.  18.  Pawnbrokers  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of 
twenty-five  dollars.  Every  person  whose  business  or  occu¬ 
pation  is  to  take  or  receive,  by  way  of  pledge,  pawn  or 
exchange,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  or  any  kind  of 
personal  property  whatever,  for  the  repayment  or  security 
of  any  money  lent  thereon,  shall  be  deemed  a  pawnbroker 
under  this  ordinance.  All  persons  who  shall  carry  on  the 
business  of  pawnbroker  shall  keep  a  register  in  which  shall 
be  entered  in  legible  writing,  a  description  of  all  property 
purchased  or  taken  as  a  pledge,  pawn  or  security  for  any 
money  loaned  thereon  of  any  description  whatever,  whether 
new  or  old,  together  with  the  names  and  residence  of  the 
person  or  persons  from  whom  such  property  was  purchased 
or  received,  and  said  register  shall,  be  kept  in  the  English 
language,  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
City  Attorney  or  any  Police  officer.  Any  person  carrying 
on  such  business,  who  shall  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  keep 
such  register,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  the  same  as 
herein  provided,  when  requested  so  to  do,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
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ten,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days  and  shall  forfeit  the 
license  to  such  pawnshop. 

Steamboat  Runners. 

Sec.  19.  Each  and  every  runner  for  steamboats  shall 
pay  a  quarterly  license  of  ten  dollars.  Each  and  every 
person,  who  shall,  in  a  public  manner,  solicit  passengers  or 
freight,  or  steamboats,  on  the  public  streets  or  on  the 
wharves  or  docks  of  the  City,  shall  be  deemed  a  steamboat 
runner  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sailor  Boarding  House  Runners. 

Sec.  20.  Each  and  every  runner  or  solicitor  for  any 
sailor  boarding  house,  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of  ten 
dollars, 

Hotel  Runners. 

Sec.  21.  Hotel  runners  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license 
of  ten  dollars,  and  when  employed  and  acting  as  such, 
shall  wear  a  metallic  badge,  in  some  conspicuous 
place  on  his  person  on  which  shall  be  inscribed  the  word 
“hotel,”  together  with  the  name  of  the  hotel  for  which  he 
is  acting.  Provided,  that  the  keepers  and  prop:ietors  of 
any  hotel,  inn,  tavern  or  boarding  house,  situated  in  the 
City  of  Astoria,  may  take  out  a  license  under  this  Section, 
in  the  name  of  such  hotel,  inn,  tavern  or  boarding 
house,  and  the  runner  or  person  employed  by  such 
proprietors,  from  time  to  time,  and  wearing  the  badge  of 
such  hotel,  inn,  tavern  or  boarding  house,  for  the  time 
being,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  fully  licensed  under  this 
ordinance. 

Hacks,  Drays,  Wagons  and  Vehicles. 

*Sec.  22.  The  owner  or  keepers  of  every  stage, 
coach,  hack,  carriage,  dray,  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle 
used  for  conveying  passengers,  baggage,  merchandise, 
grading  streets  and  highways,  carting  earth,  ballast,  linn-

ber,  coal,  wood,  water  or  goods  of  any  description,  or 
sprinkling  s  reets  for  hire,  donation  or  contract,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City,  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of  five 
dollars  for  each  vehicle  drawn  by  one  animal,  and  for  each 
additional  animal  used  in  drawing  such  vehicle,  the  sum 
of  three  dollars.  The  owners  or  drivers  of  the  vehicles 
aforesaid,  shall  place  the  number  of  his  vehicle  so  named 
in  the  license,  upon  each  side  of  his  vehicle  in  a  conspicuous 
place,  in  a  neat  and  legible  manner,  in  figures  not  less  than 
one  and  one  half  inches  long,  and  of  proportionate  width, 


and  said  numbers  shall  not  be  changed  while  the  same 


vehicle  is  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  Municipal  license.  If 
any  person  shall  drive,  or  permit  to  be  driven,  any  vehicle 
over  which  he  has  control,  without  being  fully  licensed  and 
having  the  number  affixed  thereon,  as  herein  directed,  he  or 
they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  : 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  and  penalties  prescribed  in  Section 
32,  of  this  ordinance.  The  owners  of  any  hand  cart,  truck 
or  light  vehicle  propelled  by  hand  and  used  in  conveying 
freight,  baggage,  merchandise,  wood,  water,  coal,  or  other 
articles  of  any  description  for  hire,  shall  pay  a  quarterly 
license  of  three  dollars. 


Wharfingers. 

Sec.  23.  Wharfingers  shall  pay  an  annual  license  of 
fifteen  dollars  for  each  two  hundred  feet  or  fraction  thereof 
of  river  front  or  wharf,  owned,  used  or  occupied  by  them. 
Any  person  who  has  charge  of  any  wharf  or  dock  within 
the  City  limits,  and  whose  business  it  is  to  receive  or  take 
charge  of  goods,  wares,  merchandi.se  or  articles  of  any  kind 
or  description,  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  the  same  on 
board  of  any  vessel,  steamboat,  scow  or  other  water  craft, 
or  cars,  shall  be  deemed  a  wharfinger  under  this  ordinance. 

Keepers  of  Bowling  Alleys,  Billiard  and  Pool  Tables. 

Sec.  24.  The  keepers  of  bowling  alleys,  pigeon  hole 
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tables,  pool  and  billiard  tables,  shall  pay  a  license  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  number  of  alleys,  or  tables  belonging  to,  or  used 
in  the  place  or  building.  When  not  exceeding  one  bowl¬ 
eg  alley,  or  billiard  table,  the  keeper  of  such  house  shall 
pay  a  quarterly  license  of  ten  dollars,  and  when  exceeding 
one  bowling  alley  or  billiard  table,  an  additional  sum  of 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  additional  bowling  alley  and 
billiard  table  shall  be  paid  by  such  keeper.  The  keepers 
of  pigeon-hole  tables  and  pool  tables  shall  pay  a  quarterly 
license  of  five  dollars.  Everyplace,  room  or  building  where 
balls  are  thrown  or  rolled,  or  billiards  or  pigeon-hole  played, 
and  which  is  open  to  the  public,  either  with  or  without  price, 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  bowling  alley  or  pigeon  hole  room, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance. 

Livery  Stables. 

Sec.  25.  Livery  stables  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license 
of  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Every  place  where  horses 
or  carriages  are  kept  for  hire  within  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  liver}’  stable. 

Shooting  Galleries. 

Sec.  26.  Shooting  galleries  shall  pay  a  quarterly 
license  of  ten  dollars. 

Museums. 

Sec.  27.  Museums  and  all  other  exhibitions  and 
shows  not  herein  enumerated  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of 
five  dolars  >  r  a  quarterly  license  of  fifty  dollars. 

Auditor  to  Keep  Record  of  Licenses. 

Sec.  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  licenses  issued 
under  this  ordinance  in  a  book  kept  foi  that  purpof  e. 
Such  record  shall  contain  the  name  and  number  of  each 
license  issued,  the  time  for  which  the  same  was  issued, 
date  of  issuing  and  date  of  expiration  ot  said  license  e 
shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  semi  annua 
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annual,  publish  a  notice  in  a  newspaper,  doing  the  City 
printing,  to  the  effect,  that  such  licenses  are  due  and  pay¬ 
able,  and  if  not  paid  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such 
notice,  a  penalty  of  25  per  cent,  additional  shall  be  charged 
upon  all  such  licenses. 

Twenty=five  Per  Cent.  Penalty  for  Failure  to  Take  Out  License. 

Sec.  29.  All  persons,  firms,  companys  or  corpora¬ 
tions  required  to  take  out  a  license  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  take  the  same 
out  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  publication  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  Section  28,  of  this  ordinance,  shall  in  addition  to 
the  penalties  prescribed  in  Section  32,  of  this  ordinance, 
pay  an  additional  sum  of  25  per  cent,  to  the  amount  of  such 
license  to  be  collected  at  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the 
license,  and  no  license  shall  be  issued  until  such  penalty  is 
paid. 

City  Attorney  to  Prosecute  Violators. 

Sec.  30.  It  ^hall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to 
prosecute  any  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation,  charged 
with  a  violation  of  any  of  the  proviisons  of  this  ordinance, 
and  also  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  such  person  or 
persons  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  license  required 
by  such  person  or  persons  in  carrying  on  his  or  her  trade, 
business  or  occupation. 

Chief  of  Police  to  See  Ordinance  is  Enforced. 

Sec.  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
and  the  Police  officers  of  this  City,  to  see  that  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced,  and  to  make  complaint 
to  the  City  Attorney,  for  all  violations  of  the  same. 

Penaity  for  Violating  Ordfnaces. 

Sec.  32.  That  if  any  person,  firm,  company  or  corpo¬ 
ration  shall  exercise  or  carry  on  any  trade,  business  or  pro¬ 
fession,  or  do  any  act  heretofore  mentioned,  for  the  exercis¬ 
ing,  carrying  on,  or  doing  any  trade,  business  or  profession 
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for  which  a  license  is  required  by  this  ordinance  without 
first  taking  out  such  license,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  he,  she  or  they,  in  case  the  of¬ 
fender  be  a  person,  firm  or  company,  and  in  case  the  offe- 
cer  be  a  corporation,  then  the  clerk,  agent,  manager  or  per¬ 
son  conducting  or  having  charge  of  such  trade,  business  or 
profession,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  twenty  days,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  besides  being  liable  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  license  and  penalties  herein  described. 

Sec.  33.  That  Ordinance  No.  992,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  to  impose  and  regulate  licenses  in  the  City  of 
Astoria.’’  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  LICENSING  AND 
REGULATING  BAR  ROOMS  AND  DRINKING  SHOPS 
WITHIN  THE  CORPORATE  LIMITS  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  ASTORIA,  CLATSOP  COUNTY,  OREGON. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

No  Person  Shall  Sell  Liquor  Without  License— Penalty. 

Section,  i.  That  no  persons  or  person  shall,  in  the 
City  of  Astoria,  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  person  or  by  another;  sell  barter  or  deliver,  or 
knowingly  permit  to  be  sold,  bartered  or  delivered,  for  or  on 
his  or  her  account,  any  wine,  malt  or  spirituous  liquors  to  be 
drank  on  the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him  or  them, 
without  first  obtaining  a  license  so  to  do,  in  the  manner  in 
this  ordinance  hereinafter  provided:  Any  person  violating 
any  ol  the  provisions  of  this  .Section,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  the  Police  Court,  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars;  and  be  im¬ 
prisoned  in  the  City  jail  until  such  fine  be  paid,  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  one  hundred  days.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  Chief  of  Police  and  of  each  Policeman  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  to  make  complaint  to  the  City  Attorney  ot  each  and 
every  person  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance. 

License  to  Sell  Liquors  $400.00. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  applying  for  a  license  to  sell 
wine,  malt  or  spirituous  liquors  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  in  any  quantity  not  less  than  one  quart,  shall  pay 
into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  for 
one  year,  and  every  person  applying  for  a  license  to  sell 
wine,  malt  or  spirituous  liquors  under  the  provisions  of  this 
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ordinance  in  quantities  less  than  one  quart,  shall  pay  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  for  one 
year:  Provided,  that  no  license  shall  be  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  for  a  less  period  than  one  year, 
and  that  no  license  shall  be  in  any  manner  transferable; 
Provided,  that  the  Common  Council  shall  reserve  the  power 
to  revoke  said  license  at  any  time. 

Applicant  Shall  Petition  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Before  a  license  shall  be  issued  as  provided  for 
in  this  ordinance,  the  applicant  shall  petition  the  Common 
Council,  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his 
license,  and  shall  also  with  said  petition  present  to  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council,  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
with  two  or  more  sureties,  payable  to  the  City  of  Astoria, 
conditioned,  that  he  or  they  will  keep  an  orderlv  house  and 
wfill  in  all  things  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
during  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  license. 
Attached  to  said  bond  shall  be  an  affidavit  verified  by  the 
oath  of  the  sureties  to  the  effect,  that  they  are  free  holders  in 
the  City  of  Astoria  and  are  worth  in  the  aggregate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  over  and  above  all  just  debts  and 
liabilities,  exclusive  of  property  exempt  from  execution. 
Said  petition  shall  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  be  referred  to  the  Coinmitte  on  Health  and  Police,  who 
shall  report  thereon  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil.  No  license  shall  be  granted  on  the  night  of  the  presen¬ 
tation  of  said  petition.  The  Committee  on  Health  and 
Police  shall  report  on  such  petition  and  file  the  same  with 
their  report  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  at  least  two 
days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Common  Council.  When 
said  report  is  filed,  and  on  or  before  the  meeting  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  in  which  said  report  is  to  be  considere  l,  the  applicant 
shall  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  the  receipt  of 
the  City  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  money  deposited  for 
lieense.  No  saloon  keeper  shall  be  permitted  to  keep  open 
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any  saloon,  or  sell  or  give  away  any  wine,  malt  or  spirit¬ 
uous  liquors,  who  has  no  license  from  the  City,  or  who  has 
not  complied  with  the  provision  $  of  this  section.  Any  per¬ 
son  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  fined  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  twenty-five  days. 

What  Petition  Shah  State. 

Sec.  4.  The  petition  required  by  this  ordinance  shall 
state : 

1st.  The  name  of  the  applicant. 

2nd.  Whether  such  applicant  has  before-  held  or  holds 
at  the  time  of  application  a  license,  and  if  so,  at  what  time 
such  license  has  or  does  expire. 

3rd.  At  what  date  such  applicant  desires  such  license 
to  begin  and  expire,  and  the  place  where  such  liquors  are 
to  be  sold. 

Petition  Must  be  Verified. 

4th.  Such  petition  shall  be  verified  by  the  applicant, 
or  if  more  than  one  by  at  least  one  of  such  applicants,  stating 
that  such  petition  is  true. 

Receipt  of  Treasurer  to  State  Amount  Paid. 

Sec.  5.  The  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  mentioned  in 
Section  3  of  this  ordinance  shall  state  that  the  amount  paid 
by  such  applicant  is  piid  for  a  liquor  license,  to  be  refunded 
in  case  the  Common  Council  shall  refuse  to  grant  the  peti¬ 
tion  of  the  applicant,  otherwise  upon  the  issuing  of  said 
license  to  go  into  the  police  fund  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

• 

Mayor  to  Approve  Bond. 

SEC.  6.  Upon  the  granting  of  said  petition  by  the 
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Common  Council,  the  Mayor  shall  examine  the  bond  of  the 
applicant,  and  either  approve  or  disapprove  the  same. 

Auditor  to  Issue  License. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  being 
fullv  complied  with,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall 
issue  such  license  to  such  applicant. 

Bond  Liable  to  be  Prosecuted  in  Civil  Action. 

Sec.  8.  The  bond  to  be  given  by  the  applicant,  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  in  case  of  a  violation  ot  any  of 
its  provisions  and  conditions,  shall  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted 
therefor  in  a  civil  action,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  prose¬ 
cute  the  bond  given  by  such  applicant,  for  any  violation  of 
its  provisions. 

Penalty  for  Permitting  Breach  of  Peace 

Sec  9.  Any  keeper  of  a  bar-room  or  drinking  shop, 
who  shall  permit  any  breach  of  the  peace  or  disturbances  of 
public  order  or  decorum,  by  noisy  or  disorderly  conduct  on 
the  premises,  when  it  is  his  or  her  power  to  prevent  the 
same,  or  who  shall  sell  or  give  ail}'  intoxicating  liquor  to 
any  person  already  intoxicated,  or  to  any  person  under  the 
age  of  legal  majority,  or  who  shall  allow  or  permit  any 
minor  to  remain  in  or  about  any  bar-room  or  drinking  shop, 
or  who  shall  permit  any  theatrical  or  minstrel  show,  exhibi¬ 
tion  or  concert  to  take  place,  in  such  bar-room  or  drinking 
shop,  or  who  shall  permit  any  minor  to  be  or  remain  in  any 
theatre  or  place  of  amusement  in  which  intoxicating  liquors 
are  sold,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than 
twelve  nor  more  than  fifty  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court,  and  shall  forfeit  the  license  to  such  bar-room  or 
drinking  shop. 
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What  Considered  Barrooms. 

Sec.  10.  Each  and  every  place  where  any  wines,  malt 
or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold,  bartered  or  delivered,  to  be 
be  drank  on  the  premises,  shall  be  deemed  a  bar-room  or 
drinking  shop,  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Must  Exhibit  License. 

Sec  11.  Each  and  every  person  having  a  license 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  exhibit  the 
same  at  all  times,  while  the  same  is  in  force,  in  his  or 
their  place  of  business.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  Section,  shall,  upon  conviction,  thereof;  before  the 
Police  Court,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty- five  days. 

Sec.  12.  Ordinance  No.  1072,  entitled  “An  Ordinance 
providing  for  licensing  and  regulating  bar-rooms  and  drink¬ 
ing  shops  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,’’ 
approved  March  28,  1889,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  13.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor 
or  President  of  the  Council.

ORDINANCE  NO.  1894. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  LICENSING 
AND  KILLING  OF  DOGS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Dogs  Not  Permitted  to  Run  at  Large. 

Section  i.  No  dog  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at 
large  in  any  street,  lane,  alley,  public  highway,  or  in  any 
square,  park,  or  any  public  place  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  without  being  licensed,  and  also  having  a 
collar  of  leather  or  metal  secured  about  the  neck  of  each  dog 
which  collar  shall  have  a  number  attached  thereto,  said 
number  to  be  furnished  by  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  to  be  the 
same  number  as  that  on  the  license. 

Owner  to  Take  Out  License. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  or  any  person  having  in  charge 
any  dog  permitted  to  rnn  at  large  within  the  City  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  take  out  a  license  for  the  same,  by 
paying  to  the  Chief  of  Police  the  sum  of  Two  Dollars  and 
Fifty  Cents,  for  each  male  dog,  and  Five  Dollars  for  each 
female  dog,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  a  license  from  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  which  license  shall  designate  the 
name  of  the  owner,  and  said  license  shall  be  numbered, 
which  number  shall  correspond  with  that  worn  by  the  dog. 

Chief  of  Police  to  Kill  Dogs. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  or 
any  one  appointed  by  him,  to  kill  and  bury  any  and  all  dogs 
found  roaming  at  large  in  violation  of  Section  1,  of  this 
ordinance.  Provided,  that  if  any  dog  be  seized  for  viola¬ 
tion  of  Sec.  1,  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  returned  to  the 
owner,  or  to  any  person  claiming  it,  upon  the  payment  of 
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the  license  and  a  fee  of  Two  Dollars  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
Provided,  it  is  claimed  within  three  days  after  it  is  seized. 

Female  Dogs. 

Sec.  4.  No  female  dog  in  the  time  of  heat,  no  habitu¬ 
ally  vicious  dog,  or  mad  dog,  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at 
large  within  the  City  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  under 
any  circumstances,  whether  licensed  or  not. 

Any  Person  Hay  Kill  Female  Dog. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  ro  kill  any  such  dog. 
The  owner  of  any  such  dog,  and  any  person  permitting  any 
such  dog  to  run  at  large  within  the  City  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $20.00,  nor 
more  than  $50.00. 

Penalty  for  Allowing  Dog  to  Run  at  Large. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  permitting  any  dog  of  which  he 
has  no  control,  or  of  which  he  is  the  owner,  to  run  at  large 
in  violation  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  lined  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00. 

Penalty  for  Interfering  With  Officer, 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  hinder  or  molest  any 
person  who  is  engaged  in  seizing  any  dog,  or  killing  the 
same,  according  to  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $5.00,  nor  more  than 
$100.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
fifty  days. 

Licenses  to  be  Issued  for  One  Year. 

Sec.  7.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31st.

Laundries  Must  Pay  License. 

Section  i.  The  owners  or  owner,  proprietor,  keeper 
or  keepers  of  each  public  Wash  House  or  public  Laundry 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  pay 
a  Quarterly  License  of  $10.00,  per  Quarter,  the  first  quarter 
to  commence  on  April  1st,  1894. 

What  is  Considered  a  Laundry. 

Sec.  2.  Every  house,  building  or  place  whichis  open 
to  the  public  as  a  Laundry  or  wash  house,  shall  be  deemed 
a  public  Laundry  or  wash  house,  under  this  Ordinance. 

flust  Keep  Laundry  in  Good  Order. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  company,  who 
shall  either  as  proprietor  or  manager,  conduct  the  business 
of  any  such  public  laundry  or  wash  house,  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  required  to  maintain  and  keep  in  good  order  and 
sanitary  condition  the  premises  wherein  such  business  is 
conducted. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  company  or  corporation 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  or 
shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse,  to  take  out  a  license  as  provided 
for  in  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
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than  $10.00,  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days.

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Waysrfo  Advertise  for  Bids. 

Section  i.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall,  by 
ordinance  provide  for  the  time  and  manner  of  improving  any 
street  or  streets  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  an  estimate  of 
the  work  to  be  done  has  been  made,  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  of  the  Common  Council  are  here¬ 
by  authorized  to  advertise  for  proposal  and  enter  into  con¬ 
tract  on  behalf  of  the  City,  for  the  furnishing  of  material 
and  performing  the  labor  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the 
proposed  improvement,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  regu¬ 
lations  hereafter  provided. 

Notice  Shall  be  Published  Three  Days. 

Sec.  2.  A  notice  of  receiving  bids  shall  be  published 
not  less  than  three  days  by  hand  bills,  properly  circulated 
through  the  City,  or  three  daily  insertions  in  a  newspaper 
doing  the  City  printing;  specifying  the  name  of  the  street, 
the  part  thereof  proposed  to  be  improved,  the  number  of 
the  ordinance  providing  therefor,  and  the  time  of  letting. 
No  bids  shall  be  received  after  the  time  specified  in  the 
notice,  and  in  such  notice  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  such 
bids  shall  be  reserved. 

What  Bids  Must  Specify. 

Sec.  3.  Bids  must  specify  the  price  per  cubic  yard  for 
grading,  the  price  per  lineal  foot  for  all  wood  work,  opposite 
the  number  of  each  lot  or  block  bid  upon.  Each  bid  shall 
be  accompanied  with  the  undertaking  properly  verified  by 
two  freeholders  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  the  ef- 
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feet  that  if  a  contract  be  awarded  to  such  bidder,  that  he  will 
enter  into  the  contract  and  give  security  for  its  faithful  per¬ 
formance,  within  forty  eight  hours  after  receiving  notice  of 
of  such  award. 

Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  to  Award  Contract. 

Sec.  4.  As  soon  after  the  time  fixed  for  receiving  bids, 
as  practicable,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
shall  open  the  same,  and  award  contracts  to  the  lowest  re¬ 
sponsible  bidder  or  bidders,  if,  in  their  judgment,  such  bids 
are  not  unreasonable;  Provided,  however,  that  an  unreas¬ 
onable  bid,  a  bid  for  less  than  all  of  one  class  of  work  charge¬ 
able  to  one  block,  or  a  bid  that  does  not  conform  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  rejected. 

Contractor  Delinquent  Shall  not  Bid  Again. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Pub¬ 
lic  Ways  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  report  to 
the  Common  Council  that  a  Contractor  for  work  upon  the 
street  has  failed  to  complete  his  contract  within  the  time  or 
in  the  manner  specified  therein,  the  Common  Council  may 
by  resolution,  declare  said  contractor  delinquent,  and  there¬ 
after  no  bid  shall  be  received  from  such  person  or  persons. 

Contractor  to  Give  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways, 
upon  awarding  a  contract  or  contracts,  as  hereinbefore  pro¬ 
vided,  shall  fix  the  amount  of  bond  to  be  given  by  each  con¬ 
tractor,  and  upon  receiving  a  statement  of  such  award  and 
amount  of  bond,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  City  At¬ 
torney,  to  prepare  such  bond  and  contract  in  accordance 
with  the  award. 

Sec.  7.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  REPAIRS  TO 
STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Owner  or  Occupants  to  flake  Repairs. 

Section  i.  The  owners  or  agents  of  any  property 
fronting  or  abutting  on  any  street  improved  by  direction  of 
the  Common  Council,  or  under  a  permit  authorizing  such 
improvement  shall,  when  notified  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  at  their  own  expense,  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
such  local  repairs  to  such  street,  roadway,  sidewalk,  or 
crosswalk,  as  will  place  the  same  in  good  condition. 

Materials — Kind  to  be  Used. 

Sec.  2.  Materials  used  in  work  done  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or 
Ordinances  relating  to  the  improvement  of  such  streets,  or 
to  the  permits  granted  therefore,  and  upon  the  completion  of 
the  repairs  all  surplus  materials  shall  be  immediately  re¬ 
moved  and  the  street  cleaned  up  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Street  Superintendent. 

Failure  to  Comply  With  Ordinance  a  Misdemeanor. 

Sec.  3.  A  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  the 
offender  or  offenders  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  tor  each 
and  every  offence.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  177. 

RELATING  TO  THE  USE  OF  STREETS  FOR  BUILDING 
PURPOSES  AND  THE  REMOVAL  OF  BUILDINGS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Persons  Building  Must  Obtain  Permits. 

Section  i.  No  person  or  persons  shall  occupy  any 
portion  of  any  street  or  sidewalk,  for  the  deposit  of  build¬ 
ing  material,  or  for  the  removal  of  any  building  or  build¬ 
ings  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor. 

Application  Shall  be  in  Writing. 

Sec.  2.  Applications  for  permits  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  specify,  if  for  building  purposes,  the  name  of  the 
street  and  the  number  of  lots  and  blocks,  the  size  and  des¬ 
cription  of  the  building  to  be  constructed,  or  if  to  be  repair¬ 
ed,  the  character  of  the  repairs,  the  space  in  front  of  the  lot 
or  lots  needed;  and  the  proposed  time  for  completing  the 
work.  For  the  removal  of  a  building  or  buildings,  the  ap¬ 
plication  shall  state  the  number  of  the  lot  and  block  upon 
which  the  same  is  situa.ed,  the  size  of  the  building,  the 
number  of  the  lot  and  block  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  re¬ 
move  the  same,  the  loute  to  be  taken,  and  the  length  of 
time  required  for  such  removal. 

Permits  Issued  by  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  3.  Permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Streets  in  conformity  with  the  endorsement  upon  ap¬ 
plication  therefor  by  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
ways.  A  record  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Streets  setting  forth  in  a  concise  manner  the  dates, 
descriprion  of  property,  and  the  objects  for  which  the  per¬ 
mit  was  granted.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  longer 
period  than  thirty  days.  The  subject  matter  of  such  per- 
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mit  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 

Permit  Shall  Not  Exceed  One  Half  of  Street. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
shall  endorse  upon  application  for  permits  for  building 
purposes,  the  width  of  that  portion  of  the  street  to  be  used, 
which  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  one  half  of  the  width  of  the 
street,  and  the  date  upon  which  the  permit  shall  expire. 
They,  at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  require 
the  space  occupied  to  be  suitably  enclosed  and  a  temporary 
walk  laid  around  the  same,  lighted  lanterns  conspicuously 
placed  on  the  premises  during  the  night,  and  such  other  pre¬ 
cautions  taken  to  prevent  accidents  as  they  may  deem  expe¬ 
dient.  Upon  application  for  permits  for  the  removal  of  build¬ 
ings,  the  committee  shall  endorse  the  mode  and  route  for  such 
removal,  and  the  date  upon  which  the  permit  will  expire, 
together  with  such  restrictions  as  the  public  interest  may 
require.  The  Committee,  may,  at  their  discretion,  require 
applicants  for  permits  to  give  security  by  deposit  or  other¬ 
wise,  for  any  damage  that  may  accrue  by  carelessness  or 
failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Removal  of  Buildings  When  May  be  Done. 

Sec.  5.  The  removal  of  a  building  or  buildings  under 
a  permit,  when  commenced,  shall  be  continued  during  all  ot 
the  hours  of  the  day,  and  day  by  day,  until  complete,  with 
the  least  possible  obstructions  to  the  thoroughfare  occupied. 
No  building  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  over  night  upon  any 
street  crossing  or  intersection,  or  so  near  thereto,  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  easy  access  to  any  fire,  hydrant,  or  cistern.  A  lighted 
lantern  shall  be  kept  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  each  end  of 
such  building  during  the  hours  in  which  the  street  lamps 
are  lighted. 

Streets  to  be  Cleared  of  Obstructions. 

SEC.  6.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  named  in  the 
permit,  or  sooner  if  the  use  of  the  street  is  no  longer  necessa- 
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ry,  the  street  shall  be  cleared  of  all  obstructions  and  placed 
in  as  good  repair  as  it  was  before  the  permit  was  granted. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinances. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  each  day  of  maintaining 
or  continuing  such  violation,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
offense,  and  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  8.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  998. 

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  DRIVING  OP 
PILES,  BUILDING  OF  WHARVES  AND  OTHER 
IMPROVEMENTS,  AND  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF 
STREETS  ON  THE  RIVER  FRONT  AND  PROTECT¬ 
ING  THE  RIVER  FRONT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Piles  Not  to  be  Driven  Without  Permit. 

Section  i.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  drive 
piles,  build  a  wharf  or  wharves,  or  make  any  improvements 
or  deposit  any  ballast  or  earth,  or  make  any  other  obstruc¬ 
tions  upon  the  City  Front  lying  beyond  low  water  mark  in 
the  Columbia  River,  without  first  obtaining  permission  from 
the  Common  Council,  which  permission  shall  in  no  case  be 
granted  except  by  ordinance. 

Application  for  Permits  Must  be  Signed  by  Owner. 

Sec.  2.  Application  for  permission  to  build  a  wharf  or 
make  other  improvements  beyond  the  line  of  low  water 
mark,  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land 
fronting  the  same,  and  shall  specify  with  convenient  cer¬ 
tainty,  the  mode  and  extent  of  such  improvements,  the  ma¬ 
terial  to  be  used,  distance  beyond  the  line  of  low  water 
mark  intended  to  be  occupied,  the  depth  of  water,  and  such 
other  information  as  will  enable  the  Common  Council  to 
determine  whether  the  same  will  unnecessarily  interfere 
with  the  navigation  of  the  Columbia  river,  the  use  of  the 
streets  connected  therewith,  and  also  its  security  against 
fire. 

No  Warehouse  to  Obstruct  Streets. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  storehouse,  warehouse,  building  or 
construction  of  any  nature,  shall  be  placed  upon  any  wharf, 
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in  or  in  the  line  of  any  street  so  as  to  prevent  or  restrict  the 
public  use  of  said  street  through  its  full  width,  across  or 
over  any  wharf  to  the  water  front  of  said  wharf,  without 
authority  first  duly  declared  by  ordinance  of  the  Common 
Council.  Provided,  that  so  much  of  Concomly  street  as 
lies  upon  blocks  56  and  56 McClure’s  Astoria,  be  and  is 
hereby  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

flaterials  to  be  Removed. 

Sec.  4.  The  superintendent  of  streets  shall  cause  all 
piles  or  other  materials  that  may  be  driven  or  placed  upon 
the  City  front,  or  any  street,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  to  be  removed  forthwith.  • 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police 
Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days;  and  each  day  of  maintaining  or  contin¬ 
uing  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new  offense,  and 
punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  6.  That  ordinance  No.  67,  entitled  “To  regulate 
the  erection  an  repair  of  private  wharves”  approved  April 
22,  1872,  and  ordinance  No.  79,  entitled  “To  prevent  the 
obstruction  of  streets  across  wharves  to  the  river  front,” 
approved  May  20,  1873,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 

repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1794. 

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  STREET  ASSESS¬ 
MENTS,  AND  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  AND  FIX¬ 
ING  THE  COMPENSATION  OF  THE  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  ASSP:SSORS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Common  Council  Shall  Appoint  Two  Assessors, 

Section  i.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each 
year ;  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  shall  nomi¬ 
nate  and  appoint  two  assessors  to  be  called  street  improve¬ 
ment  assessors  who,  together  with  the  City  Surveyor,  shall 
constitute  the  Board  of  Assessors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make  all  assessments  for  i  n proving  and  repairing  the  streets 
and  sidewalks,  and  removing  snow,  eartli  and  ice  from  the 
same,  as  provided  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 
The  said  Assessors  shall  hold  office  for  the  period  of  one 
year,  or  until  they  shall  lie  removed  by  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  remove  said  assessors,  or  either  of  them,  whenever  in  the 
judgment  of  said  Common  Council  the  said  assessors  shall 
appear  incompetent  for  the  duties  ol  said  office,  or  the  work 
ot  said  assessors  shall  be  unsatisfactory  to  said  Common 
Council.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  for  any  cause,  the  Common  Council  shall  have 
power  and  authority,  to  fill  such  vacancy,  at  any  time,  by 
nomination  and  appointment,  as  in  the  original  instance. 

Compensation  of  Assessors. 

SEC.  2.  The  compensation  of  each  of  said  assessors 
shall  be  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  employed 
in  discharging  the  duties  of  the  said  office. 
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Assessors  Must  Quaiify. 

Sec.  3.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  their  office,  each  of  said  assessors  appointed  by 
the  ‘Common  Council,  must  qualify  by  taking,  subscribing 
and  filing  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  .Judge,  an  oath  to 
faithfully  aud  honestly  discharge  the  duties  of  the  said 
office  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability. 

Direction  to  Board  of  Assessors. 

Sec,  4.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall  direct 
the  Board  of  Assessors  to  make  a  special  assessment  for  the 
improvement  of  a  street,  pro  rata  upon  the  lots  and  prem- 
•  ises  in  an}'  specified  district,  according  to  the  benefits  as 
provided  in  Section  77  of  the  City  Charter,  the  Board  of 
Assessors  shall  proceed  as  follows  : 

Assessor  to  Obtain  Certificate  from  Recorder. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  first  obtain  from  the  Recorder 
of  Conveyances,  of  Clatsop  County,  through  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  a  certificate  showing  the  names  of  the  owners 
of  all  the  property  in  said  assessment  district  ;  the  Board 
shall  the  proceed  to  make  an  asessment  roll  as  follows  : 


Assessment  Roll  —  How  Made. 

SEC.  6.  The  names  of  the  owners  of  property  shall  be 
placed  on  said  roll  in  alphabetical  order  ;  opposite  each  name 
shall  be  placed  in  separate  columns,  (1)  the  number  of  each 
lot  or  fractional  lot,  or  if  a  tract  of  land,  a  description  of  the 
tract  owned  by  the  person  whose  name  is  used  ;  (2)  in  case 
it  is  a  lot  or  part  of  a  lot,  the  number  of  the  block  and  the 
name  of  the  addition  of  the  City  in  which  it  is  located  ;  (3) 
the  assessed  value  of  the  lot,  part  of  lot  or  piemises, 
according  to  the  last  preceding  c  ity  Assessment  roll  ;  (4) 
the  sum  in  dollars  and  cents  which  the  Board  assess  upon 
said  lot,  fractional  lot  or  tract  ;  (5)  in  case  the  said  premises 
should  be  justly  assessed  for  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  its 
last  assessed  valuation,  the  Board  shall  here  place  the 
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amount  which  the  said  assessment  exceeds  said  fifty  per  cent, 
and  place  only  fifty  per  cent  of  its  valuation  under  “4” 
above.  In  case  more  than  one  person  owns  property, 
jointly  the  names  of  all  the  owners  shall  be  placed  together, 
beginning  with  the  name  first  appearing  on  said  certificate, 
and  a  reference  should  be  made  to  this  at  every  place  where 
the  other  names  should  appear  under  the  alphabetical  order. 
And  in  case  one  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  owns 
more  than  one  lot  or  tract  of  land,  each  lot  and  tract  should 
be  separately  assessed,  on  lines  following  the  first  line 
used,  consecutively.  The  form  of  the  assesment  roll  may 
be  substantially  as  follows.

The  Board  must  show  total  of  assessment  at  end 
of  roll,  and  also  total  of  excess,  and  this  added  together  must 
equal  the  total  assessment  required  to  be  raised.

Board  riust  Examine  Premises. 

Sec.  8.  Before  making  up  the  roll,  the  Board  must 
make  a  personal  examination  of  the  district  and  of  the 
property  to  be  assessed. 

Owner  of  Property  Not  Competent  as  Assessor. 

Sec.  9.  It  the  name  of  any  member  of  said  Board 
shall  appear  on  the  list  of  names  furnished  in  said  certifi¬ 
cate  as  the  owner  of  any  property  in  the  district,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  to  at  once  notify  in  writing,  the

name  of  street  and  the  points  between  which  it  is  to  be  im¬ 
proved,  and  when  completed  it  shall  be  certified  to  by  said 
Board  of  Assessors,  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  together  with  a  written  notification  addressed  to  the 
Common  Council,  to  the  effect  that  said  roll  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  filed,  and  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall 
number  all  such  assessment  rolls  consecutively  in  the  order 
in  which  they  shall  be  filed  in  his  office. 

Council  to  Give  Notice  of  Filing  of  Assessment  Roll. 

Sec.  ii.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Common  Council, 
or  as  scon  thereafter  as  practicable,  the  Council  shall  by 
resolution,  direct  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  to  give 
notice  by  Publication  for  at  least  ten  days  in  the  official 
newspaper  ot  the  City,  to  the  effect  that  the  said  assess¬ 
ment  roll  is  on  file,  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and 
subject  to  inspection  by  all  persons  interested,  and  appoint¬ 
ing  the  time,  which  shall  not  be  les  than  two  days,  after 
the  final  publication  of  said  notice,  when  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  who  are  hereby  designated  as  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Board  of  Assesors  will 
meet  to  review  said  assessment.

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Tollozus: 

City  of  Astoria  a  Public  Way. 

Section  i.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  constituted 
a  Public  Way  District,  the  boundary  of  which  shall  be  and 
is  coincident  with  the  boundary  of  said  City,  as  defined  in 
the  Charter. 

Levy  Taxes  for  Improvements. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of 
nominal  repair  of  paved,  planked  and  improved  streets,  and 
for  the  construction  and  repair  of  street  crossings,  cross¬ 
walks,  bridges,  drains,  culverts,  the  cleaning  of  s  reets,  side¬ 
walks,  drains,  parks,  public  places  and  other  general  high¬ 
ways  purposes,  there  shall  be  raised  each  year  by  tax  levied 
upon  the  taxable  property  within  said  Public  Way  district, 
such  sums  of  money  as  the  Common  Council  shall  deem 
necessary  out,  and  by  ordinance  or  resolution  direct,  Pro¬ 
vided,  that  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  limit 
fixed  by  subdivision  2  of  Section  38,  of  the  Charter.

NEGLECT  TO  REPAIR  OR  TO  REMOVE  OBSTRUC¬ 
TIONS  FROM  SIDEWALKS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Owners  Liable  for  Damages  to  Sidewalks. 

Section  i.  If  any  owner,  occupant  or  person  in 
charge  of  any  lot  or  lots,  block  or  blocks,  or  premises,  shall 
neglect  to  repair  any  sidewalk  in  front  of,  or  adjacent  to 
such  premises,  or  to  remove  any  earth,  snow  or  ice  there¬ 
from  or  to  keep  the  same  free  from  obstruction  or  encum¬ 
brances  in  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  ordinance 
and  regulations  of  the  Council,  he  shall  be  liable  for  the 
amount  of  all  damages  which  may  be  received  or  suffered 
by  any  accident  or  injury  occuring  by  reason  of  such 
neglect.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1782. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PREVENTION 
AND  REMOVAL  OF  OBSTRUCTIONS  FROM  THE 
STREET  AND  SIDEWALK. 

7  he  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Shall  not  Obstruct  Streets  Over  Twenty-Four  Hours. 

Section  r.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  to  place,  or  leave  upon  the  streets  or  sidewalks  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  for  a  greater  period  than  24  hours,  any 
boxes,  wood,  coal,  lumber  or  other  building  material,  wag¬ 
ons,  carts,  buggies,  drays  or  other  vehicles,  or  any  other 
obstructions  to  the  use  of  said  streets  or  sidewalks,  without 
first  obtaining  permission  from  the  committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways,  substantially,  as  provided  by  Ordinance 
No.  177,  except  that  where  the  street  or  side  walk  is  to  be 
used  for  other  purposes,  than  for  building,  the  application 
shall  state  for  what  purposes  the  same  is  to  be  used,  and 
what  portion  of  said  street  or  sidewalk  is  to  be  used. 

Occupant  to  Remove  Obstructions  When  Notified. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  like¬ 
wise  of  the  occupant  of  any  real  property  adjacent  to  that 
part  of  a  street  or  sidewalk  upon  which  there  are  any  of 
the  obstructions  mentioned  or  embraced  in  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance  to  remove  the  same  within  24  hours  after  being 
given  written  noti-ce  so  to  do  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 

Owner  Hust  Remove  Snow  or  Ice. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  like¬ 
wise  of  the  occupant  of  any  lot  or  part  of  a  lot  to  remove 
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from  that  portion  of  the  street  or  sidewalk  which  is  adja¬ 
cent  to  said  lot  or  part  of  a  lot  all  snow,  ice  and  earth  there¬ 
on  within  24  hours  after  being  given  written  notice  so  to 
do,  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets;  Provided,  however, 
that  when  there  are  large  quantities  of  earth  on  said  street 
or  sidewalk  a  commencement  of  the  work  of  removal  with¬ 
in  the  time  above  specified  and  thereafter  a  continuous 
prosecution  thereof  from  day  to  day,  until  all  such  earth  is 
removed,  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Section.  And  Provided;  further,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  Section  shall  only  apply  to  streets  and  sidewalks 
which  are  planked  or  paved 

Written  Notice  to  be  Served  Upon  Owner  or  Occupant. 

Sec.  4.  Such  written  notice  shall  be  served  upon 
said  owner  or  occupant  by  delivering  a  copy  or  duplicate 
thereof,  signed  by  said  Street  Superintendent  to  said  owner 
or  occupant  in  person,  if  he  be  found  within  said  City;  but 
if  he  cannot  be  found  within  said  City,  by  delivering  the 
same  to  a  member  of  his  family  over  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  at  his  usual  place  of  residence;  Provided,  further, 
that  if  a  corporation  is  such  owner  or  occupant,  said  notice 
shall  be  served  upon  either  the  president  or  secretary  of 
said  corporation  in  a  similar  manner,  and  such  officer  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty,  for  violating  this  ordinance,  as 
though  he  was  such  owner  or  occupant.  Provided,  furth¬ 
er,  that  such  notice  may  be  served  anywhere  in  Clatsop 
County,  by  said  Street  Superintendent  in  person,  or  by  any 
one  duly  authorized  by  him  to  serve  the  same,  but  that  in 
case  such  notice  is  served  without  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  City,  such  owner  or  occupant  shall  have  such  further 
time  within  which  to  remove  such  obstructions  as  may  be 
required  to  come  into  said  City  over  the  usual  method  of 
travel  from  the  said  place  of  service;  and  said  Street  Super¬ 
intendent  shall  make  and  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  written  proof  of  the  said  service. 
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Penalty  for  Violating  Said  Ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  each  day 
of  maintaining  or  continuing  such  violation  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  a  separate  offense,  and  punished  accordingly.

Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  Give  Notice  of  Acceptance  of  Streets. 

Section  i.  That  before  any  street  or  sewer  improve¬ 
ment  shall  be  finally  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  warrants 
issued  to  pay  for  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge,  upon  certificates  of  approval  of  said 
work,  of  the  City  Surveyor,  Street  Superintendent  and 
Street  Committee,  being  filed  with  him,  to  forthwith  to 
cause  to  be  inserted  in  the  official  paper  of  the  City,  in 
three  consecutive  daily  publications,  a  notice  to  the  public 
and  to  all  interested,  that  said  improvement  will  be  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  Common  Council,  on  a  certain  day,  unless  prior 
thereto,  objections  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge. 

What  Noitce  is  to  Contain. 

Said  notice  shall  recite  that  certificates  of  approval  of 
the  City  Surveyor,  the  Street  Superintendent  and  Street 
Committee,  having  been  duly  filed,  and  shall  set  forth  the 
location  of  the  improvement,  and  the  name  of  the  contract¬ 
or,  and  the  day  of  acceptance,  to  be  named  therein  shall  be 
that  of  the  following  regular  Council  meeeting.

AM  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF 
SIDEWALKS  BY  SLIDES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Owners  to  Keep  Streets  Clear  of  Slides. 

Section  i.  Any  owner,  agent  or  person,  having  con¬ 
trol  of  any  lot  or  premies,  fronting  on  a  public  street,  and 
above  the  grade  thereof,  shall,  at  his  own  expense,  keep  the 
sidewalk  free  of  all  obstructions  caused  by  slides. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Superin¬ 
tendent  to  notify  any  owner,  agent  or  person,  having  con¬ 
trol  of  any  lot  or  premises,  where  sidewalks  have  been 
obstructed  by  slides,  to  remove  the  same  within  twenty-four 
hours. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  for  the  period  of  twenty-four  hours, 
after  being  notified  by  the  Street  Superintendent,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail,  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  for  each  and  every  offense.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1901. 


AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  IMPROVE¬ 
MENT  OF  STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Unlawful  to  Dig  or  Fill  Streets. 

Section  i.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and 
approval  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  break  up  dig  up  or  fill  any  street,  or  construct 
any  sidewalk,  croswalk,  plank  gutter,  plank  roadwray,  or  do 
any  work  in  or  upon  any  of  the  public  streets  or  roads  or 
alleys  within  the  City  limits,  except  as  in  this  ordinance 
provided. 

Width  of  Sidewalks  —  How  Constructed. 

Sec.  2.  All  sidewalks  hereafter  laid  shall  correspond 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  unless  otherwise  provided 
by  the  Common  Council  by  ordinance.  The  width  of  all 
sidewalks  hereafter  constructed  or  relaid  upon  streets  sixty 
feet  wide  shall  be  ten  feet  wide,  and  upon  streets  fifty  feet 
wide  shall  be  eight  feet  wide  from  the  line  of  the  block  to 
the  outside  of  the  curb  ;  Provided,  that  the  Common 
Council  may,  by  ordinance,  have  sidewalks  so  constructed  as 
to  leave  a  space  two  feet  between  the  curb  and  the  end  of 
the  sidewalk  for  the  purpose  of  planting  trees.  The  side¬ 
walk  shall  be  built  at  a  height  of  two  inches  above  the 
grade  of  the  center  of  the  street.  In  all  sidewalks  there 
shall  be  placed  sills  4x6  inches,  placed  upon  cross  sills  3x8 
inches  of  sufficient  length  to  reach  across  the  sidewalk,  and 
the  sills  so  laid  upon  the  cross  sills  as  to  break  joints.  The 
covering  planks  shall  be  not  less  than  1  l/i  inches  thick,  and 
not  more  than  eight  inches  wide,  and  of  sufficient  length  to 
reach  the  entire  width  of  the  sidewalk.  The  covering 
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planks  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  sills  with  not  less 
than  2od  wire  nails,  two  nails  to  each  stringer.  The  side¬ 
walks  shall  rise  from  the  line  of  the  curb  to  the  line  of  the 
block  at  the  rate  of  %  inch  per  foot.  Where  a  two  foot 
space  is  left  for  trees,  such  space  shall  be  filled  with  earth  to 
the  top  of  the  curb.  Provided,  asphaltum  or  other  durable 
sidewalk  may  be  laid  at  the  option  of  the  owner,  or  the  City. 

Curbs  —  How  Constructed. 

Curbs  shall  be  of  wood  not  less  than  12  inches  wide  4 
inches  thick  and  in  lengths  of  not  less  than  16  feet,  their 
ends  shall  be  cut  square  so  as  to  make  good  square  joints. 
The  top  of  the  curb  shall  be  2  inches  above  the  grade  of  the 
street.  Round  corners  in  the  shape  of  a  quadrant,  with  a 
radius  of  3  feet  shall  be  constructed  at  the  corner  of  each 
sidewalk.  They  shall  be  made  of  a  stick  of  timber  51 
inches  long,  15  inches  wide  and  16  inches  deep.  Their  ends 
shall  be  cut  square  so  as  to  make  good  joints  with  the  curb 
in  each  direction,  and  when  completed  they  shall  present  a 
smooth  and  even  surface. 

Gutters. 

Sec.  3.  Plank  gutters  shall  be  laid  as  the  Common 
Council  shall  direct  in  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  time 
and  manner  of  improving  the  street. 

Plank  Roadways  — How  Constructed. 

Sec.  4.  Plank  roadways  shall  be  laid  in  the  following 
manner  unless  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance  : 

One  sleeper  4x12  inches  shall  be  imbedded  in  the  cen¬ 
tre  of  the  street  and  shall  be  so  placed  that  the  planking 
will  rest  firmly  upon  it.  Two  sleepers  4x8  inches  shall  be 
placed  on  either  side,  one  at  the  outer  edge  of  the  covering 
plank,  the  other  in  the  middle.  Provided,  that  no  sleepers 
shall  be  over  30  inches  apart  from  centre  to  centre.  The 
tops  of  the  sleepers  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  conform  to  the 
slope  of  the  street.  The  sleepers  shall  be  16  feet  in  length 
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and  so  laid  as  to  break  joints  with  each  other.  At  each 
joint  of  the  stringer  a  strip  of  plank  2x8x  2  feet  long  shall 
be  imbedded  for  the  ends  of  the  stringer  to  rest  upon.  The 
covering  planks  shall  be  of  the  length,  width  and  thickness 
as  shall  be  designated  in  the  ordinance  of  improvement  of 
the  street,  6  inches  square,  grain  edge  up.  The  planks  shall 
be  sawed  in  the  middle  at  right  angles  to  the  length,  to 
make  good  joints,  and  shall  be  laid  at  right  angles  to  the 
sleeper  and  bear  firmly  upon  each  sleeper.  Each  plank 
shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  sleepers  with  6  inch  spikes 
in  3  inch  planks,  and  one  inch  for  each  additional  inch  in 
thickness  of  the  planks,  on  alternate  edges  of  the  plank  and 
two  in  each  end.  Where  planks  are  laid  one  inch  apart  a 
a  strip  1x3  inches,  6  inches  in  length,  shall  be  placed  at 
each  end  between  the  planks. 

Roadway  Improved  by  Piling  —  How  Constructed. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  any  roadway  shall  be  improved  by 
piling,  planking  and  capping,  it  shall  be  constructed  as 
follows:  Where  new  piles  are  driven  they  shall  not  be  less 

than  15  inches  in  diameter,  and  not  more  than  ten  feet 
apart,  driven  firmly  into  the  ground.  Where  piles  already 
in  the  ground  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  tops  are  cut 
off,  posts  12  inches  square  may  be  used  as  designated  in 
the  ordinance  of  improvement.  Caps  shall  be  12  inches 
square  and  not  less  than  20  feet  long.  Stringers  shall  be  as 
follows:  In  the  center  of  the  street,  two  stringers,  4x16 
inches  wide;  shall  be  laid,  the  outside  stringers  shall  be 
4X 12  inches  wide  and  the  intermediate  stringers  shall  be  4 
inches  thick  and  sufficient  width  to  correspond  to  the 
slope  from  the  center  to  the  outside  stringer,  and  shall  be 
laid  firmly  upon  the  caps  without  any  blocking  whatever, 
and  securely  spiked  to  the  caps,  and  no  stringers  less  than 
four  inches  in  thickness  shall  be  used.  The  covering  plank 
shall  be  as  designated  by  the  Common  Council  in  the  ordi¬ 
nance  providing  for  the  improvement.  The  iron  bolts  and 
spikes  shall  be  as  designated  in  the  ordinance  of  improve- 
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ment.  Caps  shall  be  placed  at  right  angles  to  the  line  of 
the  street  to  be  improved,  and  shall,  if  twenty  feet  long, 
rest  on  three  piles;  and  if  thirty  feet  long  rest  on  four  piles 
and  break  joints.  The  caps  shall  be  bolted  to  each  pile  or 
timber,  with  iron  bolts,  and  shall  be  placed  not  more  than 
ten  feet  apart  from  centre  to  centre.  The  stringers  shall 
be  placed  not  more  than  30  inches  apart  from  the  centre, 
shall  lap  each  other  at  the  joints  from  outside  of  cap  to  out¬ 
side.  The  planks  shall  be  of  sufficient  length  to  reach  from 
the  center  of  the  street  to  the  outside  line  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  to  be  made,  and  shall  be  spiked  to  each  stringer  on 
alternate  edges  of  the  plank,  one  spike  to  each  stringer,  and 
two  spikes  in  each  end  of  the  plank.  When  it  is  necessary 
to  use  mudsills,  they  shall  be  4x16  inches  and  of  sufficient 
length  to  reach  half  the  width  of  the  street  to  be  improved. 
Braces  shall  be  spiked  to  piles  and  posts  sidewise  of  the 
street  and  shall  be  2x10  inches  and  of  sufficient  length  to 
reach  from  bent  to  bent.  Posts  placed  upon  mud-sills  shall 
be  cut  square,  and  shall  be  placed  equidi  tant  apart.  There 
shall  be  7  posts  on  60  foot  streets,  6  posts  on  50  foot  streets 
and  4  posts  where  the  street  is  only  improved  to  a  width  of 
thirty  feet.  All  roadwork  constructed  by  bentwork  and 
piling  shall  be  guarded  by  a  rail  3x4  inches,  spiked  to 
stanchions  not  more  than  7 feet  apart,  with  boards  1x10 
firmly  nailed  in  the  centre.  Stanchions  shall  be  firmly 
sp  ked  to  the  caps,  and  between  the  caps  to  stringers. 

Kind  of  Lumber  to  be  Used  in  Improvement. 

Sec.  6.  All  lumber  used  in  the  construction  or  repair 
of  sidewalks,  gutters,  roadways,  or  other  improvement  on 
the  streets,  shall  be  sound  yellow  fir,  free  from  sap,  shake 
or  loose  or  rotten  knots,  and  shall  be  sawed  to  uniform 
thickness  with  good  square  edges.  All  material  used  m  or 
upon  any  work  upon  the  streets  that  does  not  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  at  once  rejected 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  is  hereby  made  the 
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duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  carefully  examine 
all  lumber  and  to  cull  out  all  such  lumber  and  immediately 
have  the  same  returned  to  the  mill  supplying  the  same,  at 
the  expense  of  the  contractor.  Whenever  any  street  is  im¬ 
proved  or  repaired  at  the  expense  ot  the  City  of  Astoria,  all 
the  lumber,  caps,  posts,  etc.,  shall  be  reserved  for  the  City; 
and  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  remove  the  same  and 
pile  all  such  lumber  at  a  place  to  be  designated  by  the 
Superin  endent  of  Streets,  who  shall  immediately  have  the 
same  hauled  away  to  some  convenient  place  designated  by 
the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways.  Any  contract¬ 
or  or  contractors  who  shall  refuse,  fail  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  or  who  shall  destroy 
any  of  said  lumber  shall  pay  for  the  same  at  the  rate  of  five 
dollars  per  thousand,  to  be  deducted  from  his  or  their  con¬ 
tract  price  of  the  cost  of  improvement,  and  all  bids  and  con¬ 
tracts  shall  provide  for  reserving  all  lumber  herein  provided 
for. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police 
Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  three  hundred  collars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  days. 

Digging  Up  Street  for  Gas  or  Water. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  for  any 
company  or  corporation  supplying  this  City,  and  its  inhab¬ 
itants,  with  water  or  gas,  to  dig  up,  disturb,  dig  under,  or 
undermine  a  public  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  gaining  access  to  their  pipes  or  mains  cr  laying 
such  pipes  or  mains  or  sewer  pipes,  such  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  or  authorized  agent,  shall,  without  delay,  put  the 
street  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  before  it  was  so  dug  up 
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or  disturbed,  and  remove  all  rubbish,  surplus  earth  and 
other  material  from  the  street.  Any  person,  company  or 
corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hund¬ 
red  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  one  hundred  days.  Any  person  or  persons  laying 
sewers  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8. 

No  Permits  to  be  Granted  for  Improvements. 

Sec.  9.  No  permits  for  performing  any  street  work 
ordered  by  the  Common  Council  shall  be  granted  to  any 
person,  but  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  may 
accept  a  bid  for  doing  not  less  than  one  block  of  the  proposed 
improvement. 

Hay  Issue  Permits  to  Street  Not  Being  Improved. 

Sec.  10.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways, 
may  issue  a  permit  to  any  person  to  improve  a  street  or  any 
portion  thereof,  not  ordered  improved  by  ordinance.  No 
permit  shall  be  issued  unless  the  person  applying  therefor, 
execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  City  of  Astoria, 
signed  by  two  freeholders,  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $500. 
00,  conditioned  that  the  person  applying  therefor  will  im¬ 
prove  said  street  or  portion  thereof  to  the  established  grade, 
and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  ( 'ommittee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways. 

Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  to  Advertise  for  Bids. 

Sec.  ii.  Immediately  upon  the  passage  and  approval 
of  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  any  street,  the 
Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  may  advertise  for 
bids  for  the  work  upon  said  street  and  proceed  to  the 
improvement  thereof.  Provided,  that  the  Committee  may 
advertise  for  doing  the  work  alone,  and  City  furnish  the 
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material,  or  may  advertise  for  both  lumber  and  labor.  Eve¬ 
ry  contractor  or  contractors  who  shall  be  granted  a  contract 
for  the  improvement  of  any  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall, 
before  commencing  work  upon  said  street,  sign  a  contract 
therefor,  and  enter  into  bonds  with  the  City  of  Astoria,  as 
provided  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  the  amount 
of  such  bond  to  be  not  less  than  the  estimate  of  probable 
cost  of  such  improvement. 

Acceptance  of  Improvement. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  street  ordered  by  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  to  be  improved  has  been  fully  improved  and  completed 
according  to  the  ordinance  providing  therefor,  the  Surveyor 
and  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  examine  the  same,  and 
report  the  facts  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways,  and  they  to  the  Common  Council,  who  shall  accept 
the  same  by  ordinance,  and  thereafter  all  repairs  and 
improvements  made  upon  said  street  or  any  portion  thereof 
improved,  shall  be  made  and  done  at  the  expense  of  the  City 
of  Astoria.  If  any  contractor  or  contractors  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  perform  the  part  of  improvement  awarded  to  him 
or  them  according  to  the  ordinances  in  relation  thereto,  or 
the  contract,  the  Committee  shall  so  report  the  same  to  the 
Common  Council,  and  the  Council  shall  not  accept  the 
same,  but  shall  by  ordinance  forfeit  the  bonds  of  said  con¬ 
tractor  or  contractors,  and  shall  proceed  to  improve  said 
street  as  required  by  the  ordinance  providing  therefor,  and 
said  contractor  or  contractors  and  their  bondsmen  shall  be 
liable  to  the  City  or  Astoria  for  the  entire  expense  and  costs 
of  completing  said  improvement  or  any  portion  thereof,  and 
the  City  Attorney  shall  immediately  proceed  to  collect  the 
same  by  the  proper  action  in  the  Courts,  and  thereafter 
said  contractor  or  contractors  shall  not  be  allowed  any  con¬ 
tracts  for  City  work  of  any  kind.  If  any  contractor  or 
contractors  shall  use  improper  materials  in  the  construction 
of  any  street  improvement  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  re- 
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ceive  any  pay  for  work  and  labor,  until  such  defective  mate¬ 
rial  is  replaced  with  material  required  by  this  ordinance. 

SEC.  13.  That  ordinance  No.  1345,  entitled,  “In  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  improvement  ot  streets,”  approved  April  16, 
1891,  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PUBLIC 
SEWERS,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  MANNER 
OF  MAKING  CONNECTIONS  THEREWITH,  AND  TO 
COMPEL  ALL  PERSONS  ERECTING  OR  MAIN¬ 
TAINING  PRIVIES  OR  CESSPOOLS  TO  CONNECT 
THEREWITH. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Persons  Not  to  Maintain  Privy  or  Cesspool. 

Section  i.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within,  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  Cily  of  Astoria,  erect  or  maintain 
or  suffer  to  be  erected  or  maintained  upon  any  premises 
owned  by  them,  any  privy  or  cesspool  within  one  hundred 
feet  in  that  portion  of  the  City  of  Astoria  known  as  Mc¬ 
Clure’s  Astoria,  and  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in 
Shively’s  Astoria,  of  any  street  in  which  a  sewer  has  or 
may  hereafter  be  erected  or  constructed,  without  causing 
such  privy  or  cesspool  to  be  connected  with  such  sewer  in 
the  manner  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

Must  Connect  With  Sewer. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  erecting  or  maintaining  any  privy 
or  cesspool  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
who  have  made  the  connections  required  by  Section  i,  of 
this  ordinance,  and  all  persons  who  shall  connect  with  any 
sewer  now  constructed,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  constructed, 
shall  keep  said  connections  free  and  clear  of  all  obstructions, 
and  in  good  order  and  condition  so  as  to  properly  drain  such 
privy  or  cesspool. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons  to  make  any  connections  with,  or  in  any  manner  inter- 
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fere  with  or  obstruct  any  sewer,  or  drain  pipe  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Persons  Desiring  to  Connect  With  Sewer  Must  Apply  for 
Permit. 

SEC.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  make  con¬ 
nections  with  any  sewer  or  drain  pipe  shall  make  written 
application  for  a  permit  therefor  to  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways  and  Superintendent  of  Streets,  specifying 
therein  the  location,  area  to  be  drained,  and  if  for  house 
drainage  or  otherwise. 

Who  Authorized  to  Grant  Permits. 

Sec.  5.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways, 
or  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  are  hereby  au.horized  to 
grant  permits  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  to  size  of  pipes, 
taps,  and  the  manner  of  doing  the  work,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  and  proper.  Provided,  that  no  connection  shall 
be  made,  [except  within  the  line  of  the  block,]  with  other 
than  terra  cotta  sewer  pipe  or  some  other  material  not  sub¬ 
ject  to  injury  from  the  use  ol  acids,  or  other  deleterious 
substances,  and  further  provided,  that  the  person  or  per¬ 
sons  making  the  connections  shall  cause  that  portion  of  the 
street  to  be  placed  in  good  condition. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  or  persons  required  to  connect 
with  any  sewer  now  constructed,  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to 
connect  with  such  sewer  within  forty- eight  hours  after  being 
notified  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
and  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  ordinance,  or  who  shall 
maintain  or  allow  to  be  maintained,  any  cesspool  to  remain 
upon  said  premises,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police, 
Judge,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  one  hundred  days,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  to  notify  all  such  persons  in  writing  and  to 
prosecute  for  any  violations  of  this  Section. 
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Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days. 

Sec.  8.  Ordinance  No.  1080  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
entitled  “An  ordinance  for  the  protection  of  public  sewers, 
and  to  provide  for  the  manner  of  making  connections  there¬ 
with,  and  to  compel  all  persons  erecting  or  maintaining  pri¬ 
vies  or  cess  pools  to  connect  therewith,”  approved  April  24, 
1889,  and  all  other  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROSCRIBING  THE  DUTIES  AND  COM¬ 
PENSATION  OF  THE  HARBOR  MASTER,  AND 
REGULATING  THE  DOCKING  AND  ANCHORING 
OF  VESSELS,  AND  REPEALING  ORDINANCE  NO. 
1029,  having  THE  SAME  TITLE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Harbor  Master  to  Have  Power  to  Regulate  Ships. 

Section  i.  The  Harbor  Master  aud  his  deputies, 
shall  have  power  in  the  waters  of  the  Columbia  River, 
within  the  City  limits,  to  regulate  all  ships  and  vessels  in 
the  stations  they  are  to  occupy  in  the  stream,  and  to  remove 
the  same  whenever  they  shall  be  anchored  or  moored 
within  the  limits  forbidden  by  this  ordinance,  and  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  moving  and  docking  all  ships  to  be 
docked  within  said  City,  and  to  keep  the  passage  clear  in 
the  stream  so  that  vessels  passing  up  and  down  the  stream 
may  have  a  clear  way. 

Vessels  Not  to  be  Within  Four  Hundred  Feet  of  Dock. 

SEC.  2.  No  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  anchored  or  moored 
so  that  when  the  same  shall  swing  with  the  tide,  said  ship 
or  vessel  shall  be  nearer  than  four  hundred  feet  from  the 
outer  line  af  the  docks  adjacent  thereto. 

Harbor  Master  to  floor  Ships. 

Sec.  3.  When  there  are  a  number  of  ships  in  Port, 
and  in  the  judgment  of  the  Harbor  Master  it  is  necessary 
for  said  ships  to  be  moored,  the  Harbor  Master  or  his  deputy 
may  cause  them  to  be  moored  ;  the  compensation  for  the 
mooring  of  any  ship  or  other  vessel  shall  be  ten  dollars,  to 
be  paid  by  the  Master,  agent,  owner  or  consignee. 
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Masters  of  Vessels  to  Display  Lights  at  Night. 

Sec.  4.  The  Masters  of  all  vessels  moored  or  anchored 
in  the  night  time,  in  the  harbor  within  the  City,  shall  cause 
good  and  sufficient  lights  to  be  shown  in  some  part  of  the 
rigging,  and  above  the  taff  rails. 

Vessels  Having  Gun  Powder  on  Board  to  Hoist  a  Red  Flag. 

Sec.  5.  All  vessels  having  on  board  gunpowder,  dyna¬ 
mite,  gun  cotton  or  other  explosives,  when  anchored  or 
moored  in  the  Harbor,  shall  hoist,  and  keep  a  red  flag 
hoisted,  in  the  rigging  during  the  time  said  vessel  shall 
remain  in  said  Harbor. 

% 

Vessels  to  be  Moved  at  Expense  of  Master. 

Sec.  6.  If  no  person  be  found  on  board  of  the  vessel 
required  to  be  moved,  the  Harbor  Master  or  his  deputies, 
shall  move  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  master,  owner, 
agent  or  consignee,  who  shall  also  be  liable  for  gll  damages 
caused  by  or  to  said  vessel. 

Master  Must  Apply  to  Harbor  Master  to  Move  Vessel. 

Sec.  7.  The  master,  owner,  agent  or  consignee  of  any 
vessel  wishing  to  move  or  dock  the  same,  shall  apply  to  the 
Harbor  Master  or  his  deputies,  who  shall  move  or  dock,  or 
direct  the  moving  or  docking  of  such  ship  or  veseel,  and 
shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  such  services  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  such  master,  agent,  owner  or  con¬ 
signee. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  or  persons  shall  move  or  dock  any 
vessel,  except  under  the  direction  of  the  Harbor  Master,  or 
his  deputies,  and  any  person  found  violating  the  same, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court,  be  fined 
not  to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not 
to  exceed  one  hundred  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court. 
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Duty  of  Harbor  Haster. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbor  Master  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced,  and 
shall  make  complaint  against  persons  violating  the  same. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  Everjr  master,  agent,  owner  or  consignee  of 
any  vessel  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court,  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  until  said  fine  is  paid,  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days.  Upon  collection  of  such  fine,  half  of 
the  amount  so  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Harbor  Master. 

All  Vessels  Coming  to  Dock  Shall  Rig  in  Whiskers. 

Sec.  12  All  vessels  before  coming  to  the  dock,  shall 
rig  in  their  jib  booms  and  whiskers,  and  bumpkins,  and  the 
lower  and  top  sail  yards  be  braced  in  sharp. 

Harbor  Master  Must  File  Bond. 

Sec.  12.  The  Harbor  Master  before  he  shall  perform 
any  of  the  duties  herein  mentioned,  must  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  signed  by  himself  and  two  sureties,  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  which  undertaking  shall  be  in  the 
jollowing  form: 

Whereas,  A.  B.  is  the  duly  elected  and  qualified 
Harbor  Master  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  the  said  A.  B.  for 
himself,  and  C.  D.  and  E.  F.,  and  his  sureties,  do  hereby 
undertake,  that  if  the  said  A.  B.  shall  cause  any  damage 
to  any  vessel  or  dock,  or  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  faithfully 
and  diligently  perform  his  duties  as  such  Harbor  Master, 
then  we,  or  either  of  us,  will  pay  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  for 
the  use  of  whom  it  may  concern,  the  amount  of  all  damage 
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or  loss  caused  by  such  damage,  neglect  or  failure,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  13.  Ordinance  No.  1029  entitled,  “Prescribing 
the  duties  and  compensation  of  the  Harbor  Master,  and 
regulating  the  Docking  and  Anchoring  of  vessels,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Collector,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  and  will  account 
for,  and  pay  over  all  moneys,  that  may  come  into  his  hands 
by  virtue  of  his  office. 

Captain  of  Police  to  Execute  Bond. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Captain  of  the  Police  Force  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  City  ol 
Astoria,  in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars,  payable  in 
U.  S.  Gold  Coin,  with  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
the  Mayor,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  his 
duties  as  such  Captain  of  Police,  and  will  account  for  and 
pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  his  office. 

Bondsmen  to  Justify. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  parties  who  are  sureties  upon  the 
bond  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  upon  the  bond  of  the  Cap¬ 
tain  of  Police,  shall  be  required  to  file  with  the  bond,  affi¬ 
davits  to  the  effect  that  they  are  residents  and  householders 
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or  freeholders  within  the  County  of  Clatsop  and  State  of 
Oregon,  and  that  they  are  worth  in  the  aggregate,  over  and 
above  all  indebtedness  and  liabilities  and  property  exempt 
from  execution,  at  least  the  amount  of  the  penal  bond. 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Mayor.

The  parties  who  are  sureties  upon  the  bond 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be  required  to  file 
with  the  bond,  affidavits  that  they  are  householders,  and 
residents  or  freeholders  within  the  County  of  Clatsop,  and 
State  of  Oregon,  and  that  they  are  worth  in  the  aggregate 
over  and  above  all  indebtedness  and  liabilities,  exclusive  of 
property  exempt  from  execution  at  least  the  amount  of  the 
penal  bond. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Mayor.

AN  ORDINANCE  FIXING  THE  BOND  AND  COMPENSA¬ 
TION  AND  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  CITY 

TREASURER. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

City  Treasurer  Shall  File  Bond. 

Section  i.  That  the  City  Treasurer  before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  City  of 
Astoria  in  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  payable  in 
United  States  Gold  Coin,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully 
perform  his  duties  as  Treasurer,  and  will  account  for,  and 
pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  as  such 
Treasurer.  Provided,  that  an  additional  bond  containing 
the  same  terms  and  conditions,  in  such  sum  as  may  be 
named  by  the  Common  Council,  shall  be  given  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  when  required  and  deemed  proper  by  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council,  and  that  an  additional  bond  be,  and  the  same 
is  now  ordered  to  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  in  the  sum 
of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  containing  the  above  named 
terms  and  conditions,  and  to  remain  in  full  force  and  effect 
until  ordered  cancelled  by  the  Common  Council. 

Sureties  to  Justify. 

SEC.  2.  That  the  parties  who  are  sureties  upon  the 
bond  of  the  City  Treasurer,  shall  be  required  to  file  with 
the  bond,  affidavits  to  the  effect  that  they  are  worth  in  the 
aggregate,  over  and  above  all  debts  and  liabilities  and 
exclusive  of  property  exempt  fiom  execution  at  least  the 
amount  of  the  penal  bond. 

Salary  of  City  Treasurer. 

SEC.  3.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  receive  for  his 
services  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  month,  payable  as  the 
salaries  of  other  officers  of  the  City, 
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Duty  of  Treasurer. 

Sec,  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to 
make  a  quarterly  exhibit  to  the  Common  Council,  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  moneys  received 
from  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  specify  from  what  source 
such  moneys  were  received,  and  showing  the  amounts  paid 
out  from  each  fund  during  the  quarter,  and  the  balance  of 
money  or  other  property  remaining  in  his  hands  at  the 
close  of  the  quarter,  and  shall  accompany  such  exhibit  with 
a  schedule  of  all  warrants  paid  by  him  during  the  quarter, 
specifying  the  amount  and  number  of  each,  and  the  fund  out 
of  which  such  •mounts  were  paid.  Such  exhibit  shall  be 
made  on  the  first  day  of  January,  the  first  day  of  April,  the 
first  day  of  July,  and  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

To  Cancel  Warrants. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to 
cancel  every  warrant  paid  by  him,  writing  across  the  face 
of  the  same  the  word  “paid”  and  the  date  of  payment, 
either  by  writing  or  by  a  stamp,  and  said  warrants  so  can¬ 
celled,  shall  accompany  each  quarterly  exhibit. 

Warrants  to  be  Paid  in  Ord;r  of  Presentation. 

Sec.  6.  All  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  paid  in  the  order  of  their  presentation. 

Report  to  be  Published. 

Sec.  7.  The  quarterly  exhibit  of  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  and 
after  being  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  City  newspaper 
for  two  consecutive  days. 

Sec.  8,  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinence  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  367. 


DUTIES  AND  COMPENSATION  OF  CITY  SEXTON  AND 
REGULATIONS  CONCERNING  BURYING  THE 
DEAD. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Duty  of  Sexton. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Sexton  to 
take  charge  of  and  keep  in  repair  the  City  Cemetery  and  to 
sell  the  lots  therein,  as  provided  by  the  ordinances  of  this 
City.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  lots  or  blocks 
sold  by  him,  and  to  whom  sold,  of  the  names  and  ages  of  all 
persons  interred  therein,  and  the  date  of  interment,  also  the 
amount  of  money  received  through  the  sale  of  lots  or  other¬ 
wise,  all  of  which  he  shall  report  to  the  Common  Council  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

Compensation  for  Digging  Graves. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  and  the  exclusive  privi¬ 
lege  of  the  City  Sexton  to  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug,  all  graves 
for  the  purpose  of  interring  deceased  persons  in  such  Ceme¬ 
tery,  and  he  shall  receive  therefor,  the  following  compensa¬ 
tion — that  is  to  say;  for  every  double  grave  excavated  and 
filled  by  him,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  seven 
dollars,  for  every  single  grave  filled  and  excavated  by  him, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  $5.00,  which  sum 
shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons,  ordering  the  work 
done,  or  the  estate  of  the  deceased. 

Depth  of  Graves. 

Sec.  3.  The  depth  of  every  grave  in  which  any  adult 
is  interred  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  from  the  surface  to  the 
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top  of  the  coffin;  and  every  grave  in  which  is  interred  the 
body  of  a  child  under  eight  years  of  age,  shall  be  a  depth  of 
four  feet  from  the  surface  to  the  top  of  the  coffin. 

Disposal  of  Money  Received  From  the  Sale  of  Lots. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  any  money  for  the  sale  of 
Cemetery  lots  or  otherwise,  belonging  to  the  City  of  Astoria, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Sexton  to  pay  the  same  into 
the  City  Treasury  immediately,  aud  take  from  the  City 
Treasurer  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  he  shall 
immediately  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Clerk  of  the  City, 
and  the  other  he  shall  annex  to  his  report  to  be  sent  to  |the 
Common  Council. 

Penalty  for  Intering  Deceased  Person. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  inter  any  deceased  person  or  persons  in  any  other  portion 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  than  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
Cemetery,  and  any  person  or  persons  being  convicted  of 
doing  so,  before  the  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  twenty  days  until  such  fine  and  the  costs  of 
prosecution  are  paid. 


Approved  March  10  1880. 
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AN  ORDINANCE  ENTITLED  AN  ORDINANCE  PRESCRIB¬ 
ING  THE  DUTIES  AND  FIXING  THE  COMPENSA¬ 
TION  OF  THE  CITY  ATTORNEY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

City  Attorney  to  Report  to  Council  of  AH  Suits. 

Section  i.  The  City  Attorney  shall,  as  soon  as  prac¬ 
ticable,  report  to  the  Council  in  writing,  a  statement  of  all 
suits  or  actions  in  which  the  City  is  a  party,  which  may 
have  been  instituted,  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  or  settled 
by  him,  and  the  result  thereof,  and  he  shall  report  to  the 
Council  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time  the  condition,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  opinion  as  to  the  probable  result  of  any 
such  suit  or  action.  •  Provided,  that  the  foregoing  shall 
not  apply  to  actions  instituted  or  prosecuted  in  the  Police 
Court  of  the  City  for  violation  of  City  ordinances. 

No  Appeal  to  be  Taken  Unless  by  Order  of  Council. 

Sec.  2.  No  writ  of  review  or  appeal  shall  be  taken  by 
the  City  Attorney  in  any  action  or  suit  in  which  judgment 
shall  have  been  rendered  against  the  City,  unless  upon 
report  of  the  same  and  facts  concerning  the  same  to  the 
City  Council  by  the  City  Attorney,  the  Council  shall  order 
such  writ  or  appeal  to  be  taken. 

City  Attorney  to  Give  Opinions  in  Writing. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Attorney  shall,  whenever  requested 
by  the  Common  Council  or  any  committee  thereof,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable,  give  his  opinion  in  writing  upon  any 
question  or  questions  of  law,  or  construction  which  may 
arise  concerning  any  matter  under  consideration  by  said 
Council.  All  such]  requests  shall  be  made  to  the  City 
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Attorney  in  writing,  and  shall  state  clearly  the  question  or 
questions  upon  which  an  opinion  is  desired.  Shall  draft  all 
ordinances  and  oversee  the  draftings  of  all  street  notices, 
and  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Common  Council, 
except  in  case  of  sickness,  absence,  or  when  excused 

Salary  of. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Attorney  shall  receive  a  monthly 
salary  of  ninety  dollars,  payable  at  the  expiration  of  each 
month.  And  all  travelling  and  other  necessary  expenses 
which  shall  be  actually  incurred  on  account  of  City  busi¬ 
ness  while  absent  from  the  City.  Pay  to  commence  from 
the  1st  day  of  August,  1883. 

Sec.  8.  Ordinance  No.  439  and  all  other  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1012. 


AN  ORDINANCE  FIXING  THE  BOND  AND  SALARY  OF 
AND  PRESCRIBING  CERTAIN  DUTIES  OF  THE 
AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Auditor  Shall  Give  Bonds. 

Section  i.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  enter  into 
an  official  bond  or  undertaking  to,  and  with  the  City  of 
Astoria,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
with  two  or  more  sureties,  who  shall  be  residents  of  Clatsop 
county  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  and  who  shall  each  justify 
on  said  bond,  by  taking  an  oath  before  an  officer  authorized 
to  administer  the  same,  to  the  effect  that  he  is  a  resident 
and  householder  or  freeholder  in  said  county  and  state,  and 
thet  he  is  worth  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  over  and  above  his  just  debts  and  liabilities  and  prop¬ 
erty  exempt  from  execution. 

Office  Hours  of. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  keep  his 
office  open  each  day,  Sundays  excepted,  from  9  o’clock  A. 
M.  to  12  o’clock  M.,  and  from  1  o’clock  P.  M.  to  4  o’clock 
P.  M.  He  shall  keep  proper  records  and  books  of  account, 
showing  all  the  business  transactions  in  and  through  his 
office,  and  all  his  doings  as  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and 
shall  keep  and  preserve  all  books  and  documents  belonging 
to  the  City,  and  not  properly  in  the  custody  of  any  other 
officer  of  the  City,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
prescribed  by  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 
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Salary  of. 

SEC.  3.  That  from  and  after  the  5th  day  of  March, 
1893,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  receive' a  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year,  payable  monthly,  for  his  ser¬ 
vices  as  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Not  Entitled  to  Receive  Fees. 

Sec.  4.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  or  collect  of  any  person  any  fee  whatso¬ 
ever,  for  the  issuing  of  any  license  or  taking  any  bond  or 
other  paper  required  by  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  As¬ 
toria  to  be  issued  by  him. 

Sec  5.  Ordinance  No.  442,  entitled  “An  ordinance 
fixing  the  bond  and  salary  of,  and  prescribing  certain  duties 
of  the  Auditor  and  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Astoria,”  approved 
January  25,  1882,  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  September  16,  1887. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  151. 


AN  ORDINANCE  FIXING  THE  PAY  OR  COMPENSATION 
OF  THE  CHIEF'  OF  POLICE  AND  POLICEMEN  OF 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Compensation  of  Police  Officers. 

Section  i  .  That  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of 
January,  1892,  and  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Common 
Council,  the  pay  or  compensation  of  each  and  every  regular 
policeman  employed  by  the  City  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
fixed  at  the  sum  of  Seventy  Five  dollars  per  month  in  coin. 


Compensation  of  Chief  of  Police. 

SEC.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  date  mentioned  in  the 
first  section,  and  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Common 
Council,  the  pay  or  compensation  of  the  Chief  of  Police  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  per  month  in  coin. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor. 


Approved  December  6,  1876. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  184. 

DEFINING  THE  DUTIES,  POWERS  AND  COMPENSATION 
OF  THE  OFFICERS  CONSTITUTING  THE  STREET 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Who  Constitutes  the  Street  Department. 

Section  i.  '  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
ways,  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  City  Surveyor  shall 
constitute  a  Street  Department. 

Duty  of  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
shall  have  special  supervision  over  all  streets  and  public 
ways,  and  over  the  other  officers  of  the  street  department. 

Street  Department  to  Have  Charge  of  Survey. 

Sec.  3.  The  street  department  shall  have  charge  of 
all  engineering  and  public  surveying  to  be  done  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  including  the  care  of  all  pub¬ 
lic  streets,  alleys,  roads,  highways,  parks,  ground,  sewers 
and  bridges,  and  the  surveying  of  all  lines  of  lots,  streets, 
alleys  and  sidewalks,  and  other  lines  which  may  be  survey¬ 
ed  by  the  authority  of  the  Common  Council,  and  of  all 
street  improvements  and  repairs. 

Surveying  to  be  Done  by  City  Surveyor. 

Sec.  4.  All  such  engineering  and  surveying  shall  be 
done  by  the  City  Surveyor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Field  Notes,  Maps,  Plans,  etc.,  to  be  Copied  by  Surveyor. 

Sec.  5.  The  field  notes,  maps  plans,  and  tables  of 
all  surveys,  including  those  made  for  estimates  for  improve¬ 
ments,  or  repairs  on  streets,  (except  the  setting  or  resetting 
of  temporary  stakes  for  improvements  or  testing  the  accu- 
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racy  of  said  improvements)  shall  be  copied  by  the  City 
Surveyor  into  a  record  field  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  and  shall  be  properly  indexed,  designating  the  street 
or  locality  of  the  survey  for  convienent  reference. 

Temporary  Monuments. 

Sec.  6.  Where  there  are  no  permanent  monuments, 
the  City  Surveyor  shall  place  upon  all  lines  hereafter  run, 
temporary  monuments  with  proper  bearings  and  distances, 
said  temporary  monuments  to  be  made  in  as  permanent  a 
manner  as  circumstances  will  admit  of,  and  shall  not  be 
more  than  600  feet  apart. 

Temporary  Bench  Marks. 

Sec.  7'.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  place  temporary 
bench  marks  on  all  lines  hereafter  run  with  level  for  estab¬ 
lishing  grade  for  streets,  sewers  and  drains,  which  shall  be 
placed  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  apart. 

Table  of  Grades  to  be  Compiled. 

SEC.  8.  The  table  of  grade  of  streets  shall  be  compil¬ 
ed  from  time  to  time  by  the  City  Surveyor,  as  additions  to 
changes  are- made  by  order  of  the  Common  Council,  and  the 
new  table  shall  be  recorded  by  him  in  the  record  field  book, 
kept  for  that  purpose. 

All  Records  the  Property  of  the  City. 

Sec.  9.  All  records,  field  books,  maps,  plans  and 
tables  relating  to  surveys  made  by  order  of  the  Common 
Council,  or  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways,  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  City  ot  Astoria,  and  shall  be  handed 
over  by  the  City  Surveyor  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Superintendent  of  Streets  to  Assist  Surveyor. 

Sec.  10.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  assist 
the  City  Surveyor  in  all  surveys  whenever  he  can  be  spared 
from  his  other  duties,  and  the  City  Surveyor  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  one  chain  bearer  or  staffsman  when  such  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  is  otherwise  employed,  and  such  other 
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assistance  as  the  Common  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
direct  to  be  employed. 

To  Perform  Duties  Prescribed  by  Council. 

Sec.  i  1.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  Common  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
direct. 

Compensation  of. 

Sec.  12.  The  compensation  of  the  City  Surveyor 
shall  be  five  dollars  per  day,  and  of  his  assistants  (except 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets)  three  dollars  per  day.  Ten 
hours  actual  service  shall  constitute  a  day  under  this  ordi¬ 
nance. 

Must  Make  flonthly  Statement. 

Sec.  13.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  make  under  oath, 
or  affirmation,  a  written  statement  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month  showing  the  kind  of  work  performed  for  the  City  by 
him  and  his  assistants,  for  the  month  just  then  past,  the 
number  of  days  and  parts  of  days  actually  employed  for  the 
City  by  each,  and  such  information  in  relation  thereto,  as 
the  Common  Council  may  require. 

Superintendent  of  Streets  to  Have  General  Supervision  of  Streets. 

Sec.  14.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  have  the 
general  supervision  of  all  streets,  roads,  alleys,  sidewalks, 
pavements  and  public  grounds  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways, 
and  shall  report  from  time  to  time  to  such  Committee  such 
work,  alterations,  repairs  or  improvements,  as  may  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  the  public  grounds,  or  the  streets  in  front  of  public 
property,  together  with  the  best  manner  of  doing  the  same. 
Duty  of  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

SEC.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  superintend  the  grading,  planking  and  repairing 
of  all  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks,  and  all  other  public  im¬ 
provements  of  the  City,  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  by 
ordinance  be  placed  in  his  charge,  or  under  his  supervision. 
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Shall  Remove  Obstructions. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  all  obstructions 
from  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks  and  public  grounds  of 
the  City,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance. 

Shall  Remove  Nuisances. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  to  cause  the  removal  of  all  nuisances  from  the 
streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  within  the  limits  of  the 
City,  and  the  necessary  expense  of  such  removal  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  City  treasury  when  the  person  or  persons 
causing  or  permitting  such  nuisance  cannot  be  found. 

Shall  Act  as  Assistant  to  Surveyor. 

Sec.  iS.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  act  as 
assistant  to  the  City  Surveyor,  whenever  he  can  do  so  with¬ 
out  conflicting  with  his  other  duties,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  now,  or  may  be  hereafter,  required  of 
him  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  or 
by  the  Committee  on  the  Streets  and  Public  \Va3rs.  It  shall 
further  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  ordinances  relating  to 
streets  are  strictly  enforced,  and  to  make  complaint  before 
the  Police  Judge  of  all  violations  of  such  ordinances. 

To  Make  Monthly  Report. 

Sec.  19.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  Common  Council,  showing  the  condition  of 
the  work  of  the  street  department,  and  such  other  matters 
as  may  be  required  of  him. 

Compensation  of  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  20.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  receive 
as  compensation  for  his  services  heretofore  set  forth,  a  stated 
salary  of  eighty  dollars  per  month.  He  shall  remain  in, 
and  keep  his  office  open  from  10  o’clock  A.  M.  to  12  M., 
and  from  4  o’clock  P.  M.  to  6  o’clock  P.  M.,  of  each  day. 

Sec.  21.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  June  8,  1877. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  1361. 

AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  SU¬ 
PERINTENDENT  OF1  STREETS  AND  FIXING  HIS 
SALARY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Superintendent  of  Streets  to  Have  Control  of  Streets. 

Section  i  .  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  have 
the  general  supervision  of  all  streets,  alleys,  roads,  side¬ 
walks,  pavements  and  public  grounds  in  the  City  of  Astoria 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways  of  the  Common  Council,  and  shall  report  from  time 
to  time  to  such  Committee  such  work,  alterations,  repairs  or 
improvements  as  may  be  necessary,  together  with  the  best 
manner  of  doing  the  same. 

Duty  of. 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Public  Ways,  to  superintend  the  grading,  planking  and  re¬ 
pairing  of  all  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks,  and  all  other 
improvements  of  the  City  which  may  have  been,  or  may 
hereafter  by  ordinance  be  placed  in  their  charge  or  under 
their  supervision. 

To  Remove  Obstructions. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  oi 
Streets,  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed,  all  obstructions 
from  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks  and  public  grounds  of  the 
City,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance. 

Shall  Act  as  Assistant  to  Surveyor. 

Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  act  as 
assistant  to  the  City  Surveyor,  whenever  he  can  do  so  with-

out  conflicting  with  his  other  duties,  and  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereinafter  prescribed  by  ordi¬ 
nance.  He  shall  see  that  all  ordinances  relating  to  streets 
are  strictly  enforced,  and  make  complaint  to  the  City  Attor¬ 
ney  of  all  violations  thereof. 

To  See  That  Streets  are  Kept  in  Repair. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Public  Ways,  to  see  that  all  improved  streets  are  kept  in 
good  repair,  and  to  repair  and  replank  any  part  thereof  when 
ordered  so  to  do,  when  in  their  opinion  the  same  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public. 

Shail  Collect  Road  Taxes. 

Sec,  6.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  collect  all 
road  taxes  within  the  City  limits,  and  turn  the  same  over 
to  the  City  Treasurer  as  soon  as  collected,  taking  receipts 
therefor.  He  shall  report  the  amount  of  such  collection 
to  the  Council  every  month.  All  receipts  for  road  taxes 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  num¬ 
bered  consecutively,  and  shall  be  charged  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  when  delivered,  and  he  shall  return  the 
stubs  and  all  unused  receipts  to  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge. 

/lust  Attend  Meetings  of  the  Council  —  Salary  of. 

Sec.  7.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Common  Council  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Common  Council. 
He  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Council,  showing  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  work  of  the  Street  Department,  and  such  other 
matters  as  shall  be  required  ol  him.  He  shall  receive  a 
monthly  salary  of  eighty  dollars  per  month  for  his  services. 
He  shall  be  entitled  to  one  deputy  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Common  Council,  and  such  deputy  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  employed  by  the  City. 
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Sec.  8.  That  Sections  io,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19  and 
20,  of  ordinance  No.  184,  entitled,  “Defining  the  duties 
and  powers  and  compensation  of  the  officers  constituting  the 
street  department,’’  approved  June  8,  1877,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  FURTHER  DEFINE  AND  REGULATE 
THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Ne  Officer  to  be  Absent  from  City  Without  Permit. 

Section  i.  That  no  officer  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  absent  himself  from  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  for  over  forty- eight  hours  without  first  obtaining 
permission  in  writing  so  to  do  as  herein  provided,  that  is  to 
say:  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  City  Attorney  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  apply  fcr  per¬ 
mission  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  or  President  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil;  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  and  Police 
officers  to  the  Police  Commission.  Said  permission  shall 
state  the  period  for  which  s-uch  absence  is  granted  and 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

Officer  to  forfeit  Salary  if  Absent  Without  Permit. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  anyone  of  said  officers  shall  absent 
himself  from  the  City  for  over  forty-eight  hours  without 
having  obtained  permission  so  to  do  as  provided  in  Section 
1 ,  he  shall  forfeit  his  salary  during  such  absence  and  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Common  Council  may  be  suspended 
from  his  office. 

Auditor  and  City  Attorney  May  Appoint  a  Deputy. 

Sec.  3.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  City  At¬ 
torney  may  appoint  a  deputy  to  act  during  such  ab  ence, 
but  such  deputy  shall  be  paid  by  such  officers  and  shall  re¬ 
ceive  no  pay  from  the  City.  Such  deputies  when  so  ap¬ 
pointed  shall  qualify  by  taking  the  oath  of  office  as  pre- 
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scribed  for  officers  of  the  City  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Astoria. 

Sec.  4.  That  Ordinance  No.  376,  entitled  “To  fur¬ 
ther  define  and' regulate  the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,”  is  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1067. 


AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  THE  MAYOR  TO  AP¬ 
POINT  THE  SEVERAL  COMMITTEES  OF  THE 
COMMON  COUNCIL,  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THEIR 
DUTIES  AND  FOR  SUSPENSION  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

riayor  to  Appoint  Committees. 

SECTION  i.  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  appoint  the  following  standing  committees  on  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Council  in  January  of  each  year,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  convenient;  a  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Public  Ways;  a  Committee  on  Public  Property;  a  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Fire  and  Water;  a  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means; 
a  Committee  on  Health  and  Police;  a  Committee  on  Whar¬ 
ves  and  Water  Frontage. 


Committees  to  Consist  of  Three  Members. 

Sec.  2.  Such  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  and  shall  have  such  powers  and  duties  as  is,  or  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 


Duty  of  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committe  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  powers  prescribed  by  the  ordinan¬ 
ces  of  the  City,  have  the  power,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  such 
Committee,  to  suspend  any  officer  belonging  to  the  street 
department,  for  the  causes,  and  in  the  manner  in  this  ordi¬ 
nance  provided.  To  order  the  repair  of  streets  with  old 
and  sound  planks,  except  in  crossings  where,  if  neccessary 
new  planks  may  be  used,  the  expense  of  the  same  to  be  pai 
out  of  the  general  fund,  and  also  to  authorize  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  to  hire  additional  help  if  the  same  be  nee 
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essary,  and  to  perform  such  other  work  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  assigned  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Repealed  by  Charter  appointing  Police  Com¬ 
mission. 

Duty  of  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water. 

Sec.  5.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  duties  provided  by  ordinance  have  power, 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  have  a  general  supervision  over 
the  Fire  department,  and  see  that  the  apparatus  of  such  de¬ 
partment  is  in  order.  To  see  that  the  various  officers  of 
the  department  perform  their  respective  duties,  and  perform 
such  other  work  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  assigned  by 
the  Council. 

Duties  of  Other  Committees. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  Whar¬ 
ves  and  Water  Frontage,  and  Public  Property,  shall  per¬ 
form  the  duties  prescribed  by  ordinance,  and  such  other 
work  as  the  Council  may  assign. 

Sec.  7.  Repealed  by  Charter  appointing  Police  Com¬ 
mission. 

Suspension  of  Officers  by  Committees. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  of  suspension  of  an  officer  by  a  Com¬ 
mittee,  such  Committee  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  such  suspension  furnish  to  the  Council,  by  filing  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  written 
charges  against  such  officer  suspended,  specifying  the 
grounds  of  suspension,  and  within  the  same  time  shall 
cause  to  be  served  upon  the  accused  a  copy  of  such  char¬ 
ges. 

Charges  to  be  Furnished  the  Officer. 

Sec.  9.  On  or  before  the  next  Council  meeting  after 
charges  shall  be  furnished  by  such  Committee  against  an 
officer,  the  Council  shall  fix  a  time  for  the  trial  of  such 
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charges,  and  notify  the  accused  thereof,  which  time  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  days,  nor  more  than  one  wTeek  there¬ 
after.  At  the  time  appointed  the  Council  shall  meet  and 
proceed  to  hear,  consider  and  decide  upon  such  charges. 
The  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  defend  in  person  or  by 
counsel.  The  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  administer  oaths, 
and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Council  to  punish  for 
contempt. 

Punishment  of  Officer. 

Sec.  10.  If  the  accused  be  found  not  guilty  of  an  of¬ 
fense,  or  malfeasance,  or  inattention,  or  incompetency  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  charges,  he  shall  be  re-instated.  If  guilty,  he 
may  be  suspended  or  removed  from  office  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Council,  as  provided  in  Section  36,  Chapter  5,  of  the 
Charter.  If  he  be  re-instated  by  the  Council,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  his  pay  the  same  as  if  he  had  not  been  suspend¬ 
ed.  If  he  be  suspended  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  pay  dur¬ 
ing  the  time  his  suspension  shall  continue.  If  he  be  re¬ 
moved  from  office  his  pay  shall  cease  from  the  time  of  his 
suspension.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANNER  OF  CON¬ 
DUCTING  CITY  elections;  PRESCRIBING  THE 
MANNER  OF  MAKING  NOMINATIONS  OF  CANDI¬ 
DATES;  PROVIDING  FOR  PRINTING  AND  DIS¬ 
TRIBUTING  BALLOTS  BY  PUBLIC  OFFICERS  AT 
PUBLIC  EXPENSE,  AND  ADOPTING  THE  AUS¬ 
TRALIAN  BALLOT  SYSTEM. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Auditor  to  Give  Ten  Days  Notice. 

Section  i.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  give 
ten  days  notice  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  of  each  general  election,  the 
officers  to  be  elected  thereat,  and  the  place  designated  in 
each  ward  for  holding  the  election  therein,  and  the  judges 
and  clerks  appointed  to  conduct  the  same. 

Election  to  be  Governed  by  Australian  Ballot  Law. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  matters  concerning  municipal  elections 
not  in  this  ordinance  or  in  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
provided  for,  shall  be  regulated  and  governed  by  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  what  is  known  as  the  “  Australian  Ballot  Law  ” 
now  in  force  in  this  State,  which  said  law  was  approved 
February  13th,  1891,  and  was  entitled  “An  Act  fixing  the 
time  for  holding  elections  ;  regulating  the  manner  of  con¬ 
ducting  State,  District,  County  and  precinct  elections  ; 
prescribing  the  manner  of  making  nominations  of  candi¬ 
dates  ;  providing  for  printing  and  distributing  ballots  by 
public  officers  at  public  expense  ;  to  prevent  fraud  and  pun¬ 
ish  crime  affecting  the  right  of  suffrage  ;  to  repeal  all  of  an 
act  and  acts  and  general  laws  of“  the  State  that  have  or  may 
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hereafter  be  passed  or  enacted  as  amendatory  of  said  law  or 
act.’’’ 


Council  to  Appoint  Three  Judges. 

SEC.  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  appoint  for  each 
election,  three  capable  and  discreet  persons  possessing  the 
qualifications  of  electors  for  each  election  precinct,  who 
shall  not  be  all  of  the  same  political  party,  to  act  as  judges 
of  elections,  and  shall  designate  one  of  the  three  to  be 
chairman;  and  shall  also  appoint  two  suitable  persons  for 
each  election  precinct,  having  the  qualification  of  electors 
and  who  shall  be  of  different  political  paities,  to  act  as 
clerks  of  such  election.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall 
make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  immediately 
after  the  appointment  of  the  said  judges  and  clerks,  a  notice 
thereof,  in  writing,  directed  to  each  judge  and  each  clerk  so 
appointed. 

Notice  of  Election. 

SEC.  4.  Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  said 
judges  and  clerks,  before  any  general  election,  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  shall  deliver  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  three 
notices  of  the  election  for  each  precinct  in  said  City.  Said 
notice  shall  be  in  the  following  form  : 

ELECTION  NOTICE.

Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 
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Chief  of  Police  to  Serve  Notices. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  within 
thirty  days,  in  the  ease  of  any  general  election,  after  the 
receipt  of  said  notices,  to  serve  the  notices  of  appointment 
upon  each  of  the  said  judges  and  clerks,  and  post  the  three 
election  notices  in  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of  each  poll¬ 
ing  place. 

Judges  and  Clerks  to  Heet  at  Polling  Places. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  judges  and  clerks  shall  meet  at  their 
respective  polling  places  designated  in  said  notices  at  the 
time  prescribed  for  holding  a  general  or  special  election, 
to  act  as  judges  and  clerks  of  said  election.  The  judge 
appointed  chairman  by  the  Common  Council,  shall  act  as 
chairman,  if  he  be  present,  and  if  not,  the  judges  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  chairman. 

Judges  and  Clerks  to  Take  Oath. 

Sec.  6.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  the  said  judges  and  clerks  shall  each  take  and  sub¬ 
scribe  the  following  oath  in  each  of  the  poll  books,  which 
oath  shall  be  administered  by  any  officer  authorized  to  ad¬ 
minister  oaths,  or  the  chairman,  if  he  be  present,  and  if  not, 
then  by  one  of  the  judges. 

I, - ,  do  solemnly  swear  (  or  affirm  )  that 

I  will  perform  the  duties  of  judge  of  election  (or  clerk  as 
the  case  may  be  ),  according  to  law  ,  that  I  will  studiously 
endeavor  to  prevent  fraud,  deceit  and  abuse  in  conducting 
the  election. 

Failure  of  Judge  to  Attend  —  Electors  to  Elect. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  one  or  more  of  said  judges  of  election 
shall  not  be  present  at  the  time  prescribed  for  opening  the 
polls,  the  electors  present  may  elect  a  qualified  person  from 
their  number  to  act  as  judge  of  election. 

Clerks  Failing  to  Attend  to  be  Appointed. 

SEC.  8.  In  case  one  or  more  of  said  clerks  shall  not 
ibe  present  at  the  time  of  opening  the  polls,  the  judges  of 
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election  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  act  as  clerk  of 
said  election. 

Hour  of  Opening  and  Closing  of  Polls. 

Sec.  9.  All  general  elections  hereinafter  held  in  this 
City,  shall  be  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  the  hour  of  8  in  the  fore¬ 
noon,  and  continue  open  until  6  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  same  day,  at  which  time  the  polls  shall  be  closed. 
Prior  to  opening  the  polls,  the  chairman  of  said  judges  of 
election  shall  make  public  proclamation  of  the  same,  and 
thirty  minutes  before  closing  of  the  polls,  public  proclama¬ 
tion  shall  be  made  by  the  same  officer,  that  the  polls  will 
be  closed  in  half  an  hour.  The  ballot  boxes,  poll  books, 
ballot  stubs  and  tally  sheets  shall,  be  constantly  kept 
together  in  the  presence  and  view  of  at  least  four  of  the 
said  officers,  from  the  opening  of  the  polls  until  the  count  is 
completed,  and  the  returns  signed  and  sealed  as  hereinafter 
provided  ;  and  after  the  count  is  once  begun,  it  shall  con¬ 
tinue  until  it  is  fully  completed  without  any  adjournment, 
and  in  the  presence  of  all  the  judges  and  clerks. 

Duty  of  Judges  to  Challenge  Voter. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  judge  or  clerk 
of  election,  or  any  elector  present,  to  challenge  any  person 
offering  to  vote,  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect  not  to  be 
qualified  as  an  elector. 

Oath  of  Voter  Challenged. 

Sec.  II.  If  any  person  offering  to  vote  is  challenged 
as  unqualified  by  any  one  enumerated  in  section  10,  the 
the  chairman  of  the  said  judges  shall  administer  to  him  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation  :  “  You  do  solemnly  swear  or 

affirm,  that  you  will  fully  and  truly  answer  all  such  ques¬ 
tions  as  shall  be  put  to  you  touching  your  place  of  residence 
and  qualifications  as  an  elector  at  this  election.  The 
chairman  shall  then  propound  such  questions  to  the  person 
challenged  as  may  be  necessary  to  test  his  qualifications  as 
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an  elector  at  that  election.  The  judges  may  hear  such 
other  testimony  and  consider  such  other  evidence  as  is 
proper  upon  the  question.  If  all  the  judges  cannot  agree, 
the  majority  of  the  judges  shall  decide  the  matter. 

Voter  Refusing  to  Take  Oath,  Vote  Rejected. 

SEC.  12.  If  the  person  challenged  shall  refuse  to  an¬ 
swer  fully  any  question  touching  his  qualifications  as  an 
elector,  which  shall  be  put  to  him,  the  judges  shall  reject 
his  vote. 

Judge  Shall  Administer  Oath  to  Voter. 

SEC.  13.  If  the  challenge  be  not  withdrawn  after  the 
person  offering  to  vote  shall  have  answered  the  questions 
put  to  him  as  aforesaid,  the  chairman  of  said  judges  shall 
administer  to  him  the  following  oath. 

Oath  of  Voter. 

“  You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  are  a  citi- 
izen  of  the  United  States,  or  have  declared  your  intention 
to  become  such  one  year  next  preceding  this  election  ;  that 
you  are  of  the  age  of  twenty -one  years  ;  that  you  have  been 
a  resident  of  this  state  for  six  months  and  the  City  of 
Astoria  for  three  months  next  preceding  this  election,  and 
that  you  have  resided  in  this  ward  for  ten  days  next  preced¬ 
ing  this  election  ;  that  you  have  not  yet  voted  at  this  elec¬ 
tion,  and  that  your  true  name  is  as  you  represent  it  to  be." 

Clerk  Shall  Write  Word  “  Challenged  ”  on  Poll  Book. 

SEC.  14.  Whenever  any  person’s  right  to  vote  shall  be 
challenged,  and  he  has  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by  section 
13,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  election  to  write  on 
the  poll  books  at  the  end  of  such  person’s  name,  the  words, 
“  challenged  and  sworn,”  and  the  further  words  “rejected,” 
or  “voted,”  according  to  the  fact. 

Rules  Governing  Qualification  and  Residence. 

SEC.  15.  The  judges  of  election  in  determining  the 
residence  and  qualifications  of  persons  offering  to  vote,  shall 
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be  governed  by  the  following  rules,  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  applicable. 

Place  of  Residence. 

1 .  The  place  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  the 
residence  of  a  person  in  which  his  habitation  is  fixed,  and 
to  which,  whenever  he  is  absent  he  has  the  intention  of  re¬ 
turning. 

When  Residence  Lost. 

2.  A  person  shall  not  be  considered  or  held  to  have 
lost  his  residence  who  shall  leave  his  home  and  go  into 
another  state  or  territory,  or  county  of  this  state  for  a  tem¬ 
porary  purpose  only. 

3.  A  person  shall  not  be  considered  or  held  to  have 
gained  a  residence  in  any,  county  of  this  state  into  which 
he  has  come  for  a  temporary  purpose  only,  without  the 
intention  of  making  said  county  his  home;  but  with  the 
intention  of  leaving  the  .same  when  he  shall  have  accom¬ 
plished  the  business  that  brought  him  into  it. 

4.  If  a  person  remove  to  any  other  state,  or  to 

any  of  the  territories,  with  the  intention  of  making  it  his 

permanent  home,  he  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  have 
lost  his  residence  in  this  state. 

Married  Man’s  Residence. 

5.  The  place  where  a  married  man’s  family  reside 
shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  his  residence. 

Un= Harried  Han’s  Residence. 

6.  The  place  where  an  un-married  man  sleeps  shall  be 
considered  and  held  to  be  his  residence. 

When  Voter  Looses  Residence. 

7.  If  a  person  shall  go  from  this  state  into  any  other 
state  or  territory  and  there  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage, 
he  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  have  lost  his  residence 

in  this  state. 
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Must  Vote  in  Ward. 

8.  All  the  qualified  voters  shall  vote  in  the  ward  in 
the  city  where  they  may  reside. 

Judges  Shall  Show  Ballot  Boxes. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  che  duty  of  the  judges  of  election 
or  the  chairman  thereoi,  immediately,  before  the  proclama¬ 
tion  is  made  of  the  opening  of  the  pells,  to  open  the  ballot 
boxes  in  the  presence  of  the  people  there  assembled,  and 
turn  the  same  upside  down,  so  as  to  empty  the  said  boxes 
of  anything  that  may  be  in  them,  and  then  lock  said  boxes 
securely,  and  they  shall  not  be  re-opened  until  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  counting  the  ballots  therein,  at  the  close  of  the  elec¬ 
tion.  During  the  election  one  of  the  judges  other  than  the 
chairman,  shall  have  the  custodj’  of  the  keys. 

Persons  Not  to  Stand  Within  Fifty  Feet  of  Polls. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  approach  or  stand  within 
fifty  feet  of  the  polls  when  open  for  the  puipose  of  receiv¬ 
ing  votes,  except  such  peace  officers  as  are  particularity 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  judges  to  preserve  order  or  en¬ 
force  the  law  within  such  limits,  and  electors  actually  de¬ 
siring  and  proceeding  to  vote,  and  but  ten  electors  shall  be 
permitted  to  approach  the  polls  within  fifty  feet  at  the  same 
time.  Provided;  however,  that  the  said  judges  of  election 
shall,  if  requested,  permit  one  person  from  each  political 
party,  selected  by  the  party  to  stand  outside  of  the  guard 
rail  at  the  polls,  while  open  for  receiving  votes  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  challenging  voters,  and  the  said  judges  of  election 
shall,  if  requested  permit  the  respective  candidates,  or  some 
person  selected  by  a  candidate  or  by  several  candi¬ 
dates,  or  by  a  political  party,  to  be  present  in  the  room  but 
outside  of  the  guard  rail,  where  the  said  judges  are,  during 
the  time  of  receiving  and  counting  the  vo  es.  Such  selec¬ 
tion  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  writing  signed  by  the  chair¬ 
man  and  secretary  of  such  political  party,  or  by  the  candi¬ 
date  or  candidates  and  presented  too  and  filed  with  the 
judges. 
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Judges  Have  Authority  of  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  18.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  elections  and 
preserving  order  at  the  polls  the  judges  of  election  are  here¬ 
by  appointed,  and  invested  with  the  jurisdiction  and  au¬ 
thority  of  justices  of  the  peace  during  the  time  of  holding- 
elections;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  to  impose  and  enforce  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the 
school  fund,  on  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  conduct 
themselves  in  a  disorderly  or  riotous  manner  at  the  polls, 
and  shall  persist  in  such  conduct  after  having  been  warned 
of  the  consequences,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  move  from  the 
polls  fifty  feet  when  directed,  or  any  person  who  shall  be 
detected  in  the  commission,  in  the  immediate  presence  of 
the  judges,  of  any  offense  defined  by  this  act,  and  on  the 
refusal  or  neglect  to  forthwith  pay  the  same  to  the  chair¬ 
man  to  commit  him  or  them  to  the  Common  jail  of  the 
County  for  any  time  not  exceeding  twenty-five  days,  or  until 
the  fine  is  paid;  and  the  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable 
and  jailor,  and  policemen  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town 
are  hereby  required  to  forthwith  execute  said  order,  as 
though  it  had  been  issued  by  a  magistrate  in  form  of  law. 
If  no  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable  or  policeman  be  pres¬ 
ent  the  judges  may  appoint  a  special  constable  or  consta¬ 
bles  to  execute  their  orders. 


Compensation  of  Judges  and  Clerks. 

Sec.  19.  There  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Common 
Council  to  the  several  judges  and  clerks  of  elections  three 
dollars  per  day  while  holding  elections.

Within  one  hour  after  the  poll  books  are 
signed  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section  20,  the  ballot 
boxes  shall  be  opened  and  the  ballots  taken  out  one  at  a 
time  by  the  chairman,  who  shall  read  and  announce  dis¬

Ballot  Box  to  be  Conveyed  to  Auditor. 

Sec.  25.  One  of  the  tally -sheets,  the  poll-book,  which 
was  kept  by  the  second  clerk,  the  ballots  and  stubs,  the 
ballot-boxes,  and  remaining  supplies  shall  be  forthwith  con¬ 
veyed  by  one  of  the  judges  or  clerks  of  the  election,  to  be 
agreed  upon  for  that  purpose  by  the  judges  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  The  remaining  tally- sheet  and  poll-book, 
enclosed  in  an  envelope  and  cover,  and  sealed  securely,  as 
aforesaid,  addressed  and  endorsed  on  the  outside,  so  that  the 
same  can  be  identified,  shall  be  forthwith  deposited  with  one 
of  the  Judges  not  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  judge  or 
clerk  who  conveys  the  duplicates  to  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  to  be  kept  by  him  safely  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
proper  court. 

Only  White  Ballots  to  be  Counted. 

Sec.  26.  In  the  canvass  of  the  votes  only  white  bal¬ 
lots  furnished  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  count¬ 
ed,  and  any  ballot  from  which  it  is  impossible  to  determine 
the  electors  choice  for  any  of  the  offices  shall  be  void  and 
shall  not  be  counted. 

Judges  to  Envelope  Rejected  Ballots. 

Sec.  27.  The  judges  shall  carefully  envelope  all  bal¬ 
lots  cast  which  are  rejected  or  defective  and  not  counted  for 
any  office,  and  seal  the  same  securely  and  address  the  same 
to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  endorse  the  same  so 
they  may  be  identified,  and  shall  transmit  the  same  along 
with  the  other  ballots  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  afore¬ 
said.  The  Chairman  shall  write  with  pen  and  ink  upon  the 
back  of  every  such  ballot,  immediately  after  the  same  is 
discovered,  the  words  “wholly  defective,”  and  sign  his 
initials  thereto. 

How  to  Determine  Voters  Choice. 

SEC.  28.  Any  ballot  from  which  it  is  possible  to 
determine  the  electors  choice,  for  a  part  of  the  offices  shall 
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be  counted  for  such  part,  and '  the  remainder  of  the  ballot 
from  which  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  elector’s  choice, 
shall  be  void  as  to  such  defective  part,  and  such  defective 
part  shall  not  be  counted.  The  judges  shall  disregard  mis¬ 
spelling  or  abbreviations  of  the  names  of  the  candidates  lor 
office,  if  it  can  be  ascertained  from  such  ballot  for  whom  it 
was  intended.  Every  such  ballot  not  counted  for  any  party, 
shall  be  immediately  endorsed  on  the  back  thereof,  with 

pen  and  ink  by  the  chairman.  “Not  counted  for - ” 

(stating  what  office  or  offices),  who  shall  sign  his  initials 
therto. 

Convention  of  Delegates  —  What  to  Contain. 

Sec.  29.  Any  convention  of  delegates,  and  any  assem¬ 
bly  of  electors,  as  hereinafter  defined,  and  also  individual 
electors  to  the  number  hereinafter  specified,  by  causing  a 
certificate  of  nomination  to  be  duly  prepared  and  filed  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  may  nominate  one  candi¬ 
date  for  each  public  office  to  be  filled  at  the  election,  whose 
name  shall  lie  placed  upon  the  ballots  to  be  furnished  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided.  A  convention  of  delegates  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  is  an  organized  body  of  delegates  rep¬ 
resenting  a  political  party  which  at  the  next  election  pre¬ 
ceding,  polled  at  least  3  per  cent,  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in 
the  city.  An  assembly  of  electors,  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act,  is  an  organized  body  of  not  less  than  100  electors 
of  the  city . 

Certificates  of  Nomination —  How  Made. 

Sec.  30.  Every  such  certificate  of  nomination  made 
by  such  convention  or  assembly,  may  contain  the  name  of 
one  candidate  for  each  office  to  be  filled  at  the  election.  It 
shall  state  such  facts  concerning  the  convention  or  assembly 
as  are  required  by  section  3 1  of  this  act,  for  its  acceptance, 
and  as  are  required  to  be  stated  therein,  by  section  34  of 
this  act.  In  conclusion,  it  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding 
officer  and  the  secretary  of  the  convention  or  assembly  by 
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which  it  purports  to  be  made,  and  an  affidavit  shall  be  made 
thereon  by  such  presiding  officer  and  secretary,  and  sub¬ 
scribed  and  sworn  to  (or  affirmed)  by  them  before  some 
person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  the  effect  that  the 
statements  therein  are  true,  and  the  certificate  of  the  oath 
or  affirmation  shall  accompany  the  certificate  of  nomination. 

Certificates  of  Nomination  to  be  Signed  by  Fifty  Electors. 

Sec.  31.  Every  such  certificate  of  nomination  made 
by  individual  electors  as  aforesaid  of  a  candidate  for  any 
office  to  be  filled  by  the  electors  of  the  city  shall  be  signed 
by  not  less  than  fifty  (50)  electors  of  the  city,  and  of  a 
candidate  tor  any  office  to  be  filled  by  the  electors  of  a 
ward,  shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  ten  (10)  electors  of 
such  ward.  Each  elector  signing  a  certificate  of  nomina¬ 
tion,  shall  add  to  his  signa.ure  his  place  of  residence,  with 
the  street  and  number  thereof,  if  any,  and  each  elector  shall 
be  qualified  to  subscribe  to  only  one  such  certificate  of  nom¬ 
ination,  for  each  office  to  be  filled  at  the  election.  At  least 
two  of  the  signers  to  each  certificate  of  nomination  made  by 
individual  electors  shall  swear  (or  affirm)  before  some  per¬ 
son  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  the  statements  and 
signatures  therein  are  true,  and  that  the  requisite  number  of 
signers  thereto  are  qualified  to  make  such  nomination  and 
the  certificate  of  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  annexed 
to  the  certificate  of  nomination. 

What  Certificate  Shall  Contain. 

Sec.  32.  All  certificates  of  nomination  shall  state 
such  facts  as  are  required  by  this  act,  and  also  ( 1)  the  name 
of  candidate,  (2)  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated,  (3) 
the  party  or  political  principle  which  he  represents,  ex¬ 
pressed  in  not  more  than  three  words,  (4)  his  place  of  resi¬ 
dence,  with  the  street  and  number  thereof,  if  any. 

Qualifications  of  Signers  to  Petition. 

SEC.  33.  No  person  who  is  not  an  elector  shall  be 
qualified  to  join  in  nominating  any  candidate  No  elector 
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shall  be  qualified  to  join  in  a  certificate  of  nomination 
made  by  individual  electors  in  nominating  more  than  one 
person  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  No  person  shall  be 
qualified  to  lie  a  candidate  for  more  than  one  office  to  be 
filled  at  the  same  election. 

Acceptance  of  Nomination  by  Nominee. 

Sec.  34.  A  certificate  of  nomination  may  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  acceptance  of  the  nominee,  in  which  case  the 
acceptance  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  certificate  of  nomina¬ 
tion  and  signed  by  the  nominee,  or  it  may  be  by  a  letter 
or  telegram  from  the  nominee  attached  to  the  certificate  of 
nomination  and  filed  therewith.  If  the  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation  is  not  thus  accompanied  by  the  acceptance  of  the 
nominee,  he  may  at  any  time  after  the  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation  is  filed  and  before  the  time  for  filing  nominations  for 
such  office  has  expired,  file  his  acceptance  thereof  in  the 
same  manner  in  the  same  office  where  the  certificate  of  nom¬ 
ination  is  filed.  The  officer  with  whom  it  is  filed,  shall  en¬ 
dorse  the  same  and  attach  it  to  the  certificate  of  nomination 
to  which  it  refers.  Several  different  certificates  of  nomina¬ 
tion  may  thus  be  filed,  nominating  the  same  person,  and  if 
the  person  so  nominated  so  accepts  one  of  said  nominations, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  and  shall  be  equivalent  to  accepting 
each  one  of  said  nominations  to  the  same  office.  But  unless 
such  nominee  accepts  a  nomination  as  a  candidate  for  some 
office,  in  some  one  of  the  ways  and  within  the  time  afore¬ 
said  he  shall  not  be  considered  as  fully  nominated,  and  his 
name  shall  not  be  placed  upon  the  ballots. 

Time  of  Fiiing  of  Acceptance  of  Nomination. 

Sec.  35.  If  such  certificate  of  nomination  be  made 
by  a  convention  or  assembly,  it  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
da}'s  and  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  before  the  date  fixed 
by  law  for  the  election.  If  such  certificate  of  nomination 
be  made  by  individual  electors,  it  shall  be  filed  with  the 
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Auditor  and  Police  Judge  not  more  than  one  hundred  (ioo) 
days  and  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the  day  fixed 
by  law  for  the  election. 

Auditor  to  Enter  Nominations  in  Book. 

SEC.  36.  Immediately  after  such  certificate  of  nomi¬ 
nation  is  filed,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  enter  in 
a  book  marked  “  Register  of  Nominations,”  the  date  when 
the  certificate  was  filed  with  him,  the  name  of  each  candi¬ 
date,  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated,  and  the  name  of 
the  party  or  convention  or  assembv  making  the  nomination, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  chairman  and  secretary, 
certifying  the  same  and  in  case  the  certificate  of  nomination 
is  made  by  individual  electors,  the  names  of  two  signers  who 
make  oath  thereto,  and  the  total  number  of  signatures 
thereto.  As  soon  as  the  acceptance  or  withdrawal  of  the 
candidate  is  filed,  it  shall  also  be  entered  upon  said  register. 

Certificates  of  Nominations  Public  Records. 

SEC.  37.  All  such  certificates  of  nomination,  accept¬ 
ances  and  withdrawals,  as  soon  as  filed,  shall  be  public 
records,  and  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  under  proper 
regulations;  and  when  a  copy  of  any  certificate  of  nomina¬ 
tion,  acceptance  or  withdrawal  is  presented  at  the  time  the 
original  is  filed,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  a  request  is 
made  to  have  such  copy  compared  and  certified,  the  officer 
with  whom  such  certificate  of  nomination  was  filed,  shall 
forthwith  compare  such  copy  with  the  original  on  file,  and, 
if  necessary,  correct  the  copy  and  certify  and  deliver  the  copy 
to  the  person  who  presented  it.  All  certificates  of  nomina¬ 
tion,  acceptances,  withdrawals,  poll  books,  tally-sheets, 
ballots  and  ballot-stubs,  shall  be  preserved  as  other  records 
are,  for  two  years  after  the  election  to  which  they  pertain,  at 
which  time,  unless  otherwise  ordered  or  restrained  by  some 
court,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  destroy  the  bal¬ 
lots  and  ballot-stubs  by  fire,  without  any  one  inspecting  the 
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When  Candidate  May  Withdraw  Name. 

Sec.  38.  Any  person  who  has  been  nominated  and 
accepted  such  nomination,  as  provided  in  this  act,  may 
cause  his  name  to  be  withdrawn  from  nomination  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  election,  by  a  writing  declining  the  nomi- 
tion,  stating  the  reason,  signed  and  acknowledged  by  him, 
before  some  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  to 
take  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  certified  by  such  officer, 
and  by  filing  the  same  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

Effect  of  Withdrawal  or  Death  of  Nominee. 

SEC.  39.  If  any  person  nominated  as  herein  provided, 
dies  or  withdraws  before  the  day  fixed  by  law,  for  the 
election,  and  the  facts  of  the  death  becomes  known  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  he  shall 
forthwith  give  notice  by  posting  a  certificate  of  the  fact  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  his  office.  In  every  such  case  the 
name  of  the  candidate  who  has  died  or  withdrawn  shall 
not  be  printed  upon  the  ballots,  and  if  already  printed  shall 
be  erased  or  cancelled  before  the  ballots  are  delivered  to 
the  elector. 

Auditor  to  Certify  Names  and  Post  in  His  Office. 

Sec.  40.  Not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  and  not  less  than 
eight  (8)  days  before  the  date  fixed  by  law  for  the  election, 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  arrange  in  the  manner 
provided  by  this  act  for  the  arrangement  of  the  names  and 
other  information  concerning  all  the  candidates  contained 
in  this  certificate  of  nomination  which  have  been  filed 
with  him  and  accepted  by  the  nominees,  and  he  shall  forth¬ 
with  certify  the  same  under  the  seal  of  the  City,  and  file 
the  same  in  his  office  and  make  and  post  a  duplicate  theie- 
of  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  office,  and  keep  the  same 
posted  until  after  the  election  has  taken  place;  and  he  shall 
forthwith  proceed  and  cause  to  be  printed,  according  to  law 
the  white  ballots  required  by  this  act. 
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Auditor  to  Have  Ballots  Printed. 

Sec.  41.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  cause 
to  be  printed,  according  to  law,  all  the  ballots  required 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  furnish 
the  same  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  for  the  use  of 
all  electors  in  the  City.  Ballots  other  than  those  furnished 
by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  according  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  used  or  circulated,  or  cast  or 
counted  in  any  election  provided  for  in  this. act. 

Ballots — How  Printed. 

Sec.  42  All  ballots  designed  to  be  voted,  shall  be 
printed  in  black  ink  upon  a  good  quality  of  white  paper, 
and  shall  be  alike  and  of  the  same  size.  Duplicate  impres¬ 
sions  of  the  same  shall  be  printed  upon  cheaper  colored 
paper,  so  as  to  be  readily  distinguished  from  the  white  bal¬ 
lots.  These  colored  ballots  shall  be  used  solely  as  sample 
ballots  for  the  information  and  convenience  of  voters,  and 
shall  not  be  voted,  and  if  voted  shall  not  be  counted. 

Ballots  What  to  Contain. 

Sec.  43.  The  ballots  shall  be  styled  “  official  ballot 
shall  state  the  number  or  name  of  the  ward  they  are  intend¬ 
ed  for,  and  the  date  when  the  election  is  to  be  held  ;  shall 
contain  the  names  of  all  the  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled 
at  that  election,  whose  nominations  have  been  duly  made 
and  accepted  as  herein  provided,  and  who  have  not  died  or 
withdrawn,  and  shall  contain  no  other  names  of  persons  ; 
the  name  of  each  person  nominated  shall  be  printed  upon 
the  ballot  in  but  one  place  ;  but  there  shall  be  added  oppo¬ 
site  thereto  the  party  or  political  designation,  expressed  in 
not  more  than  three  words  for  any  one  party  as  specified  in 
each  of  the  certificates  of  nomination  nominating  him  for 
the  office.  The  names  of  the  candidates  for  such  office 
shall  be  arranged  under  the  designation  of  the  office  in 
alphabetical  order,  according  to  surnames.  There  shall  be 
left  at  the  end  of  the  list  of  candidates  for  each  office  as 
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main-  blank  spaces  as  there  are  persons  to  be  elected  to 
such  office,  in  which  the  elector  may  write  in  the  name  of 
any  person  not  printed  on  the  ballots,  for  which  he  desires 
to  vote  as  a  candidate  for  such  office.  On  the  left  margin  of 
the  ballot  the  name  of  the  uppermost  candidate  as  printed 
shall  be  numbered  12,  the  next  candidate  13,  the  next  14  and 
so  on  continuously  to  the  end  of  the  ballot.  The  blank 
lines  shall  not  be  numbered.  The  ballot  shall  be  printed 
so  as  to  give  each  elector  a  clear  opportunity  to  designate 
his  choice  of  candidates  by  making  a  mark  to  the  left  of  the 
name  of  the  candidate  he  wishes  to  vote  for. 

Ballots  —  How  Harked  and  What  to  Contain. 

Sec.  44-  And  on  the  ballots  may  be  printed  such  words  as 
will  aid  the  elector  to  do  this,  as  “vote  for  one,”  ‘‘vote  for 
three,  and  the  like.  Each  ballot  shall  have  along  the  top 
thereof  a  stub  one  and  a  half  inches  wide,  perforated  along 
the  lower  edge  thereof  and  on  the  left  half  of  the  stub  shall 
be  printed  the  words,  ‘‘stub  to  be  torn  off  by  the  Chairman” 
and  on  the  right  half ‘‘stub  to  be  torn  off  by  the  first  Clerk.” 
The  colored  sample  ballots  need  not  be  perforated.  Imme¬ 
diately  between  the  perforated  line  shall  be  printed  in  capital 
words  ‘‘Official  Ballot  for  Municipal  Election  for  the  City 

of  Astoria,  December, - - — ,  18 - .”  Under  this 

caption  shall  be  printed  in  bold  faced  type  the  words, 
‘‘mark  between  the  number  and  the  name  of  each  candi¬ 
date  voted  for.”  The  ballots  shall  be  as  near  the  form  of 
the  ballots  prescribed  by  law  for  State  and  County  elections 
as  possihle,  and  colored  or  sample  ballots  shall  be  exactly 
the  same  as  white  ballots  as  to  the  printed  matter  on  the 
same.  There  shall  be  provided  and  furnished  for  each  elec¬ 
tion  precir.ct  not  less  than  four  white  ballots  for  each  vote 
cast  in  such  election  precinct  at  the  general  election  next 
preceeding,  and  a  like  number  of  colored  or  sample  ballots. 
The  colored  or  sample  ballots  shall  be  furnished  as  soon  as 
printed  at  any  time  before  the  election,  by  the  Auditor  and 
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Police  Judge,  in  reasonable  quantities  to  all  electors  apply¬ 
ing  for  the  same,  anxl  on  the  day  of  election  under  the  di¬ 
rection  and  control  of  the  judges  at  each  polling  place  the 
sample  ballots  shall  be  given  in  reasonable  and  proper 
quantities  to  all  electors  applying  for  the  same. 

Sec.  45.  The  ballots  shall  be  prepared  and  deposited  by 
the  electors  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  State  Elections. 

Providing  White  and  Colored  Ballots. 

Sec.  46.  There  shall  be  provided  and  furnished  for 
each  election  precinct  not  less  than  four  white  ballots  for 
each  vote  cast  in  such  election  precinct  at  the  general  elec¬ 
tion  next  preceding,  and  a  like  number  of  the  colored  or 
sample  ballots.  The  colored  or  sample  ballots  shall  be  du¬ 
plicate  impressions  of  the  white  ballots,  but  without  perfor¬ 
ated  stubs.  These  colored  or  sample  ballots  shall  be  fur¬ 
nished  as  soon  as  printed,  at  any  time  before  the  election, 
by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  in  reasonable  quantities, 
to  all  the  electors  applying  for  the  same  ;  and  on  the  day  of 
the  election  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  judges  at 
each  polling  place,  the  sample  ballots  shall  be  given  in  reas¬ 
onable  and  proper  quantities  to  all  electors  applying  for 
them.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1870 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  NUMBERING  OF 
BUILDINGS  AND  PLACING  OF  SIGNS  WITH  THE 
NAMES  OF  STREETS  THEREON  AT  CERTAIN 
PLACES  AND  PRESCRIBING  CERTAIN  DUTIES  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS  IN  CON¬ 
NECTION  THEREWITH. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Uniform  System  of  Numbering  Buildings. 

Section,  i.  There  shall  be  a  unifrorm  system  of 
numbering  all  buildings  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  by  placing  over  the  main  entrance  or  as  near  as 
practicable,  the  number  assigned  thereto  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided.  The  figures  designating  the  number,  whether 
printed  or  otherwise,  not  to  be  less  than  inches  in 

height. 

Buildings  —  How  Numbered. 

SEC.  2.  Odd  numbers  shall  be  given  to  houses  on  the 
west  and  south  sides  of  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  and 
even  numbers  to  those  on  the  north  and  east  sides  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  3.  On  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  running 
northwardly  and  southwardly  in  said  city,  numbering  shall 
commence  No.  2  at  Astor  street  in  what  is  known  as  Mc¬ 
Clure’s,  Shiveley’s  and  Adair’s  Astoria,  and  with  No.  2  at 
Ash  street  in  Alderbrook  and  Van  Dusen’s  Astoria,  and 
shall  increase  southerly  at  the  rate  of  fifty  numbers  for  each 
block  or  space  between  two  streets. 

On  streets,  avenues  and  highways  running  easterly  and 
westerly  in  said  city,  numbering  shall  commence  with  No. 
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2  on  First  street  and  increase  going  east  from  there  fifty 
numbers  for  each  block  or  space  between  two  streets,  and 
the  same  with  all  streets  running  at  right  angles  with  said 
First  street  to  the  eastern  limits  of  the  city. 

Superintendent  of  Streets  to  Designate  Numbers. 

Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  designate 
the  numbers  of  all  houses  in  conformity  with  the  preceding 
provisions,  allowing  one  number  to  make  a  uniformity  in 
numbering. 

He  shall  furnish  the  number  of  each  house,  now  or 
hereafter  built,  with  its  proper  number  as  soon  as  com¬ 
pleted.  When  any  house  is  not  correctly  numbered  or  not 
numbered  at  all,  the  superintendent  shall  give  such  house 
its  proper  number  and  require  that  the  same  be  put  on  such 
house  in  a  conspicuous  place  next  to  the  street. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  owner,  occupant  or  agent,  after 
having  been  required  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  for  the  space 
of  ten  days,  to  number  a  house  as  required,  or  shall  number 
or  attempt  to  number  such  house  otherwise  than  in  confor¬ 
mity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  for  each  day’s  neg¬ 
lect  or  refusal,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  one  dav  for  every  two  dollars  of  the  fine  so  imposed. 

Committee  on  Streets  andjPublic  Ways  to  Number  Public  Build¬ 
ings. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  011  Streets  and  Public  Ways  are 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  proper  numbers  to  be  placed 
011  all  public  buildings.  They  are  also  authorized  at  the 
•  expense  of  the  city,  to  cause  good  and  substantial  signs, 
bearing  the  names  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  highways  in 
the  city  respectively,  to  be  put  up  and  maintained,  as  fol- 
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lows,  to-wit  :  Upon  at  least  two  of  the  corners  at  each 
crossing  of  all  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  such  signs 
shall  be  placed  as  to  be  in  plain  view  of  persons  passing 
either  way  upon  any  of  the  said  streets,  avenues  and  high¬ 
ways  ;  Provided,  that  when  there  are  no  houses  at  or  near 
such  crossings,  or  the  streets,  avenues  or  highways  are  not 
opened  or  graded,  the  said  Superintendent  may  delay  the 
putting  up  ot  such  signs  until  such  time  as  he  deem  it  nec¬ 
essary  or  until  he  shall  be  directed  so  to  do,  by  the  Common 
Council. 

Sec.  7.  Ordinance  No.  1182,  entitled  “An  ordinance 
to  provide  for  the  numbering  of  houses,  stores  and  other 
buildings  in  the  City  of  x\storia,’'  approved  June  24,  1890, 
and  all  other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  confllict 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1977. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  AND  PROHIBITING  ANI¬ 
MALS  FROM  RUNNING  AT  LARGE  WITHIN  THE 

CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Districts  in  Which  Animals  are  Not  Allowed  to  Run. 

Section  i.  That  no  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep, 
swine  or  goats  shall  be  allowed  to  run  at  large,  or  be  herded 
in  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  parks  or  public  places  in  the 
City  of  Astoria,  within  the  following  described  limits. 
Commencing  at  the  harbor  line  of  the  Columbia  River, 
north  of  the  west  line  of  McClure’s  Astoria,  and  running 
thence  south  along  the  west  line  of  McClure’s  Astoria,  to 
the  south  line  of  Jerome  Avenue,  thence  east  along  the 
south  line  of  Jerome  avenue,  to  the  east. line  of  19th  street  in 
Shively’s  Astoria,  thence  along  said  east  line  of  said  19th 
street,  north  to  the  south  line  of  Grand  Avenue,  thence  east 
on  Grand  Avenue  to  23rd  street  to  the  east  line  thereof, 
thence  north  to  Grand  Avenue  to  east  line  of  38th  street  in 
Adairs  Astoria,  thence  north  along  said  east  line  of  said  38th 
street  to  the  harbor  line  of  the  said  Columbia  River,  thence 
west  along  said  harbor  line  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Animals  to  be  Taken  up  and  Cared  For. 

Sec.  2.  Any  of  the  animals  described  in  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance,  found  running  at  large  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  as  described  in  Sec.  1,  may  be  taken  up 
by  any  police  officer  or  pound  master  appointed  by  the  Chief 
of  Police,  or  by  any  person  and  delivered  to  a  police  officer 
and  impounded  in  a  pound  or  inclosure  to  be  provided 
therefor,  and  such  animals  shall  be  provided  with  proper 
care,  food  and  water  while  so  confined.

AUTHORIZING  THE  DRAWING  OF  WARRANTS  FOR 
STATED  SALARIES. 

The  Czty  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  ir  That  the  Auditor  and  Clerk  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  City  Treasurer,  the  same  to  be 
signed  by  the  Mayor,  on  the  first  day  of  each  and  every 
month,  for  each  and  every  stated  salary'  due  to  the  officers  of 
the  City.  Provided,  Appropriations  have  been  made 
therefor.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1150. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  ERECTION  OE 
POLES  AND  HANGING  WIRES  FOR  ELECTRIC 
LIGHT,  TELEGRAPH,  EIRE  ALARM,  TELEPHONE 
and  othe;r  PURPOSES.  ' 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Unlawful  to  Erect  Poles  or  Wires,  Except  as  herein  Provided. 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  firm,  company  or  corporation,  to  erect  any 
electric,  telegraph,  fire  alarm,  telephone  or  other  poles  for 
the  purpose  of  hanging  wires  thereon  for  an}-  purpose,  with¬ 
in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  except  as  in 
this  ordinance  hereinafter  provided. 

Poles — How  Erected. 

Sec.  2.  All  poles  erected  by  any  person  or  persons, 
firm,  corporation  or  company,  tor  the  purpose  of  hanging 
wires  thereon,  shall  be  erected  as  follows: 

Sawed  Poles. 

1st.  Sawed  poles  shall  be  twelve  inches  square  at  the 
street  grade  and  six  inches  square  at  the  top  of  the  pole, 
shall  be  planed  smooth  on  all  sides  and  painted,  so  as  to 
present  a  respectable  appearance,  and  shall  be  of  sufficient 
length  to  reach  from  the  ground  to  a  height  of  forty  feet 
for  electric  lights,  and  thirty-five  feet  for  all  other  purposes. 

Round  Poles. 

2nd.  Round  poles  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  inches  in 
diameter,  at  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  shall  be  peeled  and 
dressed  smooth  and  painted,  so  as  to  present  a  respectable 
appearance,  and  shall  be  of  sufficient  length  to  reach  to  a 
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height  ot  forty  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street  for  electric 
lights,  and  thirty-five  feet  for  all  other  purposes. 

Poles  to  Start  From  Ground. 

3d.  All  poles  shall  start  from  the  ground  whether  over 
the  water  or  otherwise,  and  shall  be  erected  and  braced  so  as 
to  maintain  a  perpendicular  position,  and  shall  be  placed  in 
the  ground  to  a  depth  of  five  feet,  and  shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  street  department;  and  shall  not  be  at  a 
greater  distance  apart  than  200  feet. 

Wires — How  Hung. 

Sec.  3.  All  wires  hung  on  said  poles  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

For  electric  light  purposes,  not  less  than  forty  feet  from 
the  ground  or  street,  and  for  all  other  purposes  not  less 
than  thirty-five  feet,  Provided,  that  all  wires  for  any  other 
purpose  than  electric  light  shall  be  hung  not  less  than  five 
feet  below  electric  light  wires,  and  shall  be  hung  so  as  not  to 
interfere  in  any  manner  or  come  in  contact  with  said  electric 
light  wires,  and  in  crossing  streets  to  connect  with  buildings 
for  electric  light  purposes,  said  wires  shall  be  at  least  five 
filet  above  all  other  wires,  and  said  wires  shall  be  so  insula¬ 
ted  as  to  prevent  danger  from  fire  or  other  damage. 

Poles  and  Wires — Side  of  Street  to  be  Erected  on. 

Sec.  4.  All  poles  and  wires  as  herein  provided,  for 
electric  light  purposes,  shall  be  constructed  on  the  south  and 
west  side  of  the  street,  and  for  telegraph,  telephone  fire  alarm 
and  all  other  purposes  on  the  north  and  east  side  of  the 
street,  and  provided,  that  when  the  sidewalks  on  the  sides  of 
the  street  are  10  feet,  or  more  than  10  feet  wide,  all  poles 
shall  be  erected  inside  of  the  curb,  and  that  when  the  side¬ 
walks  are  less  than  8  feet,  all  poles  shall  be  erected  outside 
of  the  curb.  The  place  of  erection  of  such  poles  to  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  City  Surveyor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
street  department  consisting  of  the  buperiutendant  of  Street, 
and  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 
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Wires  Not  to  be  Placed  on  Buildings. 

Sec.  5.  No  electric  light,  telephone,  telegraph,  or  fire 
alarm  wires  shall  be  placed  upon  any  building  within  the 
City  of  Astoria,  except  when  it  is  necessary  to  provide 
light,  or  connect  with  telegraph  or  telephone  offices  and 
instruments. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

SEC.  6.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor  more  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
twenty  days,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  City 
Electrician  to  carefully  irspect  all  wires  within  the  City,  at 
least  once  a  month,  and  to  report  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  any  violation  of  this  ordinance, 
and  upon  such  notification,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Public  Ways  shall  cause  all  such  wires  or  poles  to  be 
removed.

Sec.  7.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  STORAGE  OF  COM¬ 
BUSTIBLE  MATERIALS  WITHIN  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA. 

1  he  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Not  More  Than  Fifty  Pounds  to  be  Stored  in  One  Place. 

Section  i.  No  person  or  persons  shall  keep  or  offer 
for  sale  any  gun  powder,  giant  powder,  gun  cotton  or  any 
other  explosive  substance,  having  an  explosive  power  equal 
to  ordinary  gun  powder,  in  quantities  greater  than  fifty 
pounds,  in  any  one  place,  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  which 
shall  be  kept  in  an  air  tight  metallic  vessel,  marked  with 
the  name  of  the  substance  in  plain  Roman  letters,  not  less 
than  three  inches  in  height,  and  proportionate  width,  and 
such  vessel  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  conspicuously  in 
view  near  the  entrance  of  the  premises  where  kept,  and  con¬ 
venient  for  removal  therefrom. 

Vessels  not  to  Carry  Combustibles. 

Sec.  2.  No  steamship,  vessel,  or  other  water  craft 
shall  enter  the  City  of  Astoria  while  having  on  board  any 
blasting  powder,  gun  powder,  dynamite  or  explosive  com¬ 
pounds  ustd  for  blasting  purposes;  Provided,  That  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  steamships, vessels  or  other  water 
craft  passing  up  or  down  the  Columbia  river  to  points  out¬ 
side  of  the  City  limits,  and  vessels  so  bound  shall  not  be 
anchored  or  moored  within  said  City,  or  remain  within  the 
City,  longer  than  is  actually  necessary  in  transit. 

Must  be  Securely  Packed. 

SEC.  3.  No  per  on  shall  convey  or  assist  in  convey¬ 
ing  in  any  vehicle  any  gun  powder,  unless  the  same  shall 
be  securely  packed  in  close  packages,  nor  unless  such  pack¬ 
ages  shall  be  securely  covered  while  in  the  vehicle. 
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Lacquer — How  and  Amount  Stored. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons  firm  or  corporation 
shall  keep,  store,  or  permit  to  be  stored  on  their  or  its  pre¬ 
mises  any  lacquer  in  quantities  of  more  than  one  hundred 
gallons  in  any  store,  warehouse,  cannery  or  other  place 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  A-toria,  and 
such  lacquer  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  metallic  tank,  with  air 
tight  cap  and  faucet,  and  shall  be  one  hundred  feet  away 
from  all  fire,  soldering  pots,  solder  and  boiler  furnaces, 
stoves  and  all  other  receptacles  for  fire,  and  the  contents  of 
such  tank  shall  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  same  in 
plain  Roman  letters  at  least  three  inches  in  height  and  of 
proportionate  width. 

Turpentine  and  Petroleum. 

Sec.  5.  No  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
store,  permit  the  storage  of,  or  keep  turpentine,  varnish  or 
crude  petroleum  or  any  refined  or  reformed  product  of 
petroleum  or  any  hydro-carbon  liquid  emitting  an  in- 
flamable  vapor  in  any  building  or  place  in  larger  quantities 
than  one  hundred  gallons  within  the  City  of  Astoria  wi  hin 
the  following  limits:  North  of  the  south  side  of  Pine 
street,  or  north  of  the  south  side  of  Wall  street,  or  north  of 
the  south  side  of  Court  street  east  of  the  west  line  of  Main 
street,  or  north  of  the  south  side  of  Astor  street  between  the 
west  side  of  Main  street  and  the  west  side  of  Washington 
street,  and  outside  of  such  limits  such  substance  shall  not 
be  kept  or  stored  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  any  other  build¬ 
ing. 

Curing  Ham,  Etc. 

Sec  6.  No  person  shall  use  or  cause  to  be  used  any 
house,  situated  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  any  other  house, 
for  the  purpose  of  curing  bacon,  ham,  sausages  or  meats  of 
any  kind  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria; 
Provided,  such  house  may  be  constructed  of  brick  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  other  houses. 
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Vessels  Not  to  Remain  at  Wharf  Over  Twelve  Hours, 

Sec.  7.  No  water  craft  shall  be  permitted  to  remain 
at  the  wharf  longer  than  twelve  hours  after  receiving  gun 
powder,  blasting  powder,  dynamite  or  other  explosives  on 
board  and  all  gunpowder,  blasting  powder,  dynamite  or 
other  explosive  substances  deposited  on  the  wharf  for  ship¬ 
ment  shall  be  immediately  passed  onboard  the  vessel  which 
is  to  receive  the  same. 

Chief  Engineer  to  Enforce  Ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department 
is  required  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
enforced,  and  to  make  complaints  to  the  Police  Court  for 
violations  thereof. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five, 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  days, 
or  both,  at  the  direction  of  the  Court,  and  the  continuing 
or  maintaining  of  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new  of¬ 
fense  for  each  da}-  on  which  the  same  is  so  continued  or 
maintained  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly.

AN  ORDINANCE  ADOPTING  A  SEAL  EOR  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  the  seal  to  be  hereafter  used  and 
known  as  the  Seal  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  consist  of  an 
outer  rim  on  which  shall  be  the  words  “Seal  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,”  also  the  date  “1865,” 
the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  town  [now  City]  of 
Astoria,  across  the  face  and  below  the  center  of  said  seal 
shall  be  a  scroll  bearing  upon  it  the  inscription  “Ea 
Spectat  Occasum  Solis,”  beneath  said  scroll  shall  be  a 
salmon,  representing  the  chief  industry  of  Astoria;  above 
said  scroll  shall  be  a  representation  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Columbia  River,  a  ship  under  full  sail,  Cape  Hancock  and 
the  light  house  and  trees  thereon,  and  sunset.  In  the 
heavens  above  the  river,  the  American  Eagle.  Said  Seal 
shall  make  an  impression  2%  inches  in  diameter  as  follows: 
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Sec.  2.  The  Seal  described  in  section  one  of  this 
ordinance  be  and  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  Seal  of  the  City 
of  Astoria.

City  Attorney  to  Purchase  Property  Sold  for  Assessment. 

Section  i.  That  the  City  Attorney  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  any  and  all  real  estate  offered  at  public 
sale  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  general  or  special 
taxes,  andany  and  all  street  assessments  and  sewer  assess¬ 
ments,  or  other  assessments  authorized  by  the  city  charter. 

SEC.  2.  That  such  officer  be,  and  he  is  is  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  and  empowered  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
to  bid  for  such  real  estate  the  amount  of  such  tax  or  assess¬ 
ment  together  with  all  interest,  cost  and  charges  against  the 
same,  and  of  all  fees  of  officers  and  all  expenses  of  sale  of 
whatsoever  nature  or  kind.

AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  NUISANCES,  PROVIDING 
FOR  THE  PREVENTION  AND  REMOVAL  OK 
NUISANCES  AND  PUNISH  PERSONS  MAINTAIN¬ 
ING  OR  REFUSING  TO  ABATP:  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Slaughter  Houses,  Etc.,  Declared  Nuisances. 

Section  i  .  That  all  slaughter  houses,  oil  works,  hog¬ 
pens,  cesspools,  glue  and  glucose  manufactories,  or  any 
place  where  putrid  flesh  of  animals  or  fish  are  deposited, 
and  places  where  stagnant  water  exists,  are  hereby  declared 
nuisances. 

City  Attorney  to  Examine  Premises. 

SEC.  2.  Whenever  the  City  Attorney  shall  be  informed 
of  the  existence  of  any  nuisance  prohibited  by  section  i,  of 
this  ordinance,  he  shall  immediately  examine  the  premises 
where  the  same  exists,  and  if  in  his  opinion  a  nuisance  ex¬ 
ists  as  prohibited  by  section  i,  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall 
immediately  cause  a  notice  to  be  served  upon  the  occupant  or 
owner,  or  in  their  absence  the  agent  or  manager  of  said 
premises,  to  vacate  the  same  within  twenty-four  hours  ; 
Provided,  that  all  nuisances  requiring  the  removal  of 
buildings,  machinery,  etc.,  the  owners  or  occupants  thereof, 
shall  be  allowed  not  to  exceed  twenty  days  to  remove  or 
abate  the  same. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

SEC.  3.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  have  been  notified,  who  shall  fail,  refuse 
or  neglect  to  abate  or  remove  a  nuisance  as  provided  by  sec¬ 
tion  2,  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis-

demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  city  jail  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  days. 

Council  to  Advertise  for  Bids  and  Contract  for  Removal. 

SEC.  4.  Any  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation, 
maintaining  any  nuisance  prescribed  in  section  1,  of  this 
ordinance,  who  shall  have  been  convicted  in  the  Police 
Court,  for  maintaining  or  refusing  to  abate  the  same 
and  who  maintains  or  refuses  to  abate  the  same  within 
forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  of  such  conviction,  the  City 
Attorney  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Council. 
The  Common  Council  shall  thereafter  immediately  order 
such  nuisance  to  be  removed,  and  shall  advertise  for  bids 
and  enter  into  contract  with  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
for  the  removal  of  the  same,  and  the  cost  thereon  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  person,  company,  firm  or  corporation, 
maintaining  or  refusing  to  abate  the  same,  and  the  City  At¬ 
torney  shall  immediately  commence  a  civil  action  in  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  for  the  collection  of  the  same, 
together  with  the  costs  and  disbursements  allowed  by  law.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  TAKING  OF  PAPERS 
AND  RECORDS  FROM  THE  CITY  OFFICES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  No  person  or  persons,  shall  be  allowed  to 
take  any  paper  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  City  Attorney,  Superintendent  of  Streets,  or  Chief 
of  Police,  or  take  any  blanks,  records  or  papers,  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Astoria,  from  any  offices  of  the  Council 
Chambers,  without  first  obtaining  permission  in  writing 
signed  by  the  Mayor  or  President  of  the  Council  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  committee  in  whose  department  the  same  be¬ 
longs,  which  said  permit  must  be  presented  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  or  other  officer  having  the  same  in  charge 
and  a  receipt  given  to  such  officer  and  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  Said  permit  must  describe 
the  papers  or  record  taken  and  the  date  of  the  same.  No 
paper,  or  record,  or  book  shall  be  kept  for  a  longer  period 
than  five  hours;  Provided,  that  the  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  necessary  to  be  used  in  making  any  city  improvement, 
may  be  kept  for  as  long  a  period  as  the  committee  shall  di¬ 
rect,  by  the  contractor.  Any  person  or  persons,  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Sec.  2  No  officer  having  custody  of  any  papers,  books, 
or  other  records  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  taken  from  his 
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office  without  the  applicant  shall  strictly  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  i  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROTECT  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
AND  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OE  DANGER¬ 
OUS  OR  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Board  of  health — Who  Constitutes. 

Section  i  .  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Health  which 
shall  consist  of  the  City  Physician,  who  shall  be  ex-officio 
President  of  the  Board,  the  Mayor  and  Committee  on 
Health  and  Police  of  the  Common  Council.  The  City 
Physician  shall  be  a  regular  physician  of  this  city  ;  he  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  subject  to  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  his  office  one  year, 
unless  removed  by  the  Mayor  for  incompetency  or  neglect 
of  his  duties. 

Chief  of  Police  Ex=Officio  a  Member. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  ex-officio  Health 
Inspector  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  are  required  ot 
him  in  this  ordinance,  and  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Board  of  Health  or  the  City  Physician. 

Power  to  Appoint  Officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  to  ap¬ 
point  such  other  officers  in  addition  to  the  City  Physician 
and  Health  Inspector  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

City  Physician  —  Duties  of 

SEC.  4.  The  City  Physician  shall  have  power  when¬ 
ever  in  his  judgement  the  public  health  shall  require  it. 
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Order  Vessel  Quarantined. 

1  st.  To  order  any  vessel  at  the  wharves  of  the  city  or 
in  the  vicinity  thereof  (except  vessels  of  war  of  the  United 
States),  to  the  quarantine  grounds  or  other  places  of 
safety  ;  and  require  all  articles  or  things  landed  in  the  city 
from  such  vessel  to  be  seized  and  returned  to  the  vessel  or 
removed  to  the  quarantine  ground,  and  in  case  any  owner, 
master  or  consignee  of  any  vessel  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
obey  an  order  of  removal,  made  under  this  section,  the 
Board  of  Health  or  the  President  thereof  may  make  the 
removal  ordered,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  master  or 
consignee. 

Remove  Persons  Landed  in  City. 

2.  To  require  the  removal  of  all  persons  landed  in  the 
city  from  any  vessel  at  the  wharves  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
city.  • 

Direct  Cleaning  and  Fumigating  of  Vessels. 

3.  To  direct  the  cleaning  and  fumigation  of  any  ves¬ 
sel  or  its  cargo  in  the  port  of  Astoria,  and  the  destruction 
of  any  bedding,  clothing,  or  portion  of  the  cargo  that  they 
deem  effected  and  likely  to  spread  disease. 

May  Destroy  Portion  of  the  Cargo. 

4.  To  order  to  be  thrown  overboard  or  destroyed  any 
portion  of  the  cargo  of  any  vessel  in  said  port  that  may  be 
in  a  decayed  or  injured  condition  and  likely  on  that  account 
to  produce  disease. 

Prevent  Communication  Between  Vessels. 

5.  To  prevent  communication  between  any  vessel  or-  • 
dered  into  quarantine  and  the  city,  except  under  such  regu¬ 
lations  as  the  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Health 
officer  may  establish. 

To  Enter  and  Examine  All  Vessels. 

6.  Together  with  the  Health  Inspector,  to  enter  into 
and  examine  all  vessels  in  the  port,  except  vessels  of  war, 
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and  all  buildings  and  premises  of  every  description  within 
the  city. 

Purifying  Buildings  or  Premises. 

y  'po  give  such  directions  and  adopt  such  measures 
as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  for  cleaning  and  pmi- 
fying  any  building  or  premises  and  to  be  caused  to  be  done 
in  relation  thereto,  everything  in  his  opinion  which  may  be 
proper  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  city. 

Prevent  Spread  of  Contagious  Diseases. 

8.  To  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  by 
forbidding  all  communication  with  the  house  or  person 
infected  with  such  disease  except  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  any  purpose,  and  to  cause  to  be  removed  to  a  place  pro 
vided  therefor,  any  person  infected  with  such  a  disease  as  tar 
as  he  lawfully  can,  and  by  doing  or  causing  to  be  done,  any 
other  act  that  he  may  deem  necessary  to  effect  such  object. 

Provide  hospital  Building. 

9.  To  provide  (by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council),  whenever  an  epidemic  shall  prevail  m  the 
city,  as  many  hospital  buildings  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
and’  furnish  the  same  with  physicians,  nurses,  attendants 
and  supplies  as  they  may  deem  necessary'  or  advisable. 

Compensation  of  Officers. 

Sec.  5.  Compensation  for  the  Health  Inspector, 
Physician  and  others  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Common  Council  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 

of  Health. 

Expenses  to  be  Paid  by  Property  Owners. 

Sec.  6.  The  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons 
and  property  removed,  or  by  the  property  subjected  to  san¬ 
itary  regulations  in  other  respects,  or  by  the  city,  as  in  t  le 
judgment  of  the  Board  of  Health,  may  in  each  case  be 

deemed  just. 
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Health  Inspector  to  Look  After  Cesspools,  Etc. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Inspector, 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Physician,  to  search  out  all 
accumulations  of  filth,  street  rubbish,  foul  drains,  and  cess¬ 
pools,  neglected  privies  and  pools  of  stagnant  water,  to 
serve  notice  upon  the  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  remove 
such  prolific  causes  of  disease,  and  to  prosecute  the  persons 
who  shall  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  or  by  the  health  ordinance  of  the 
Common  Council,  and  in  general,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Health  Inspector  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  orders  of  the 
City  Physician  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Common  Council,  affecting  the  public  Health;  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Health  Officer,  to  carry  into  effect 
the  quarantine  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Oregon. 

Physician  to  Report  Contagious  Diseases. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  physician  in  the 
City,  to  report  to  the  City  Physician,  or  in  his  absence  (or 
there  being  no  City  Physician)  then  to  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  every  patient  he  shall  have  laboring  under 
Asiatic  Cholera,  Typhus  Fever,  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Measles  or  other  dangerous  or  contagious  dis¬ 
ease,  immediately  after  he  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  disease, 
and  also  to  report  every  case  of  any  such  disease,  immediate¬ 
ly  after  the  same  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  and  further  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  physician  to  report  to  the 
City  Physician,  or  in  his  absence  (or  there  being  no  City 
Physician)  then  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  every  case 
of  death  from  any  such  disease  coming  to  his  knowledge, 
immediately  after  it  shall  have  occurred  or  comes  to  his 
knowledge. 

Hotel  Keepers  to  Report  Contagious  Diseases. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  every  person  keeping  a 
hotel,  boarding  or  lodging  house,  in  this  City  to  report  in 
writing,  to  the  City  physician,  immediately  the  name  of 
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every  person  boarding  or  lodging  at  his  or  her  house,  whom 
he  shall  have  reason  to  believe  sick  with  the  cholera,  typhus 
fever,  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  measles  or  other 
dangerous  or  contagious  diseases,  and  any  deaths  occurring 
at  his  or  her  house  from  any  such  diseases;  and  every  mas¬ 
ter,  owner  or  consignee  of  a  vessel  lying  at  a  wharf  or  in  the 
Harbor  of  Astoria,  shall  make  a  like  report  and  within  the 
same  time. 

Physician  to  Report  Deaths. 

SEC.  10.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  person  within  the 
City,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attending  physician,  or  in 
the  absence  of  such,  a  physician  to  be  employed  b>  the 
Board  of  Health,  to  give  a  certificate  stating  the  cause  of 
death,  and  such  other  information  about  such  deceased 
person,  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  deem  requisite  and 
necessary . 

Births — Record  to  be  Kept  of. 

Sec.  ii.  Every  person  practicing  midwifery  in  this 
City,  under  whose  charge  or  superintendence  births  shall 
hereafter  take  place,  shall  keep  a  true  and  exact  register  of 
such  births,  and  shall  enter  the  same  on  a  blank  schedule  to 
be  furnished  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  >  This  sched¬ 
ule  shall  contain  a  list  ofbirths  which  have  occurred  under 
his  or  her  care  during  the  month,  and  shall  set  forth  as  far 
as  can  be  ascertained,  the  full  name  of  such  child,  (if  any 
name  shall  have  been  conferred)  its  sex,  color,  the  full 
name,  occupation  and  nativity,  of  its  parent  or  parents,  the 
date  and  place  of  its  birth.  Said  schedule  shall  be  delivered 
duly  signed  by  such  practioneer,  in  the  form  of  a  certificate 
on  the  first  day  of  each  and  every  month,  to  the  Auditor  and 

Police  Judge. 

Parents  to  Report  Birth. 

In  case  the  birth  of  any  child  s  iall  have  occurred  with¬ 
out  the  attendance  of  a  physician  or  practioner  of  midwifery, 
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or  should  no  other  person  be  in  attendance  upon  the  mother 
immediately  thereafter,  it  shall  then  become  the  duty  of  the 
parent  or  parents  of  such  child,  to  report  its  birth  to  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  in  the  manner  and  form,  and 
within  the  period  above  required. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  i2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  on  conviction  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  less  than  ten,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty  days  for 
each  offense. 

Persons  Affected  With  Contagious  Disease  Not  to  Go  On  Streets. 

Sec.  13.  No  persons  having  cholera,  typhus  fever, 
small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  measles  or  other  dan¬ 
gerous  or  contagious  diseases,  shall,  without  the  permission 
of  the  City  Physician,  go  out  in  the  Public,  or  pass  from 
house  to  house,  or  building  to  building  or  appear  in  any 
street,  alley,  or  other  public  place  in  said  City,  until  all 
danger  from  infection  shall  be  removed,  and  if  the  Chief  o 
Police  shall  see  or  be  informed  of  any  person  violating  this 
Section,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  cause  such  person  to  be  taken 
forthwith  to  his  or  her  place  of  residence,  if  within  the  City, 
and  if  such  residence  is  not  within  the  City,  then  to  such 
place  as  the  City  Physician  may  direct. 

Must  Burn  Clothing,  Etc. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ov/ner  or  occu¬ 
pant  of  any  hotel  or  house,  as  aforesaid,  store,  building  or 
tenement,  in  the  City,  wherein  any  person  may  have  been 
sick-,  of  any  disease  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  on  the 
death  or  recover}-  of  such  person  from  such  disease,  to 
forthwith  destroy,  by  burning  or  disenfecting  under  the  di¬ 
rections  of  the  City  physician  the  clothes  worn  by  such 
person  during  such  sickness,  all  bedding  used  during  such 
sickness,  and  the  room,  house,  store,  tenement  or  building 
in  which  such  sick  person  was  confined. 
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Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  15.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Sections  eight,  nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thir¬ 
teen,  fourteen,  of  this  ordinance,  and  any  person  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  any  order  or  regulation  made  by 
the  Board  of  Health  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred 
by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  more  than  twenty 
days.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  cause  to  be  prosecuted  all 
cases  of  violation  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and 
all  fines  imposed  and  collected  under  this  ordinance,  shall 
go  to  the  Police  fund. 

Selling  Unripe  Fruit  or  Vegetables. 

Sec.  16.  Any  person  who  shall  either  sell  or  expose 
for  sale,  any  unripe  or  decaying  fruit,  or  decaying  vegeta¬ 
bles  of  any  kind,  or  decaying  or  bad  meats,  either  in  the 
public  markets  or  elsewhere  in  the  City,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  before 
the  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  twenty  days. 

Persons  Convicted  to  Pay  Costs. 

Sec.  17.  All  persons  convicted  under  this  ordinance, 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  fine  or  imprisonment,  be  adjudged 
to  pay  the  cost  of  prosecution. 

City  Physician  to  Keep  an  Office. 

Sec.  18.  The  City  Physician  shall  keep  an  office  in 
some  convienent  location,  and  shall  keep  the  same  open  for 
gratuitous  vaccination  to  those  who  apply  thereior  and  are 
unable  to  pay  for  the  same,  during  certain  hours  of  every 
day  except  Sundays,  of  which  he  shall  give  public  notice 
by  advertisement,  from  time  to  time  in  a  daily  paper  hav¬ 
ing  a  general  circulation  in  this  City.  He  shall  give  his 
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personal  services  and  attention  whenever  practicable  to  the 
work  of  gratuitous  vaccination,  as  herein  provided  for,  se¬ 
lecting  and  preserving  the  vacine  virus  with  his  utmost 
care  and  skill,  and  shall  so  perform  his  duties  as  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  physical  well  being  of  all  who  shall  apply  to  his 
office,  he  shall  also  attend  and  furnish  such  medicines  as 
are  necessary  without  pay,  on  the  sick  or  injured  at  the 
City  jail. 

Duty  of  City  Physician. 

SEC.  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Physician, 
in  everv  practicable  way  to  impress  on  the  citizens  of  the 
city  the  importance  and  duty  of  vaccination  or  re-vaccina¬ 
tion  in  the  case  of  all  persons  who  have  never  been  vacci¬ 
nated  or  who  have  passed  a  period  of  more  than  seven 
years  since  the  time  of  their  last  vaccination,  and  especially 
the  necessity  of  having  their  infant  children  vaccinated. 
The  City  Physician  in  addition  to  the  duties  especially 
mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  prompt  and  active  in 
seeing  that  all  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  prop¬ 
erly  executed;  shall  of  his  own  motion  be  vigilant  and  ac¬ 
tive  in  detecting  and  removing  all  causes  of  diseases  and 
shall  see  that  all  persons  violating  the  orders  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  or  the  Board  of  Health,  in  relation  to  the  pres¬ 
ervation  of  the  public  Health,  are  duly  prosecuted. 

Members  to  Serve  Without  Pay. 

Sec.  20.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
serve  without  pay,  except  the  City  Physician  whose  salary 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Common  Council.  The  Common 
Council  shall  from  time  to  time  fix  and  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  his  office. 

Ordinance  Not  to  interfere  With  State  Health  Officer. 

Sec.  21.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall 
be  construed  in  any  manner  to  interfere  with  the  duties  of 
the  State  Health  Officer,  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  the  Leg- 
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islative  Assembly  passed  October  29th,  1880,  and  entitled 
“An  act  to  provide  for  the  quarantine  of  ships  and  vessels 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River  and  Coos  Bay,”  but 
ic  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  notify  said 
State  Health  Officer  of  any  ship  or  vessel  which,  in  their 
opinion  needs  to  be  quarantined. 

Sec.  22.  Ordinance  No.  and  all  other  ordinan¬ 

ces  and  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  23.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force,  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the 
Mayor.

AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  AND  REGULATING 
THE  MANNER  OF  CONTRACTING  INDEBTEDNESS 
ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Officer  Not  to  Contract  Bills. 

Section  i.  That  no  officer  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or 
any  officer  or  member  of  the  Astoria  Fire  Department  shall 
contract  any  bills  or  purchase  any  supplies  for  any  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
except  as  in  this  ordinance  hereinafter  provided. 

Supplies  to  be  purchased  by  Requisition. 

Sec.  2.  That  when  any  supplies  are  needed  for  any 
department  of  the  City,  the  application  therefor  shall  be 
made  to  the  Committee  in  charge  thereof,  and  if  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  deem  the  supplies  necessary  they  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  Council  with  their  recommendation  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  and  the  Council 
shall  accept  or  reject  the  report.  If  the  report  be  accepted, 
then  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  purchase  such 
supplies.  Provided,  that  no  supplies  shall  be  purchased 
except  by  an  order  signed  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  which  order  shall  set  forth  the 
fact,  that  the  purchase  of  supplies  are  authorized  by  the 
Common  Council,  and  shall  specify  the  supplies  authorized, 
and  no  supplies  other  than  those  mentioned  in  the  order 
shall  be  purchased.  Provided,  further,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  not  apply  to  repairs  to  Fire  Engines 
of  the  City,  that  may  be  necessary  to  keep  the  engine  in 
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Repairs  to  Fire  Engines. 

Sec.  3.  That  when  any  steam  fire  engines  shall  need 
repair,  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall  have  the  ex¬ 
clusive  power  to  order  all  necessary  repairs  to  be  made,  and 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $100.00. 

Case  of  Emergency  Street  Committee  May  Expend  $100.00. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  case  of  emergency  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  are  authorized  to  repair  and  clean 
any  street  or  crossing  within  the  City  limits,  the  cost  of 
which  shall  no:  exceed  the  sum  of  $100.00. 

SEC.  5.  That  Ordinance  No.  440,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  authorizing  the  contracting  of  indebtedness  on  behalf 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  Com  mittees  of  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil,’’  approved  January  13,  1882,  and  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  INTERMENTS  IN  THE 
HILLSIDE  CEMETERY,  AND  DEFINING  THE 
DUTIES  OF  THE  SEXTON  AND  FIXING  HIS  COM¬ 
PENSATION. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Permit  to  Inter  Deceased  Persons. 

Section  i.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  inter  or 
cause  to  be  interred,  or  disinterred,  any  deceased  person  or 
persons,  in  the  Hillside  Cemetery  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  as 
laid  out  and  recorded  by  J.  M.  Shively,  without  first  ob¬ 
taining  a  permit  as  in  this  ordinance  herein  provided. 

Permit  to  be  Delivered  to  Sexton. 

SEC.  2.  Any  person  or  persons,  association  or  organ¬ 
ization,  desiring  to  inter  or  remove,  the  body  of  any  deceas¬ 
ed  person  in  said  cemetery,  shall  first  obtain  a  permit  in 
writing  from  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  Such  permit 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Sexton  of  the  Cemetery. 

Sexton  to  Have  Full  Charge  of  Cemetery. 

Sec.  3 .  The  Sexton  shall  have  full  charge  and  con¬ 
trol  of  the  cemetery,  and  all  bodies  interred  or  removed, 
shall  be  done  under  his  direction.  He  shall  receive  as  a 
compensation  for  his  services  the  sum  of  $5.00  for  each 
body  interred  or  removed,  which  must  be  paid  to  him  by 
the  person  or  persons  presenting  such  permit  as  mentioned 
in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  and  he  shall  allow  no  body 
to  be  interred  or  removed,  unless  such  permit  is  issued,  and 
the  fee  paid  as  herein  provided  for. 
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Penalty  for  Defacing  Tomb  Stones. 

SEC.  4.  Any  person  or  person  defacing  any  of  the 
tombstones  or  monuments,  or  fence,  or  destroying  any 
shrubbery,  or  who  shall  turn  any  cows  or  other  animals  into 
said  cemetery,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  $300.00  nor  less  than  $5.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  100  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  FIRE  LIMITS  IN  THE 
CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  AND  TO  REGULATE  THE 
MANNER  OF  CONSTRUCTING  AND  REPAIRING 
AND  BUILDING  THEREIN  FOR  THE  PROTECTION 
OF  PROPERTY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  all  blocks  and  parts  of  blocks  being 
situated  and  lying  within  the  following  described  boundary 
lines  hereinafter  specified,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared 
within  the  fire  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  center  of  sixth  street 
intersects  the  wharf  line,  when  established,  thence  running 
south  along  the  center  of  sixth  street  to  a  point  where  the 
center  of  sixth  street  intersects  Commercial  street,  thence 
east  along  the  center  of  Commercial  street  to  a  point  where 
the  center  of  Commercial  street  intersects  the  center  of  eighth 
street,  thence  south  along  the  center  of  Eighth  street  to 
Duane  street,  thence  along  the  center  of  Duane  street  to  18th 
street,  thence  north  along  the  center  of  18th  street,  to  the 
wharf  line  of  the  Columbia  river,  thence  west  along  said 
wharf  line  of  the  Columbia  river,  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
embracing  blocks  6,  .7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27, 
56,  56 E,  57.  58,  59,  60,  61,  62,  of  the  City  of  Astoria  as  laid 
out  and  recorded  by  John  McClure,  and  blocks  A,  B,  13-, 
133,  134,  135,  136,  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  laid  out  and 
recorded  by  J.  M.  Shively,  and  the  frontage  and  subdivis¬ 
ions  thereof. 

SEC.  2.  All  buildings  hereinafter  erected,  and  all 
buildings  now  erected  which  shall  be  repaired  by  roofing, 
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shall  be  constructed  by  having  the  entire  roof  thereof  cover¬ 
ed  with  tin,  or  some  other  incombustible  material,  and  no 
wood  or  shingled  roof,  shall,  under  any  circumstances  be 
allowed.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100.00,  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to 
exceed  xoo  days,  and  it  is  further  made  the  duty  of  the  City 
Attorney  to  immediately  bring  the  proper  proceedings  in  the 
Circuit  Court,  enjoining  any  person,  firm,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  from  proceeding  with  such  building,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.

Any  woman  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  or  found  in  or  about  any  bar-room,  club  or 
gambling  room,  or  who  shall  solicit  any  person  to  drink  in 
such  saloon,  bar-room,  gambling  or  club  room,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  there- 
of  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $5,  nor  more  than  $50,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  less  than  two  or  more  than  12  days. 

Sec  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
upon  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  and 
approval  by  the  Mayor.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  A  FRANCHISE  FOR  A 

STREET  RAILWAY  TO  J.  W.  CONN  AND  F.  W. 

NEWELL,  OR  ASSIGNS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  i  .  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto 
J.  W.  Conn,  F.  W.  Newell,  jointly,  and  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate,  with  steam,  electricity  or  animals,  a  single  or 
double  track  street  railway,  with  necessary  switches,  turn¬ 
outs  and  appurtenances,  for  the  period  of  fifty  years  from  the 
9th  day  of  November,  1887,  on  the  following  named'streets 
in  the  City  of  Astoria,  to-wit  :  From  a  point  on  the  western 
boundary  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  where  the  same  would  be  in¬ 
tersected  by  Concomly  street  if  extended  from  the  western 
terminus  of  Concomly  street  to  Washington  street  ;  Wash¬ 
ington  street  from  Concomly  street  to  Squemoque  street  ; 
Squemoque  street  from  Washington  street  to  Water  street ; 
Water  street  from  Squemoque  street  to  West  Sixth  street ; 
West  Sixth  street  from  Water  street  to  Cushings  Court 
street  ;  Cushings  Court  street  from  West  Sixth  Street  to 
West  Fifth  street  ;  West  Fifth  street  from  Cushings  Court 
street  to  Cedar  street,  or  West  Sixth  from  Cushings  Court 
street  to  Cedar  street  ;  Cedar  street  from  West  Fifth  or  West 
Sixth  street  to  Salmon  and  East  Second  streets  ;  Salmon 
and  East  Second  streets  from  Cedar  street  to  Hemlock  street; 
Hemlock  street  from  Salmon  and  East  Second  streets  to 
East  Eighth  street  ;  East  Eighth  street  from  Hemlock  to 
Columbia  River,  and  a  suitable  line  on  which  to  enter 
Adair’s  Astoria,  or  any  street  or  public  highway  between 
East  Eight  street  and  east  boundary  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 
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Sec.  2.  Said  street  Railway  shall  be  laid  in  the  middle 
of  said  streets  as  nearly  as  possible,  except  that  portion  along 
West  Sixth  street,  from  Cushings  Court  street  to  Cedar 
street ;  or  from  West  Sixth  or  West  Fifth  street  to  East 
Eighth  street,  or  that  portion  of  Hemlock  street,  from  East 
Eighth  street  to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  which  shall  be  laid  on  one 
side  of  the  present  planked  portion  until  such  time  as  the 
same  shall  be  improved  to  its  full  width,  when  it  shall  be 
removed  to  the  center  of  the  street.  The  rails  shall  be  laid 
upon  stringers  or  planks,  and  in  such  manner  as  to  least 
incommode  the  public  in  the  use  of  said  street.  That 
wherever  in  section  1  of  this  ordinance  more  than  one 
street  is  designated  as  the  route  over  which  such  street  rail¬ 
way  may  be  constructed,  the  said  F.  W.  Newell  and  J.  W. 
Conn  shall  select  within  thirty  days  after  the  approval  of 
this  ordinance,  which  of  the  streets  shall  be  used  as  the 
route  ot  said  railway,  and  shall  file  with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  a  writing  to  that  effect,  designating  such 
router,  whereupon  they  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned 
the  street  not  selected,  and  in  case  they  shall  not  select 
within  thirty  days,  they  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned 
the  right  to  both  routes. 

SEC.  3.  That  the  stringers  and  planking  between  the 
rails  of  said  road  and  for  one  foot  on  each  side  thereof, 
together  with  said  rails,  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and 
order,  and  the  cars  run  thereon  first-class,  and  kept  in  a 
cleanly  condition. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  space  between  the  rails  and  one  foot 
outside  of  the  rails  on  either  side  shall  be  planked,  paved 
or  macadamized  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  by  the 
owners  of  said  railway. 

SEC.  5.  That  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  rail¬ 
way,  no  greater  distance  than  the  length  of  one  block  shall 
be  obstructed  at  any  one  time,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than 
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ten  consecutive  days  without  permission  being  first  duly  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Common  Council  or  Superintendent  of 
street. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  system  of  railways  herein  provided 
shall  be  commenced  within  thirty'  days  from  the  approval  of 
this  ordinance,  and  2,300  feet  of  said  railway  shall  be  ready 
for  iron  within  four  months  from  date  of  approval  of  this 
ordinance,  and  said  railway  shall  be  completed  from  the 
eastern  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  the  east  line  of 
Washington  street  in  said  city,  in  eight  months,  and  from 
the  east  line  of  Washington  street  to  the  western  limits  of 
the  city,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1889. 

Sec.  7.  The  cars  shall  run  between  the  hours  of  6.  A. 
M.  and  11  P.  M.,  as  often  as  once  in  every  twenty  minutes. 

Sec.  8.  The  owners  of  said  railway  shall  pay  annually- 
to  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  a  license  upon  each  car  used  by 
them  on  said  railway  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  on  each  two- 
horse  car  and  twenty-five  dollars  on  each  single-horse  car. 

Sec.  9.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  on  any  railway- 
constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  not 
be  over  five  cents  on  any  one  route,  and  a  route  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  one  route  from  the  eastern  to  the  western  ter-

minus. 

SEC.  10.  The  cars  to  be  used  on  said  railway  shall  be 
of  the  most  approved  construction  for  the  comfort  and  con¬ 
venience  of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided  with  brakes 
and  other  necessary  contrivances  for  stopping  the  same 
when  required.  They  shall  be  drawn  byr  horses  or  mules, 
and  not  otherwise,  unless  hereinafter  authorized  by  ordi¬ 
nance.  The  rate  of  speed  shall  not  exceed  six  miles  per 
hour,  and  in  operating  such  railways  constructed  under 
this  ordinance,  no  cars  shall  at  any  time  be  allowed  to  stop 
or  remain  still  upon  anyr  intersection  of  streets,  and  any- 
case  of  the  violation  of  this  clause  shall  subject  the  owner 
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or  owners  of  said  railway  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dol¬ 
lars  for  each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
twenty  days,  on  a  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police 
Court.  The  rails  to  be  used  for  the  said  railway  shall  be  of 
good  iron  or  steel,  and  of  the  best  and  most  approved  pat¬ 
tern  now  in  use  for  street  railways. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  F.  W.  Newell,  J.  W.  Conn,  their 
successors,  associates  and  assigns  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
abandoned  all  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  ordi¬ 
nance  unless  they  shall  within  ten  days  after  the  approval 
of  this  ordinance,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  their  written  acceptance  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
hereby  conferred,  subject  to  the  terms,  restrictions  and  con¬ 
ditions  herein  contained,  accompanied  by  a  bond  in  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  with  at  least  two  sureties  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned  for  the  work  herein  spec¬ 
ified. 

SEC.  12.  A  failure  on  the  part  of  the  said  F.  W. 
Newell,  J.  W.  Conn,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns 
to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  re¬ 
quiring'  the  completion  of  their  line  of  road  to  a  certain 
extent  by  a  certain  date,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights 
and  privileges  hereby  conferred. 

Sec.  13.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance,  nor  any  privilege 
granted  hereby,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  municipal 
authorities  of  the  city  from  grading,  paving,  sewering, 
planking,  macadamizing,  improving,  altering,  or  repairing 
any  of  the  streets  or  the  grades  thereof,  over  or  upon  which 
the  privilege  of  constructing  a  railway  is  granted  by  this 
ordinance,  or  upon  which  any  railway  may  be  constructed 
under  its  provisions,  but  all  such  shall  be  done  so  as  to 
offer  as  little  obstruction  as  possible  to  the  passage  of  the 
cars,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  railway  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  raising  or  shifting  the  rails  so  as  to  avoid  as 
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much  as  possible  the  liability  to  obstruction  during  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  street  repairing,  improving  or  altering. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct  the  rail¬ 
way  herein  provided  for,  either  during  the  construction  or 
operation  of  the  same,  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  care¬ 
lessly  or  wilfully  violate  the  foregoing  provisions,  nor  shall 
any  conductor  or  other  employee  on  the  railway  herein  pro¬ 
vided  for,  or  passenger  thereon  or  other  person  on  or  about 
the  cars  belonging  thereto,  by  offensive,  indecent,  opprobri¬ 
ous  or  abusive  language,  insult,  abuse  or  maltreat  any  pas¬ 
senger  on  said  cars.  Any  person  upon  conviction  for  the 
violation  of  this  section  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  days, 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

SEC.  15.  The  Common  Council  reserves  the  right  to 
make  any  necessary  ordinances  for  the  conduct  of  said  rail¬ 
way  within  the  city  limits,  and  to  alter  the  same  when  nec¬ 
essary,  and  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall  work  a  forfeiture  thereof.

Section  i.  The  Astoria  Street  Railway  Company  is 
hereby  granted  the  right  and  privilege  of  constructing  said 
railway  now  laid  upon  Water  street,  from  West  Sixth  street 
to  its  intersection  with  West  Fifth  street  and  thence  over 
and  upon  West  Fifth  street  to  Cedar  street,  all  of  said  lines 
being  within  the  town  of  Astoria,  as  laid  out  and  recorded 
by  J.  M.  Shively. 

SEC.  2.  Said  railway  shall  be  constructed  in  the  man¬ 
ner  provided  for  the  improvement  of  streets  by  the  ordinan¬ 
ces  of  Astoria,  and  to  such  a  width  that  foot  passen¬ 
gers  may  travel  said  railway  without  danger ;  it  shall

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  A  FRANCHISE  FOR  A 

STREET  RAILWAY  TO  J.  W.  CONN  AND  F.  W. 

NEWELL  OR  ASSIGNS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  ordain  as  follows: 

Settion  i.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto 
.J.  W.  Conn,  F.  W.  Newell  jointly,  and  their  associates, 
succe-sors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  with  electricity  or  horses,  a  single  or  double  track 
street  railway  with  necessary  switches,  turnouts  and  ap¬ 
purtenances,  for  the  period  of  thirty  years  from  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  ordinance,  on  the  following  named  streets,  to- 
wit  :  From  a  point  on  the  western  boundary  of  Astoria, 
Oregon,  where  the  same  would  be  intersected  by  Chenamus 
street  if  extended,  thence  along  Chenamus  street  to  West 
Ninth  street,  West  Ninth  street  to  Cedar  street,  Cedar 
street  to  West  Fifth  street. 

Sec.  2.  Said  street  railway  shall  be  laid  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  said  streets  as  nearly  as  possible.  The  rails  shall 
be  laid  upon  stringers  or  planks,  and  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  least  incommode  the  public  in  the  use  of  said  streets, 
and  in  cutting  the  street  plank  to  lay  stringers,  they  shall 
be  cut  in  the  center  and  pushed  over  and  securely  fastened 
on  stringers  and  left  in  a  safe  condition,  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Committee  on  streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  stringers  and  planking  between  the 
rails  of  said  road  and  for  one  foot  on  each  side  thereof, 
together  with  said  rails,  shall  be  kept  in  good  order,  and 
repair  and  the  cars  run  thereon  first- class,  and  kept  in  a 
cleanly  condition. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  rail¬ 
way  and  for  one  foot  outside  of  the  rails  on  either  side 
shall  be  planked,  paved  or  macadamized  as  shall  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  ordinance,  by  the  owners  of  said  railway. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  rail¬ 
way,  no  greater  distance  than  the  length  of  one  block  shall 
be  obstructed  at  any  one  time,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than 
ten  consecutive  days,  without  permission  being  first  obtained 
from  the  Common  Council  or  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  system  of  railways  herein  provided 
for,  shall  be  commenced  within  thirty  days  from  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  ordinance,  and  be  completed  as  follows,  to-wit  : 
From  Washington  street  on  Chemanus  street  west  to  the 
western  boundary  of  the  City  of  Astoria  within  sixty  days 
after  said  Chemanus  street  shall  be  improved  to  its  estab¬ 
lished  grade  :  From  the  intersection  of  Water  and  West 
Ninth  streets,  along  West  Ninth  to  Cedar,  and  thence 
easterly  on  Cedar  to  West  Ffth  street,  in  the  Town,  now 
City  of  Astoria,  as  laid  out  and  recorded  by  J.  M.  Shively, 
in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  within  sixty  days  from  the 
date  on  which  said  streets  shall  be  improved  to  their  estab¬ 
lished  grade. 

Sec.  7.  The  cars  shall  run  between  the  hours  of  6  A. 
M.  and  11  P.  M.,  as  often  as  once  in  every  twenty  minutes. 

Sec.  8.  The  owners  of  said  railway  shall  pay  annu¬ 
ally  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  a  license  upon  each  car  used 
by  them  on  said  railway  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  on  each 
two-horse  car  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  single-horse 
car,  and  thirty  dollars  for  each  car  A'here  electricity  is  used. 

Sec.  9.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  on  any  railway 
constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  not 
be  over  five  cents  on  any  one  route,  and  a  route  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  route  from  the  eastern  to  the  western  termi¬ 
nus,  and  from  the  western  to  the  eastern  terminus. 
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Sec.  io.  The  cars  to  be  used  upon  said  railway,  shall 
be  of  the  most  approved  construction  for  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided  with  brakes 
and  other  necessary  contrivances  for  stopping  the  same  when 
required.  They  shall  be  drawn  by  horses,  mules  or  electric¬ 
ity,  not  otherwise,  unless  hereinafter  authorized  by  ordi¬ 
nance.  The  rate  of  speed  shall  not  exceed  six  miles  per 
hour,  and  in  operating  such  railways  constructed  under  this 
ordinance,  no  cars  shall  be  allowed  at  any  time  to  stop  01 
remain  still  upon  any  intersection  of  streets,  and  any  case  of 
the  violation  of  this  clause  shall  subject  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  railway,  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty 
days,  on  a  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court.  1'he 
rail  to  be  used  for  the  said  railway  shall  be  of  a  good  iron  or 
steel,  and  of  the  best  and  most  approved  pattern  now  m  use 
for  street  railways. 


Sec.  ii.  The  said  J  W.  Conn,  F.  W.  Newell,  their 
successors,  associates  and  assigns,  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
abandoned  all  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  unless  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June, 
1890,  complete  that  portion  of  said  line  from  Washington 
street  to  West  Ninth  street. 

Sec.  12.  A  failure  on  the  part  of  the  said  J.  \\  .  Conn, 
F.  W.  Newell,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  requir¬ 
ing  the  completion  of  their  line  of  road  by  a  certain  date, 
shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights  and  privileges,  hereby 

conferred.  . 

SEC.  13.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance,  nor  any  privilege 

granted  hereby,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Municipal 
authorities  of  the  City  from  grading,  paving,  sewering, 
planking,  macadamizing,  improving,  altering  or  repairing 
any  of  the  streets  or  the  grades  thereof,  over  or  upon  which

on  or  about  the  cars  belonging  thereto,  by  offensive,  inde¬ 
cent,  opprobrious  or  abusive  language,  insult,  abuse  or 
maltreat  any  passenger  on  said  cars.  Any  person  upon 
conviction  for  the  violation  of  this  Section,  before  the  Police 
Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  exceeding  twenty  days,  or  both  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  15.  The  Common  Council  reserves  the  right  to 
make  any  necessaay  ordinances  for  the  conduct  of  said  rail¬ 
way  within  the  City  limits,  and  to  alter  the  same  when 
necessary,  and  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  thereof. 

Sec.  16.  All  rights  and  privileges  hereby  conferred 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  appro¬ 
val  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  17.  The  parties  to  whom  this  franchise  is  grant¬ 
ed,  their  successors  or  assigns  shall  plank  or  otherwise 
improve  as  the  Municipal  authorities  may  direct,  that  por- 
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tion  of  the  street  or  streets  along  and  over  which  the  said 
railway  shall  pass,  at  the  grade  as  established,  or  that  may 
be  hereafter  established,  the  whole  width  of  said  railway 
between  the  rails,  and  for  the  width  of  one  foot  outside  of 
said  rails,  and  if  double  tracks,  for  the  width  between  said 
double  tracks,  except  along  trestle  work  where  only  the 
covering  plank  shall  be  kept  in  repair.

RAILWAY  COMPANY  OR  ASSIGNS  THE  RIGHT  TO 
CONSTRUCT  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  POLES 
AND  WIRES  FOR  THE  CONVEYANCE  OF  ELECT¬ 
RIC  CURRENTS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  docs  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  i.  That  the  Astoria  Street  Railway  Compa¬ 
ny,  (a  corporation,)  be  and  they  are  hereby  granted  the 
privilege  and  authority  to  errect,  construct  and  maintain 
and  operate  poles  and  wires,  with  the  necessary  cross  arms, 
guys  and  supports,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  electric 
currents,  for  the  purpose  of  street  cars,  on  streets  and  ave¬ 
nues  and  public  grounds  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  2.  All  poles  used  for  the  purpose  of  electricity 
for  street  cars  shall  be  placed  on  the  sides  of  the  streets  not 
more  than  one  foot  from  the  curbs  of  the  sidewalks,  and 
poles  not  to  be  less  than  80  feet  apart.  No  poles  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  center  of  any  streets.  The  wires  shall  be 
hung  not  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  grade  of  the 
streets. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  in  the 
erection  and  repair  of  such  poles  or  wires,  for  the  Astoria 
Street  Railway  Company,  their  Successor  or  Assigns  to 
dig  up  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  public  street  or 
part  thereof,  said  company  or  assigns  shall,  without  delay, 
put  the  street  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  before  it  was 
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so  broken  up,  and  shall  remove  all  surplus  earth  or  other 
material. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  work  for  the  privilege  herein  grant¬ 
ed,  shall  be  commenced  within  ninety  days  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  ordinance,  or  its  becoming  a  law, 
and  shall  be  completed  within  one  year  therefrom,  and  if 
not  so  commenced  and  comple.ed,  then  this  francnise  to  oe 
forfeited. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  unless  authorized  by  the  Astoria  Street  Railway 
Company  or  Assigns,  to  interfere  with,  meddle  with,  injure, 
impair  or  remove  any  of  the  poles,  wires,  boxes  or  appaiatus 
belonging  or  appertaining  to  said  wires  or  electric  system. 
Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilt}’  of  misdemeanoi ,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding 

100  days. 


Sec.  6.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  the  City  of  Astoria  from  sewering,  grading,  pav¬ 
ing,  planking  or  repairing  any  of  the  streets  over  which 
this  franchise  shall  extend,  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done 
so  as  not  to  obstruct,  injure  or  prevent  said  company  from 
the  free  use  of  the  privileges  herein  granted,  when  possible. 

Sec  7.  This  franchise  and  all  privileges  herein 
granted  shall  expire  in  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the 
passage  and  approval  ot  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  The  City  of  Astoria  hereby  reserves  the  right 
to  regulate  the  manner  of  constructing  the  system  herein 
provided  for,  regulating  rates  to  be  charged  and  providing 
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for  license  therefor,  and  the  amount  thereof  to  be  paid  to 
the  City  of  Astoria,  and  the  manner  of  collecting  the  same.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  UNTO  THE  ASTORIA. 

STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANY  OR  ASSIGNS  THE 

RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE 

POLES  AND  WIRES  FOR  THE  CONVEYANCE  OF 

ELECTRIC  CURRENTS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  permission  and  authority  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  Astoria'  Street  Railway 
the  Successors  or  Assigns,  to  erect,  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  poles  and  wires,  with  the  necessary  cross 
arms,  guys  and  supports,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  elec¬ 
tric  currents  for  the  propulsion  of  street  cars  and  for  any 
and  all  other  purposes  for  which  electricity  is  now  or  here¬ 
after  may  be  used  within  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and 
public  grounds  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  2.  All  poles  used  for  the  purpose  of  electricity 
for  street  cars,  shall  be  placed  on  the  side  of  the  streets  not 
more  than  one  foot  from  the  sidewalks,  and  not  less  than 
eighty  feet  apart;  and  no  poles  shall  be  allowed  in  the  cen¬ 
tre  of  the  streets.  The  wires  shall  be  hung  not  less  than 
twenty  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  in  the 
erection  or  repair  of  such  poles  or  wires  for  the  said  Asto¬ 
ria  Street  Railway,  its  Successors  or  Assigns  to  dig  into  or 
in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  public  street  or  part  there¬ 
of,  said  Astoria  Street  Railway  Company  or  Assigns,  shall, 
without  delay,  put  the  street  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was 
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before  it  was  so  broken  up,  and  shall  remove  all  surplus 
earth  or  other  material. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawfnl  for  any  person  or 
persons  unless  authorized  by  the  Astoria  Street  Railway 
Company  or  Assigns  to  interfere  with,  meddle  with,  injure, 
impair  or  remove  any  of  the  poles,  wires,  boxes  or  apparatus 
belonging  to,  or  appertaining  to  said  wires  or  electric  sys¬ 
tem. 


Sec.  5.  That  such  construction  shall  be  made  with 
the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
or  other  authorized  City  Officers. 

Sec.  6.  All  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  be¬ 
fore  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty  dollars  or  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  be  imprisoned 
in  the  City  jail  not  more  than  twenty  days,  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

‘Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
as  in  anywise  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  planking  and 
repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  herein  mentioned, 
but  all  such  work  shall  be  done  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  ob¬ 
struct  or  injure  or  prevent  the  free  use  of  said  poles,  wires, 
conductors  or  other  apparatus. 

Sec.  8.  That  this  franchise  shall  be  in  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  9.  This  franchise  and  all  privileges  granted 
thereunder  shall  expire  in  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor. 
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SEC.  10.  The  Astoria  Street  Railway  Company  shall 
pay  the  same  license  per  annum,  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  as 
is  now  Raid  by  them  under  their  franchise,  upon  each  and 
every  car.

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  folloivs: 

Section  i.  That  the  Oregon  Improvement  Company 
is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  coal  bunkers  upon  that 
portion  of  the  wharf  of  the  Oregon  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company  which  is  built  upon  and  over  the  north  end  of 
West  Seventh  street  in  that  portion  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
as  laid  out  and  recorded  by  J.  M.  Shively. 

Provided,  that  the  City  of  Astoria  hereby  reserves  the 
right  to  cause  said  coal  bunkers  to  be  removed  from  said 
portion  of  West  Seventh  street  at  any  time  when  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Common  Council  the  interests  of  said  city 
require  it.  Said  removal  to  be  made  by,  or  at  the  expense 
of  the  said  Oregon  Improvement  Company  or  its  assigns.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  THE  “ASTORIA  GAS 
LIGHT  COMPANY,”  THE  RIGHT  OF  CONSTRUCT¬ 
ING  GAS  WORKS,  LAYING  GAS  PIPES  AND  CON¬ 
DUCTORS  IN  THE  STREETS  OF  SAID  CITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  the  “  Astoria  Gas  Light  Company  ” 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  and  construct 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  gas  works,  to  man¬ 
ufacture  and  distribute  gas  throughout  said  city,  and  to  use 
the  streets  of  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipes 
therein  ;  Provided,  that  after  laying  pipes  in  any  street  or 
portion  thereof,  said  company  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
put  in  as  good  repair  and  condition  as  it  was  before  having 
been  disturbed  for  said  purpose,  and  in  laying  said  pipes  in 
any  street  of  said  city,  said  company  shall  do  so  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  of  the  Common  Council 
of  said  city.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  GEORGE  S.  LADD,  HIS 
ASSOCIATES  AND  ASSIGNS,  THE  RIGHT  TO 
ERECT  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  IN  THE  CITY 
OF  ASTORIA,  CLATSOP  COUNTY,  OREGON,  AND 
IN  OR  UNDER  THE  STREETS,  ALLEYS,  AVENUES 
AND  THOROUGHFARES  THERPZOF,  WIRES  AND 
OTHER  CONDUCTORS  FOR  THE  TRANSMISSION 
OF  ELECTRICITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i  .  The  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  granted 
to  George  S.  Ladd,  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  State  of  California,  his  associates  and  assigns,  to  erect 
and  lay,  maintain  and  operate  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  Ore¬ 
gon,  including  all  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  thorough¬ 
fares  thereof,  poles,  wires  and  other  conductors  for  the 
transmission  of  electricity  for  electric  lights,  electric  power, 
telephones,  telegraphs  and  all  other  purposes  for  which 
electricity  may  be  used.  Such  wires  or  conductors  may  be 
strung  on  ‘poles  or  other  fixtures  above  ground,  or  laid 
under  ground  in  pipes  or  conduits  or  otherwise  protected, 
and  such  other  apparatus  may  be  used  as  may  be  necessary 
to,  or  proper  to  maintain  or  operate  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Ladd,  his  asso¬ 
ciates  or  assigns,  to  make  all  needed  and  convenient  exca¬ 
vations  in  any  of  said  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  thorough¬ 
fares  in  said  City  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  and  maintaining  poles  or  other  supporters  for  said 
Avires  or  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down,  maintaining  or 
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operating  wires  or  other  conductors  under  ground,  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  said  Radd,  his  Associates  or  Assigns 
shall  disturb  any  of  said  streets  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
he  or  they  shall  restore  the  same  to  good  order  and  condi¬ 
tion  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  without  unnecessary  delay, 
and  failing  so  to  do,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  shall  have  the  right  to  fix  by  resolution  or  other¬ 
wise,  a  reasonable  time  within  which  such  repairs  and  res¬ 
toration  of  streets  to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  said  Sunset 
Telephone  Company,  and  the  Common  Council  reserve  the 
right  to  make  or  alter  regulations  at  any  time  as  they  deem 
proper,  for  the  conduct  of  said  telephone,  electric  lights, 
electric  power,  telegraph,  etc.,  within  said  City  limits. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
as  in  any  wise  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  said 
City  of  Astoria,  from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  planking, 
repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  herein  mentioned, 
but  all  such  work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to 
obstruct  or  injure,  or  prevent  the  free  use  of  said  poles,  wire, 
conductors,  conduits,  pipes  or  other  apparatus. 

Sec.  5.  In  consideration  of  the  rights  herein  granted, 
the  said  City  of  Astoria,  shall  have  the  right  to  suspend 
upon  the  poles,  or  place  in  the  conduits  placed  by  said  Ladd 
or  his  Assigns  in  the  street  aforesaid,  any  and  all  the  wires 
which  it  may  require  for  Fire  Alarm  or  Police  Telegraph 
service. 

Sec.  6.  The  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  herein 
granted,  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  unless  forfeited  by  the  proper  authorities. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage,  and  the  Auditor  and  Clerk  is  hereby 
ordered  to  advertise  this  ordinance  as  required  by  law. 
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SEC.  8.  It  is  hereby  expressly  Provided,  That  any 
refusal  or  neglect  of  said  Sunset  Telephone  Company,  to 
comply  wkh  the  requirements  and  provisions  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  or  any  other  ordinance  passed  in  pursuance  hereof, 
shall  be  deemed  a  forfeiture  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
herein  granted,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Common 
Council  to  declare  by  ordinance  the  forfeiture  of  the  same, 
and  to  cause  said  wires,  poles  or  other  means  of  conducting 
said  electricity  to  be  removed  from  the  streets  of  said  City.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  THE  BAY  RAILWAY 
COMPANY  ITS  SUCCESSORS  AND  ASSIGNS  A  FRAN¬ 
CHISE  FOR  A  STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  (toes  Ordain  as  follozvs: 

Section  i.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to 
the  Bay  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  duly  formed  and 
existing  under  and  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Oregon,  its  successors  and  assigns  the  right  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  with  steam,  electricity  or  cable,  a  rail¬ 
way  with  necessary  switches,  turnouts  and  appurtenances, 
from  the  west  boundary  line  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  where 
the  Center  line  of  Water  Street  in  McClure’s  Astoria,  ex¬ 
tended  westerly  would  intersect  the  same  easterly,  and 
along  Water  street  to  Washington  street  :  thence  south  on 
Washington  street  to  Concomly  street,  and  thence  east  on 
Concomly  street  to  Main  street. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  railway  shall  be  laid  in  the  center  of 
the  street  as  nearly  as  possible  and  shall  be  constructed  in 
such  manner  as  to  least  incommode  the  public  in  the  use  of 
said  street.  The  space  of  four  feet  on  each  side  of  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  said  railroad  track  and  turnouts,  shall  be  planked, 
paved  or  macadamized,  as  shall  be  proscribed  by  ordinance, 
and  shall  be  kept  in  good  order  and  repair  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  street  railway. 

Sec.  3.  The  cars  used  upon  the  said  railway  shall  be 
of  the  most  approved  pattern,  properly  supplied  with  brakes 
and  appliances  for  stopping  the  same  ;  the  rails  used  in  the 
construction  of  road  must 'be  of  good  iron  or  steel.  Spark 
catchers  shall  be  placed  upon  the  engines  and  such  fuel  used 
that  will  not  throw  sparks. 
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Sec.  4.  The  rate  of  speed  on  said  road  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  no  car  or  engine,  or  motor 
shall  stop  or  remain  on  any  street  crossing  ;  and  any  viola¬ 
tion  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  owner  or  owners  of 
said  street  railway  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail,  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days,  upon  conviction  before  the  Police 
Court. 

Sec.  5.  The  owner  or  owners  ot  said  street  railway 
shall  pay  annually  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  a  license  of  twenty 
dollars  upon  each  car  used  by  them  upon  said  railway,  and 
the  rate  of  fare  charged  thereon  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  five  cents  on  one  route. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  Bay  Railway  Company,  its  succes¬ 
sors  and  assigns  shall  commence  the  construction  of  said 
railway  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  approval  ot 
this  ordinance,  and  shall  complete  the  same  to  \\  ashington 
street  within  six  months  and  the  remainder  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  approval  of  this  ordinance. 

SEC.  7.  No  conductor  or  other  employee  of  said  rail¬ 
way,  or  passenger  thereon,  or  any  person  on  or  about  the  cars, 
or  belonging  thereto,  shall  by  indecent,  offensive,  oppro¬ 
brious  or  abusive  language,  insult  any  passengers  on  said 
cars.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars,  or  by  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  city  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days. 

Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance,  nor  any  privilege 
granted  thereby,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  municipal 
authorities  of  the  City  of  Astoria  from  grading,  paving  or 
macadamizing  or  improving  said  street,  but  all  such  shall 
be  done  so  as  to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  possible  to  the 
passage  of  the  cars;  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  street

railway  shall  have  the  privilege  of  raising  or  shifting  its 
rails  or  tracks  so  as  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible,  the 
liability  of  obstruction  during  the  progress  of  street  repair¬ 
ing  or  improving. 

Sec.  9.  In  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  railway, 
no  greater  distance  than  the  length  of  one  block  shall  be 
obstructed  at  one  time,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  con¬ 
secutive  days  without  permission  first  obtained  from  the 
Common  Council  or  Superintendent  of  Stieets. 

Sec.  10.  The  Common  Council  reserves  the  right  to 
make  any  necessary  ordinances  for  the  conduct  of  said  street 
railway  within  the  city  limits,  and  to  alter  the  same  when 
necessary,  and  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the 
same. 

SEC.  11.  The  Bay  Railway  Company  shail  improve 
all  streets  over  which  this  franchise  is  granted  through  the 
entire  length  of  said  streets  to  the  width  of  four  feet  on 
each  side  of  the  center  of  said  track,  switches  and  turnouts, 
in  conformity  with  ordinances  of  the  city  regulating  the 
improvement  of  streets,  and  all  ordinances  passed  in  relation 
thereto. 

SEC.  12.  The  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  this 
ordinance  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  thirty  years  from  the 
date  of  approval  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  A  FRANCHISE  FOR  A 

STREET  RAILWAY  TO  THE  BAY  RAILWAY  COM¬ 
PANY  AND  ASSIGNS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to 
the  Bay  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  Oregon,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  with 
electricity  or  cable  a  street  railway  with  necessary  switches, 
turnouts  and  appurtenances  for  a  period  of  thirty  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  upon  the  following-named 
streets  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  to-wit  :  From  the  western  ter¬ 
minus  of  Bond  street  easterly  along  said  street  to  the  .inter¬ 
section  of  said  street  with  Seventh  street  and  thence  south¬ 
erly  on  Seventh  street  to  its  intersection  with  Duane  street, 
and  thence  easterly  on  Duane  street  to  lileventh  street,  and 
thence  southerly  on  Eleventh  street  to  Franklyn  avenue, 
and  thence  easterly  on  Franklyn  avenue  to  Seventeenth 
street. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  railway  shall  have  only  a  single 
track  with  switches,  turnouts  and  appurtenances  on  said 
streets  and  avenues  unless  it  be  propelled  by  cable,  in  which 
event  it  may  be  a  double  track  railway.  It  shall  be  laid 
along  the  middle  of  the  street  or  as  near  the  middle  of  any 
part  of  a  street  as  it  can  be  laid  without  interfering  with 
any  railway  already  constructed.  The  rails  thereof  shall 
be  laid  on  stringers  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  least  incom- 
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mode  the  public  in  the  use  of  the  streets.  In  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  said  railway  where  the  streets  are  not  planked  to 
their  full  width,  the  planks  of  the  streets  must  be  cut  in 
the  middle  and  pushed  or  placed  out  from  the  center  to 
make  room  for  the  track  and  securely  fastened  on  stringers 
with  the  ends  thereof  closely  and  evenly  against  the  plank¬ 
ing,  macadamizing  or  other  structure  of  said  railway. 

Said  railway  track  is  to  be  constructed  and  kept  at  the 
established  grade  of  the  streets  upon  which  same  may  be. 
The  space  between  the  rails  of  said  railway  and  for  one  foot 
outside  the  rails  on  either  side  shall  be  planked,  paved  or 
macadamized  by  the  owner  of  said  railway,  and  such  plank¬ 
ing,  paving  or  macadamizing  shall  be  as  nearly  even  with 
the  surface  of  the  rails  and  also,  with  the  surface 
of  the  adjoining  street  as  practicable.  The  stringers 
and  planking  between  the  rails  of  said  road  and 
for  one  foot  on  each  side  thereof  and  the  piling,  caps  and 
other  understructure  or  foundation  of  said  track,  together 
with  said  rails,  shall  be  kept  in  good  order  and  repair  by 
the  owner  of  said  railway,  and  said  track  shall  be  kept  in  a 
clean  and  orderly  condition  by  the  owner  of  the  same,  and 
shall  be  cleaned  and  swept  by  the  owner  thereof  whenever 
required  by  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  W  ays. 
That  if  said  railway  have  a  single  track,  the  switches  on 
the  same  shall  be  at  most  not  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  feet  in  length  between  the  points  of  connection 
with  the  main  track,  and  shall  not  at  any  point  be  at  any 
greater  distance  or  space  from  the  main  track  than  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  passage  of  the  cars,  and  such  su  itches 
must  be  a  distance  of  at  least  qoofeet  apart  in  the  clear,  and 
must  be  located  entirely  between  intersections  of  streets, 
crossing  the  street  upon  which  the  same  may  be  located  and 
nearest  the  respective  switches.  If  such  railway  have  a 
double  track,  the  switches  thereof  shall  be  located  at  only 
such  places  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  designated  by 
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ordinances  relating  to  the  same  and  hereinafter  enacted. 
That  said  railway  shall  be  constructed  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  and  the  track  thereof  shall  not  at 
any  place  be  nearer  the  sidewalk  on  any  street  than  said 
committee  may  deem  safe  and  convenient. 

Sec.  3.  If  said  railway  be  propelled  by  electricity, 
the  poles  for  supporting  the  wires  connected  with  the  same 
shall  be  placed  on  the  sides  of  the  streets  and  not  more  than 
one  foot  from  the  curbs  of  the  sidewalks,  and  such  poles 
shall  be  firmly  planted  and  neatly  painted,  and  shall  not  be 
less  than  twelve  inches  in  diameter  at  the  grade  of  the 
street.  The  wires  of  such  railway  shall  be  hung  not  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  streets  and  shall  be  hung 
attached  substantially  and  safely  and  so  as  not  to  sub¬ 
stantially  interfere  with  the  wire  of  any  street  railway 
already  constructed,  and  there  shall  be  good  substantial 
guard  wires  securely  hung  and  maintained  above  the  trolley 
wire  of  said  railway,  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  six 
inches  from  said  trolley  cars. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  rail¬ 
way,  no  part  of  any  street  shall  be  obstructed  more  than 
may  be  necessary,  and  no  greater  distance  than  the  length 
of  one  block  shall  be  obstructed  at  any  one  time,  nor  for  a 

longer  period  of  time  than  ten  consecutive  days  without 

• 

permission  being  first  obtained  from  the  Common  Council 
or  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Way’s.  That  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  railways  to  be  constructed  on  said  streets  herein 
provided  for,  shall  be  constructed  and  completed  in  one 
year  from  the  time  within  which  a  railroad  shall  be  built  by 
which  railway  connection  shall  be  completed  between  the 
Cities  of  Astoria  and  Portland,  Oregon,  provided,  however, 
that  the  said  street  railway  be  built  within  four  years  from 
the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  in  any  event. 
That  the  cars  to  be  used  on  said  railway  shall  be  of  the 
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most  approved  construction  for  the  comfort  and  con\  enience 
of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided  with  brakes  or  other 
necessary  contrivances  of  the  most  improved  patterns  for 
stopping  the  same  when  required  ;  they  shall  be  propelled 
by  electricity  or  cable,  and  not  otherwise,  unless  hereinafter 
authorized  by  ordinance;  they  shall  be  kept  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  ventilated,  and  upon  each  car  the  route  of  the 
railway  shall  be  clearly  designated.  The  rate  of  speed 
shall  not  exceed  six  miles  per  hour,  and  in  operating  such 
railway  no  car  shall  be  allowed  at  any  time  to  stop  or 
remain  still  upon  the  intersection  of  any  streets,  and  any 
violation  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  railway  or  any  person  operating  the  car,  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  each  offense  or  to  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  twenty  days,  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
a  Police  Court  ;  and  at  any  intersection  of  said  railway  with 
any  other  street  railway  said  cars  shall  be  stopped  or  the 
speed  thereon  be  slackened  in  such  manner  as  may  hereafter 
be  provided  by  ordinance.  Such  cars  shall  at  any  time  be 
entitled  to  the  track,  except  for  the  use  of  hose  at  fires,  or 
fire  engines  or  hose  carts,  or  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  and 
vehicle  upon  the  track  of  said  railway,  shall  turn  out  when 
the  car  comes  up  if  able  to  do  so,  so  as  to  leave  the  track  un¬ 
obstructed  ;  and  the  driver  of  any  such  vehicle  refusing  to 
do  so  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  each  offence 
upon  conviction  of  the  offence  in  the  Police  Court. 

SEC.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct  the  rail¬ 
way  herein  provided  for  either  during  the  construction  or 
operation  of  the  same  nor  shall  any  person  carefully  or  wil¬ 
fully  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  nor  shall  any 
conductor  or  other  employee  on  the  railway  herein  provided 
for  use  offensive,  indecent,  opprobrious  or  abusive  lan¬ 
guage,  or  insulr,  abuse  or  maltreat  any  passenger  on  said 
cars.  Any  person  upon  conviction  for  the  violation  of  this 
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Section  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  Five  nor  more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  twenty 
days  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.  The  owner 
of  said  railway  shall  employ  careful,  sober  and  prudent 
agents  and  employees  to  operate  the  cars  and  such  agents 
and  employees  shall  use  every  possible  precaution  not  to  do 
injury  to  persons  or  animals  or  property,  and  ladies  and 
children  shall  not  be  allowed  to  enter  or  leave  while  the 
cars  are  in  motion. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  the  space  between  the  two  tracks  of 
said  railway  at  any  switch  or  wherever  there  may  be  two 
tracks  or  a  double  track  shall  be  planked,  paved  or  macadi- 
mized;  and  such  planking  or  macadimizing  as  well  as  that 
between  the  rails  of  the  track  or  within  a  foot  of  said  rails 
outside  of  the  same  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  of 
the  same  kind  and  quality  as  may  be  in  the  street  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  track,  if  the  Common  Council  or  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  require.  When  constructed  said 
railway  together  with  the  wires,  poles  and  all  appliances 
connected  with  the  same  shall  be  kept  in  good  order  and 
repair  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways  and  to  their  satisfaction  and  all  altera¬ 
tions  and  repairs  shall  be  made  without  unnecessary  delay 
and  in  such  manner  as  to  least  discommode  the  public  u^e 
of  the  street  upon  which  the  same  is  made. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  or  any  privilege 
granted  hereby  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  municipal 
authorities  of  said  City  from  grading,  paving  sewering, 
planking,  macadimizing,  altering,  improving  or  repairing 
any  of  the  streets  or  the  grades  thereof  over  or  upon  which 
the  privilege  of  constructing  a  railway  is  hereby  granted, 
but  all  such  work  shall  be  done  so  as  to  offer  as  little  ob¬ 
struction  as  possible  to  the  passage  of  the  cars,  and  the 
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owner  or  owners  of  said  railway  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  raising  the  rails  so  as  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the 
liability  to  obstruction  during  the  progress  of  such  work. 
Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  as  to  prevent 
the  Common  Council  from  authorizing  the  laying  down  of 
planking,  pavings,  water  and  gas  pipes  and  sewers  or  re¬ 
pairing  the  same  on  said  streets,  or  subjecting  the  streets 
to  any  legitimate  use,  including  the  moving  of  buildings 
across  the  tracks  of  said  railway,  between  the  hours  of  1 
o’clock  P.  M.  and  5  o’clock  A.  M.  and  the  owner  of  said 
railway  shall  have  no  claim  for  damages  against  the  City 
or  any  of  its  public  officials  or  against  any  gas  or  water 
company  because  of  the  removal  of  its  track  or  appliances, 
or  interuption  of  its  traffic  for  such  purposes,  if  made  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  direct  or  as  may  be 
directed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  The  owners  of  said  railway  shall  pay  annu¬ 
ally  to  the  City  of  Astoria  a  license  for  each  car  used  on 
said  railway  at  any  time  during  the  year,  the  sum  of 
$30  00. 

Sec.  9.  The  owners  of  said  railway  shall  save  the 
City  and  all  its  officials  thereof,  harmless  of  and  from  all 
claims  for  damages  by  accident  or  otherwise  to  persons  or 
property  arising  or  to  arise  in  any  way  because  of  the  ne¬ 
glect  or  failure  of  said  railway  or  the  owners  thereof  to  keep 
its  track  in  proper  condition  or  to  keep  or  leave  the  street 
in  proper  condition  adjoining  said  track  or  otherwise  aris 
ing  or  to  arise  by  any  fault  or  neglect  of  the  owners  of  said 
railway. 

SEC.  10.  That  the  owners  of  said  railway  shall  at  the 
expiration  ot  every  year  during  the  continuance  of  this 
franchise  make  and  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
a  duly  verified  statement  in  writing  showing: 
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1st.  The  number  of  ears  operated  on  the  different 
lines  of  the  road. 

2nd.  The  number  of  passengers  carried,  and 

3rd.  The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  for  the  preceed- 
ing  year. 

Sec.  12.  Any  lessee  of  said  railway  or  person  operat¬ 
ing  the  same  .under  contract  or  as  proprietor  thereof,  shall 
be  deemed  an  owner  thereof,  within  the  terms  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  relating  to  owner  or  any  owner  of  said  railway. 

Sec.  13.  The  Common  Council  reserve  the  right  to 
make  such  further  rules,  orders  or  regulations  by  ordinance 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  and 
convenience  of  the  public  and  to  alter  the  same  when  neces¬ 
sary,  and  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall  work  a  forfeiture  thereof.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  861. 


AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  THE  ERECTING  AND 
MAINTAINING  OF  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  WIRES  AND 
THE  NECESSARY  SUPPORTS  THEREFOR,  ON  OR 
OVER  THE  STREETS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  J.  C.  Trullinger  and  his  assigns,  be 
and  are  hereby  granted  the  right  and  privilege  of  erecting 
and  maintaining,  operating  and  using,  in,  along  and  over 
any  and  all  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  electric 
light  wires. 

SEC.  2.  Said  J.  C.  Trullinger  and  his  assigns  shall 
have  the  right  to,  and  shall  erect  poles,  and  stietch  the 
wires  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  free  and  unobstiucted 
use  of  the  streets  for  travel,  and  shall  erect  the  poles  at  such 
points  in  the  streets,  and  place  the  wires  at  such  heights  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Committee  on  streets  and  Public 
Ways,  and  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  modifications,  limitations  and  change  by  the  Common 
Council,  whenever  in  its  judgment,  the  public  interest 
requires  it. 

SEC.  3.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  in  the 
erection  cr  repair  of  such  wires  for  the  said  J.  C.  Trullinger 
and  Assigns,  to  dig  into  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  any 
public  Street  or  part  thereof,  said  J.  C.  Trullinger  or  Assigns, 
shall  without  delay,  put  the  Street  in  good  condition  as  it 
was  before  it  was  broken  up,  dug  up  or  disturbed,  and  shall 
remove  all  surplus  sand,  earth,  rubbish,  or  other  material.

GRANTING  FRANCHISES. 


Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  unless  authorized  by  J.  C  Trullinger  or  Assigns, 
to  interfere,  meddle  with,  injure  ;mpair  or  remove  any  of 
the  poles,  wires,  boxes  or  apparatus  belonging  to,  or  apper¬ 
taining  to  said  wires  or  electric  system. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  improvement  of  any  street,  if  said 
poles  or  apparatus  shall  obstruct  the  said  improvement,  then 
the  said  J.  C.  Trullinger  or  his  assigns,  upon  five  days 
notice  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  shall  temporarily 
remove,  at  his  own  expense,  said  poles  and  apparatus  or  so 
much  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  to  allow  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  said  street. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  City  jail 
not  more  than  twenty  days,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Police 
Judge. 

Sec.  7.  The  parties  named  in  Section  one  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance  shall  file  their  acceptance  of  its  conditions  and  com¬ 
mence  the  work  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  approval 
hereof,  otherwise  the  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  212. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  FIRE  DEPART¬ 
MENT  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

What  Department  Shall  Consist  of. 

Section  1.  That  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Engineer,  two  Assistant 
Engineers,  a  President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Board  of 
Delegates  and  such  Companies  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
admitted  thereto  by  ordinance. 

Elections  to  be  Held  Annually. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  an  election  annually  ou  the 
second  Monday  of  August,  for  Chief  Engineer  and  two 
Assistant  Engineers;  the  first  election  to  be  held  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  August,  1877;  and,  after  the  first,  the  said 
election  shall  be  called  by  the  President  of  the  department, 
by  giving  ten  days  notice  thereof,  in  a  newspaper  published 
in  said  City.  The  Judges  of  the  first  election  shall  be  I.  W, 
Case  and  J.  H.  D.  Gray,  and  hereafter  the  Board  of  Dele¬ 
gates  shall  appoint  three  Judges  to  conduct  the  election, 
each  from  a  different  company.  The  Judges  shall  each  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  faithfully  discharge 
their  duties,  and  the  election  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as 
shall  be  designated  in  the  notice.  The  polls  shall  be  opened 
at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  and  close  at  4  P.  M.  The  voting  shall 
be  by  ballot;  and  immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls 
the  votes  shall  be  publicly  counted,  and  the  returns  of  said 
election,  duly  certified,  shall  be  delivered  to  the'  Board  of 
Delegates,  who  shall  immediately  convene  and  declare  the 
result.  Provided,  that  the  returns  of  the  first  election  shall 
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be  made  to  the  Common  Council,  who  shall  thereupon 
meet  and  declare  the  result.  The  person  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  Chief  Engineer,  shall  be  declared  elected 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  Assistant  Engineer  shall  be  declared  First  Assis¬ 
tant  Engineer  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  his  succes- 
or  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  person  having  the  second 
highest  number  of  votes  for  Assistant  Engineer,  shall  be 
declared  Second  Assistant  Engineer  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Contested  Elections,  How  Determined. 

Sec.  3.  Contested  elections  for  Chief  and  Assistant 
Engineers,  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Delegates,  and  should  a  tie  vote  occur  for  either  of  said  offi¬ 
cers,  the  Board  shall,  by  a  majority  of  its  members, 
determine  between,  or  for  the  rank  of  the  contesting  parties, 
Provided,  That  in  the  first  election  the  Common  Council 
shall,  in  case  of  need,  perform  the  duties  provided  for  by 
this  section. 

Chief  Engineers  and  Assistants  to  Qualify. 

Sec.  4.  The  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  upon 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  several  offices,  shall  take 
and  subscribe  to  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  perform 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  thereupon,  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  certificates  of  office,  signed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Secretary  of  the  Department.  The  persons  elected 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  enter  upon  their 
duties  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year. 

Vacancy,  How  Filled. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
Chief  Engineer,  the  President  of  the  Department  shall  order 
an  election  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
said  office;  and  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
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First  or  Second  Assistant  Engineer,  such  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Delegates  ;  Provi¬ 
ded,  That  should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  First 
Assistant  Engineer,  the  person  holding  the  office  of  Second 
Assistant  Engineer  shall  succeed  to  the  office  of  First  Assis¬ 
tant  Engineer. 

Qualification  of  Voters. 

SEC.  6.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  any 
Engineer’s  election  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  member  of 
the  Department  sixty  days  next  preceding  such  election; 
and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  office  in  the  Department 
without  possessing  the  qualifications  of  a  voter.  This  sec¬ 
tion  shall  not  apply  to  the  first  election,  but  all  the  present 
members  of  the  department  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  be 
eligible  to  hold  office. 

Each  Company  to  Elect  Three  Members  of  Board  of  Delegates. 

Sec.  7.  Each  and  every  Company  in  the  Department, 
shall,  at  its  annual  meeting,  which  takes  place  in  September, 
elect  three  ol  its  members  to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  which 
Board  shall  consist  of  three  Representatives  from  each  Fire 
and  Hook  and  Ladder  company,  and  who,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  well  and  truly  perform  the  duties  of 
Delegate  as  prescribed  in  the  laws  governing  the  depart¬ 
ment.  They  shall  assemble  as  soon  after  the  anuual  elec¬ 
tion  as  practicable,  at  their  usual  place  of  meeting  ,  notice  of 
which  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the  Delegate  elected,  by 
tpg  Secretary  of  the  Department,  and  then  and  theieoigan- 
ize  by  the  election  of  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year,  or  until  theii 
snccessors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  President,  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer  so  elected,  shall  be  styled  respectively 
“The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Astoria  hire 
Department.’’  The  President  shall  be  elected  from  among 
the  Delegates,  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  from  the 
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Department  at  large.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  if  not 
members  of  the  board,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  office  faithfully, 
and  the  Secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  Clerk  of  the  Chief 
Engineer. 

Board  of  Delegates  to  Make  Laws. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Delegates  shall  make  laws  for 
the  government  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all  laws  made 
by  them  shall  be  binding  on  every  Company,  Officer  or 
Member  of  the  Department,  and  every  Company  Officer  or 
member  of  the  Department,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
said  rules,  or  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or 
who  shall  refuse  to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the  Chief  or 
Assistant  Engineers,  shall  upon  complaint,  be  tried  by  the 
Board,  and  if  found  guilty,  be  eensuied,  suspended,  or  re¬ 
moved  from  office,  or  expelled  from  the  Department  as  a 
majority  of  the  Board  in  its  judgment  may  direct.  They 
shall  examine  the  returns,  and  declare  the  result  of  all 
Engineers  elections,  and  give  them  their  certificates  of 
office.  They  shall  fix  the  time  for  holding  their  meetings, 
and  all  their  proceedings  shall  be  public. 

Fire  Companies — How  Many  Members. 

Sec.  9.  Each  Fire  Engine  Company  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  seventy-five 
members;  each  Hose  Company  shall  be  composed  of  not 
less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  twenty-five  members;  and 
each  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  shall  be  composed  of  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  members;  all  of  whom 
must  be  (July  registered  members  of  the  Department. 

Annual  Meeting  of  Companies  to  Elect  Officers. 

Sec.  10.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  each  company,  to 
be  held  in  the  month  of  September  of  each  year,  each  com¬ 
pany  shall  elect  a  Foreman,  two  Assistant  Foremen,  a 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  three  Delegates,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
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ors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  all  vacancies  oeeuriug  in 
such  offices  shall  be  filled  in  such  manner  as  the  Companies 
shall  have  previously  prescribed. 

Each  Company  May  Make  Rules. 

Sec.  11.  Each  Company  shall  have  power  to  make 
rules  for  their  own  government  not  inconsistent  with  the 
ordinances  of  this  City,  or  the  rules  of  the  Department. 

Company  Reduced  Below  Minimum. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  the  roll  of  members  of  any  Com¬ 
pany  shall  have  been  reduced  below  its  minimum  of  mem¬ 
bers,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Foreman  of  such  Company 
to  notify  the  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  fact.  At  the  first 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Delegates  after  such  notice 
be  given,  the  Board  of  Delegates  shall  enquire  into  the  con- 
dition  of  such  Company,  and  -hall  declare  whether  such 
Company  shall  be  disbanded  or  continued  in  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment,  which  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Delegates. 

Companies  Desiring  Admission  to  Make  Application. 

Sec.  13.  A  company  desiring  admission  into  the  De¬ 
partment  must  make  application  to  the  Board  of  Delegates, 
accompanying  such  application  with  a  copy  of  their  con¬ 
stitution,  signed  by  at  least  the  number  of  persons  required 
to  constitute  a  Company,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  City, 
the  names  of  their  officers,  and  the  location  they  desire, 
and  should  the  Board,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  its 
members  decide  to  recommend  the  admission  of  such  a  Com¬ 
pany,  the  Secretary  of  the  Depaitment  shall  forward  to  the 
Common  Council  a  certificate  of  such  recommendation,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  petition  of  the  Company,  the  constitution  of 
the  same,  the  names  of  the  officers  and  the  men,  and  the 
location  desired.  If  such  recommendation  shall  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Common  Council,  the  Company  shall  be 
declared  admitted  into  the  department,  and  shall  be  furnish¬ 
ed  by  the  City  with  apparatus,  and  a  house  for  receiving  the 
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same;  and  no  petition  for  the  admission  of  any  Company 
shall  be  entertained  by  the  Common  Council,  until  it  shall 
have  received  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Delegates. 

Unlawful  for  Any  Person  to  Act  as  Firemen. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  or 
Association  not  belonging  to  the  department  to  perform 
any  of  the  duties  of  Firemen  when  said  department  or  any 
portion  thereof  is  in  service. 

Council  to  Order  All  Work  and  Supplies. 

SEC.  15.  The  Common  Council  shall  order  all  work 
and  supplies  for  the  Department,  and  locate  all  cisterns  and 
Fire  Company  houses  hereafter  to  be  built.  All  proposals 
for  the  same  shall  be  opened  by  the  Chief  Engineer  in  the 
presence'of  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water, 
and  by  them,  without  unreasonable  delay,  be  awarded  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders.  All  work  done 
for  and  supplies  furnished  said  Department,  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  a  majority  of  the 
Fire  and  Water  Committee,  and  they  shall  certify  all  bills 
for  such  work  and  supplies. 

Chief  Engineer  to  Make  Annual  Report. 

SEC.  16.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  report  to  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  on  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year,  the 
number,  location  and  condition  of  cisterns  and  fire  appara- 
ratus,  and  the  state  of  the  company  houses,  and  all  property 
of  the  city  in  keeping  of  said  Department,  also  all  accidents 
by  fire  which  may  have  taken  place,  with  the  causes  thereof 
and  a  description  of  the  property  destroyed  or  injured,  with 
the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  same,  and  also  the  estimated 
loss  thereof.  He  shall  also  report  the  expenses  incurred  by 
the  city  in  maintaining  each  Company,  and  all  other  ex¬ 
penditures  for  the  Department  during  the  year  ending  that 
day  ;  also  such  other  information  and  recommendations  as 
he  may  deem  proper.  He  shall  further  inquire  into  the 
causes  of  all  fires,  and  see  that  all  persons  criminally  con- 
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nected  therewith,  are  dilligently  prosecuted  by  the  proper 
authorities. 

When  Office  of  Chief  Engineer  Deemed  Vacant. 

Sec.  17.  Whenever  any  person  elected  to  the  office  of 
Chief  Engineer  or  Assistant  Engineer,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to 
qualify  and  enter  upon  the  duties  ot  his  office  as  required 
by  this  ordinance,  then  said  office  of  Chief  or  Assistant 
Engineer,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and 
so  declared  by  the  Board  of  Delegates,  and  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  as  prescribed  in  this  ordinance. 

Chief  Engineer  to  be  Fire  W  arden. 

Sec.  18.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  ex-officio  Fire 
Warden  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  appertaining  to  said  office,  as  may  be  required  by 
any  ordinance  of  the  city.  He  shall  receive  such  compen¬ 
sation  as  the  Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Council  to  Make  Allowance  for  Each  Company. 

Sec.  19.  That  such  allowance  be  made  to  each  com¬ 
pany  to  meet  its  current  expenses,  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  granted  by  the  Common  Council. 

Members  to  be  Enrolled  on  Department  Books. 

Sec.  20.  Every  member  of  the  Department  shall  be 
enrolled  upon  the  books  of  the  Department  to  be  kept  by 
the  Board  of  Delegates,  which  Board  shall  issue  a  certifi¬ 
cate  to  each  member,  which  certificate  shall  be  the  sole 
evidence  of  membership  in  the  Department.  The  Board 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  each  certificate  issued,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  meet 
its  current  expenses. 

Exempt  Firemen. 

Sec.  21.  Any  person  who  shall  serve  as  an  active 
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Fireman  for  the  period  of  seven  consecutive  years  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  an  exempt  certificate. 

Sec.  22.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  AND  FIXING 
THE  COMPENSATION  OF  THE  CHIEF,  AND  THE 
FIRST  AND  SECOND  ASSISTANT  ENGINEERS  OF 
THE  ASTORIA  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Chief  Engineer  to  be  Fire  Warden. 

Section  i.  In  addition  to  the  duties  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Astoria  Fire  Department  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  the  Board  of  Delegates,  which  are  hereby  adopted, 
he  shall  be  the  Fire  Warden  of  the  City. 

Duty  of  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Fire  Warden,  to  examine  each  week  during  the  year, 
all  Fire  apparatus,  pipe,  lines,  hose,  etc.,  and  see  that  the 
same  is  in  good  working  order,  also  to  make  a  careful  ex¬ 
amination  of  all  buildings,  flues,  stove  pipes,  etc.,  and  see 
that-the  same  are  kept  in  safe  condition,  and  see  that  all 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  relative  to  the  protection  of  prop¬ 
erty,  and  appertaining  to  Fire  matters  are  strictly  enforced. 

Duty  of  First  and  Second  Assistants. 

Sec.  3.  The  First  and  Second  Assistant  Engineers 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chief  Engineer  during  his 
absence  or  inability,  and  shall,  when  ordered  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  assist  him  in  his  duties,  and  they  shall  see  that 
all  ordinances  relative  to  Fire  matters  are  strictly  enforced. 

Salary  of  Chief  Engineer. 

SEC.  4.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
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$300.00  per  annum,  payable  monthly  as  salaries  of  other 
City  Officers  of  the  City  are  paid. 

SEC.  5.  That  Ordinance  No.  295,  entitled  “An  ordi¬ 
nance  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Asto¬ 
ria  Fire  Department,”  approved  August  7th,  1878,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  FIRE  LIMITS  IN  THE 
CITY  OF  ASTORIA  AND  TO  REGULATE  THE  MAN¬ 
NER  OF  CONSTRUCTING  AND  REPAIRING  AND 
BUILDING  THEREIN  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF 
PROPERTY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Boundary  of  Fire  Limits. 

•Section  i.  That  all  blocks  and  parts  of  blocks  being 
situated  and  lying  within  the  following  described  boundary 
lines  hereinafter  specified,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  de¬ 
clared  within  the  Fire  Limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  centre  of  Sixth  street 
intersects  the  Wharf  line,  when  established,  thence  run¬ 
ning  south  along  the  center  of  Sixth  street  to  a  point  where 
the  center  of  Sixth  street  intersects  Commercial  street, 
thence  east  along  the  center  of  Commercial  street,  to  a  point 
where  the  center  of  Commercial  street  intersects  the  center 
of  Eight  street  to  Duane  street,  thence  along  the  center  of 
Duane  street  to  Eighteenth  street,  thence  north  along  the 
center  of  Eighteenth  street  to  the  Wharf  line  of  the  Col¬ 
umbia  River  to  the  place  of  beginning,  embracing  blocks, 

6)  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  56,  56J2,  57> 
58,  59,  60,  61,  62,  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  laid  out  and 
recorded  by  John  McClure,  and  blocks  A.  B.  136,  135,  134. 
133,  and  132,  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  laid  out  and  record¬ 
ed  by  J.  M.  Shively. 

Buildings  Hust  Have  Tin  Roofs. 

SEC.  2.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  and  all  build¬ 
ings  now  erected  which  shall  be  repaired  by  roofing,  shall 
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be  constructed  by  having  the  entire  roof  thereof  covered 
with  tin  or  some  other  incombustible  material  and  no  wood 
or  shingled  roof  shall,  under  any  circumstances  be  allowed. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic¬ 
tion  thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days,  and  it  is  further  made  the  duty  of  the  City  Attor¬ 
ney  to  immediately  bring  the  proper  proceedings  in  the  Cir¬ 
cuit  Court,  enjoining  any  person,  firm,  company  or  corpo¬ 
ration  from  proceeding  with  such  building,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  551. 


AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  FIREMENS  BADGES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

No  Person  Not  an  Active  Fireman  to  Wear  Badge. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  a 
certificate,  active  or  exempt  member  of  the  Astoria  Fire 
Department,  to  wear  upon  his  hat,  cap  or  other  garment 
either  the  active  or  exempt  Fireman's  badge  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Delegates  of  the  Fire  Department.  Every  person 
convicted  of  violating  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
ten  days  at  the  discretion  of  the  Police  Judge. 

Must  Return  Badge  When  Ceases  to  be  a  Fireman. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  cease  to  be  an  active 
member  of  the  fire  department,  shall,  within  five  days 
thereafter,  return  his  badge  of  active  membership  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  shall  receipt  to  him 
therefor. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinances. 

Any  member  violating  this  section,  shall,  upon  convic¬ 
tion  be  fined  Five  Dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
Five  days,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Police  Judge.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PROTECTION 
OF  THE  FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Unlawful  to  Interfere  With  Fire  Alarm  System. 

Section  i  .  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  to  interfere  with,  obstruct,  meddle  with,  injure 
or  repair  or  remove  any  telegraph  pole,  wire,  box,  gong,  or 
striking  apparatus,  belonging  or  appertaining  to  the  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph,  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  Clatsop  County, 
Oregon,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Wires  Not  to  be  Removed  Without  Permission. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  remove,  temporarily,  or 
otherwise,  any  part  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  wire,  or 
any  apparatus  connected  therewith,  or  any  pole  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Astoria  Fire 
Department;  which  permit  shall  specify  fully  the  change 
required;  Provided,  that  any  person  feeling  himself  ag¬ 
grieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  may  appeal 
to  the  Common  Council. 

Removals  to  be  Made  at  Expense  of  Hover. 

Sec.  3.  All  changes  or  removals  made,  shall  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  party  desiring  such  change,  except  such  re¬ 
moval  be  from  the  private  property  of  such  person,  and  all 
work  done,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of,  and  completed 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before 
the  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty, 
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than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  City  jail 
not  more  than  twenty  days  for  each  and  every  offense,  as 
the  Police  Judge  may  determine. 

Complainant  to  be  Paid  One  Half  of  Fine. 

Sec.  5.  One  half  of  any  fine  collected  for  a  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Police  Judge  to  the  person  making  the  complaint.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  703. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF 
FIRES  AND  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PROPERTY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Council  to  Appoint  Fire  Police. 

Section  i.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Asto¬ 
ria,  shall,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  October  of  each  year, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  appoint  from  each  Com¬ 
pany  of  the  fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  four 
active  members,  who  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  to  act  as  Fire  Police,  at 
and  during  all  fires. 

Fire  Police  to  Serve  One  Year. 

Each  Fire  Policeman  so  appointed,  shall  serve  for  the 
period  of  one  year,  from  the  first  day  of  November,  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed,  and  shall  receive 
the  annual  salary  of  one  dollar. 

Duty  of  Fire  Police. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Fire  Police  so  appointed  shall  at  all 
fires,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  place  ropes 
or  guards  across  all  streets  011  which  shall  be  situated  any 
building  on  fire,  and  at  such  other  points  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  and  necessary  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department;  and  they  shall  prevent  any  and  all  persons, 
except  members  of  the  Department,  who  shall  be  known  by 
their  badges,  or  by  identification  by  the  Foreman  of  his 
Company;  Insurance  Agents,  members  of  the  press,  and 
owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  endangered  by  existing 
fires,  from  entering  within  the  line  or  guard  so  placed,  and 
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any  person  or  persons  entering  within  said  line  or  guards 
and  refusing  to  go  outside  said  line  or  guards  when  ordered 
to  do  so,  by  any  fire  Policeman,  or  officer  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment,  or  Police  Officer,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  and 
imprisonment,  or  both,  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Must  Not  Run  Over  Hose. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  break  through  or  attempt  to 
break  through  such  blockade  or  run  over  any.  line  of  hose 
at  a  fire. 

Steam  Engines  to  Have  Right  of  Way. 

Sec.  4.  All  steam  engines  and  other  movable  appa¬ 
ratus  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  have  the  paramount 
right  of  way  through  all  streets  and  thoroughfares  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  when  going  to  a  fire,  and  such  apparatus, 
together  with  all  other  vehicles  contiguous  thereto,  except¬ 
ing  street  cars,  shall  take  and  keep  the  right  side  of  the 
street,  unless  the  same  be  obstructed,  and  all  street  cars  in 
the  vicinity  of  such  apparatus  going  to  a  fire,  shall  retard 
or  accelerate  their  speed  as  occasion  may  require,  in  order  to 
give  the  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department  the  unobstructed 
use  of  the  streets  for  the  time  being. 

Vehicles  Not  to  Obstruct  Progress  of  Apparatus. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  having  the  control  of 
any  vehicle  shall  wilfully  or  carelessly  permit  the  same  to 
obstruct  the  progress  of  the  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  while  going  to  a  fire. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  Anj'  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
foregoing  provisions  or  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  before 
the  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city 
jail  not  more  than  twenty  days,  or  both,  as  the  Police  Judge 
may  determine. 
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Who  Must  Enforce  Ordinances. 

SEC.  7.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department, 
Assistant  Engineers,  Clerk  of  the  Department  and  Chief  of 
Police,  and  Police  Officers  and  Fire  Police,  are  directed  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  this  order  are  enforced,  and  make 
complaint  in  the  Police  Court  for  the  violations  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  thereof.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  990. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PREVENTION 
OF  FIRES,  AND  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PERSONS 
AND  PROPERTY  ENDANGERED  THERF1BY . 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  Ordain  as  follows: 

Buildings  —  How  Constructed. 

Section  i.  All  buildings  over  one  story  in  height 
hereafter  erected,  shall  have  scuttle  frames  and  doors  or 
bulkheads  leading  to  the  roof,  made  of  or  covered  with 
some  fire  proof  material,  and  shall  have  ladders  or  stair¬ 
ways  leading  to  the  same,  and  all  such  scuttles  and  stair¬ 
ways  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  of  immediate  use  at  all  times 
and  all  scuttles  shall  not  be  less  in  size  than  two  by  three 
feet. 

Chimneys  —  How  Constructed. 

Sec.  2.  Every  chimney  or  flue  that  hereafter  may  be 
built  in- any  frame  building  in  the  city,  shall  have  walls  of 
good  quality  of  brick  or  stone,  at  least  four  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness  of  the  same  material,  which  shall  commence  at  the 
ground,  excepting  in  houses  one  story  in  height,  and  be 
laid  in  good  lime  mortar,  and  be  plastered  on  the  inside, 
and  when  passing  through  or  near  the  wood  work,  be  plas¬ 
tered  on  the  outside  ;  Provided,  Further,  that  patent 
chimneys  may  be  used  when  desired. 

Chimneys  to  be  Secure. 

No  chimney  or  flue  shall  be  built  which  shall  ha\  e  any 
joist  or  timber  resting  on  or  entering  into  the  same  further 
than  will  leave  at  least  six  inches  between  the  end  thereof 
and  the  chimney  or  flue.  They  shall  be  well  secured  and 
shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  roof  of  the  building 
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to  which  they  are  attached,  measuring  from  the  point  where 
each  chimney  or  flue  passes  through  the  roof,  and  should 
such  flues  or  chimneys  be  deemed  unsafe  to  the  building, 
or  buildings  adjoining,  by  the  Fire  Warden,  they  shall 
be  carried  up  to  such  a  height  as  may  be  deemed  nec¬ 
essary,  not  to  exceed  four  feet  above  the  extreme  height 
if  said  building  or  buildings  adjoining. 

Smoke  Pipes —  How  Regulated. 

Sec.  3.  No  smoke  pipe  in  any  building  with  wooden 
and  combustible  floors  and  ceilings  shall  enter  any  fine, 
unless  said  pipe  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  from  either 
floors  or  ceilings,  and  in  all  cases  where  smoke  pipes  pass 
through  wooden  partitions  of  any  kind,  whether  the  same  be 
plastered  or  not,  they  shall  be  guarded  by  a  double  collar  of 
metal,  with  at  least  four  inches  of  air  space,  and  holes  for 
ventilation,  or  by  a  soapstone  ring  not  less  than  three  inches 
in  thickness  and  extending  through  the  partition,  or  by  a 
solid  coating  of  plaster  of  paris,  three  inches  thick,  or  by  an 
earthenware  ring  three  inches  from  the  pipe. 

Stove  Pipe  Not  to  Pass  Through  Window. 

No  stove  pipe  or  smoke  pipe  shall  pass  through  any 
windows,  side  or  roof  of  any  building,  except  by  permit  in 
writing,  granted  by  the  Fire  Warden,  and  such  permit  shall 
designate  the  time  for  which  such  leave  is  granted.  The 
opening  where  the  pipe  goes  through  the  roof  or  side  of  a 
building,  shall  in  all  cases  be  at  least  four  inches  in  diam¬ 
eter  larger  than  the  size  of  the  pipe,  and  be  protected  by  a 
double  collar  of  metal  or  otherwise,  as  in  case  of  passing 
through  partitions,  and  tin  or  zinc  on  the  inside  and  outside 
of  such  openings.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  placed  nearer 
than  sixteen  inches  to  any  wall,  except  at  right  angles 
therewith,  in  passing  through  the  same,  nor  nearer  than 
sixteen  inches  to  the  wall  of  an  adjoining  building.  All 
smoke  pipes  passing  through  the  roof  of  any  building 
shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  roof  of  the  build- 
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ing  to  which  they  are  attached,  measuring  from  the  point 
were  each  passes  through  such  roof,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Fire  Warden  they  be  deemed  unsafe  to  the  building  or 
buildings  adjacent,  they  shall  be  carried  up  to  such  a  height 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  not  to  exceed  four  feet  above 
the  extreme  height  of  such  buildings  adjoining  ;  Provided, 
That  no  owner,  proprietor,  superintendent,  agent  or  occu¬ 
pant  of,  or  other  persons  using  or  managing  or  having  con¬ 
trol  of  any  steam  saw  mill  or  planing  mill  or  factory  of  any 
kind,  or  any  foundry  or  machine  shop,  or  any  other  establish¬ 
ment  where  steam  power  is  used,  shall  use  or  continue  the 
use  of,  maintain  or  erect  any  smoke  stack  or  chimney,  in 
connection  with  any  such  establishment,  of  less  height  than 
twenty  feet  above  the  adjoining  buildings  or  those  adjacent 
thereto.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Fire  Warden  a  sheet  iron 
pipe  is  not  sufficient  for  safety  of  building  or  buildings,  he 
shall  inform  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof,  and  order  a 
brick  or  patent  chimney,  which  order  shall  be  complied 
with  within  ten  days  ;  Provided,  That  hotels  and  restau¬ 
rants  shall  in  all  cases  provide  brick  or  patent  chimneys 
to  be  used  in  place  of  stove  pipes. 

Defective  Chimneys  or  Stovepipes  to  be  Removed. 

All  owners  or  occupants  of  any  building,  within  the 
City,  in  which  there  is  a  smoke  pipe,  shall,  when  notified 
by  a  Fire  Warden,  comply  with  the  foregoing  requirements, 
and  also  replace  a  bad  or  defective  smoke  pipe  with  a  new 
one  when  ordered. 

Chief  Engineer  to  Notify  Owner  of  Defective  Flue. 

Sec.  4  Any  flue,  smoke  pipe,  furnace  or  chimney 
which  shall  be  deemed  by  a  Fire  Warden  to  be  unsafe  the 
Fire  Warden  shall  notify  in  writing  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  the  building,  that  the  same  must  be  repaired  or  removed 
within  ten  days,  and  if  the  parties  so  notified  shall  persist 
in  using  any  flue  smoke  pipe,  furnace  or  chimney,  which 
endangers  the  building  to  which  it  is  at'ached,  or  adjoin- 
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ing  buildings,  the  Fire  Warden  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed  or  repaired,  and  the  cost  of  such  repairs  shall  be 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  build¬ 
ing. 

Stove  Pipes — Walls,  How  Protected. 

Sec.  5.  No  stovepipe  shall  stand  within  two  feet  of 
any  wooden  or  cloth  wall,  unless  such  wall  is  fully  protec¬ 
ted  by  tin  or  zinc  plates  fastened  thereon,  and  all  persons 
using  fire  in  stoves  shall  cause  to  have  placed  under  such 
stoves,  zinc  or  other  incombustible  material,  sufficient  to 
protect  the  floors  from  fire. 

Unlawful  to  Deposit  Ashes  in  Wooden  Vessel. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deposit 
any  ashes  in  any  wooden  vessel  or  on  any  wooden  floor  in 
the  City  or  deposit  them  in  any  place  upon  theirs  or  others 
premises,  that  will  be  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  wood 
work. 

Spark  Catchers — When  to  be  Used. 

Sec.  7.  Spark  catchers  shall  be  placed  upon  all  chim¬ 
neys  or  smoke  stacks  used  for  conveying  off  the  smoke  of 
any  steam  boiler  or  sceam  engine,  whenever  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  safety  of  adjoining  property,  by  the  Committee 
on  Fire  and  Water  and  the  Chief  Engineer  or  a  majority  of 
them. 

Fire  Warden  Has  Right  to  Enter  Buildings. 

Sec.  8.  The  Fire  Warden  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  to  enter  any  building  with¬ 
in  the  City,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  or  ascertaining 
any  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Firemen  to  Notify  Chief  of  Violation  of  Ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Fireman  to  give 
the  Warden  notice  of  every  violation  of  this  ordinance 
which  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 
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Penalty  for  Turning  in  False  Alarm. 

Sec  10.  That  anjr  person  or  persons  who  shall,  wil¬ 
fully  or  maliciously  make  or  ring  a  false  alarm  of  fire, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge,  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dol¬ 
lars,  or,  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  more  than 
twenty  days,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Audi  or  and  Police 
Judge;  Provided,  That  one  half  of  any  fine  collected  for 
the  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  to  the  person  making  the  complaint. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  the  Fire  Warden  deems  it  necessa¬ 
ry  for  the  safety  of  any  building  or  adjoining  buildings,  to 
have  an  accumulation  of  moss  removed  from  the  roof  of  such 
building,  he  shall  notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such 
building,  who  shall  at  once  have  the  same  removed. 

Fires— Not  to  be  Started  on  Wooden  Pavements, 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  make  a  fire  or  cause  a  fire  to 
be  made  on  any  wooden  pavement  or  planking  within  the 
City,  or  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any  open  fire  for  burn¬ 
ing  rubbish  or  other  combustible  material  on  any  street  or 
lot  within  thirty  feet  of  any  building,  nor  shall  such  fire  be 
made  on  ony  street  or  lot  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  and  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Boiling  Pitch  or  Tar. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  in  the  City  boil  any  pitch, 
tar,  rosin,  turpentine,  varnish,  or  other  inflamable  substance, 
unless  the  same  be  done  in  open  space,  at  least  thirty  feet 
from  any  building,  boat,  vessel,  or  other  property,  that 
might  be  injured  thereby,  or  in  a  fire  proof  building. 

Entrance  to  Theatres  and  Churches. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  churches,  hotels,  halls,  theatres  and 
and  all  other  buildings  used  for  public  assemblages  shall 
have  such  means  of  egress  and  ingress  as  the  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water  and  Chief  Engineer  shall  approve;  and  all 
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doors  to  the  main  entrance  in  such  buildings  shall  open  both 
outwardly  and  inwardly,  when  said  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water  and  Chief  Engineer  in  writing  so  direct;  and  all  down 
to  the  main  entrance  in  such  buildings,  while  being  used  for 
assemblages  of  any  kind  shall  be  kept  unfastened,  so  they 
may  be  immediately  opened  if  necessary,  and  shall  be  so 
kept  until  such  assemblages  are  entirely  dispersed;  and  all 
buildings  hereafter  erected,  altered  or  changed  and  intended 
to  be  used  for  public  gatherings  or  assemblage,  shall  have 
the  main  aisle  and  passage  ways,  at  least  four  feet  in  width; 
Provided,  That  all  main  entrances  to  such  buildings  here¬ 
after  erected,  with  the  exception  of  churches,  shall  not  be 
less  than  twelve  feet  in  width. 

Aisles  to  be  Kept  Clear  of  Chairs. 

Sec.  15.  All  main  aisles  and  passage  ways  in  build¬ 
ings  used  for  public  assemblages  shall  be  kept  by  the  person 
or  persons  having  charge  and  control  thereof,  free  from 
camp  stools,  chairs,  sofas,  benches  or  other  obstructions, 
during  any  service,  performance,  exhibition,  lecture,  con¬ 
cert,  ball,  or  any  public  assemblage  whatever. 

Hoistways  and  Weli  Holes. 

Sec.  16.  Every  person  occupying  or  using  a  building 
in  which  there  is  a  hoistway  or  well  hole,  through  the  floor 
or  floors,  shall  keep  such  a  hoistway  or  well  hole,  when  not 
in  actual  use,  surrounded  by  a  substantial  railing,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  securely  closed  at  night  by  trap 
doors. 

Portable  Lights  Not  to  be  Used  Where  There  are  Combustibles. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  use  any  portable  light  in  any 
building  or  place  where  any  combustible  materials  are  kept, 
or  in  the  hold,  or  between  the  decks  of  any  vessel  or  water 
craft,  except  in  the  cabin  while  lying  within  the  city  limits, 
unless  such  light  be  securely  enclosed  in  a  .lantern,  and  no 
person  shall  use  a  light  where  combustible  materials  aresus- 
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pended  above  it  without  so  protecting  it  to  prevent  such 
material  from  falling  upon  or  coming  in  contact  with  it. 

Shavings  to  be  Removed  Each  Day. 

Sec.  18.  Every  person  making  or  using  shavings  shall, 
at  the  close  ot  each  day,  cause  the  same  to  be  securely 
stored  or  disposed  of,  so  as  to  be  safe  from  fire:  All  hay, 
straw,  or  other  combustible  material,  shall  be  so  stored  as 
to  be  safe  from  fire,  and  when  not  so  stored,  the  Fire  War¬ 
den  may  direct  the  removal  of  the  same  or  cause  the  same 
to  be  protected  from  fire,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  the  premises.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
livery  stable  in  the  city,  shall,  by  himself,  or  those  in  his 
employ,  use  therein,  or  in  any  place  containing  hay,  straw, 
or  other  combustible  material,  any  lighted  candle,  or  other 
portable  light,  except  the  same  be  securely  protected  by  a 
lantern.  No  person  shall  in  this  city,  have,  put,  or  keep, 
any  hay  or  straw,  in  stack  or  pile  without  having  the  same 
enclosed  or  secured  so  as  to  protect  it  Irom  flying  sparks  of 
firfe. 

Chief  and  Assistants  to  Enforce  Ordinance. 

Sec.  19.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Assistant  Engineers 
of  the  Fire  Department  are  required  to  see  that  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced  and  to  make  complaint 
to  the  Police  Court  for  violations  thereof. 

Chimneys  Must  be  Cleaned  Annually. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  owner  or  occupant  of  every  build¬ 
ing  in  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  cause  all  chimneys,  flues, 
and  smoke  pipes  in  such  buildings  to  be  cleaned  annually 
between  the  first  of  June  and  the  first  of  September  ;  when 
any  flue,  smoke  pipe  or  chimney  shall  not  be  so  cleaned, 
the  Fire  Warden  shall  notify  in  writing,  the  owner  or  occu¬ 
pant  of  the  building  that  the  same  must  be  cleaned  within 
ten  days,  and  if  the  parties  so  notified  shall  fail  to  clean 
such  flue,  smoke  pipe  or  chimney,  the  Fire  Warden  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  cleaned,  and  the  cost  of  such  cleaning 
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shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  building. 

Punishment  for  Violation  of  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2i.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five, 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  city  jail  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty 
days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  except  where 
otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance,  and  the  continuance 
or  maintaining  of  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new 
offense  for  each  day  on  which  the  same  is  so  continued  or 
maintained,  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  22.  That  ordinance  No.  190,  entitled  “  An  ordi¬ 
nance  for  the  prevention  of  fires,”  which  ordinance  was 
approved  June  20,  1877,  and  ordinance  No.  300,  entitled 
“  Prohibiting  the  making  of  false  fire  alarms,”  which  ordi¬ 
nance  was  approved  August  23,  1878,  and  ordinance  No. 
355,  entitled  ”  Prohibiting  the  setting  fire  to  timber,  brush, 
etc.,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,” 
which  ordinance  was  approved  November  19,  1879,  and  all 
ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordi¬ 
nance  are  hereby  repealed. 


Approved  August  1,  1887. 
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The  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  Astoria  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  do  hereby  establish  the  following  Laws: 


ARTICLE  I. 

PRESIDENT,  SECRETATY  AND  TREASURER  OF  THE  FIRE 

department. 

President  of  Board — Duties  of. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Delegates;  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum  and  enforce  a  strict  observance  of  the  laws  of  the 
Department,  and  the  rules  of  the  Board,  he  shall  call  spec¬ 
ial  meetings  of  the  Board,  when  requested,  in  writing,  by 

five  members  thereof,  and  when  notified  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  suspension  of  an  Officer  or  Company,  or  whenever  he 
may  deem  it  necessary;  he  shall,  at  the  commencement  of 
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his  term  of  office,  appoint  Standing  Committees,  to  consist 
of  three  members  each  as  follows: 

On  Judiciary; 

On  Rules; 

On  Finance; 

On  Certificates; 

On  Cemetery; 

And  also,  at  the  stated  meetings  in  September,  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  consist  of  three,  to  examine  and  report  upon  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer’s  account;  he  shall  sign  all  exempt 
certificates,  certificates  of  membership  and  orders  of  the 
Board  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  laws  of  the  State  and  this  Department  may  require 
of  him. 

Absence  of  President — Board  to  Elect. 

Sec.  2.  Should  the  President  of  the  Department  be 
absent  at  any  stated  or  special  meeting,  the  Board  shall 
elect  from  their  number  a  President,  pro  tern,  whose  office 
shall  cease  upon  the  appearance  of  the  President,  and  in  no 
case  shall  such  officer  act  longer  than  the  meeting  for 
which  he  is  elected. 

Suspension  of  Company  or  Members. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  suspension  of  any  company  or 
officer  or  member  of  the  department  by  the  Chief  Engineer, 
(the  Secretary  of  the  Department  having  notified  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  same  in  writing)  he  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Delegates  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  the 
notice.  In  case  of  the  President  ol  the  Department  being 
absent  from  the  City,  the  Secretary  of  the  Department,  up¬ 
on  the  application  in  writing,  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  or  five 
members  of  the  Board  of  Delegates,  shall  call  special  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board,  when  suspension  or  expulsion  of  an  offi¬ 
cer  or  company  shall  be  involved,  which  matter  shall  be 
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distinctly  set  forth  in  the  application.  Should  the  Presi¬ 
dent  be  absent  from  the  City  during  the  period  of  two  stat¬ 
ed  meetings,  without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Delegates,  his 
office  may  be  declared  vacant. 

Secretary  of  Board — Duties  of. 

Sec.  4  The  Secretary  shall  keep  full,  fair  and  accu¬ 
rate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Delegates; 
he  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  write  out  in  full  the 
laws  and  standing  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Delegates  and  properly  index  the  same;  he  shall  keep  a 
registery  of  the  Department  which  shall  contain  the  names 
of  all  the  members  of  the  same,  arranged  under  the  name 
and  number  of  the  Company  to  which  they  may  severally 
belong,  and  shall  showr  opposite  each  name,  occupation, 
date  of  membership,  (which  shall  be  understood  to  be  the 
date  of  the  issue  of  the  certificate)  transfer  (both  from  and 
to  a  company,)  suspension,  expulsion,  resignation,  death, 
remarks;  he  shall  likewise  keep  a  bcok  containing  a  sepa¬ 
rate  list,  alphabetically  arranged,  of  all  members  final ly 
exempt,  and  of  all  persons  suspended,  disbanded  or  expell¬ 
ed  or  stricken  from  the  roll  by  the  Board  of  Delegates;  he 
shall  have  custody  of  the  Department  Seal  and  affix  the 
same  when  necessary  to  notices,  resolutions  orders  and 
laws  of  the  Board  of  Delegates;  he  shall  fix  up  and  sign 
certificates  of  membership,  service  and  exemption.  W  hen 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Delegates,  he  shall  collect  all 
fines,  dues  and  assessments,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the 
Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  then. for,  he  shall  keep  an 
account  of  all  moneys  collected  by  him  for  the  Depaitment, 
specifying  each  sum  paid  in,  by  whom,  and  for  what  pur¬ 
pose,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Delegates 
monthly. 

Must  Notify  Companies  of  Expulsion  of  Members. 

SEC.  5.  He  shall  notify  each  of  the  several  compan¬ 
ies  of  the  Department  of  the  names  of  all  members  expelled 
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from  the  Department,  and  shall  notify  the  company  or  com¬ 
panies  of  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  occuring  in  the  Board 
of  Delegates  and  the  cause  thereof. 

Shall  flake  Report  Every  Six  Months. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall,  at  the  regular  meeting  in  Decem¬ 
ber  and  June,  report  the  changes  that  have  oceured  on  the 
registery  of  the  Department  during  the  preceding  six 
months  setting  forth  the  names  of  the  parties,  their  occupa¬ 
tions,  and  when  elected,  transferred,  stricken  from  the  roll, 
suspended,  expelled,  resigned,  or  deceased;  he  shall,  in  the 
month  of  August,  and  previous  to  each  engineers  election, 
compare  the  return  rolls  of  the  several  companies  with  the 
registery  of  the  Department,  noting  on  the  latter,  all  who 
have  been  transferred,  suspended  or  expelled,  or  stricken 
from  the  roll,  or  have  resigned,  or  deceased;  and  shall 
furnish  the  judges  of  election  with  a  certified  copy  of  the 
voting  list  of  each  Company*  which  shall  contain  only  the 
names  of  such  persons  as  shall  have  been  members  of  the 
Department  sixty  days  immediately  preceding  such  elec¬ 
tion;  he  shall  require  the  President  and  Secietary  of  the 
various  companies,  to  certify,  under  oath,  to  the  correct¬ 
ness  of  their  rolls,  as  returned  to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  and 
shall  endorse  and  preserve  said  rolls  among  the  papers  of 
the  Department;  he  shall,  whenever  an}7  engineer,  company 
officer  or  company,  shall  be  suspended  by  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer,  immediately  furnish  the  accused  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  upon  which  he  or  .hey  are  suspended,  together 
with  notice  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Delegates, 
and  also  serve  a  written  notice  of  such  suspension  on  the 
President,  he  shall  have  the  bocks  of  the  Department,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  who  may  desire  to  ex¬ 
amine  them;  he  shall  call  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Dele¬ 
gates  when  regularity  ordered;  shall  attest  all  orders  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer;  shall  furnish  the  Chairman  of  Com¬ 
mittees  of  said  Board  with  the  names  of  their  colleagues 
and  copies  of  the  matters  respectively  referred  to  them,  and 
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shall  perform  generally,  such  other  duties  as  are  customary 
and  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
Board;  he  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office, 
promptly  deliver  up  all  books,  papers  and  other  property 
of  the  Department,  and  of  the  Board  of  Delegates  in  his 
custody,  to  his  successor  in  office,  he  shall  present  month¬ 
ly,  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  names  of  all  newly  elected 
members  to  the  Fire  Department  for  entry  in  his  book  of 
register}7;  also  the  names  of  all  the  members  resigned  strick¬ 
en  from  the  roll,  reinstated,  suspended,  expelled  or  deceas¬ 
ed  from  the  respective  companies  in  the  Department. 

Absence  of  Secretary — When  Office  Declared  Vacant. 

Sec.  7.  Should  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  be 
absent  from  the  City  more  than  thirty  days,  without  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Board  of  Delegates,  his  office  may  be  declar¬ 
ed  vacant,  and  his  successor  elected  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term;  he  shall  pay  a  fine  of  $1.00  for  absence 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Treasurer — Duties  of. 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep 
all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  paying  out 
the  same  upon  their  order,  duly  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary,  which  shall  be  his  voucher;  he  shall,  at  the  stated 
meeting  in  August,  submit  to  the  Board  of  Delegates  full 
reports  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  together  with  the 
amount  of  money  remaining  in  the  Treasury;  his  accounts 
and  vouchers,  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  Committees  of  the  Board,  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
he  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  promptly 
deliver  up  all  funds,  books,  papers  and  other  propert}  of  the 
Department,  and  of  the  Board  of  Delegates  in  his  custody, 
to  his  successor  in  office. 

Treasurer T>  Give  Bond. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Fire  Department  shall 
crive  a  bond  in  double  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  at  the 
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time  of  his  election  with  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties; 
which  bond  and  sureties  shall  be  approved  by  the  President 
thereof,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Department, 
before  the  Treasurer  shall  enter  upon  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  II. 

DUTIES  OE  CHIEF  ENGINEER  AND  ASSISTANT  ENGINEER. 

Section  i.  The  Chief  Engineer,  shall,  in  all  cases  of 
fire  or  alarm  thereof,  have  sole  and  entire  command  over  all 
apparatus  and  members  of  the  Department.  His  orders  dis¬ 
charging  lines,  shall  be  given  through  the  Assistant  Engi¬ 
neers  in  charge  thereof,  respectively.  He  shall  have  power, 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  suspend  any  engineer,  company 
officer  or  company  for  disobedience  of,  or  unnecessary  delay 
in  executing  his  order  or  orders  of  the  assistants,  or  for  dis¬ 
respectful  language;  and  he  shall  report  the  name  or  names 
and  facts  connected  therewith,  to  the  Board  of  Delegates 
when  next  convened,  for  their  action.  He  shall  inspect,  at 
least  once  in  every  month  during  the  year,  and  see  that  all 
fire  apparatus,  fire  company  houses,  and  public  cisterns  are 
kept  in  good  order  and  condition;  and  report  to  the  Common 
Council  all  repairs  err  supplies  required  by  the  department  or 
any  company  thereof;  he  shall,  upon  learning  of  any  improp¬ 
er  practices  in  or  about  the  house  of  any-  fire  company,  notify 
the  foreman  thereof  of  the  same,  and  upon  their  repetition 
report  the  name  or  names  of  the  offender  and  facts  therewith 
to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  whan  next  convened,  for  their 
action;  he  shall  sign  all  certificates  of  membership  and 
exempt  certificates,  duly  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Dele¬ 
gates,  and  shall  perform,  generally,  such  other  duties  as  the 
laws  of  the  State  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and 
this  Department  may  require  of  him.  If  the  Chief  Engineer 
be  absent  from  the  City  for  a  period  cf  more  than  thirty 
days,  without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Delegates,  his  office 
may  be  declared  vacant. 
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Duty  of  Assistant  Engineers. 

Sec.  2.  The  Assistant  Engineers,  shall,  immediately, 
upon  arriving  at  fires,  report  themselves  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  for  his  orders.  An  Assistant  Engineer  shall  not 
give  orders,  nor  in  any  manner  interfere  relative  to  the 
formation  or  conduct  of  a  line,  when  he  shall  have  ascertained 
that  another  is  in  charge  thereof,  and  to  that  end,  he  shall 
enquire  of  an  officer  in  command  of  a  company  whether 
another  is  in  charge  of  the  line.  At  fires,  or  alarms  thereof, 
Engineers  shall  convey  their  orders  to  companies  by  their 
respective  numbers,  and  if  practicable,  to  the  officer  in 
command.  Whenever  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  absent 
from  the  City,  or  shall  be  prevented  from  discharging  the 
duties  of  his  office,  the  Assistant  Engineer,  highest  in  rank, 
shall  perform  the  duties  and  possess  the  rights  and  powers  of 
said  office,  during  such  absence  or  disability.  If  any  Assis¬ 
tant  Engineer  be  absent  from  the  City  for  a  period  of  thirty 
days,  without  permission  from  the  Board  of  Delegates,  his 
office  ma}^  be  declared  vacant. 

Chief  and  Assistants  Exempt  as  Active  Firemen. 

SEC.  3.  The  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  during 
the  terms  of  their  office,  shall  each  be  exempt  from  perform¬ 
ing  the  duties  of  an  active  member  in  the  respective  com¬ 
panies  to  which  they  belong;  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any 
company  fines,  dues,  penalties  or  assessments  whatever. 
During  their  continuance  in  office  they  shall  be  deemed 
members  of  the  department  at  large;  Provided,  however 
that  nothing  herein  shall  deprive  them  of  any  of  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  active  members  of  the  Department. 

ARTICLE  hi. 

BOARD  OF  FOREMEN. 

Sedtion  i.  The  foremen  of  each  of  the  several  com¬ 
panies  of  the  Department  when  called  together  by  the  Chief 
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Engineer  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Foremen,  who  shall 
have  power  to  consider  and  dispose  of  all  Department  invi¬ 
tations;  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  parades,  recep¬ 
tions,  or  other  Department  celebrations;  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  Foremen  of  the  Department  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  transact  business,  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time  or  without  day. 

Chief  Engineer  President  of  Board  of  Foremen. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  ex-officio  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Board  of  Foremen  and  in  his  absence  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  President  pro  tern, 
who  shall  serve  until  the  President  shall  attend. 

i 

Secretary  of  Department,  Secretary  of  Board  of  Foremen. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department  shall 
a>_t  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foremen  and  shall  keep  a 
record  of  their  procedings. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Companies  to  Keep  Apparatus  in  Good  Order. 

Section  i.  Each  and  every  Company  shall  keep  their 
apparatus  in  good  order  and  condition,  so  that  the  same 
shall  be  ready  for  instant  service. 

Shall  Not  Permit  Breaches  of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  2.  No  company  shall  permit  breaches  of  the 
peace,  or  improper  practices  upon  the  premises  occupied  by 
them. 

Laws  of  Companies  —  When  Void. 

Sec.  3.  Any  laws  of  companies,  inconsistent  with 
those  of  the  Department,  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect, 
and  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  any  company  of  this  Department  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Delegates  before  becoming  operative. 
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Not  Allowed  to  Take  Apparatus  Out  of  City  Limits. 

Sec.  4.  No  company  shall  remove,  cause  or  allow  to 
be  removed,  their  apparatus,  outside  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city,  without  the  consent  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  In 
case  the  apparatus  be  removed  by'  consent  of  the  Chief  En¬ 
gineer  beyond  the  city  limits  for  the  extinguishment  of 
fire,  the  company  or  companies  so  permitted  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  orders  of  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  the 
same  as  though  they  were  within  the  corporate  limits. 

Action  of  Companies  Concerning  Members  to  be  Reported  to 
Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  action  of  any  company  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  concerning  a  member,  by  which  the  connection  of 
said  member  with  the  Department  shall  be  severed,  shall 
not  be  considered  final,  until  such  action  has  been  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  when  such  action  shall  be  re¬ 
corded  in  the  Book  of  Registry,  and  until  the  action  of  any 
company'  is  so  reported,  all  members’  names  on  the  Book  of 
Registry  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  Department  in 
good  standing. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Foreman  —  Duty  of. 

Section  i.  Foremen  of  companies  shall  promptly  re¬ 
port  to  the  Chief  Engineer  any  breakage  or  disarrangement 
of  the  apparatus,  or  repairs  required  to  the  house  under 
their  respective  charge,  and  shall  see  that  the  same  are  kept 
in  good  order  and  condition.  They  shall,  at  fires  and  alarms 
thereof,  see  that  the  orders  of  the  Chief  and  Assistant  En¬ 
gineers  are  punctually  obeyed. 

Absence  of  Foreman  —  Assistant  to  Take  Charge. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  Foreman  of  a  Company  shall 
be  absent  from  a  fire  or  alarm  thereof,  or  from  any  cause  be 
unable  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  all  his  rights, 
powers  and  responsibilities,  in  and  to  the  department,  shall 
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devolve  upon  the  officer  next  in  rank  in  such  company, 
during  such  absence  or  disability. 

President  of  Board  to  Certify  to  Membership. 

SEC.  3.  The  President  of  each  company  shall  certify 
under  oath,  to  their  respective  rolls,  to  be  made  and  returned 
as  herein  required. 

Secretary  of  Companies —  Duty  of. 

Sec.  4.  Secretaries  of  companies  shall  keep  full,  fair 
and  accurate  minutes  of  their  respective  companies  ;  shall 
as  soon  as  possible  after  their  meetings,  return  to  the  Board 
of  Delegates,  the  names  of  all  members  elected,  transferred, 
suspended,  expelled,  resigned,  stricken  from  the  roll  or  de¬ 
ceased,  and  the  date  thereof,  together  with  the  residences. 

Shall  Report  on  June  20th  of  Each  Year. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall,  on  the  20th  day  of  June  of  each 
year,  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  the  condition  of  their  res¬ 
pective  companies,  the  average  attendance  at  fires,  and  any 
other  matters  they  may  deem  proper. 

Shall  Make  Annual  Report. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall,  on  the  first  day  in  the  month  of 
July,  report  to  the  Board  of  Delegates  the  names  of  all  the 
members  of  their  respective  companies,  with  their  occupa¬ 
tion  and  residences  ;  also,  the  names  of  all  members  elected, 
transferred,  suspended,  expelled,  stricken  from  the  roll, 
resigned  or  deceased  the  preceding  year,  and  the  dates 
thereof. 

Must  Report  List  of  Active  Firemen  Previous  to  Election. 

Sec.  7.  They  shall,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  each 
Engineer’s  election,  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment,  all  of  the  active  certificate  members  of  their  res¬ 
pective  companies  who  will  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat. 
They  shall  certify  to  their  rolls  in  the  Same  manner  as  the 
President. 
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ARTICLE  .VI. 

BOARD  OF  DELEGATES. 

Board  of  Delegates  — How  Composed. 

Section  i.  The  Board, of  Delegates  shall  be  composed 
of  such  members,  (not  more  than  three  from  each  company) 
whose  certificates  of  election  by  the  company  shall  be 
certified  bv  the  President  and  Secretary  thereof,  who  shall 
have  taken  and  signed  an  oath  to  well  and  truly  to  the  best 
of  their  ability,  perform  the  duties  of  delegates,  as  prescri¬ 
bed  in  the  laws  governing  the  Department. 

Meetings  of  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  each  month  at  7:30  o’clock, 
from  April  to  September,  inclusive;  and  at  7:00  o’clock 
from  October  to  March  inclusive. 

Special  Meetings. 

Sec.  3.  Special  meetings  shall  be  ordered  as  pres¬ 
cribed  in  Article  1,  and  the  time,  place  and  object  of  the 
same  advertised  for  at  least  two  consecutive  days  in  the 
dailv  newspapers  of  the  City.  At  these  the  only  business 
in  order  shall  be — roll  call,  collection  of  fines,  dues  and 
ass  essments,  reception  of  charges  or  specifications  of  the 
same,  and  the  special  business  for  which  the  meeting  was 
called. 

Quorum. 

Sec.  4.  At  all  meetings  it  shall  require  five  members 
of  the  Board  to  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business; 
but  a  less  number  may  call  the  roll,  have  the  absentees 
noted,  and  adjourn  to  a  time  stated  or  without  day. 

Board  to  Make  Laws. 

SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  make 
such  laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  gov- 
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eminent  and  direction  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Department.  They  shall  as  hereinafter  provided,  try  all 
charges  made  by  the  Chief  Engineer  against  an  officer, 
company  or  member  of  the  Department,  and  charges  made 
by  one  Company  against  another,  or  by  an  officer  or  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  Company  against  an  officer  or  officers  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  or  an  officer  or  member  of  another  company7,  any 
charges  against  any  member  of  the  Department,  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  disorderly  conduct 
during  a  fire  alarm  thereof,  or  at  any  Fire  Company  house. 

Appeals  from  Decision  of  Companies. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  officer  or  member  of  a  company7  shall 
appeal  from  any  decision  of  his  company,  in  which  he  is 
directly  concerned,  and  it  be  shown  that  the  company'  have 
acted  in  violation  of  the  Department  laws,  or  their  own  laws, 
the  Board  shall  declare  such  action  illegal  and  null;  but  if 
the  contrary  is  shown,  the  Board  shall  declare  the  action  of 
the  company  sustained. 

Trial  of. 

Sec.  7 .  In  all  cases  of  members  appealing  from  the 
action  of  their  company,  the  Board  of  Delegates  shall  order 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Department,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Company  to  produce  at  the  trial,  certified  copies  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  case  on  trial  on  the  company 
books  and  all  papers  relating  thereto. 

Secretary  of  Company  Refusing  to  Comply  With  Laws. 

Sec.  8.  Any  Secretary7  of  a  company  refusing  or  neg¬ 
lecting  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  B  ard  of  Delegates 
as  provided  in  Section  seven  of  this  article,  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  guilty  of  contempt,  and  subject  to  such  penalty  as  the 
Board  may  determine. 

Trials— How  Conducted. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  cases  of  trial,  before  proceeding  there¬ 
with,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person,  who  shall 
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be  a  member  of  the  Department,  to  conduct  the  prosecution 
and  the  accused  shall  have  the  privilege  to  appoint  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Department  to  conduct  the  defense,  or  he  may 
conduct  it  himself,  ashe*shall  elect.  Witnesses  may  be 
summoned  on  both  sides  by  subpoenas  issued  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Department  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  there¬ 
of,  commanding  them  to  appear  at  the  time  se.  for  trial  be¬ 
fore  the  Board  of  Delegates  to  give  evidence  on  the  part  ot 
the  prosecution  or  defense  as  the  case  may  be 

Witnesses  Failing  to  Attend,  Guilty  of  Contempt. 

Sec.  10  Any  member  of  the  Department  having 
been  duly  summoned  as  provided  in  Section  nine  of  this 
Article,  to  give  evidence  before  the  Board  of  Delegates  or 
any  Committee  ot  the  Board  required  to  take  testimony  in 
any  case,  who  shall  neglect  or  fail  to  attend  at  the  time  ap¬ 
pointed  and  subsequently  as  he  may  be  required  in  the  case, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  contempt,  and  may  be  reprimand¬ 
ed,  suspended  or  expelled  from  the  Department  as  the  Board 
of  Delegates  may  determine. 

Appeals  to  be  Presented  Within  Thirty  Days. 

SEC.  ii.  Appeals  to  the  Board  shall  only  be  present¬ 
ed  wi:hin  thirty  days  after  the  proceedings,  unless,  in  case 
of  the  absence  of  a  party  from  the  City,  a  longer  time  may 
be  granted. 

Companies  Application  to  be  Admitted  to  the  Department— how 
Hade. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  company  makes  application  to  be 
admitted  into  the  Department,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board,  before  recommending  them  to  the  Common  Council 
to  ascertain  if  the  signers  of  their  constitution  are  twenty- 
one  years  of  age;  if  any  of  them  are  expelled  members  of 
the  Department;  their  respective  residences;  if  their  consti¬ 
tution  and  law's  are  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  De¬ 
partment,  and  if  their  addition  to  the.  Department  is 

necessary. 
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Vote  to  be  by  Ballot. 

Sec.  13.  In  all  cases  of  election  by  the  Board,  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot. 

Majority  of  Votes  Required  to  Admit  Company. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  require  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Board  to  admit  a  company  into  the  De¬ 
partment,  or  to  disband  a  company,  to  restore  any  officer, 
company  or  member  of  the  Department,  before  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  term  for  which  he  or  they  were  suspended,  to 
suspend  a  delegate,  and  the  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Duty  of  Judiciary  Committee. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary  to  take  into  consideration  such  matters  and  peti¬ 
tions  touching  judicial  proceedings  as  may  come  in  ques¬ 
tion,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Board.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  report  as  to  the  law,  in  cases  of  appeal  before 
the  Board,  and  for  such  purpose,  they  have  power  to  send 
for  members  of  the  Department  and  papers.  They*  shall, 
when  directed  by  the  Board,  report  such  laws  for  state,  mu¬ 
nicipal,  or  'department  confirmation,  as  they  may  consider 
required  for  the  welfare  of  the  government  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  All  their  reports  shall  be  in  writing. 

Duty  of  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  to  examine  all  bills  presented  to  the  Board,  and 
report  thereon  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  take  into 
consideration  such  matters  pertaining  to  the  finances  of  the 
Board  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  or  as  they  may  deem  the 
interests  of  the  Department  require.  All  their  reports 
shall  be  in  writing. 

Duty  of  Committee  on  Rules. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  to  take  into  consideration  and  report  upon  all  mat- 
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ters  and  things  pertaining  to  rules  necessary  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Board,  or  the  officers  thereof,  and  also  to  report 
upon  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Board, 
all  other  reports  shall  be  in  writing. 

Duty  of  Committee  on  Certificates. 

Sec.  i 8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Certificates  to  duly  inquire  into,  and  report  in  writing  upon 
all  matters  relating  to  certificates  that  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  Board. 

Duty  of  Committee  on  Cemetery. 

SEC.  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Cemetery  to  grant  permits  to  all  companies  to  inter  deceased 
members  or  exempt  members  within  the  firemen  s  plot 
when  duly  applied  to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Company. 
They  shall  report  annually,  at  the  stated  meeting  in  Febru¬ 
ary,  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Cemetery  and  the  num¬ 
ber,  names,  ages,  and  causes  of  death  and  to  what  compa¬ 
nies  the  persons  interred  were  attached.  Their  reports 
shall  be  in  writing. 

Members  Must  Attend  Meetings. 

SEC.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the 
Board  to  attend  all  stated  and  special  meetings,  and  in  case 
of  absence,  such  absentee  shall  be  fined  fifty  cents  for  each 
violation  of  this  rule,  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city  only 
excusing. 

Delegates  Violating  Rules  —  How  Punished. 

Sec.  21.  Any  delegate  who  shall  wilfully  violate  any 
of  these  rules  or  orders  of  the  Board,  or  who  shall  refuse 
obedience  to  the  presiding  officer  when'  called  to  order,  shall 
be  liable  to  censure,  fine  or  expulsion  from  the  Board. 

Two=third  Vote  Necessary  to  Expel!  Delegate. 

Provided,  However,  that  it  shall  require  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  present  to  expell  a  Delegate,  but 
a  majority  may  fine  or  censure  him. 
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Delegates  Expelled  for  Non  Payment  of  Fines. 

Sec.  22.  When  fines,  dues  or  assessments  of  a  Dele¬ 
gate  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  six  dollars,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  expulsion  from  the  Board. 

Resignations  of  Delegates  —  how  Made. 

Sec.  23.  The  resignation  of  a  Delegate  must  be  ten¬ 
dered  in  writing  to  the  Board.  Upon  the  resignation  or 
expulsion  of  a  Delegate,  the  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  notify  the  President 
of  his  company  of  such  resignation  or  expulsion. 

Expelled  Delegates  Not  Allowed  Seat  in  Board. 

Sec.  24.  Any  Delegate,  who  shall  from  any  cause  be 
expelled  from  the  Board  of  Delegates  shall  not  be  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  Delegate,  nor  be  allowed  a  seat  within  the 
Board  during  the  term  of  office  for  which  he  was  elected. 

Punishment  of  Firemen  While  on  Duty. 

Sec.  25.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  who,  while  on  duty,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the 
peace,  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  guilty  of  voting  illegally  at 
any  Engineer’s  election  shall,  if  found  guilty  upon  trial,  be 
subject  to  such  penalty  as  the  Board  may  determine. 

Expelled  Members  Not  to  Join  Company  for  Two  Years. 

Sec.  26.  No  expelled  member  of  the  Department 
shall  be  permitted,  within  the  period  of  two  years  of  the 
date  of  such  expulsion,  to  join  any  company  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  except  it  be  the  company  who  expelled  him. 

Delegates  Failing  to  Qualify. 

Sec.  27.  The  Board  may  declare  the  seat  of  an y  per¬ 
son  vacant  who  shall  have  been  elected  a  Delegate,  and  who 
shall  neglect  to  qualify  within  thirty  days  from  date  of 
election,  or  who  may,  when  qualified,  neglect  to  attend 
three  regular  meetings  of  the  Board,  unless  such  absence 
was  occasioned  by  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city.

Sec.  28.  Any  Delegate  who  shall  be  indebted  to  the 
Board  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  shall  be 
ineligible  to  a  seat  in  the  Board  at  any  future  time,  unless 
said  indebtedness  is  first  paid. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Suspensions  of  Chief  or  Assistants  -  Effect  of. 

Section  i  .  Whenever  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Engi¬ 
neer,  company  officer,  or  member  of  the  Department,  shall 
be  suspended  from  duty  by  the  Board  of  Delegates,  he  or 
they  shall  not  be  allowed  to  appear  in  equipments,  act  or 
officiate  in  his  or  their  respective  positions  during  suspen¬ 
sion. 

Suspension  of  Companies  —  Effect  of. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  company,  company  officer  or 
member  of  the  Department,  shall  be  suspended  by  the 
Chief  Engineer,  he  or  they  shall  not  be  allowed  to  appear 
in  equipments,  act  or  officiate  in  his  or  their  respective 
positions,  until  the  matter  shall  have  been  inquired  into  and 
determined  upon  by  the  Board  of  Delegates. 

Penalty  for  Violating  Rules. 

Sec.  3.  The  Engineer,  company,  officer  or  member  of 
the  Department  violating  an)’  of  the;provisions  of  sections  one 
or  two  of  this  article,  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion,  or  such 
penalty  as  the  Board  of  Delegates  shall  impose. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

CHARGES  AND  SPECIFICATIONS. 

Section  i .  All  charges  and  specifications  of  the  same 
shall  be  preferred  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  in 
the  name  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  a 
copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  the  accused,  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  trial. 
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Charges  Hust  be  Filed  With  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  Charges  and  specifications  of  charges  may  be 
preferred  at  any  special  meeting,  or  stated  meetings,  or  by 
filing  the  same  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Department. 
When  charges  and  specifications  are  preferred  at  a  special  or 
stated  meeting,  the  Board  shall  forthwith  set  a  time  for  trial. 
When  charges  and  specifications  have  been  filed  with  the 
Secretary,  then  at  the  first  special  or  stated  meeting  there¬ 
after,  the  Board  shall  set  a  time  for  trial.  In  all  cases  the 
time  set  for  trial  shall  not  be  within  seven  days  from  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  at  which  the  charges  shall  be  preferred, 
unless  by  consent  of  parties. 

Refusal  of  Officer,  Hember  or  Company  to  Answer  Charge. 

Sec.  3.  The  refusal  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  any  com¬ 
pany,  officer,  or  member  of  the  Department,  to  answer  a 
charge  or  charges  made,  shall  be  considered  an  acknowl¬ 
edgement  of  the  validity  and  justness  of  the  charge  or 
charges,  in  which  case  the  party  or  company  shall  be  sus¬ 
pended  or  expelled  by  a  two-tliirds  vote  of  the  members 
present. 


ARTICLE  IX. 


Trials,  Mow  Conducted. 

Section  i.  All  trials  or  examinations  of  charges  pre¬ 
ferred  against  an}-  officer,  company  or  member  of  the  De¬ 
partment,  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

1.  The  arraignment  of  the  officer,  company  or  member 
against  whom  the  charge  is  made  and  the  reading  of  the 
sptcifications  to  the  accused 

2.  The  appointment  and  selection  of  counsel. 

3.  The  defendant’s  plea  to  be  entered. 

4.  Examination  of  witness  on  the  part  of  the  prosecu¬ 
tion. 
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5.  Examination  of  the  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the 
defense. 

6.  Rebutting  evidence. 

7.  Argument  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution. 

Argument  On. 

8.  Argument  on  the  part  of  the  defense,  followed  by 
the  closing  argument  of  the  prosecution,  when  the  Board 
shall,  without  debate,  proceed  to  find  upon  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  the  accused. 

Board  to  Assess  Penalty. 

9.  If  guilty  the  Board  shall  then  assess  the  penalty. 
In  all  cases  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and  a  majority 
of  all  the  delegates  present  shall  be  necessary  to  convict,  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  as  follows: 

First — shall  he  or  they  be  expelled? 

Second — Shall  he  or  they  be  removed  from  office? 

Third — Shall  he  be  suspended  or  censured;  and  upon 
taking  the  vote  those  voting  for  suspension  shall  write 
“suspension”  on  their  ballots,  and  those  voting  to  censure 
shall  write  “censure’  thereon;  and  if  any  ballots  shall  be 
found  without  either  words  thereon,  such  ballot  shall  be  held 
and  deemed  to  be  a  vote  for  censure. 

Board  to  Determine  Period  of  Suspension. 

10.  If  suspension  shall  be  fixed  as  the  penalty,  the 
Board  shall  proceed  to  determine  by  ballot  the  period  there¬ 
of,  the  tote  being  taken  on  the  longest  period  suggested  first 
and  if  this  be  not  agreed  on,  then  upon  the  next  longest 
period,  and  so  on  until  a  term  is  agreed  on. 

ARTICLE  X. 


Certificates— Cost  of. 

Section  i.  A  certificate  of  membership  in  the 
Department  shall,  on  the  payment  of  one  dollar  by  the 
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applicant,  be  issued  to  each  registered  member  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Exempt  Certificates— Who  Entitled  Thereto. 

Sec.  2.  Kvery  person  who  shall  have  served  for  the 
period  of  seven  years  as  an  active  fireman,  may  apply  for, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  as  an  exempt  fireman; 
and  such  exempt  certificate  shall  be  issued  upon  presenta¬ 
tion  of  a  certificate,  properly  authenticated  by  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  company  of  which  the  applicant  is  or 
was  a  member,  that  the  applicant  has  been  an  active  fireman, 
and  has  paid  all  his  fines,  assessments,  penalties  and  compa¬ 
ny  dues;  and  every  person  receiving  a  certificate  as  an  ex¬ 
empt  fireman,  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
for  each  certificate  so  issued  for  exempt  members  in  this 
Department. 

Qualifications  of  Voters  at  Elections. 

Sec.  3.  None  but  certificate  members  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be  permitted  to  hold 
office  in  the  Department,  or  any  company  thereof,  or  to 
vote  at  any  Department  election,  and  none  shall  vote  at  any 
Department  election,  but  those  who  shall  have  been  certifi¬ 
cate  members  preceding  the  same. 

Secretary  to  Issue  Certificates. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department  shall 
issue  all  certificates  when  directed  by  the  Board,  provided 
for  by  this  article;  and  shall  pay  all  charges  collected 
thereon,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  in 
no  case  shall  a  certificate  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Fire  Department,  until  the  member’s  name,  company  and 
date  shall  have  been  filed,  and  it  shall  have  received  all  the 
other  signatures  required  in  the  regulations  ot  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Certificates  of  Transfer — How  Made. 

Sec.  5.  An  active  member  of  the  Department,  having 
paid  all  fines,  dues  and  assessments  to  his  company,  may 
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ask  for  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  transfer, 
which  shall,  lor  the  space  of  sixty  days  and  no  longer,  be 
a  recommend  of  the  holder  to  any  company  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  no  company,  shall,  under  any  circumstances 
elect  to  membership  a  member  of  another  company  except 
upon  such  recommendation,  and  then  not  more  than  sixty 
days  after  the  date  thereof.  The  holder  of  a  certificate  of 
transfer,  shall,  until  transferred  to  the  roll  of  another  com¬ 
pany,  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  fines  and  assessments 
imposed  by  the  laws  of  the  company  granting  such  certifi¬ 
cate. 

Sec.  6.  No  exempt  certificate  shall  be  issued  except 
to  a  duly  certified  member  of  the  Astoria  Fire  Department. 

Sec.  7.  No  time  shali  be  allowed,  as  a  certificate 
member;  to  any  person  while  under  suspension;  Provided,. 
However,  such  suspension  may  have  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Delegates. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  INTERMENT  IN  CEMETERY. 

Section  1.  All  companies  wishing  to  inter  a  deceas¬ 
ed  member  or  exempt  fireman  within  the  firemen’s  plot, 
must  apply  to,  and  receive  from  the  Cemetery  Committee  a 
written  permit  so  to  do,  stating  in  their  application  the 
birth  place,  name,  age  and  cause  of  death. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  No  amendment  to,  or  alteration  of  the 
laws  of  the  Department  shall  be  made  except  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendment  or  alteration  shall  have  been  gi\en  in 
writing  at  least  one  regular  meeting  prior,  and  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  before  the  action  is  had  thereon. 
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And  no  amendment  or  alteration  shall  take  effect  unless  it 
shall  receive  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  present. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Section  i.  These  laws' shall  take  effect  ninety  days 
from  and  after  their  adoption  by  the  Board. 

[The  following  laws  have  been  passed  by  the  Board, 
and  are  grouped  under  this  article  by  the  compiler.] 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Section  i.  That  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
exempt  from  drill  duties  in  their  respective  companies. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  honorary  members  of  the  Astoria 
Fire  Department  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  the  uniforms  of 
their  respective  companies  and  when  on  duty  at  fires,  or  in 
attendance  at  any  meetings  of  said  companies  shall  be  un¬ 
der  control  of  the  officers  thereof  as  other  members;  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  in  no  case  shall  they  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
said  meetings  at  any  election  or  hold  office  in  any  company 
of  the  Department.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


.  .  .  FOR  THE  .  .  . 

Supply  and  Use  of  Water. 


Section  i.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be 
made  on  printed  forms,  to  be  furnished  at  the  office  of  the 
the  City  Water  Works,  and  the  applicant  must  state  fully 
and  truly  all  the  purposes  for  which  the  water  may  be  re¬ 
quired,  and  must  agree  to  conform  to  the  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations,  as  a  condition  for  the  uses  of  the  water. 

2.  No  person  supplied  with  water  from  the  city  mains 
shall  be  entitled  to  use  it  for  any  purpose  other  than  those 
stated  in  his  applications,  or  to  supply  in  any  way,  other 
persons  or  families. 

3.  Should  the  applicant  or  occupant  of  the  premises 
desire  an  additional  service  or  fixture,  or  to  apply  the  water 
for  a  purpose  not  stated  in  the  original  application,  a  new 
application  must  be  made  and  a  permit  obtained  at  the  office 
of  the  City  Water  Works. 

4.  Should  it  be  desired  to  discontinue  the  use  of  water 
for  any  special  purpose,  whether  for  closets,  bath  tubs, 
street  sprinklers,  irrigation,  hose  connections,  or  other  fix¬ 
tures,  the  faucet  must  be  removed,  the  branch  pipe  must  be 
removed,  the  branch  pipe  or  service  supplying  the  fixtures 
plugged,  and  notice  given  in  writing  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Water  Works,  before  any  reduction  of  rates  will  be 
made. 
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4.  Should  it  be  desired  to  discontinue  the  use  of  all 
the  water  supplied  to  the  premises  for  a  period  not  less  than 
one  month,  notice  in  writing  must  be  given,  and  payment 
in  full  of  all  arrearages  ( if  any  there  be  ),  made  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Water  Works.  The  water  will  then  be 
turned  off  and  turned  on  again  on  application,  without 
charge  ;  but  no  re  mission  of  rate  will  be  made  for  a  period 
of  less  than  one  month,  or  without  the  notice  prescribed  in 
this  section. 

6.  Where  water  is  now  supplied  through  one  service 
to  several  houses,  families  or  persons,  the  Board  may  at 
their  discretion,  either  decline  to  furnish  water  until  sepa¬ 
rate  services  are  provided,  or  may  continue  the  supply  on 
the  condition  that  the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  all  in  the 
case  of  non-payment  or  violation  of  the  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  by  any  one. 

7.  Hereafter  the  service  pipes  must  be  so  arranged 
that  the  supply  to  each  separate  house  or  premises  may  be 
controlled  by  a  separate  stop  cock  placed  within  and  near 
the  line  of  the  street  curb,  and  one  person  must  pay  for  all 
the  water  used  through  said  sendee,  for  his  own  use,  or  for 
the  use  of  others  to  whom  it  may  be  accessible. 

8.  When  two  or  more  families  or  persons  use  the  same 
faucet,  each  will  be  charged  as  in  case  of  separate  services. 

9.  Taps  at  wash  basins,  water  closets,  baths  and 
urinals,  faucets  and  other  fixtures  must  not  be  left  running. 

10.  Water  will  not  be  furnished  where  there  are 
defective' or  leaky  faucets,  closets  or  other  fixtures,  and 
when  such  may  be  discovered  the  supply  will  be  shut  off. 

\ 

11.  No  cistern- shall  be  filled  from  the  City  Works 
main  except  upon  the  written  permission  of  the  Com¬ 
mission.

12.  Water  for  building  purposes  will  be  furnished 
only  by  payment  in  advance,  on  the  written  estimate  of  the 
manager  or  architect  of  the  brick,  stone,  plastering  or  other 
material  for  which  the  water  is  to  be  used.  For  material 
not  stated  in  the  estimate,  the  application  must  be  renewed. 

13.  Water  for  sidewalk  sprinklers,  private  hydrants, 
irrigation,  hose  connections,  closets  or  bath  tubs,  will  not 
be  furnished  to  parties  who  do  not  also  pay  for  use  of  water 
for  families,  stores  or  other  purposes  to  which  it  may  be, 
and  the  water  will  be  turned  off  from  the  premises  as  soon 
as  such  payments  are  discontinued. 

14.  Sidewalk  sprinkling  must  be  confined  within  the 
limits  of  the  front  of  the  premises  for  which  payment  has 
been  made,  and  not  extended  to  the  adjoining  street. 

15.  No  hose  shall  be  used  for  sprinkling  the  streets 
except  bjr  special  contract. 

16.  No  person  shall  place  a  tap  in  front  yard  or  com¬ 
mon  area  of  anv  premises,  so  situated  as  to  be  accessible  to 
persons  living  or  occupying  neighboring  premises,  and  the 
the  water  shall  not  be  allowed  to  pass  to  such  tap,  or  if 
turned  on  to  any  tap  hereafter  put  in,  shall  be  shut  off  until 
such  tap  is  removed  to  some  unexposed  place  on  said  premi¬ 
ses. 

17.  All  persons  taking  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  and  without  their  premises  in  good  repair,  and 
protected  from  frost,  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  will  be 
held  liable  for  all  damages  which  may  result  from  their  fail¬ 
ure  to  do  so,  and  no  deduction  from  water  rates  will  be  made 
on  account  of  service  pipes  being  frozen  up.  Water  running 
to  waste  to  prevent  freezing  is  strictly  prohibited. 

18.  The  water  may,  at  any  time,  be  shut  off  from  the 
mains,  without  notice,  for  repairs,  extensions,  or  other  nec¬ 
essary  purposes,  and  persms  having  boilers  supplied  by 
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direct  pressure  from  the  mains,  should,  in  such  cases,  open 
the  hot  water  faucet  to  prevent  the  danger  of  explosion  or 
collapse.  The  Water  Commission  will  not  be  responsible 
for  the  safety  of  boilers  on  the  premises  of  any  water  consu¬ 
mer, 


19.  The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  put  in  a 
meter  at  its  own  cost  and  charge  for  measured  water  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  established  meter  rates.  If  a  meter  gets  out  of 
order  and  fails  to  register,  the  consumer  will  be  charged  with 
the  average  consumption  as  shown  by  the  meter  when  in 

order. 

* 

20  When  a  permit  has  been  obtained  for  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  water,  a  "corporation  cock  or  tap  for  the  mains  will 
be  furnished  without  charge,  of  such  size  as  may  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Water  Works. 

21.  This  tap  will  be  inserted  by  the  plumber  of  the 
City  Water  Works,  in  all  cases,  and  for  the  work  of  inser¬ 
tion  a  charge  will  be  made  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents, 
payable  in  advance,  by  the  plumber,  employed  to  make  the 
service  connections. 


PLUMBING. 


Sec.  22.  No  plumber  or  other  person  will  be  allowed 
to  make  connections  with  the  City  mains,  or  to  make  altera¬ 
tions  in  any  conduit,  pipe  or  othe  fixtures  connecting  there¬ 
with,  or  to  connect  pipes  when  they  have  been  disconnected, 
or  to  turn  water  off  or  on,  on  any  premises,  without  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  City  Water  Works. 

23.  Plumbers  doing  any  work  by  which  water  may  be 
drawn  from  the  city  mains,  must  make  in  writing  a  true  and 
accurate  report  of  work  done,  and  deliver  it  at  the  office  of 
the  City  \\  ater  W  orks  within  twenty-four  hours  after  com- 
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pletion,  and  must  describe  the  positions  of  the  service  pipes, 
ferrules  and  stop  cocks,  by  reference  to  street  and  lot  cor¬ 
ners,  on  blank  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  City  Water 
Works. 

24.  Within  and  near  the  line  of  the  street  curb  a  stop 
cock  must  be  placed  and  protected  by  means  of  a  patent  ex¬ 
tension  stop  cock  box,  both  of  which  will  be  furnished  by 
the  City  Water  Works  without  charge. 

25.  Within  the  basement  wall  a  stop  and  waste  cock, 
protected  from  frost,  must  in  all  cases  be  placed,  by  means 
of  which  the  services  pipes  in  the  building  may  be  drained 
at  night,  during  freezing  weather.  Additional  stop  and 
waste  cocks  should  be  placed  in  sags  and  bends  in  the  pipe 
when  it  cannot  otherwise  be  drained. 

26.  There  shall  be  a  lead  service  pipe  of  not  less 
than  two  feet  in  length  to  connect  with  corporation  cock  on 
main  for  each  service,  which  must  be  ot  a  quality  and 
weight  cooresponding  to  A  A  A  Brooklyn  gauge,  with 
wiped  or  cup  joint  and  brass  coupling  on  each  of  lead  con¬ 
nection,  and  lead  connection  must  have  at  least  four  inches 
of  slack  to  guard  against  rupture  of  settlement  of  main  and 
material  in  trench. 

27.  All  pipes  from  lead  connection  to  stop  and  waste 
cock  at  curb  must  be  of  Galvenized  pipe  of  corresponding 
strength  to  lead  pipe. 

28.  Plumbers  failing  to  perform  their  work  according 
to  the  established  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  executing  it 
unskillfully,  or  to  the  damage  of  the  City  Water  Works, 
may  be  debarred  from  making  connections  with  the  City 

Mains. 

29.  O11  failure  to  comply  with  the  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  established  as  a  condition  to  the  use  of  water,  or  to 
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pay  the  water  rates  in  the  time  and  manner  hereafter  provi¬ 
ded,  the  water  may  be  shut  off  until  payment  is  made  of  the 
amount  due,  with  one  dollar  in  addition,  for  the  expense  of 
turning  the  water  off  and  on. 

30.  Should  the  occupant  of  the  premises  turn  on  the 
water  after  it  has  been  shut  off  at  the  curb  cock,  it  will  be 
turned  off  at  the  main,  and  a  charge  of  two  dollars  made  for 
the  expense  of  turning  it  off  and  on. 

31.  Agents  of  the  City  Water  Works  may  have  free 
access,  at  proper  hours  of  the  day,  to  all  parts  of  buildings 
and  premises,  which  may  be  supplied  with  water  from  the 
City  Mains,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  condition  of 
the  pipes  and  fixtures,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  water 
is  used.

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 


CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

The  equipment,  dieipline,  control  and  management  of 
the  Police  Force  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

Much  must  be  done  by  himself,  and  under  his  own 
immediate  inspection,  as  he  is  held  responsible  for  the  gen¬ 
eral  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Police.  He  must  give 
precise  and  clear  instructions  to  the  officers  under  him,  and 
report  every  instance  of  neglect  to  the,  Board  of  Police  Com¬ 
missioners. 

It  is  not  intended  to  lay  down  any  precise  course  for 
the  Chief  of  Police,  nor  to  say  how  much  of  his  time  is  to 
be  passed  in  the  active  performance  of  his  duties;  but  he 
will  feel  the  importance  of  visiting  parts  of  the  City  at  un¬ 
certain  hours  every  day  and  night,  and  seeing  for  himself 
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the  practical  workings  of  the  system  which  is  entrusted  to 
his  care. 

« 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Chief  of  Police  and  Captain  of 
Police  should  be  at  Police  Headquarters  as  often  as  circum¬ 
stances  may  permit.  Plis  duties  require  his  frequent  atten¬ 
dance  there  He  is  responsible  for  the  general  conduct  and 
good  order  of  the  organization  under  his  charge,  and  by 
frequent  personal  intercourse  should  make  himself  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  character  and  conduct  of  the  men  under  his  or¬ 
ders.  He  will  be  firm  and  just  and  at  the  same  time  kind 
and  conciliating  in  his  behavior  toward  them. 

Rule  i.  Each  member  of  the  PoliceForee  shall  devote 
his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  business  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  he  is  expressly  prohibited  from  following  any 
other  calling,  or  being  employed  in  any  other  business. 
Although  certain  hours  are  allotted  to  the  Policemen  for  the 
performance  of  duty,  on  ordinary  occasions,  yet  at  all  times 
they  must  be  prepared  to  act  immediately,  on  notice  that 
their  services  are  required. 

Rule  2.  The  entire  Police  Force  of  the  City  consti¬ 
tute  one  body,  and  any  of  its  officers  or  men  may  at  any 
time  be  placed  on  day  or  night  duty,  temporarily  or  perma¬ 
nently,  anywhere  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners,  without  regard  to  the  district  to 
which  they  may  have  been  previously  assigned. 

Rule  3.  Members  of  the  Police  Department  must  be 
civil  and  respectful  to  their  officers,  to  each  other,  to  all 
persons,  on  all  occasions. 

Rule  4.  Each  member  in  his  deportment  and  conduct 
must  be  quiet,  civil  and  orderly.  In  the  performance  of 
his  duty  he  must  maintain  decorum  and  attention,  com¬ 
mand  of  temper,  and  he  must  be  discreet.  He  must,  at  all 
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times,  refrain  from  harsh,  violent,  coarse,  profane  or  inso¬ 
lent  language,  and  when  required,  he  must  act  with  firm¬ 
ness  and  sufficient  energy  to  perform  his  duty. 

Rule  5.  No  member  will  be  permitted  to  apply  for  a 
warrant  for  an  assault  upon  himself,  without  first  reporting 
the  case  to  the  Chief,  and  obtaining  from  him  permission 
to  make  such  application. 

Rule  6.  All  members  of  the  Police  Force  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  always  on  duty,  subject  to  such  relief  there¬ 
from  as  shall  be  allowed  by  proper  authority,  and  the  same 
responsibility  as  to  the  suppression  of  disturbances  and  to 
the  arrest  of  offenders,  rests  upon  them  at  all  times  as 
when  on  post  duty. 

Rule  7.  Every  member  of  the  Police  Force  when  en¬ 
tering  upon  duty,  must  be  neat  in  person  and  clothes. 

Rule  8.  No  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  com¬ 
municate  to  any  person  any  information  which  may  enable 
persons  to  escape  from  arrest  or  punishment,  or  that  may 
enable  them  to  dispose  of,  or  secrete  goods  or  other  valuable 
things  stolen  or  embezzled. 

Rule  9.  No  member  shall  communicate,  except  to 
such  persons  as  indicated  in  his  superior  office,  or  by  rule 
any  information  respecting  orders  he  may  have  received, 
or  any  regulation  that  may  be  made  for  the  government  of 
the  department. 

Rule  10.  No  member  under  the  Chief  shall  give  any 
information  concerning  matters  of  offense,  or  disturbances, 
or  crimes  that  come  to  their  knowledge,  except  to  those 
connected  with  the  department,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Chief. 
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Rule  11.  Each  member  shall  at  all  times  have  with 
him  a  small  book,  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of 
persons  taken  in  charge  by  him.  and  such  particulars  in 
such  case  as  may  be  important  on  the  trial  of  the  case,  and 
also  a  statement  of  such  o  her  matters  and  persons  coming 
to  his  knowledge  and  observation  when  on  duty,  that  may 
in  any  way  be  of  assistance  in  the  detection  of  crime  or  mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Rule  12.  Every  member  when  coming  off  duty,  shall, 
before  he  is  relieved,  make  a  report  to  the  Chief,  or  in  his 
absence,  to  the  Captain,  of  all  information  coming  to  his 
knowledge,  of  any  unlawful  act  or  acts  committed,  and  all 
suspicious  persons  coming  under  his  observation. 

Rule  13.  Every  member  going  on  duty,  shall  report 
promptly  at  the  Captain’s  office,  ten  minutes  before  the 
hour  appointed  for  going  on  duty.  Members  coming  off 
duty  must  not  leave  their  district  until  the  succeeding  offi¬ 
cer  has  arrived,  when  they  shall  repair  to  the  Captain’s 
office,  and  make  their  report,  as  required  by  Rule  12,  when 
they  shall  be  relieved  from  post  duty. 

Rule  14.  All  entries  on  the  arrest  book  and  watch 
book  shall  be  made  by  the  Chief  or  one  of  the  Captains. 

Rule  15.  No  liquor  or  intoxicating  drink,  shall,  upon 
any  pretext,  be  introduced  into  Police  Offices  or  jail  of  the 
Police  Building,  except  by  consent  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
or  by  advice  of  a  petition,  nor  shall  smoking  be  allowed  at 
any  time  in  the  public  office  of  the  Police  station. 

Rule  16.  Every  Policeman  must  wear  his  uniform 
when  on  duty. 

Rule  17.  No  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  leave 
the  City  without  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police;  nor 
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shall  any  member  of  the  force,  be  absent  from  duty  unless 
sick,  without  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Rule  18.  No  member  of  the  force  shall  be  a  member 
of  any  fire  or  military  company. 

Rule  19.  No  member  of  the  force  shall  receive  any 
compensation  whatever,  as  a  witness  or  otherwise,  in  any 
suit  wherein  the  City  or  State  is  a  party,  in  the  Police 
Court. 

Rule  20.  No  member  shall  accept  from  any  person, 
while  in  custody,  or  after  he  shall  have  been  discharged,  or 
from  any  of  his  friends  a  gratuity,  reward  or  gift,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  nor  shall  he  receive  from  any  person 
without  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  compensation  for 
damages  sustained  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Rule  21.  The  Chief  of  Police  and  officers  of  each 
watch  shall  cause  all  offenders  accused  of  crime  or  felonies 
in  their  custody  to  be  tecurely  locked  up  in  cells,  and  not 
allowed  the  liberties  of  the  jail  room,  the  same  as  those 
confined  for  misdemeanors;  and  that  all  prisoners  are  lock¬ 
ed  up  in  the  cells  by  8  o’clock  p.  m.  each  night. 

Rule  22.  The  officers  of  the  watch  shall  observe  par¬ 
ticularity  each  night,  at  10  o’clock  p.  m.,  and  4  A.  m., 
whether  all  prisoners  are  in  their  cells,  and  enter  a  report 
thereon,  upon  the  watch  book. 

Rule  23.  The  officer  in  charge  of  each  watch  shall 
record  each  name  in  the  watch  book  as  other  officers  of  the 
watch. 

Rule  24.  The  right  of  every  member  of  the  Police 
Force  to  entertain  political  or  partisan  opinions  and  to 
express  the  same  freely,  when  such  expression  shall  not 
concern  the  immediate  discharge  of  his  other  duties,  and 
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the  right  of  the  elective  franchise  will  be  deemed  sacred 
and  inviolate.  But  no  member  of  the  Police  Force  will  be 
permitted  to  be  a  delegate  or  a  representative  to;  or  member 
of  any  political  or  partisan  convention  whose  purpose  is 
the  nomination  of  any  candidate  or  candidates  for  any  polit¬ 
ical  office.  He  shall  not  take  any  part  in  any  convention 
held  for  the  nomination  of  any  candidate  for  any  such  office. 

Rule  25.  No  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  be 
permitted  to  solicit  or  obliged  to  make  any  contribution 
in  money  or  other  things  on  pretext,  to  any  person,  com¬ 
mittee  or  association,  for  any  political  purpose  whatever. 

Rule  26.  Non-payment  of  indebtedness  for  clothing 
and  subsistence,  incurred  by  a  member  of  the  force,  shall 
be  cause  of  ignominious  dismissal. 

Rule  27.  Upon  the  days  of  election  for  public  officers 
held  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  ordinances  of  the 
City,  such  Policeman  shall,  whether  specially  assigned  to 
attend  the  polls  or  otherwise,  do  all  within  his  power  to 
preserve  the  peace,  protect  the  integrity  of  the  ballot  box, 
enforce  the  rights  of  lawful  voters,  and  prevent  illegal  and 
fraudulent  voting,  but  he  shall  not  actively  interfere  for, 
or  against  any  candidate,  challenge  voters,  distribute  tick¬ 
ets,  or  act  the  partisan,  under  penalty  of  immediate  dis¬ 
missal. 

Rule  28.  Members  of  the  force  are  required  to  report 
their  residence  with  such  particularity  as  to  be  easily  found 
to  the  Chiefs  office,  to  be  recorded  therein,  and  also  to  re¬ 
port  all  changes  of  residence  with  the  same  particularity. 

Rule  29.  Any  member  of  the  force  changing  his  resi- 

» 

dence,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  report 
the  facts  through  the  proper  channel  to  the  Chief. 
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Rule  30.  All  members,  on  leaving  the  force,  must  re¬ 
turn  their  stars  and  all  property  belonging  to  the  depart¬ 
ment,  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  all  pay  or  compensation 
due  will  be  held  until  the  rule  is  complied  with. 

Rule  31.  No  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  use 
any  unnecessary  violence  toward  a  prisoner,  or  do  more  than 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  prisoner 
until  he  can  convey  him  to  jail  or  the  station  house;  nor 
shall  any  member  of  the  force  use  any  harsh,  violent  or 
abusive  language  toward  a  policeman  or  citizen. 

Rule  32.  When  an  alarm  of  fire  is  given,  the  members 
of  the  Police  force  not  on  post  duty,  and  those  on  duty  in 
the  district  or  beat  wherein  the  fire  is  located,  shall  hasten 
forthwith  to  the  scene  of  the  fire,  and  render  duty  in  assist¬ 
ing  the  Chief  to  protect  property  and  perform  the  duties  re¬ 
quired  of  them  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City 

33.  If  anv  crime  be  committed  by  reason  of  the  negli¬ 
gence  of  any  member  of  the  Police  force,  such  member  shall 
be  dismissed. 

Rule  34.  Policemen  shall  report  to  the  Chief  all 
lamps  not  lighted  at  the  proper  time,  uncleaned,  or  in  any 
way  out  of  order  on  their  beat. 

Rule  35.  Punctual  attendance,  prompt  obedience, 
and  conformity  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  will  be  rigidly  enforced. 

Rule  36.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered  to  divide  the  force  into  such  watches,  and  assign 
them  to  such  duty,  subject  to  these  rules,  as  he  deems 
best. 

Rule  37.  The  Captain  or  Chief  of  Police  must  record 
the  true  names  of  all  persons  arrested  on  the  arrest  book, 
the  same  can  be  ascertained. 
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Rule  38.  No  member  of  the  torce  shall  be  permitted 
to  go  bail  for  any  person  under  arrest. 

Rule  39.  Members  of  the  Police  force  shall  be  subject 
to  reprimand,  suspension,  deductions  from  pay,  or  dismis¬ 
sal  for  violations  of  any  of  the  foregoing  rules,  and  for  any 
of  the  following  causes,  according  to  the  nature  or  aggriva- 
tion  of  the  offense. 

First — Intoxication,  whether  on  or  off  duty. 

Second — Wilful  disobedience  of  orders. 

Third — Leaving  the  beat  without  good  cause. 

Fourth — For  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  a  debt  for 
uniform,  clothing,  rent,  or  the  necessaries  oflife  contracted 
while  a  member  of  the  force. 

Fifth — Not  patrolling,  or  not  properly  patrolling  his 
beat  during  his  tour  of  patrol  duty. 

Sixth — Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer. 

Rule  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Policeman  to 
report  all  violations  of  these  rules  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
which  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  and  whenever  the 
Chief  of  Police  shall  have  knowledge  from  any  source,  that 
a  Captain  or  Policeman  has  been  guilty  of  a  willful  violation 
of  these  rules,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners. 

Rule  41.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  judge¬ 
ment  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  to  suspend  any  member  of  the 
Police  force,  he  may  do  so;  but  he  shall  immediately  report 
the  same,  together  with  the  charges  upon  which  he  bases 
such  suspension,  to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  who 
shall,  at  their  first  meeting  thereafter,  examine  into  the 
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cause  of  such  suspension,  and  take  such  action  as  may  be 
deemed  proper. 

Rule  42.  All  charges  against  any  member  of  the  force 
shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  some  responsible  person  under 
oath,  except  when  made  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  specify 
the  offense,  and  the  date  of  its  alleged  commission  with  con¬ 
venient  certainty.  They  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners.  On  the  reception  of  any  charges  as 
herein  provided,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  shall,  at 
their  first  meeting  thereafter,  proceed  to  investigate  the  same, 
and  take  such  action  thereon,  as  the  Board  may  deem  proper 
in  the  premises. 

Rule  43.  No  person  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  a 
regular  patrolman,  unless — 

First — He  is  able  to  read  and  write  the  English  lan¬ 
guage  with  ease  and  facility. 

Second — He  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Third — He  has  been  a  resident  of  Astoria  one  year, 
next  prior  to  his  application  for  appointment. 

Fourth  —He  has  never  been  convicted  of  crime,  nor  for¬ 
feited  bail  if  arrested. 

Fifth — He  is  of  good  health  and  of  sound  body  and 
mind . 

Sixth  He  is  of  good  moral  character  and  habits. 

Seventh  -Applicants  must  make  application  in  writing 
and  answer  the  above  requirements  under  oath. 

Rule  44.  A  daily  journal  shall  be  kept  in  the  public 
Station,  in  which  shall  be  entered  by  the  Chief  or  Captain 
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of  Police,  the  names  of  all  members  of  the  force  reporting  for 
duty,  and  the  names  of  members  absent,  with  the  reason 
and  duration  of  their  absence.  Also  other  matters  of  impor¬ 
tance  in  connection  with  Police  duties  that  may  come  to  the 
notice  of  the  Chief  or  Captain.
